A Comptete Hospital. 

Taking up the Sternberg hospital, in 
charge of Major Diffen, General Boyn- 
ton shows that it is one of the most com- 
plete field hospitals ever seen, according 
to veterans of the late war. All the tents 
are , and they are separate.

ine large board pavilions. Every 
nd pavilion has woven wire mat- 
ids and hair mat- 
There are especial diets, five 
cold storage rooms for delicacies, sep- 
arate refrigerators for each row of tents, 
and every proper measure of sanitation 
is observed with respect to the sinks. 
Further, the report says: “The whole 
place is most carefully policed daily, and 
the whole establishment, within and 
without, its permanent buildings and its 
tents, is in the most perfect order. 

“Since the establishment of this hos- 
pital, everything asked for in the way 
of supplies of every kind has been 
promptly furnished. Sixteen to 24 bar- 
rels of distilled water are purchased 
daily, and patients get nothing but dis- 
tilled water to drink. From three to 
five tons of ice are used daily. Three 
hundred gallons of milk are purchased 
daily and 150 gallons furnished by the 
Red Cross society. All money necessary 
for the purchase of delicacies of every 
kind suitable to the sick has been fur- 
nished by order gf General Sternberg. 
Soon after the hospital was established 
he telegraphed as follows to the surgeon 
in charge: ‘Do not fail to procure every 
necessary for the comfort of the sick. 
Apply to me for additional female nurses 
and for money to buy delicacies when re- 
quired.’ 

A careful inquiry developed the fact 
that all varieties of medical supplies re- 
quired or asked for were furnished, both 
from Washington and from medical 
headquarters at the camp with the} 
greatest promptness. It is stated in ad- 
dition that all the hospital refuse is} 
burned in a crematory, and, according 
to Major Diffen, all but 1000 patients now 
sick in the entire camp could be safely 
qmoved. The diseases are more of a 
typhoid-malaria character than the 
typhoid fever strictly, the death rate be- 
ing very low. 

Carbolic Acid Used. 

“The first division field hospital, in} 
charge of Major Drake, is floored with 
planed lumber, ang@itis as clean as pos- 
sible, being scrubbed with carbolic acid 
and treated with bichloride of mercury 
every other day. All the patients areon 
cots, and never have been on the ground 
for any length of time.

The next hospital inspected was the 
third division hospital, 
charge of Major Thomas Clark. Here 
the attendants were found sufficient, 
though in the earlier days there were 
not enough surgeons or attendants. The 
grounds were in excellent condition, the 
tents clean, 
and all floored between the cots. 
time the 
obtaining its medical supplies, 
was befor e the government had collected 
its medical stores in great quantities, 
As in the other hospitals, the entire 
force of attendants, both officers ard 
men, worked with great persistence till 
over 25 percent of the hospital's corps 
feil sick. For the last six weeks there 
has been no difficulty whatever in ob- 
taining medical supplies of every char- 
acter. The Red Cross has made liberal 
donations to this hospital, and friends 
in Minnesota have sent great quantities 
of delicacies. 

Taking up the last of the field hos- 
pitals, that of the Third corps, second 
division, under Major Smith, the re- 
port states that 53 tents are at present 
not all occupied, though during the epi 
demic of measles. they were crowded. 
There were no Red Cross nurses, anda 
detail of two ladies from the Chatta- 
nooga association has visited the hos- 
pital daily to cook the lighter food for 
the sick. When the hospital was crowd- 
ed the number of attendants was insuf- 
ficient. There were also st 
plaints of the failure to get medical and 
surgical supplies in the earlier days be- 
fore the government had been able to 
furnish its and when it was impossi- 
ble to avoid delays incident to rushing 
supplies to great army camps. The 
requisition papers on file, however, show 
that the hospital officers made every 
effort to obtain full supplies. 

Treated In General. 

Leaving the details about the hos- 
pitals, the report proceeds to treat the 
whole subject generally as folloy 
“In two of the hospitals opportu 
occurred for disco 
edly originated many of t sensational 
stories which have been prir r 
to the effect that 
in the hospitals lacked sufficient 
and in many cases had been on the v 
of starvation. In the wards where the 
convalescent typhoid fever patiants were 
found many of the men were constantly 
asking for food, and as a matter of 
course were as constantly denied every- 
thirg except the lighter f food, 
Which alone can safely be administere 
to recovering typhoid patients. This re- 
fusal of food throughout the 
alone, as f§ perfectly un- 
derstood, can the lives of typhoid con- 
valescents be saved, has been distorted 
into the cry, which has spread through- 
that patients were be- 
ing starved in the government hospitals. 
There has been no lack of proper food 
in these hospitals, and competent cooks 
for preparing it have been present; and 
the only reason for depriving the pa- 

ents of what so many of them have 
clamored f has been the 
such dieting as the disease demands, 

“Tt will be observed that the condi- 
tions set forth in this report are mnainly 
present conditions. It has not hereto- 
fore fallen within the range of my duties 
at this park to make critical observa- 
tions of hospital conditions. As a mat- 

r of course, many of this divi- 
Sion of camp admin iatr: ition have fallen 
strained to 
that there has been no negiect 
on the part of either the medical or the 
quartermaster departments to furnish 
such supplies as have reached the camp. 

It will be observed that the report in 
each case has been made with reference 
to the maximum number of patients in 
each hospital, and so far as it was possi 
ble to obtain the conditions then ex 
ing they are set forth in this report. 
These are conditions which in times of 
rapid increase. of disease, a condition 
which was reached at this camp solely 
in my judgment from the filth which 
too many of the regimental officers al- 
lowed to dominate their camps, in spite 
of the orders, which would have pre- 
vented all this trouble, from the surgeon 
general and from the commanding offi- 
gers of this camp. 

“So far frem believing, as a result of 
my observations, that medical officers 
have been heartless or negligent, I be- 
lieve that these officers and the hospital 
attendants as a whole have exerted 
themselves to discharge their duties 
faithfully. It would seem as if this 
were sufficiently shown by the fact that 
they have worked unceasingly until a 
quarter of the whole force has itself been 
stricken by disease resulting from their 
exhausting labors. 

“My attention was ¢ sper ially directed 
in the order which I received to some re- 
marks credited to General Terry as he 
was leaving Camp Thomas: “General 
Terry found the camp in a bad sanitary 
condition. It is situated in an open field 
in the hot sun, with no water to be 
found within five miles. The water the 
men drink is hauled in barrels and ofa 
kind that in New York would be refus 
as bathirg water.

“In closing, I beg leave to express my 
opinion that most of the interviews with 
chaplains, regimental surgeons and 
both officers and men, now ap- 
pearing at the north in many of the 
newspapers in regard’ to this camp, are 
reckless and false except as to the filthy 
tonditions which their own criminal 
neglect has caused. In my judgment 
the recent increase in the outceries 
against water and the persistent asser- 
tion that the park is unhealthy have 
been largely and deliberately used to 
stir up sentiment and influence which 
would be exerted to insure their relief 
from service.”

DID HE FEIGN ILLNESS ? 


. 


That the Charge Against Col. Wood- 
ward of Massachusetts. 


Said to Have Been Ordered 
From Hospital Ship. 


Accused Officer Enters a Vigorous Denial of 
the Allegation. 


Boston, Sept. 1—Colonel Woodward, 
@ver since his resignation from the Sixth 
regiment, has been saying that he would 
feport only to the governor. Governor 
Wolcott, las€ night, at Woodward's 
earnest request, gave out the correspon- 
dence that passed between them during 
the controversy. 

It is claimed that the order for his ap- 
pearance with other officers before a 
board to examine into their efficiency 
Was a great surprise. “We earnestly 
Solicited some reason,” says Colonel 
Woodward, “for this unusual action, 
and the only one given was that the men 
had fallen out on the marches and that 
it must be stopped;and that in the future 
if it continued, severe, and, if necessary, 
the most extreme punishment must be 
inflicted. I replied that I felt that we 
had done all that humane officers could 
do under the trying circumstances, and 
I would prefer to leave the service rather 
than abuse the men, who had come from 
Massachusetts with me, and to whom, 
as well as their friends at home, I owed 
the moral obligation to treat them hu- 
manely.” 

After reviewing the whole matter, in- 
cluding the statement relative to the 
poor rations for the men and their sub- 
sequent weakness owing to that fact, 
Colonel Woodward closes his statement 
by pointing to his 29 years in the militia 
and saying: “The other officers all have 
most excellent records. While we deep- 
ly regret the affair, we are somewhat 
recompensed by the feeling that many 
injustices have been called to light and 
that those who remain in the service will 
be benefitted. I feel éonfident that such 
will be the case, for, before we left Porto 
Rico, it was admitted that the food 
vould be improved and that the men in 
the future would not be 
earry such heavy loads.” 

On the same day, Aug. 25, the governor 
sent to Colonel Woodward a letter, in 
which he said that In reply to a request 
sent to the secretary of war for informa- 
tion regarding the cause of the resigna- 
tions and present condition of the Sixth 
Massachusetts infantry, he received 
from the adjutant general the following 
reply from Major General Miles, ad- 
dressed to the adjutant general and 
dated Ponce, Porto Rico, Aug. 5: “When 
the Sixth Massachusetts infantry was 
ordered to be ready to disembark near 
the entrance of Santiago harbor, Colonel 
Woodward feigned sickness. At Guan- 

ica, when his regiment was ordered 
ashore, he again feigned sickness and 
went on hospital ship, was examined by 
Colonel Greenleaf, surgeon, who pro- 
nounced him well and ordered him off 
the ship. During this time seven com- 
panies of his regiment were engaged in 
a sharp encounter under command of 
General Garretson. Colonel Woodward 
was ordered before examining board, 
and tendered his resignation; its ac- 
ceptance will save expense of a court- 
martial. The lieutenant colonel of the 
.same regiment is incompetent. He re- 
mained in his tent while part of his regi- 
ment was engaged. He was within sound 
of the fight, and did not even assemble 
balance of regiment to reinforce part en- 
gaged, if it should have been réquired. 
Acceptance of resignations of both these 
officers would benefit the service.” 
Colonel Woodward's Kep!y. 

Colonel . Woodward's reply to the 
charges of General Miles is very vol- 
umnious. He says: “I regret exceeding- 
ly that these statements have not been 
made earlier. It seems hard that an 
officer of the rank of colonel should be 
judged so severely by the commanding 
general, and such heavy accusations be 
on record against him without a care- 
jful examination by the commanding 
general, and without an opportunity for 
explanation or denial. General Miles has 
been misinformed by his subordinates, 
and now that I am out of the service I 
feel that I have a right to defend myself 
by a statement of the facts, as a matter 
of simple justice to myself and the state 
of Massachusetts.” 

Colonel Woodward claims that for a 
long time he had suffered from a pain- 
ful stomach trouble, and that he was at- 
tacked by his trouble on July 24, just be- 
fore the regiment arrived at Guanica. 
On July 25 the regiment disembarked. 
Continuing, Colonel Woodward says: 
“Our regiment landed unmolested, and 
there was no reason why I should feign 
sickness at that time. Soon after supper 
that evening an order came for all the 
troops to fall in, stating that we were 
being attacked by large numbers. Sevy- 
eral of my companies were already on 
outposts, under command of Major Tay- 
lor. I marched out at the head of my 
regiment until we were ordered to lie 
down by the side of the road, where we 
remained several hours, when we were 
ordered back to camp. If I had been dis- 


posed to feign sickness or take advant- | 


age of an illness to keep out of a fight, 
this was a time when I could have done 
so. 

“The message states that the accept- 
ance of the resignations would save the 
expense of a court-martial. The expense 
of a court-martial must be very small, 
as all witresses and others are in the 
service of the government, and can re- 
ceive no extra pay for that duty. A lit- 
tle expense, however, should not stand 
in the way of justice. It became evident 
to me that vacancies were desired in our 
regiment, and mearfs devised to get rid 
of some of the officers. On the evening 
of Aug. 2, an order was given for me to 
appear the next morning, with four of 
my Officers, before an efficiency board. 
This was a new proceeding under a lew 
passed by congress last April. I had 
never heard of the law. A systematic 
freezing process seemed to me to have 
been inaugurated. Reasons were asked 
for this unusual action, and the only one 
given was that men had been falling out 
on the marches and that the officers had 
not been severe enough with them. Then

ecutors, the judge and the jury. Then| 
comes the inquiry from Massachusetts | 
and from Washington concerning the!

as to Major Taylor and Captain Goodell. 

“The charges said to have been made 
by Captain Ham were evidently drawn | 
after I left Porto Rico, for I neither saw | 
nor heard of them until I saw them in 
the Boston papers. Light as they are, 
they cannot be substantiated: It is well 
to note that this Captain Ham is the 
commissary officer with whom I had the 
difference in reference to giving my men 
sufficient and proper food. 

“Allusions have been made to our regi- 
ment when at Charleston, S. C. reg, 
were several regiments there at the time, | 
all wearing identically the same uni-| 
form. It was utterly impossible for any 
person to tell what regiment a soldier 
belonged to by looking at him.”

COAL MINERS’ STRIKE: 


White Men Locked Out and Negroes 
Take Their Places. 


——— 


Clash Likely to Result With 
Armed Deputies. 


Attack on the Shaft Hardly Prevented by the 
SLeaders of the S'rikers. 


——_—_— 


Pana,ll., Sept. 1—A serious encounter 
has been narrowly averted between the 
union miners and the 100 deputy sheriffs 
guarding the 54 Alabama negroes who 
have taken the places of the locked- 
out men at the Springside and at the 
edge of the city limits. The clash could 
not have been prevented had not state 
and national officers of the United Mine 
Workers of America interfered by wir- 
ting District President Topham to post- 
pone action until after an investigation 
of the condition of the Springside mine, 
which is alleged to be dangerous, being 
operated without a boss and a registcred 
engineer. 

At the time the message was received 
the local miners, reinforced by several 
hundred miners from Danville, Coffeen, 
Assumption and other outside miring 
towns, were in secret session ina gulch 
between the Illinois Central railroad and 
the Pana Coal company’s reservoir, near 
the north end of the city, laying plans to 
march on the deputies and negroes at 
Springside and forcibly compel the ne- 
groes to leave. The meeting was pre- 
sided over by a negro miner named 
Dean of Danville. Tt was only by the 
most persistent pleading and reasoning 
by President Topham and other leaders 
that the miners were prevented from 
marching on the shaft. It was pointed 
out that the deputies at the Springside 
were armed with rifles. There were only 
two Winchesters and a few shotguns in 
the miners’ crowd. All the men, how- 
ever, fully a thonsand in number, were

SENSATION IN) PARIS. 


Colonel Henry Kills Himself After Con- 
fessing a Forgery. 

Paris, Sept. 1—Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry,.an officer who figured in the re- 
‘cent attempted reopening of the Ester- 
hazy case, wrote another chapter in that 
tragedy which has so torn France by 
confessing Wednesday afternoon that 
he had forged a document used against 
the exiled captain’s friends in the last 
case. Then, while under arrest, he did 
what Esterhazywrefused to do—cut his 
throat. 

The confession and suicide of the offi- 
cer have created a tremendous sensa- 
tion, and will probably lead to a success- 
ful revival of the agitation for a new 
trial for Colonel Dreyfus. 

When Colonel Henry was questioneo 
he at first affirmed the authenticity ol 
the incriminating documents; but when 
discrepancies were pointed out, he first 
admitted adding sentences, and finally 
confessed to fabricating the whole letter, 

It is now evident that Henry forged 
the letter with the express object otf 
paralyzing Colonel Picquart's efforts tc 
expose Major Count Esterhazy ana t& 
get a rehearing of the Dreyfus case 
“owing the the absolute necessity for 
finding proofs against Dreyfus."" This 
letter was written in very bad French,

It was feared that he would have an 
apoplectic stroke. 

After his arrest he was permitted t 
visit his wife while on the way to the 
fortress at Mount Valerian. She 
thought he really had a fit. He ad- 
dressed her as “my poor wife,”’ adding: 
The officer ac- 
companying him was under orders not 
to lose sight of him for a moment; and 
therefore he could not see his wife alone 
All three proceeded to his bedroom te 
get the necessary clothing. Henry 
then clasped his wife in his arms and 
exclaimed: ‘“‘My conscience is pure and 
free from everything.” This exclama- 
tion is much commented upon, as going 
to show that he may possibly have 
forged the letter under orders from his 
superiors. 

The cabinet held two stormy sittings 
under the presidency of Mr. Faure. It 
finally rose, having apparently failed to 
arrive at a decision on the question of 
revising the Dreyfus sentence, for the 
customary official note was not issued. 
It is possible, however, looking to the ex- 
cited state of public feeling hat the 
government deems it advisable to pro- 
ceed cautiously and to conceal its deci- 
sions for the present. Mr. Delcasse, 
minister for foreign affairs, is said to 
have been violently attacked. by his col- 
leagues for having been ignorant of the 
intention of Emperor Nicholas to issue 
his disarmament proclamation; but, in 
face of the revival of the Dreyfus affair, 
the disarmament proposal has taken 
quite a secondary place. It is alleged 
that several ministers demanded a re- 
vision and the immediate supercession 
of several staff officers. Mr. Cavaignac, 
however, remained firm, opposing this 
course on the ground that Henry’s for- 
gery had not altered the case as affect- 
ing Dreyfus’ guilt. The only result thus 
far therefore is that Esterhazy is cash- 
iered and will retire on a small pension. 
Even after leaving the council,ministers 
continued to argue heatedly. 

It would be impossible to describe the 
sensation that has thrilled Paris; and 
it is not unlikely that at the next meet- 
ing of the chamber of deputies the gov-

Message From the President to Clara 
Barton In Havana,

Red Cross Supplies Given to 
the Spanish. 


Insurgents Obeying the Terms of the Suspen- 
sion of Hostilities. 


Havana, Sept. 2.—Clara Barton re- 
ceived a cable message from President 
McKinley telling her to act in perfect 
concert with the Spanish authorities 
and to turn over the Red Cross society’s 
supplies to them, if convenient, for dis- 
tribution, helping them as far as pos- 
sible in this work, owing to her thorough 
familiarity with it. With respect to 
the fine of $500 imposed by the custom 
house authorities upon Miss Barton for 
not having a manifest of the cargo, the 
president directed her to pay the fine, 
reserving the right to make a subsequent 
claim fer its refunding. It is apparent 
that the two governments are acting in 
accord in this matter. 

Advices from Guines, this province, 
say that the work in the fields is not 
being resumed Not far from Guines 
is encamped a body of insurgents. It 


consists of an infantry regiment and 
four squadrons of cavalry. The people 
Were at first apprehensive of lawless 


behavior, but the insurgents are quiet 
and lawabiding. At Constantia, near 
Clenfuegos, is a large insurgent force. 
All reports as to the conduct of the Cu- 
ban troops agree that they are well be- 
haved and are observing the rules of 
civilized warfare during the armistice. 
The occasional reports of violence and 
robbery must not be laid at their door. 
A Cuban hospital has been inaugurated 
in the outskirts of Havana in one of the 
tinest villas here. Forty sick men, on 
stretchers, borne by their companions, 
arrived there yesterday under an escort 
ot Cuban soldiers, The hospital is sit- 
uated exactly on the city line. The 
Cuban and Spanish outposts—the former 
staying outside the limit and the latter 
inside—chat together and on the 
friendliest terms. The sick were re- 
cecived by the president of the hospital.

SHAFTER’S RETURN, 


What the General Has to Say Concern- 
ing Various Things. 

Montauk Point, Sept. 2.—‘‘I knew noth- 
ing of the Miles-Alger controversy until 
I was shown a newspaper on my arrival 
here,” said General Shafter yesterday. 
“IT will not discuss it, now that I am un- 
famillar with the phases of the case; 
nor will I enter the controversy at any 
time. Secretary Alger and Generai 
Miles can take care of themselves, and 
so can I.” 

“Now, general, it is ‘up to you’ to ex- 
plain about the condition of the trans- 
ports that have brought the men back 
from the seat of war to this camp.” 

“The situation I have already made 
clear,” replied General Shafter. “We 
had to choose the lesser of two evils— 
to ship the men north to a healthy cli- 
mate, not wanting to keep them where 
they must die. We at the front did not 


want to let the fever haveitsrun. We 
wanted to save life. Now, the problem 
is to save the most lives possible. We 


never had a foreign war since 1812-14. 
The United States have no _ hospital 
ships. It was not a question of what 
was best, but of what wehad. Weused 
the transports that brought the troops 
down. 

“It was that or keep the men tnere. 


If I could have had a few weeks to 
equip hospital ships, the conditions 
would have been better. The sudden 


end of the war was unexpected. We 
were not prepared for the unexpected. 
I made it an invariable rule to send 
home 25 percent less men on a trans- 
port than she had brought south. That 
was a fair view to take.” 

“But, general, the Alleghany got in 
here yesterday with very many sick and 
had buried 14 men at sea. How do you 
account for that?” 

“I am astonished at that. What regi- 
ment was it?” asked the general. 

“The Ninth Massachusetts,” answered 
the correspondent. 

“Oh, weli, that explains much,” re- 
plied General Shafter. ‘‘For.some rea- 
son that I cannot fathom that regiment 
has been most unfortunate throughout 
the war. It lost its colonel, two majors, 
several company officers, and a larger 
percent of men by sickness than any 
regiment down there.” 

‘What's the matter? 
explain it?” was asked. 

“I don’t think so.” 

“Had the Ninth Massachusetts been 
subjected to more trying climatic or 
sanitary conditions than the others?” 

“Not at all; the men of the Ninth had 
the same surroundings as everybody 
else.” 

“Any ponds or malarial swamps near 
their camp?” 

“No; like the others, 
sickness in the Ninth Massachusetts 
cannot be explained. I would recom- 
mend that it be made the subject of 
ppecial inquiry by a medical board.” 

“How about the Seneca and Concho?” 
was asked. 

“Probably there was some just ground 
for the charge of overcrowding in the 
two ships that brought men home in the 
earlier summer,” answered General 
Shafter. “Possibly they were the ships.

GOVERNOR'S DAY. 


A Serious Accident to Col. 
Whitney of the Fith. 


Camp Dalton, 
Friday, Sept. 2. 

Yesterday was Governor’s day at 
camp. The sun came out of a mist in 
the morning and before noon threatened 
to burn everything up with its rays. 
The heat was almost unbearable the 
mercury registered 98 at noon. 

Morning drill was cut short and the 
boys allowed to keep the shelter of their 
tents. 

At two thirty the order came for 
blue trousers, blue shirts and fatigue 
hats. 

The Governor and staff and Generals 
Converse and Locke arrived at three 
o’clock. The Governor’s colors were 
at once raised on the field flag stalf. 
The review which was to take place 
was interferred with by a heavy shower 
which came up suddenly, and at one 
time threatened to spoil the whole 
afternoon. Ite duration was only a half 
hour however, and as the sun then 
came out the original programme was 
started again. 

The regiment and troop of cavalry 
formed in the field and presented a 
very pretty sight 

The Governor’s party and the staff 
officers of the troop were all mounted. 
The Governor made an inspection of 
the soldiers on horse back and then 
came the review. He seemed well 
pleased with the showing made and 
complimented the officers in a very neat 
speech. 

A few field manoevres were to have 
been given but the weather became 
threatening again and the companies 
were ordered back to quarters. 

At this time a very unpleasant acci- 
dent happened. Col. Whitney rode 
ahead of his visitors towards the guard 
quarters, to give some instructions, and 
as he turned a corner of the fence, in 
sight of every one, his horse slipped on 
the wet ground and threw’ him 
violently. It was thought at once that 
he was killed, but it isa hard task to 
kill an old soldier like Col. Whitney. 
After several moments he attempted 
to walk but found it impossible. He 
was earried to his quarters where it 
was found that no bones were broken 
but that his leg was badly bruised and 
that he had been seriously shaken up. 
He was resting easy last evening and 
will probably be all right after a little 
rest. Every one felt relieved when it 
was found out to be no worse. Col. 
Whitney is held in high esteem by both 
officers and men of his command and 
every one would feel badly if he were 
taken from them. He is a man among 
many. 

Co. K was the smallest company, on 
the field, as the detail sent to Quincy 
made considerable difference in their 
numbers. They put up a good line as 
they always do. 

Co. K boys were remembered again 
yesterday by their Quincy friends. A 
barrel of crackers as received on 
Wednesday, and on Thursday Mr. Fred 
Tirrell, Mr. G. H. Wilson and Mr.

These gentle- 
men certainly have the interests of the 
men at heart and prove it very fre- 
quently, They never fail to leave some 
kind remembrance behind them. Mr.

ASK FOR HeGIPROCITY 


——— 


Commercial Men of Boston After the 
Canadian Markets. 


Lower Duties. 


—e 


Commissioners Told of the Grave Conse 
quences to Ensue. 


—_——_—__— 


Quebec, Sept. 2.—The representatives 
of three leading interests of the United 
States were heard by the United States 
commissioners yesterday. All talked for 
the same thing—that the present duties 
affecting their respective industries be 
not changed. They asked the commis- 
sicters not to enter into any agreement 
with the Canadian government whereby 
their own lines of trade would be dis- 
turbed. The Boston chamber of com- 
merce also was given @ hearing. The 
argument of the Boston men was along 
entirely different lines. They asked for 
a modification of the trade relations 
with Canada, and that relations as near 
‘to absolute reciprocity as possible be se- 
cured: Osborne Hawes, during a talk 
‘after the hearing, said: ‘‘What we de- 
sire is a chance to sell our manufactured 
goods in the Canadian market. We be- 
lieve in asking this of the Quebec con- 
ference, we are speaking the sentiments 
of 200,000 workingmeu along the Cana- 
dian border of the United States. In 
Massachusetts alone we manufacture 
$900,000,000 of goods each year, and we 
want a market for these goods. We do 
not fear competition, for we have the 
greater wealth and facilities on our side. 
'We realize that the members of the 
joint high commission must keep in 
mind the greatest good for the greatest 
number, but we hope they will find it 
possible to establish a better trade basis 
between the two countries. The manu- 
facturers of the New England states are 
particularly desirous of getting the 
goods into Nova Scotia and eastern Ca 
nadian markets.” 

Speaking for the New England fish- 
ermen, Sylvester Cunningham said they 
desired the laws governing their in- 
dustry to remain unchanged. They 
@ould not afford to do away with the 
duty on Canadian fish for the 
privilege of free entry into the New- 
foundland waters for bait. “To estab- 
lish free trade in the Atlantic fisheries 
now,” he said, “would mean the certair 
transferring of the American fishing in- 
dustry to the Canadian borders.” 

The United States lumber industry 
asked for the same action on the part o} 
the conference. The present duties im- 
posed upon Canadian lumber should re- 
main. To remove the duties would well 
jnigh destroy the industry, ar d to lower 
them would mean serious injury to the 
American interests, 

Warner Miller, representing the pulr 
paper interests, made a similar argu- 
ment. He asked that the tariff on puly 
and papeé remain as now fixed. 

Serator Fairbanks, when asked if he 
could indicate what the outcome of the 
conference promised, replied that so faa 
the work had been satisfactory and all 
that had been expected by either side. 
The attitude of the delegations who have 
appeared here in opposition to any steps 
in the way of reciprocity caused some of 
the Canadians to predict that the com- 
missioners will be unable to accomplish 
all they have undertaken to do. They 
say that Canada wants reciprocity 
above all things, and that the United 
States does not desire this, but merely 
wishes to adjust a few troublesome 
questions, leaving the general trade re- 
lations as they are. None of the com- 
missioners will talk upon this point.

CHRISTIAN EN DEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Sept. 4 | 


Comment by Rev. 5. H. Doyle. 

Toric.—*Repentance and conversion—what 
are they ?’’—Ezek. xviii ; 20-2; Acts xxv1, 19, 20. 

Repentance and conversion are essen- 
tially similar in meaning. They refer 
to the turning, to the changing, of a 
man, under eonviction and sorrow for 
sin, from sin to the service of God. 
Repentance may suggest more vividly 
the inward feelings and emotions un- 
der such an experience, and conversion 


the change in the outward life, but for | 


all practical purposes both words in- 
clude the same inward emotions and 
yard actions. 

“n the reference in Ezekiel the Lord 
Himself tells us what repentance is. In 
that from the Acts Paul describes it, 
and a comparison of the passages will 
show that Paul’s theology is:correct. 


Repentance and conversion as describ- | 


ed in these passages include conviction 
of sin, sorrow for sin, ttrning from sin, 
turning to God. : 

1. Repentance necessarily includes 
conviction of sin. No one will turn 
from sin except he is first convinced 
that he is a sinner. ‘‘When the wicked 
man turneth away from his wickedness 
* * * he shall save hissoul. Because he 
considereth and turneth away from all 
his transgressions he shall surely live; 
he shall not die.’’ Consideration leads 
to conviction, and conviction to conver- 
sion. It was not until David, under 
Nathan’s awful declaration, ‘‘Thou art 
the man,’’ was thus convicted of his 
sinfulness that he cried out to God in 
sorrow and repentance for forgiveness. 

2. Repentance includes sorrow and 
grief for sin. Sorrow is not repentance, 
but it always accompanies it. We may 
be sorry for sin and not repent of it, 
but we will not repent of itwithouf be- 
ing sorry for it. 

3. Repentance is turning from sin to 
God. These are the two essential ele- 
ments of repentance. The sinner is con- 
victed of bis sinfulness, he is sorry for 
it, and then he turns from it to God. 
With grief and hatred for his sin, the 
sinner turns from it unto God and en- 
deavors afterward new obedience. This 


defined. 


is repentance as Scriptural] 
To Israel the Lord said: ‘*‘Repent and 
turn yourselves from all your trans- 


gressions, 80 iniquity will not be your 
ruin. Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have trans- 
gressed and make you a new heart and 
a new spirit." A new heart and a new 
spirit would result in a new life. Paul 
said to the gentiles, ‘‘Repent and turn 
to God and do works meet for repent- 
ance.’’ Repentance is not only ceasing 
to do evil, but also learning to do well. 
It is both turning from sin and turning 
to God. Have we repented? Have we 
felt sorry for sin, turned from sin, and 
are we serving God? Repentance isu 
personal matter between us and God. It 
brings God’s pardon and forgiveness for 
sin. The absence of it causes the penalty 
for sin to fall upon our own heads. Let 
us therefore repent, turn to God and do 
works meet for repeutance.

Try to Find Out. 

All ought to try to find out what they 
were made for.

The minister of war 
has sent a limited number of copies to the 
several corps, and these corps are responsible 
for its return, each officer in possession of one 
to return it after the maneuvers. If, then, you 
would like to take out of it whatever interests 
youand hold it afterward at my disposal, I 
will take it, unless indeed you would likeme 
to have it copied in extenso and then address 
to you the copy. 
I am just off to the maneuvers. 

At this time there was attached to 
the military staff a Hebrew officer, Al- 
fred Dreyfus, a son of a wealthy manu- 
facturer at Mulhausen, in Alsace. This 
officer, together with his three brothers, 
elected, after the war of 1870, to re- 
main French subjects. Alfred Dreyfus 
showed considerable ability, was a hard 
worker and was then already the father 
of two little children, to whose mother 
he was devotedly attached. 

The French authorities, having se- 
cured possession of the bordereau, open- 
ed an inquiry to discover its author. 
Commandant du Patey de Clam discov- 
ered in it a resemblance to the hand- 
writing of Dreyfus. 

Dreyfus was arrested, tried in camera 
and sentenced to imprisonment for life 
and degradation from all military rank 
and honors. 

His degradation, which took place at 
the Ecole Militaire, Paris, on Jan. 5, 
1895, was witnessed by 8,000 troops and 
was as complete as is known to the 
practice of military law. The insignia 
of rank, the badges of his profession, 
were torn from his coat and cap, even 
the stripes were torn from his trousers 
by the adjutant, and his sword was bro- 
ken in two. - 

Dreyfus protested that he was inno- 
cent and said, ‘‘In three years the truth 
will be known.’”’ 

Before the degradation he was asked 
by Captain Lebrun, in whose charge he 
was placed at the Ecole Militaire, 
whether he had ever thought of suicide. 
He confessed that he had thought of it 


|on the day of his condemnation, but 


that subsequent reflection convinced 
him he had no right to take his own 
life. In three years he was certain jus- 
tice would be done him. 

Two years later doubts began to be 
expressed regarding Dreyfus’ guilt, and 
it was hinted thata grave judicial error 
had been made. M. Scheurer-Kestner, 
in a letter to General Billot, then min- 
ister of war, declared that a rich and 
titled officer, well known in Paris so- 
ciety, had been requested to resign in 
consequence of the continued leaking of 
military secrets since Captain Dreyfus’ 
imprisonment. Furthermore, he de- 
clared that this officer was the author 
of the unsigned letter which led to the 
condemnation of Dreyfus. 

Subsequently M. Mathieu Dreyfus, 
brother of the condemned man, wrote a 
letter to General Billot in which he ac- 
cused Comte Esterhazy of being the au- 
thor of the famous memorandum. 

In reply Comte Esterhazy requested 
an immediate inquiry. A court martial 
was convened shortly afterward, and 
Comte Esterhazy was placed on trial. 


| His principal accuser was M. Mathieu 


Dreyfus, who attempted to prove that 
the comte wrote the bordereau. On the 
second day of the court martial the 
president declared that it was the judg- 
ment of the court that the comte was 


| not guilty, and consequently he was ac- 


quitted. 

Meantime it transpired that the mem- 
bers of the court martial that tried 
Dreyfus had not been unanimous in 
agreeing tbat Dreyfus was really the

the long Zola trial, which, while it 
| Jasted, convulsed France and her col- 
onies, the people generally taking sides 
with the government and the army 
against Zola and the friends of Dreyfus. 
Serious riots occurred in Paris, Zola’s 
life being constantly threatened and 
several Hebrew stores wrecked. After 
a stormy trial, without a precedent for 
its disgraceful scenes, Zola was sen- 
tenced to one year’s imprisonment and 
a fine of 3,000 francs. On the novelist’s 
appeal this verdict was annulled, but 
he was put on tria] a second time last 
May, was again condemned to impris- 
onment, and on July 19 last fied to 
Switzerland to avoid arrest. 
Colonel Henry was throughout the 
fighting champion of the army against 
Colonel Picquart, Zola’s supporter, with 
whom he fought a duel. 
Colonel Henry was also attached to 
the war department when Dreyfus was 
convicted, and he was one of the prom- 
inent witnesses who testified unfavor- 
ably to Zola during the latter’s sensa- 
tional trial. 
Colonel Henry was connected with 
the French war department when Drey- 
fus was convicted, and it was he who 
arrested Dreyfus. It was also he who 
first drew attention to the secret docu- 
ment. 
Colonel Henry was asked during Zo- 
la’s trial about the document which he 
asserted he had seen in Colonel Pic- 
quart’s office, in which the words 
**Cette canaille de D——’’ occurred. 
He fixed the date, in his testimony, as

As a result of the proceedings in the 
Zola trial Colonel Picquart and Colonel 
Henry fought a duel. 

The next scene occurred in the cham- 
ber of deputies, where Colonel Picquart 

proclaimed the letter a forgery, and as 
a result was arrested, while Henry’s 
villainy was rewarded by his being ap- 
pointed Colonel Picquart’s successor in 
the intelligence department. 

It is now evident that Henry forged 
the letter with the express object of 
paralyzing Colonel Picquart’s efforts to 
expose Major Comte Esterhazy and to 
get a revision of the Dreyfuscase. The 
letter was written in bad French, a 
fact which first led it to be regarded as 
spurious. 

Colonel Henry was born on Pouzy, 
in Marne, in 1848, and enlisted in a 

| foot regiment, as his brother’s substi- 
tute, in 1863. He had a good military 
‘record for bravery and inexorable disci- 

pline. He was a prisoner of war in 1870 
and Was wounded in the Algerian cam- 
paign.—New York Herald.

The Big Niagara Bridge. 

The new steel arch bridge being 
erected at Niagara falls to replace the 
last of the suspension bridges will be 
the largest of its kind in the world. 
The main arch will be 868 feet long, 
the next largest being the 566 feet arch 
of a bridge at Oporto, Portugal. The 
approach on the Canadian side is 210 
feet long and that on the American 
side 190 feet, making the total length 
of the structure 1,268 feet. The bridge 
will connect the two great free parks, 
Queen Victoria Falls park on the Cana- 
dian side and the New York state reser- 
vation on the American side. It will be 
a@ single structure, having a width of 
little over 49 feet. In the middle 23 
feet of this will be electric railroad. On 
either side of this will be carriageways 
8 feet wide. Outside of these drives 
will be foot passages slightly elevated 
above the roadways. The middle of the 
arch is 150 feet above the gorge. It 
was impossible of course to build false 
works to sustain the main arch, and it 
was built out from either end to the 
middle, the old suspension bridge fur- 
nishing an anchorage and a platform 
from which to operate. The work was 
extremely perilous, and in order to give 
the mechanics every protection possible 
@ boat manned by an expert oarsman 
was kept under the bridge. —New York 
Press.

HORROR AT ACROSSING 


Fast Running Engine Col- 
lided With Electric. 


Car Was Cut In Two and the Occu- 
pants Mangled, 


Headless and Limbless Bodies 
In the Wreck. 


Most of the Thirty Victims Were Women and 
Young Folks. 


Cohoes, N. Y., Sept. 6.—A trolley car 
Jaden with 35 people was struck by a 
Delaware and Hudson train going at 
full speed at a grade crossing in this 
city last night, and cut in two. Ten 
persons were killed outright, eight died 
soon afterward from the effects of their 
injuries. The remainder of the passen- 
gers were all injured, and some of them 
may die. 

The cars entering the city from Lan- 
singburg were crowded with passengers 
returning from a Labor day picnic at 
Renssalaer park, a pleasure resort near 
Troy. Car 192 was the victim of the 
disaster. It came over the bridge about 
7:35 o’clock loaded with a merry 
party. The crossing where the accident 
occurred is at grade. Four tracks of 
the Delaware and Hudson road, which 
runs north and south at this point, cross 
the two tracks of the trolley road. It 
was the hour when the night boat special, 
a train which runs south and connects 
with the New York city boat at Albany, 
was due to pass that point. 

The tracks of the street line run ata 
grade from the bridge to the point where 
the disaster took place. In conse- 
quence of this fact and of the frequent 
passage of trains it has been the rule 
for each motor-car conductor to stop his 
car and go forward to observe the rail- 
road tracks and signal his car to proceed 
if no trains were in sight. It cannot 
be ascertained whether that rule was 
complied with on this occasion, for all 
events prior to the crash are forgotten 
by those who participated. 

The motor car was struck directly in 
the center by the engine of the train, 
which was going at g high rate of speed. 
The accident came without the slighest 
warning. The car was upon the tracks 
before the train loomed in sight, and no 
power on earth could save it. The mo- 
torman evidently saw the train ap- 
proaching as he reached the track and 
opened the lever in vain. With a crash 
that startled the people for blocks 
around, the locomotive crashed into the 
lighter vehicle. The motor car parted in 
two, both sections being hurled into the 
air in splinters. The mass of humanity, 
for the car was crowded to overflowing, 
was torn and mangled. The force of the 
collision was experienced to the greatest 
degree in the front part of the car, and 
every human being in that section was 
killed. 

The scene after the accident was a hor- 
rible one. A mass of shattered beings 
lay about. Bodies had been hurled into 
the air, and their headless and limbless 
trunks were found in some cases for 
50 feet from the crossing. The pilot of 
the engine was smashed and amid its 
wreckage were the maimed corpses of 
two women. The shrieks of the wound- 
ed and the groans of the dying added 
to the horrors of the scene. The passen- 
gers of the train suffered no injury other 
than a violent shock. The maggrity of 
the passengers of the trolley car were 
young people. They included many wo- 
men. 

The accident, taking place almost with- 
in the heart of the city, caused the wild- 
est excitement. The passengers of the 
car were mostly Cohosiers returning to 
their homes. Within 10 minutes after 
the collision fully one-half of the popu- 
lation of the city were surging about the 
vicinity in an endeavor to ascertain if 
relatives or friends were among the un- 
fortunates. The injured were taken to 
the city hospital and to the Continental 
knitting mill. The bloody corpses were 
picked up in boxes and placed in a neigh- 
boring mill. Many of them were un- 
recognizable. The crash was fright- 
ful in its results. -Headless women with 
gay summer dresses bathed in theirown 
and the blood of others; limbs without 
trunks or any means of identifying to 
whom they belonged; women’s and men’s 
heads with crushed or distorted features; 
bodies crushed and filattened—these con- 
stituted a horrifying spectacle. 

The train immediately after the ac- 
cident proceeded to Troy. The en- 
gineer stated that he did not see the 
car until he was upon it. He tried to 
prevent his train from striking the car, 
but his efforts were fruitless. He was 
some minutes late and was trying to 
make up lost time. In consequence of 
the caution taken by the trolley road to 
ascertain if the tracks were clear at 
this crossing the engineers of trains 
have always felt safe in running at a 
high rate of speed. The engineer thinks 
that the motorman, when he saw the 
train was upon him, tried to get beyond 
the danger line. The grade of this 
crossing and the speed at which his car 
was going also made it impossible for 
him to stop before he reached the Dela- 
ware and Hudson tracks. The motor- 
man was killed outright.

MISSED FOG WHISTLE, 


— ——_——~ 


Boston Steamer Rung Aground at 
Point Judith, 


Was Carrying Sick Soldiers 
From Montauk. 


Most of Them Conveyed to Newport on an 
Exposed Lighter. 


Newport, Sept. 6.—The Lewiston, char- 
tered by the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Aid association, with nearly 200 sick gol- 
diers on board, bound from Montauk 
Point to Boston, ran ashore near Point 
Judith last night and narrowly escaped 
being wrecked. One hundred and thirty- 
five of the men were placed in a lighter, 
which fortunately was in the break- 
water, and brought to this city, by atug, 
landing at about midnight. “The sick 
soldiers were in such an exposed place 
on the bare deck of the lighter during 
the trip of 15 miles across the bay that 
@ number of them are not expected to 
survive. 

The Lewiston left Montauk Point 
Monday morning with as many Massa- 
chusetts soldiers on board as she could 
carry. Her captain ran across the sound 
to New London, where a large quantity 
of fresh milk was obtained, and then 
early in the afternoon she started for 
Boston. A heavy fog set in while the 
steamer was off Watch Hill, and she pro- 
ceeded slowly along the shore, blowing 
her whistle frequently and getting re- 
plies from many of the fog stations. By 
some means her captain missed the fog 
whistle on Point Judith, and about 9 
o'clock last night she brought up on 
shore. 

Fortunately the tug, John T. Gaynor, 
was behind the breakwater at Point 
Judith at the time with a small lighter, 
and after her captain had been notified 
of the accident he immediately towed 
the barge along side of the steamer. It 
was also fortunate that there was little 
sea on at the time the steamer went 
ashore so that the work of transferring 
the men was carried on with compara- 
tively little danger of any being lost by 
drowning. In the course of half an hour 
135 poor, weak, fever-stricken soldiers, 
some utterly unable to stand, were taken 
from their bunks and cots, wrapped in 
blankets and placed upon the exposed 
deck of the lighter. A few of the very 
sick, and only a few, were accommo- 
dated in the tiny cabin gfthetug. When 
the deck of the lighter Was crowded with 
the shivering men so that no more could 
be taken aboard, the tug started for 
Newport, the nearest harbor, with the 
lighter of sick freight on board. It was 
a long and terrible sail across the bay 
and up the harbor to the wharf here, 
not that the wind was high or the sea 
boisterous, but the fog penetrated very 
quickly the scant clothing of the men, 
and it was not long before everyone was 
quaking with the cold, 

Dr. Shea of Boston, who was one of 
the physicians that went round with the 
Lewiston, came up on the lighter, and 
with one or two other physicians and 
nurses did everything possible to alle- 
viate their sufferings. 

The tug steamed into the harbor short- 
ly after midnight and ran up to the Fall 
River line wharf, where one of the crew 
was landed and the police of the city 
were notified. Within a remarkably 
short time the entire force was at the 
wharf with every ambulance in the city, 
and a large corps of physicians was on 
hand to assist the helpless ones. The 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad officials were also notified, and 
within an hour or twoaspecial train was 
made up to carry the men to Boston, 

In the meantime the greater portion of 
the city had been aroused and large 
quantities of blankets, mattresses and 
other bedding, besides overcoats, had 
been taken to the wharf. Hot coffee, 
warm milk and everything that would 
warm the chilled soldiers were also 
brought down to the wharf, and every 
possible effort was made to make the 
soldiers comfortable. As soon as the 
Gaynor had landed the men and taken 
aboard a fresh supply of blankets and 
provisions she started off again with her 
lighter for the wreck, on which there had 
been left 50 or more who were unable to 
find room on the lighter. 

Father Cummings of Boston, who 
came with the men, spoke in praise of 
the bravery of the captain of the steam- 
er. “He did everything possible for the 
comfort of the unfortunate men,” said 
he, “and personally assisted nearly ev- 
eryone on reaching the lighter.” 


The Radical Popullsts. 

Cincinnati, Sept.6.—The afternoon ses- 
sion of the radical Populists’ gathering 
yesterday disclosed many differences 
among the middle-of-the-roaders. They 
were united on the subject of such a 
permanent reorganization as to prevent 
fusion or desertion hereafter and on an 
independent ticket for 1900, but there 
were wide differences as to how to pre- 
vent “fusion and desertions,” and how 
to name the candidates. Most of those 
present are self-constituted delegates, 
or at least unable to show the usual cre- 
dentials, and there is another class 
claiming the right to vote by proxies. 
As there are only two or three present 
from some states, the question af proxies 
is one on which the control of the con- 
vention hinges, and it was pending when 
the convention adjourned until today. 


Series of Fatalities. 

London, Sept. 6.—There has been a 
series of fatalities In the Austrian Alps. 
The case of a newly married couple was 
particularly sad. The bride lost her 
footing and fell; the rope broke and she 
went to destruction. The husband de- 
liberately threw himself after her and 
was killed. A gentleman who visited 
the spot lost his balance and fell, being 
killed instantly.

A BROKEN AXLE 


Causes a Serious Accident on the 
Third Rail System.

MURDER CHARGED. 


An Old Weymouth Case Revived 
by New Evidence. 


On the morping, of April 13, 1897, 
the Weymouth fire department was 
called out fora fire in the house of 
Mrs. Aurelia Bates at Lovell’s corner. 
When the firemen entered the house 
they were shocked to see the badly 
charred body of Mrs. Bates’ 17-year 
old daughter. After the fire had been 
extinguished it was foand that her 
clothing had been saturated with oil 
and that there was a ragged wound in 
her left breast, On the table near by 
was a revolver and a note which it was 
given out was written by the girl. At 
that time the suicide theory was 
doubted by many but there was no 
evidence to convict of the 
crime although two were 
arrested but later discharged.

Civil Guards in One Town Presented Arms In 
Honor of Brooke. 


fan Juan, Sept. 6.—Major General 
John R. Brooke, his staff and escort 
have completed two-thirds of their 
journey across the island towards this 
city. Their march has been like a 
march through friendly territory. On 
Saturday General Brooke stopped at 
Cayey. Monday he entered Rio Pie- 
draz, one of the aristocratic suburbs of 
San Juan, where he will establish his 
headquarters, General Brooke has ac- 
cepted the hospitality of Captain Gen- 
eral Macias, who graciously offered 
him the use of his private residence. 

The column, though small, is imposing, 
and is making a deep impression. Ags 
it wound its way over stately mountains, 
covered to their summits with coffee and 
tobacco plantations, and through broad 
savannahs and valleys, General Brooke, 
with his chief of staff, rode at the head 
of the column. The natives who had 
news of the coming of the Americans, 
lined the roads, their faces showing 
their pleasyre, although there was no 
demonstration. At intervals along the 
way, the Spanish soldiers of the civil 
guard, presented arms as the column 
passed At Cayey and Caguas, the 
Spanish commanders received General 
Prooke with marked courtesies, and the 
mayors paid official visits, extending 
welcome to their towns. 

At Caguas, where 1000 Spanish regulars 
are stationed under the command of 
Colonel Rodriguez, the ceremony was 
pretentious. The Spanish buglers gave 
the flourishes in honor of a major gen- 
eral upon our arrival. Houses had been 
set apart for the accommodation of Gen- 
eral Brooke and his staff. The in- 
fantry and cavalry companies camped 
in the outskirts of the town, and were 
visited by the Spanish soldiers. There 
was no display whatever of ill-feeling. 
Spaniard and American mingled freely. 
fraternizing and exchanging buttons 
as souvenirs. Already many of the 
American soldiers are buttonless. Span- 
ish flags flew at Cayey and Caguas, but, 


as guests in an enemy’s country, we 
showed no colors save the cavalry 
Our stalwart soldiers and 


massive horses caused ceaseless wonder 
to the natives, accustomed to men of 
small stature and nimble-footed little 
pcenies.

Miles Was In Command, 

Kansas City, Sept. 6—The Evening 
Star contained another article yester- 
day relating to the Miles-Alger contro- 
versy. The writer said, in part: The 
statement made semi-officially from 
Washington that Major General Miles 
Was not in command of the Santiago 
expedition up to the time it left Tampa 
is not borne out by the official records 
of the war department. These records 
prove that Miles not only conducted the 
preliminaries with General Garcia, but 
was then recognized by the war depart- 
ment as general commanding even of 
General Shafter’s army. 

The details of General Shafter's actual 
equipment and method of movement 
were naturally left to Shafter, but a gen- 
eral plan was devised by General Miles 
and directions were issued to General 
Shafter by him which, after leaving 
Tampa with the full knowledge that he 
was subject to orders from General 
Miles, and up to that time the war de- 
partment recognized this state of affairs, 
which is provided for in the federal stat- 
utes, organizing the army of the United 
States. 


Alger Wants Information. - 

Washington, Sept. 6.—Secretary Alger 
has sent the following order to Montauk 
Point: “The New York World of about 
the 28th ultimo published a statement 
of the death of Private Hugh Parrott 
of the Eighth regulars, in which it is 
charged that when he begged Dr. — 
to take him to the hospital, the doctor 
notified him that the hospital was for 
sick men, and it is reported that Parrott 
died that night. This account is sent 
me by Representative Grosvenor of Ohio, 
who says there is great indignation in 
his community over the case, and, if it 
is as reported, there should be. I wish 
an inquiry immediately instituted to 
find out about this matter and report 
made tome. I understand one Sergeant 
Rich, of the same company or regiment, 
is under arrest for having complained 
of this matter. I have heard much of 
the neglect of the men, much of which is 
no doubt fictitious; but if there is any 
foundation for this statement, or if 
there are any men ill in the regulars in 
their tents that are not provided for, 
I wish to know the reason why and at 
once, also the names of the officers in 
command of the regiment and company 
in each cage.” 


Chaplain Talked Too Much. 

Washington, Sept. 6.—IE-ver since the 
printed reports of the sensational utter- 
ances of the naval chaplain, Joseph P. 
McIntyre, reached the navy department, 
the officials have been making a quiet 
inquiry into the accuracy of the news- 
paper publications, Apparently, the 
navy department has now satisfied it- 
| self that the chaplain really uttered the 
| Janguage ascribed to him, for it has or- 
dered his trial by courtmartial on charges 
to the prejudice of good order and dis- 
cipline and unbecoming an officer. 


Distress Among Cubans. 

Washington, Sept. 6.—General Nunez 
of the Cuban army has returned to 
Washington, having been on an expedi- 
tion which took supplies to the Cubans. 
He left this country before the war was 
closed, and landed at several points and 
delivered his supplies. General Nunez 
reports a great deal of distress among 
the Cubans, and says it will be still 
greater on a@ount of the inability of 
the Cubans to forage and raid various 
; places where they formerly obtained 
fomays General Nunez says that one 


it dificult to cupply food to tne Cubans 
is that they want to compel the latter to 
take provisions by force, and thus create 
Alisturbances and trouble and stir up 
strife between the Americans and Cu- 
bans, which will tend to discredit them 
The Spaniards are willing food shall be 
given to their immediate people, but do 
not want it taken to the Cubans, says 
the general. 


Vie 
Shafter In Command. . 


Montauk, Sept. 6.—General Shafter 
came out of the detention camp yester- 
day somewhat improved in health. He 
said that Camp Wikoff would be con- 
tinued for sometime. Although many 
of the troops here will be sent away, the 
camp will be fitted with a barracks fon 
the accommodation of several thousand 
men during inclement weather. Ad- 
vices were received from the war de- 
partment by Genera} Wheeler that 420¢ 
recruits were to be sent from southern 
posts to join the Fifth army corps al 
Montauk. Generali Wheeler has re- 
sumed command of the cavalry and Gen- 
eral Young will perform executive duty 
about the camp. 


Wants Troops Well Cared For. 

Boston, Sept. 6.—The pitiable condi- 
tion in which the Second and Ninth Mas- 
sachusetts regiments have returned 
from their arduous and gallant service 
in Cuba has caused a profound sense 
of solicitude regarding the Sixth regi- 
ment, now in Porto Rico. In a message 
to the president, GovernorWolcott says: 
“My own feelings are deeply concerned, 
and I am besought by personal letters 
and by the authorities of cities to ask 
for the prompt return and muster out 
of this regiment. I have felt it my duty 
to decline to comply with this request 
so long as the national government re- 
quires their services. The splendid pa- 
triotism which prompted their voluntary 
enlistment will sustain them in any 
perils or hardships they may be called 
on to endure, but the lives of her sons 
are precious in the eyes of the common- 
wealth, I am well assured they are 
to you, whom the fortunes of our 
arms have been competently entrusted; 
and I have the honor urgently to request 
that whether in camp, in garrison, oron 
transports these lives may be tenderly 
guarded by every precaution in clothing, 
food and medical attendance which 
science may suggest. To this end no 
effort can be too great and no expendi- 
ture too lavish.”

Declared a Draw. 

New York,Sept. 6.—‘‘Mysterious Billy” 
Smith and Andrew Walsh, both of this 
city, fought a 25-round draw before the 
Greater New York Athletic club yester- 
day, and it was one of the fastest and 
fights that have taken place in this vi- 
cinity since the Horton law came into 
operation. The men fought with one arm 
free, and soon had each other's ribs raw 
from the hard blows exchanged at close 
quarters. The men fought at 145 pounds. 
During a clinch in the first round they 
pounded each other on the ribs and wind 
juntil the referee pulled them apart. 
These tactics were repeated half a dozen 
times. The men clinched in the fourth 
round, and the referee tried to separate 
them, but Walsh hit Smith four times 
after being told to break, and was cau- 
tioned by the referee,

Failed to Muke Returns, 

Washington, Sept. 6—Because of a 
conviction’that it would be unjust to im- 
pose a penalty of 50 percent upon per- 
sons Hable for a special tax under the 
“war revenue act, who failed to make 
a return, the internal revenue com- 
missioner directs the collectors “in all 
leases where persons who had neither 
notice nor information that they are re- 
quired to make sworn return within the 
calendar month when their liability be- 
gan, and who consequently failed to 
make such return, to report the facts 
in these cases in their next lists for as- 
sessment of the spe@ial tax without the 
60 percentum penalty, and to refer to 
this circular letter as their authority for 
doing so. This is not to be extended to 
cases hereafter arising. In each par- 
ticular case of this kind therefore notice 
should be given that hereafter for any 
negiect or failure to make such return, 
without the excuse of sickness or ab- 
sence (the only excuse provided for by 
section 3176), the 50 percentum penalty 
must be assessed and collected. General 
notice hereof should also be given by 
collectors for the information of the 
public.”

COMPLAINT OF DROUGHT. 


Maine the Only State Where It Affects 
Agricultural Pursults. 

Boston, Sept. 6—The weather the past 
week was very warm and sultry, with, 
however, more sunshine and less mois- 
ture than during the preceding week. 
The general conditions have favored ag- 
ricultural pursuits, @nd farm industries 
have progressed accordingly. Advan- 
tage was taken of these conditions to 
finish the harvesting of over-ripe grain, 
securing the second crop of hay, cutting 
tobacco and to further general work, 
which lagged during the wet weather. 

The precipitation was by far the light- 
est for several weeks, yet the only com- 
plaint of drought is from Maine, where 
wells and springs are failing, streams 
running low, and pastures and meadows 
drying. 

Good weather has favored the harvest- 
ing of grain, which has advanced rapid- 
ly, with the end in view. The securing 
of buckwheat is at its height. The 
ercp is reperted as good, and in many 
sections larve. Reports are unanimous 
in favor ef a large corn crop. Sweet 
corn is being canned in large quantities, 
and the field variety is being picked and 
the stalks cut, especially in southern 
sections. Fall ploughing and seeding are 
in progress. At Hawleyville, Conn., 
re-seeding will be required, due to dry 
weather in June. The present con- 
ditions presage successful operations in 
fall tarming. 

Much grass, mostly second crop, has 


been secured during the week. Rowen 
is unusualiy large, in many sections 
almost equal to the first crop. Hunga- 


rian grass is also good and secured in 
good conditior 

Apples co. tigwe to improve in color 
and quality. Im ~-attered sections the 
yield will be .u-*., though the crop will 
average very light. Pears, plums, 
peaches und grapes are uneven in quality 
and quantity. The weather has im- 
proved cranberries, though less than an 
average crop is indicated. Dr. Fischer 
of Fitchburg reports fruit ripening seven 
days later than the average for 42 years 
and two days later than in 1897. 

While there is more or less complaint 
of rot and rust in potatoes, the crop will 
be fully up to the average. Digging 
is in progress in many sections. Garden 
vegetables continue abundant, but to- 
matoes fail to ripen properly in many 
fields. In the southern states celery 
is nearly ready for the market. Beans, 
onions and vines are generally satisfac- 
tory. 

Tobacco probably three-fourths 
harvested and in good condition, Cor- 
respondents at Leeds, Mass., state that 
the crop is as good as ever grown in 
that vicinity. In the neighborhood of 
West Simsbury, Conn., the crop is the 
best for eight years.

Factory Inspectors Meet. 

Boston, Sept. 6—The International 
Association of Factory Inspectors be- 
gan its 12th annual convention yes- 
terday. Governor Wolcott spoke for 
the commonwealth and Mayor Quincy 
for the city. The former felt that the 
administering of factory laws is very 
important. Massachusetts had _ en- 
deavored to lead in factory legislation, 
guarding employes from danger and the 
young so that they should have an ed- 
ucation and that their bodies should 
not be overtaxed while growing by too 
many hours’ of labor. 

Mayor Quincy expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the good work in which the asso- 
ciation is engaged. When in the leg- 
islature he had become much interested 
in it. Massachusetts had led the way, 
and it was to her credit that she had 
been bold enough to lead. It had been 
said that she had gone too far in the line 
of factory legislation. Some state had 
to lead, and he thought the opinion of 
the whole American people would up- 
hold the step taken. 


To Discuss Secretly. 

Madrid, Sept. 6.—According to the 
statements of several senators, Premier 
Sagasta, after the senate galleries had 
been cleared yesterday, proposed that 
questions relating to territorial cessions 
be discussed in secret. Replying to crit- 
icism of such a procedure, the premier 
urged that delicate matters of such a 
nature were always discussed in secret. 
Moreover, he pointed out, the existing 
situation was very grave, Spain having 
obtained only a suspension of hostilities, 
and indiscreet language might interfere 
with the diplomatic negotiations. 

The motion was carried by a yote of 
57 to 6. 


Pursuing Abdullah. 

Cario, Sept. 6—Advices from Omdur- 
man say that the Anglo-Egyptian cay- 
alry which went in pursuit of Khalifa 
Abdullah, after the fall of Omdurman, 
abandoned the pursuit about 30 miles 
beyond the city. The horses were com- 
pletely exhausted, having been ridden 
48 hours, during 15 of which they had 
been engaged in fighting. The khalifa 
has gone to Kordefan, to the southwest 
of Omdurman. General Kitchener has 
organized an Arab came! squad to fol- 
low him. 


Death Due to Accident. 

Greenfield, Mass., Sept. 6—The body 
of Cleon F. Baker of Meriden, N. H., was 
found beside the track of the Fitchburg 
railroad, near Charlemont station, yes- 
terday. The medical examiner found 
death due to accident, but reported the 
facts to the district attorney. Baker 
had represented himself to be a deputy 
sheriff in pursuit of a eriminal. The 
body was found half a mile below the 
station where Baker was to have taken 
the train, and how it got there is a 
mystery.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land.

APPALLING DISASTER, 


Collapse of a New Bridge 
Over the St. Lawrence. 


Workmen Had No Time to Fly to 
Places of Safety. 


Sixty Dropped Into the River 
With the Debris. 


Two Thirds of the Number Were Either Killed 
or Drowned. 


Fatalities Swelled Owing to the Fewuess 


of the Rescuers, 


Cornwall, Ont., Sept. 7.—A most ap- 
palling disaster occurred near here yes- 
terday, and its results will probably 
make a death list of 40 to 50. The great 
railroad bridge,now being erected across 
the St. Lawrence for the New York and 
Ottawa railroad, gave away about noon, 
sending upwards of 60 workmen with 
the debris into the mighty, rushing river 
60 feet below. That a single man sur- 
vives is almost marvellous. Thirty- 
three of the victims were brought to the 
hospital here, and 1§ died. It is believed 
that over 20 remain in the river, and it 
is expected that the roll will not be com- 
pleted for many days. 

A witness of the terrible affair was 
eitting on the bank of the river watching 
the busy workmen above him, when 
Suddenly, without warning, there came 
a fearful crash, and two spans of the 
bridge collapsed; the immense mass of 
timbers and iron dropped down and the 
agonizing shrieks of the men who were 
being crushed in the wreck were 
drowned by the rushing waters. Then 
he saw floating bodies coming to the 
surface, 

The work of rescue was helplessly in- 
adequate, there being only a few boats 
in the vicinity, and very few men who 
would undertake to swim out into the 
turbulent waters. Many who might have 
been saved were drowned before help 
could reach them. Piteously appealing 
faces sank beneath the waters before 
the eyes of helpless onlookers. Broken 
bodies came to the surface for a moment 
and then passed out of sight, perhaps 
forever. It was a terrible and heart- 
rending scene. Even those who were 
got to land alive were in such condition 
that many died on the way to the hos- 
pital. Some had their backs broken, 
others both legs, while others were 
crushed by the heavy irons. 

The town is in a terrible state of ex- 
citement owing to the number of local 
men employed on the work. Women 
are looking for husbands; mothers after 
sons and friends after friends. About 40 
of the men were Americans, who came 
here to work for the Phoenix Bridge 
eompany. The remainder were mostly 
Indians, who acted as assistants. Every 
aman on the division went down with the 
wreck. Many of those who escaped 
climbed up the iron work which still 
rested on piers at either end. 

The latest information concerning the 
tragedy makes it probable that the death 
list will reach fully 30. As far as can be 
learned, 87 men were on the payroll, of 
whom 82 reported for work yesterday 
morning. Of this list only 38 have actual- 
ly been accounted for. Allowing that 
some of those unaccounted for will turn 
up after the excitement, the probable 
list of dead and injured will in all likeli- 
hood reach over 25, and it may reach 30. 
jAmong those thrown into the river was 
the foreman, Thomas F. Brady or Bricer- 
ly, whose home is in Pottsville, Pa. He 
has not been &ccounted for up to a late 
hour, and is supposed to be in the bot- 
tom of the river. 

All efforts to get a list of the names 
of the workmen and those missing 
proved futile. Everything was in a state 
of great excitement all the afternoon, 
and the effort of all was to care for the 
injured ones and get them to Cornwall 
hospital as fast as possible. 


Going to the Jubilee. 

Washington, Sept. 7.—President Mc- 
Kinley and as many members of his 
cabinet as can do so will attend some 
portion of the peace jubilee which be- 
gins at the Omaha exposition Oct. 10. 
The president so informed a delegation 
of Nebraskans who presented to hima 
handsomely engrossed invitation to at- 
tend. Only pressing public business will 
interfere with this program, but at this 
time the president sees no reason why 
he should not go. 

Invitations will also be extended to 
the members of the supreme court of the 
QPnited States, the leading officials of 
che army and navy and the diplomatic 
corps. :

AN INGREASE OF 164, 


The “ School Army Numbered 
4,359 on the Opening Day. 


A school army of 4,359 entered the 
public schools Tuesday as against 4198 
who entered at the same time last 
year. The number 4,359, however, 
does not represent all that will begin 
the school year with this term, for the 
reason that some are out of town and 
others have doubtless been kept away 
by the extreme warm weather. 

The total number of new pupils 
outside of those at the High school is 
287. As the school children have until 
Friday, Sept. 16, to enter, the above 
figures will doubtless be increased 
considerably. 

As a whole the buildings have more 
than they were intended to accommo- 
date, and as some of the rooms had 
over 60 Tuesday, they are necessarily 
crowded.

School and Vacation. 

The New Hampshire papers regret 
the departure of their summer 
boarders, and the Manchester Union 
says:

The Count de las Infantas has several 
times attempted to induce the Span- 
ish governent to bring about the-remov- 
al of the body, and the termination of 
the war has made him redouble his ef- 
forts, which finds favor with the Span- 
ish people. He says it is not too late to 
give recognition to this great man and 
that the proper resting place of the 
body is the royal chapel, where the 
Catholic queens and kings of Spain are 
buried, and where the body will lie 
near those of Ferdinand and Isabella, 
who gave him the commission and ships 
with which he accomplished the discov- 
ery of the western hemisphere. 

The count is backed in his efforts by 
all of his powerful family, including 
the Duke of Veragua, a direct descend- 
ant and head of the family, and many 
others high in the government at Mad- 
rid. Senor Sagasta promised that he 
would do what he could and thought 
that an appeal to the American people 
would overcome any objection that 
might be offered.—Cor. Philadelphia 
Press.

He Will Attend the Peace 
Omaha In October. 

President McKinley has informally 
accepted the invitation extended through 
Manager Rosewater to attend the Trans- 
mississippi exposition at Omaha during 
peace jubilee week beginning Oct. 10. 

Before extending the invitation to at- 
tend the peace jubilee at Omaha Mr. 
Rosewater, on behalf of the exposition 
managers, presented the president a su- 
perb painting representing the grand 
court and lagoon by John R. Key, the 
famous artist, who painted the mag- 
nificent pictures of the world’s fair now 
on exhibition at Omaha in the art gal- 
lery of the Illinois building. The pres- 
ident expressed himself highly pleased 
with the exquisite piece of color work, 
more especially because it was executed 
by an American, the grandson of the 
author of ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner. ’’ 

After hearing Mr. Rosewater’s ear- 
nest appeal the president said: ‘‘You 
may say to your people that I accept 
the invitation, and unless something 
unforeseen happens I shal] visit Omaha 
early in October. It seems to me proper 
that a president who has concluded a 
successful war should manifest his ap- 
preciation of the achievements and arts 
of peace as illustrated by the Transmis- 
sissippi exposition, but let me say right 
here that I am not going to Omaha to 
make a speech. I need rest and want to 
be comfortable.’’ 

‘*We shall try to make you comfort- 
able, Mr. President,’’ exclaimed Mr. 
Rosewater. 

‘‘That is what I need, and remember 
I am not going to prepare speeches and 
want no addresses delivered to me.’’ 

“The Chicago people,’’ said Mr. 
Rosewater, ‘‘are also preparing a dem- 
onstration.’”’ 

‘“‘Let the Chicago people do what 
they like. I will take a vacation. I am 
going to Omaha.”’

The Scientists Discuss Cheese. 

At the recent meeting of scientists in 
Boston a paper on the ripening of 
cheese, by S. M. Babcock and H. L. 
Russell of the University of Wisconsin, 
was read. It has heretofore been sup- 
posed that the process was aided by the 
action of bacteria. The authors were 
unable to account for the many discrep- 
ancies which occurred in the process 
by explaining them as caused by bac- 
terial action. They added mild antisep- 
tics such as ether and chloroform to the 
milk, which would stop the action of 
bacteria. Such milk underwent changes 
similar to those that occur in cheese. 
From this it was evident that the bac- 
teria were not agents causing the ripen- 
ing of cheese, but itis probable that the 
milk contains an unorganized ferment 
capable of digesting casein. They gave 
the name of galactase to the ferment.

He has 
built railroads in Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Kansas, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Mis- 
souri and Texas, organized the railroad 
system of the first named state and built 
the first line from the Mississippi to the 
Missouri across it, subsequently con- 
structing over 2,000 miles in that state 
and Nebraska. He was one of the orig- 
inal directors of the Union Pacific, and 
at ope time was a director in 16 other 
roads and president of three, being a 
controlling owner in several.—New 
York Tribune.

DUE TO CARELESSNESS 


Collision of Passenger Trains on the 
Consolidated Road. 


One Engineer Mistook the 
Signal Light. 


Fifteen Passengers More or Less Injured, and 
One of Them Dying. 


Taunten, Sept. 7.—There was a collision 
of passenger trains—one from the Park 
square and the other from the Kneeland 
Street stations in Boston—about twa 
miles above the station here, just 
before 8 o'clock last night, and in the 
wreck which followed 15 persons were 
more or less injured, Harry McIntyre 
dying after his removal to this city. 

The track from Mansfield, where the 
tracks leave the Providence division 
for this city,and beyond to Fall River 
or New Bedford, is comparatively 
straight all the way to the main sta- 
tion in this city. On the other hand, 
trains coming over the Plymouth divi- 
sion from Kneeland street by way of 
Braintree leave the main road at Rayn- 
ham, sweep a sharp curve, and ocme 
into the main track from Mansfield at 
Whittenton Junction. There ts a tower 
at the junction from which interlocking 
signals protecting each track are worked 
If the connections are in good order— 
and it is rare that they are not—it is 
impossible to throw the switch for the 
trains from Mansfield without setting 
the signals at danger for trains round 
the curve from Kneeland street and 

South Braintree. 

Both trains are due at the junction 
within five minutes of each other. The 
train from WYark square left Boston at 
6:45, while the train from Kneeland 
street left 15 minutes later. For some 
reason the Park square train lost time 
on the way down, and arrived at the 
junction five minutes late, or at the 
time when the Kneeland street train 
was due. ‘The engineer of the Park 
square train, on approaching the junc- 
tion, slowed down, but kept on for the 
switch, as the signals on his line were 
apparently set at safety. Just as this 
train reached the switch the headlight of 
the engine from Kneeland street flashed 
round the curve, and a sharp whistle 
staruled the trainmen on both trains. 
The engineer of the Park square train 
put on the emergency brake, and, as the 
train was going over the switch at the 
rate of only seven or eight miles an hour, 
the train stopped with such suddenness 
that nearly every passenger was thrown 
forward in his seat with some violence, 
but without injury, at that time. On 
the other hand, the Kneeland street 
train did not slow up to any great extent, 
but kept on and crashed into the Park 
square train. 

The latter train had stopped so that 
the engine and three cars were over 
the switch, while the balance of the 
train was back on the Mansfield track. 
The engine of the Kneeland street train 
struck the third car of the Park square 
train, and, tearing it from the forward 
trucks, tilted it on its side, off the tracks. 
The blow was a glancing one, and the 
engine kept on to the next car which was 
a combination baggage and smoker. 
Nearly the left side of this car was torn 
off, with all the seats and those who 
occupied them. The crash broke the 
copulingpin between the smoker and 
the passenger car, and the engine, be- 
couplingpin between the smoker and 
the rest of the forward end of the train 
down the track about 20 feet. The 
smoker was well filled, and it is from 
this car that nearly all the injured were 
taken. 

In an instant all was confusion. The 
lights in the passenger coach, which was 
over on its side, and the smoker, which 
was almost a mass of ruins, went out 
immediately, leaving the wounded 
struggling in the wreck, with the heay- 


center of it all. Fortunately the en- 
gine kept the rails, and none of its steam 
pipes broke, so that the horror of being 
roasted to death was not added to the 
agony of those imprisoned in the wreck. 

The passengers of both trains began 
the work of rescue by the light of a few 
lanterns and a fire which was built on 
the side of the track. Messengers were 
dispatched to this city, and within an 
hour every physician in the city was at 
the scene of the disaster, and the work 
of sending the unfortunate victims to 
the hospital had begun. As soon as 
they were extricated the maimed and 
bleeding passengers were laid on the 
grass beside the track, where they were 
administered to as the few convienences 
wouldallow. There were but few houses 
in the vicinity, but those who occupied 
them went quickly to the scene of the 
wreck with bedding, and it was not long 
before 15 of the injured were stretched 
on mattresses. All were removed tothe 
central railroad station, where they 
were met by ambulances and removed to 
Morton hospital. 

Nicholas Young, one of the most se- 
riously injured, and who may die, was 
crushed between a car seat when the 
smoker went over onits side. His arm 
was wrenched from its socket at the 
elbow, and he sustained cuts and bruises 
of a serious nature. His condition was 
so weak that he was taken direct from

; the switch. There he stopped just as the 
| train from the Kneeland street station, 
| which we find had the right of way,came 
| around the curve. The latter engineer 
| did net discover the Mansfield train un- 
til he was upon it, and ran into it, al- 

though with reduced speed.” 


ELECTION IN VERMONT. 


Democrats Double Their Representation 
In Lower Branch of Legislature. 

White River Junction, Vt., Sept. 7.— 
Returns from 158 cities and towns give 
Smith (Rep.), 28,288; Molony (Dem.), 11,- 
460; Wyman (Pro.), 728; Smith's plural- 
ity, 17,828. This shows a Republican loss 
of 2250 in the cities and towns hearc 
from. 

The whole Republican state ticket is 
elected with majorities corresponding t¢ 
that for governor. In 1894 there were only 
1 Democrats elected to the house ol 
representatives, whereas 27 are already 
reported elected, with 111 towns to heal 
from. The state senate is practically 
solidly Republican, while Congressmer 
Powers and Grout are re-elected by sub- 
stantial margins. 


Got Caught on Rocks. 

Narragansett Pier, Sept. 7.—Thé 
Lewiston, which ran ashore Monday 
with members of the Ninth Massachu- 
setts regiment on board, lies fast or 
a hard bottom at Sandy Beach cove 
and the chances of getting her off agair 
are abouteven. After the steamer wai 
gotten off the rocks at the Point Judit 
breakwater, Captain Lyman steered tht 
craft around to the cove, and then pul 
her ashore. At this time there weré 
seven feet of water in the hold and lf 
feet of water under the stern. 

The condition of the steamer is fair 
The upper works are stove in more 0! 
lesz from the effects of the crash or 
the rocks, and there is a hole in the 
bow which was hacked out to allow the 
transfer of the soldiers. The condi- 
tion of the hull underneath will not be 
known until the divers go down. 

The present plan is to patch up the 
vessel so she will float, and then take 
her to a port for a general overhauling 
The wreckers think that this will take 
several days, but if a storm comes Uf) 
she will probably pound so badly tha! 
she will not be worth wrecking, excep! 
for salvage. Captain Church of thé 
life saving station thinks the steame! 
may be floated. 

One of the quartermasters of the 
Lewiston believes that the current was 
so strong that it interfered with tht 
steering, and at the same time the ves- 
sel drifted four miles off her course. 


Selfishness Makes Them Bitter. 

City of Mexico, Sept. 7—.There fs a 
bitter feeling here among European mer- 
chants against Americans since the suc- 
cessful close of the war in Cuba and the 
Philippine islands, being wholly based 
on a fear of the rising prestige of Ameri- 
cans and that the Europeans will lose 
the trade of Mexico. A curious outcome 
of the war is an apprehension felt by 
resident Spaniards and merchants that 
their own nationality in Havana will 
come here and enter into competition 
with them. They are warmly opposed 
to Spanish immigration into Mexico. The 
general sentiment among men in trade 
is hostile to the growing Amercian com- 
mercial and financial influence, and this 
feeling is manifested in many irritating 
ways. President Diaz's administration 
is friendly to the Americans, and this 
fact enrages the newspapers in opposi- 
tion to his government, which are owned 
or secretly subsidized by resident Euro- 
peans. These papers are doing all in 
their power to excite bitter feeling 
against the United States. The gov- 
ernment papers are friendly to the 
Americans, as are the mass of the peo- 
ple. The country was never more pros- 
perous, and the anticipation that Ameri- 
can capital is going to invade the coun- 
jtry in large amounts and compete for 
the business with the established con- 
cerns makes them exceedingly anxious. 


To Be Sailed In October. 

New York, Sept. 7.—The terms to gov- 
ern the contest for the America's cup} 
mext year provide that the first race 
Shall be sailed Oct. 3, unless the Sham- 
rock should be detained by stress of 
weather or other cause, in which case 
three weeks shall be given her for fitting 
out after her arrival; but the first race 
shall not be started later than Oct. 10, 
and the races shall be sailed on Tues- 
days and Saturdays until completed. 

The members of the Ulster club will 
leave for various parts of this country 
and Canada within a few days, but will 
return here before sailing for Ireland 
The date for the sailing of the races is 
later than that usually placed for the in- 
ternational races. Only once, in the 
races between the Vigilant and Valkyrie 
II, was it held so late as October. 

The committee of the New York Yacht 
club, in announcing the conclusion of 
the negotiations, draws public attention 
to the act of congress passed in 1896, un- 
der which the United States government 
has power to formulate and enforce 
regulations for the purpose of ensuring 
a clear course and the safety both pf the 
spectators and the contestants.

IGNATIUS DONNELLY. 


A platform was adopted which incor- 
porated the provisions of the Omaha 
platform as well as an address adopted 
at the morning session, in which it is 
asserted: “The People’s party vote 
in 1890 and in 1895 rose to nearly two 
million, and everything indicated its 
speedy national triumph. In this emer- 
gency the Democratic party saw it had 
no recourse but to steal one of the prin- 
ciples of the despised Populists. In 
their Chicago convention of 1896, in a 
prearranged theatrical scene of great 
uproar and enthusiasm, it moved to the 
front as the devoted and lifelong cham- 
pion of that which it had always op- 
posed. Senator Butler, who is the 
chairman of our national committee, 
preached disintegration and demoral- 
ization just as Benedict Arnold stipu- 
lated for the scattering of the American 
forces, that the British might more 
readily overthrow the young republic. 
Mr. Butler taught our forces that the 
first duty of a soldier was to break ranks 
and go over to the enemy. All efforts 
to chain the boundless subtlety of this 
cunning man have been in vain. Our 
chief battle is not against the demone- 
tizing of one metal for the benefit of an- 
other, but against the chaining of the 
world’s progress to the car wheels of a 
prehistoric superstition in the shape of 
both metals. The whole world today is 
held in check by a system of gold barter, 
while enterprise languishes, industry 
suffers and tke cemeteries are populous 
with the bodies of bankrupts and sui- 
cides. We will end the tricks of the 
office seekers by putting our national 
ticket in the field at once. We believe 
the soul is bigger than the pocketbook." 

The resolutions also provide for the 
reorganization of the party with Mil- 
ton Park of Dallas as chairman. Tha 
convention adjourned without fixing any 
time or place for another convention, 
and the delegates consider their cam- 
paign for 1900 now opened. The most 
important action of the convention was 
the adoption of the referendum system 
as the cardinal principle in the future 
of the government of the reorganized 
party. The new rules provide that the 
People’s party shall never again hold a 
delegate convention of any sort, na- 
tional, state, district or local, but that 
the nominations for all officers shall be 
made through the “initiative or referen- 
dum, or petitions adopted by popular 
vote.” 

The Butlerites adopted an address, 
saying: ‘We implore the Populists of 
every state to pay no heed and to attach 
no importance to this small sloughing 
cff of the party timber, but to maintain 
an aggressive warfare on the line hither- 
to followed, to build up and preserve our 
State and local organizations in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of 
the national organization committee as 
adopted at Nashville, July 4, 1897, and 
the subsequent agreement between our 
two national committees in Omaha, June 
15, 1895, relying on the patriotism and 
good judgment of men advocating both 
policies of party management to heal 
their differences before the time fixed for 
our regular national convention.” 


Americans In the Far East, 

London, Sept. 7.—The Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 
“Americans living in the far east are 
unanimously in favor of the annexa- 
tion of Luzon, which, so far as fianace 
and trade are concerned, forms the main 
portion of the Philippines. Spafn might 
retain the rest of the archipelago, of 
which only portions at present are of 
value, as for instance Paday and Cebu. 
They (the Americans) are convinced 
that Germany has arranged with Spain 
for the purchase of Palawan and Sulu 
islands. 

“The exodus of Spanish famiNes, 
priests and friars from Manila con- 
tinues. They all appear convinced that 
Spanish rule in Luzon is at an end. The 
monastic orders, anxious on account of 
their large properties in the interior, are 
endeavoring to dispose of them. They 
would welcome American or English au- 
thority.

‘BACK FROM. MONTAUK

| Alger Deems Wikoff Admirable and 
Thoroughly Healthful. 


Santiago Troops Had Plenty 
of Necessaries. 


Noticeable That the Men Who Fought Make 
..» No Complaints. 


at * 


Washington, Sept. 5.—Secretary Alger, 
who has returned from his inspection 
tour of Camp Wikoff with President 
McKinley and several of the bureau of 
the war department, feels certain, after 
a careful examination of Camp Wikoff 
and a thorough investigation of its con- 
ditions, that everything possible is be- 
ing done for the men, both sick and well, 
jwho are detained there. “The camp is 
an admirable one,” he said, *‘the best, 1 
think, lever saw. Thesiteisideal. Itis 
beautiful without being picturesque, and 
is certainly as healthful a camp location 
as could be found in the eastern country. 
While the conditions are as good as could 
be expected in the circumstances, even 
better than I ever knew them to be ina 
camp, a shade of gloom is cast over the 
encampment by the physical condition 
of the men. Sickness, suffering and death 
mar what would otherwise be a magnifi- 
cent military picture. These conditions, 
however, are not the result of the situa- 
tion of the camp itself, but of the terri- 
ble campaign through which the troops 
have just passed. 

“That campaign of Santiago will be 
memorable in the military history of the 
world. It was wonderful both inits con- 
duct and in the results achieved. Few 
military experts expected when the cam- 
paign was inaugurated that such a suc- 
cess could be achieved in so short a time. 
It was a tremendous undertaking to be- 
gin a campaign in a tropical country 
Bering the rainy season against a posi- 
tion so strong and so well defended as 
was Santiago. That success wasachieved 
so soon and with a loss comparatively 
small is due to the energy and ability of 
General Shafter and his commanding 
officers, and to the dash, bravery and 
splendid fighting qualities of the men of 
General Shafter’s corps. 

“IT talked with General Shafter,” con- 
tinued the secretary, “and he discussed 
some of the obstacles which had to be 
overcame in the Santiago campaign. 
Just now, by the way, he is suffering 
from the effects of the campaign him- 
self. While I chatted with him, his face 
was flushed with fever, and he was really 
a sick man. Upon his arrival at Montauk 
Point he went into the detention camp 
with the other soldiers, and like the true 
soldier he is, he asked nothing better for 
himself than was being received by the 
men whom he commands. He said that 
when he arrived in Cuba and realized 
the conditions that confronted him and 
his men, he knew that the campaign 
must not necessarily be one of days 
rather than of weeks and months. He 
had lost nearly all of his lighters, and 
was thus seriously handicapped in ef- 
fecting a landing of both his troops and 
the stores and supplies which the fleet 
earried. The tremendous rains which 
set in immediately after his arrival ren- 
dered it next to impossible for either the 
troops or supplies to be gotten forwar d. 
fie felt, however, that whatever were 
the difficulties, he must préss forward 
and if possible end the campaign in the 
briefest time. The climatic conditions 
were such that to lose any time meant 
the destruction of his command by ill- 
ness, and the consequent failure of the 
expedition. He took no chanceaon de- 
lay, therefore,but swept his gallant army 
upon the Spaniards with such irresisti- 
ble dash that the city was won almost 
before the Spaniards realized what they 
had to encounter. Itis perfectly evident 
now that had General Shafter waited 
until his army and supplies could have 
been sent forward with ordinary delib- 
eration, the expedition against Santiago 
would have failed utterly. In a meas- 
ure, it was his disregard of military con- 
ventionalities that enabled him to carry 
the campaign to a brilliantly successful 
issue, : 

“During all the time the troops were 
lying in the trenches before Santiago, 
despite the immediate difficulties ex- 
perienced in getting supplies to the front, 
the men suffered very little from a lack 
of provisions. Of course they did not 
have what they are now receiving at 
Montauk Point, but they had the actual 
necessaries of life, notwithstanding the 
newspaper reports to the contrary. 
Doubtless, there were individual cases 
of suffering because of the scarcity of 
supplies at the front, but as a rule the 
men had all that the soldiers of the Union 
army had at times during the civil war. 
While the Federal forces were lying in 
the trenches before Petersburg, they 
suffered at times during those seven 
months for food, but like the heroes be- 
fore Santiago they endured without 
complaining. 

“It is particularly noticeable that the 
men who were actually engaged in the 
Santiago campaign are not complaining 
of their treatment. I talked with scores 
ef them, I was about to say hundreds, 
and not a breath of complaint did I hear 
from any of them, They suffered, they 
are suffering yet, but they endured and 
are enduring their trials like spartans. 
Jfhere may be individual cases of com- 
plaint. It would indeed be strange if 
there were not, but as a body the army 
of General Shafter is not only satisfied 
mith the situation but immeasurably 
proud of its marvellous achievement. 

“The president was particularly solic- 
itous about the condition of the men. He 
went to Camp Wikoff to ascertain for 
bimself whether the men in the ranks 
needed anything that they were not get- 
ting. His orders were that they should 
want for nothing, but he desired person- 
ally to know whether those orders were 
being carried out. After several! hours 
of patient investigation and careful ex- 
amination he left the camp, satisfied 
that the men were being as well cared 
for as they could be in a field hospital. 
He took no official’s word for anything. 
He had gone to the.camp to see for him- 
éself, and his conviction as to the condi- 
tions was reached only after he had come 
in personal contact with these ccndl- 
tions.

How to Make Sweetbread Patties. 

First stand the sweetbreads—about 
three pounds—in cold water an hour or 
two. Then parboil, cool and remove all 
rough edges, membranes and sinews. 
Then place in cold water and keep on 
ice until wanted. Put into frying pan 
four ounces of butter, and when it melts 
split the prepared sweetbreads in two 
and saute them in the butter. Opena 
can of fresh mushrooms, rinse in cold 
water, cut them into quarters, add them 
to the sweetbreads with a pint of boiled 
cream. Season with salt and pepper. 
Dissolve a heaping tablesponful of flour, 
add it and simmer until the sauce is 
thick and smooth. Serve on squares of 
puff paste. - 


How to Prepare Garlic Sauce. 

Remove the peel from some garlic, 
separate it into cloves, put them in 
asaucepan of water and boil for five 
minutes. Change the water three times, 
boiling for five minutes in each. Strain 
off the water, add white sauce to the 
cloves, boil up and serve. The strength 
of the flavor is determined by the length 
of boiling, as the longer it boils the 
weaker it will be. The garlic if proper- 
ly cooked will have an almond taste. 


How to Serve Marrow on Toast. 

Extract the marrow out of two beef 
bones, cut it into small squares of even 
size, blanch it, strain and drain. Have 
ready some slices of buttered toast. 
Spread over with anchovy paste, cut it 
into neat squares or rounds, place two 
or three pieces of marrow on each piece 
of toast, break it with a fork, sprinkle 
with a mixture of chopped parsley and 
chives, season with salt and a dust of 
cayenne pepper. Bake in a quick over 
for five minutes. Sprinkle over a few 
drops of liquid meat glaze just before 
serving.

ARMY RATIONS AS DIET 


Mr. Alger Says the Soldiers Require 


Nothing More. 


Dainties Only Serve to Breed 


Dissatisfaction. 


Homesickness Appears to Be the Chief Com- 
plaint of Volunteers. 


Washington, Sept. 8.—Secretary Al- 
ger is putting his affairs in shape to ad- 
mit of his absence from Washington 
on a tour of inspection of the army 
camps throughout thecountry. He will 
go first to Camp Meade, Pa., and thence 
to Detroit. The secretary now feels 
free to express views entertained by the 
president and himself respecting the 
plans for the treatment of the soldiers 
and touching the persons upon whom 
the responsibility should be placed for 
some of the matters of complaint. 

In this connection he says: “The reg- 
iments that have been ordered mustered 
out will be mustered out; the regiments 
that have been designated by the presi- 
dent to remain in the service will have 
to remain. As soon as we have mus- 
tered out 100,000 more or less, we shall 
reorganize the army—every brigade, di- 
vision and corps—and put them into 
comfortable camps until such of them 
as are needed are withdrawn for service 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
The men composing the army will be 
treated as soldiers. The officers com- 
manding regiments and companies will 
be held strictly accountable for the 
sanitary condition of the camps. Dur- 
ing the war many of these officers dis- 
regarded the specific instructions that} 
had been given looking to the proper 
care of their men. Now it is time for 
them to take this work upon themselves. 
Where men are incompetent to dis- 
charge these duties they must give way 
to competent men. 

“Now a word as to the feeding of the 
troops. The army ration is all that 
is necessary for a soldier. I hope that 
there will be less food given to the men 
from outside sources. The dainties are 
of no real help, and only tend to breed 
dissatisfaction where they do not 
actually destroy the health of the men. 
The army ration is a sound, healthful 
diet. The principal difficulty we have 
to contend with is the recklessness of 
youth, In the vigor of sound health 
the young men who went to make up our 
army could not be induced to take proper 
care of themselves. 

“When a regiment is designated to 
be mustered out no further appeals will 
be allowed to influence the department 
to change its program. That order is 
going to be strictly observed until the 
president decides that he can make a 
further reduction in the army. When 
such reduction is made there will be no 


discrimination in releasing the troops. 
“The great complaint of the soldiers 
is homesickness, and a great deal of 


this has been caused by the inconsid- 
erate publications in the sensational 
newspapers. Some of it is also charge- 
able to the fact that the men entered 
the army with the expectation that their 
services would be very short. Every 
experienced officer knows that a great 
many men died of homesickness. Fol- 
lowing the depression that ensues upon 
homesickness come other maladies to 
which the homesick soldier falls an easy 
victim. The American people should 
try to brace up these men; to encourage 
them and cause them to remémber that 
they are soldiers and are expected to 
meet a soldier's duty. Some of the com- 
plaints that have been published are cal- 
culated to make the American army ap- 
pear in a poor light to the eyes of the 
American people and also to those of the 
nations of the world.” 

The secretary has given an earnest 
of his purpose to carry out strictly the 
decision he has announced to hold field 
officers responsible for the condition of 
the men in the case of Private Hugh 
Parrott, who was reported to have 
perished in his tent at Montauk, lack- 
ing medical attendance. The secretary 
several days ago called upon the com- 
manding officer for a report on this sub- 
ject, and yesterday he sent a peremp- 
tory order to General Shafter by tele- 
graph to create a court of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the case, or, if the facts war- 
rant it, to shorten the proceedings by 
ordering a court-martial at once for the 
officer responsible for Parrott’s lack of 
attention. 


Lost His Peacock Feather. 

Pekin, Sept. 8—Li Hung Chang has 
been dismissed from power. It is pre- 
sumed this was done in accordance with 
the demand which, it is rumored, the 
British minister here, Sir Claude Mac- 
donald, was instructed to make on ae- 
count of the alleged gené¢ral partiality 
of the great Chinaman to Russia, culmi- 
mating in Great Britain being deprived 
of the contract for the Pekin-Hankow 
railroad, by giving the Russo-Chinege 
bank financial control of the road. 


The Dreyfas Affair. 

Paris, Sept. 8.—The agitation for con- 
voking the chamber of deputies is grow- 
ing daily. Already notices of 12 inter- 
pellations as to the Dreyfus affair have 
been given. Three duels are imminent 
over the case. A great sensation has 
been caused by the statement that facts 
have been discovered implicating the 
officers and the general staff. Rumors! 
are in circulation that Count Esterhazy | 
has disappeared.

Guat Was Powerfal. 

New York, Sept. 8—A gust of wind 
that preceded a thunder storm blew 
down the iron superstructure of a new 
pier at the foot of West Twelfth street 
instantly killing Samuel Patterson and 
injuring 10 others, one of whom, James 
Leonard, afterwards died. There were 
90 men at work at the time. The beams 
and girders were up and the roof, which 
gvas also of iron, was on, When the 
storm loomed up from the southwest a 
tremendous blast of wind rushed in un- 
der the iron superstructure and, fairly 
lifting it from the pier, allowed it to drop 
again in a mass of twisted and gnarled 
debris, burying the men under it. 

During the lull that intervened be- 
tween the first roar of the wind and the 
sharp creakings of the twisted iron could 
be heard the cries and moans of the 
wounded. The uninjured men made a 
rush for the shore end of the plier and 
huddled together, trembling with fear, 
in the large shed of the timekeeper, leav- 
ing their fellow workmen crying for 
help. An alarm of fire which was sent in 
brought out two companies of firemen, 
who went to work with all their might 
to rescu@ those who were under the 
debris. Three carpenters who were at 
work on the roof are supposed to have 
been blown into the river and drowned. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Sept. 8.—F rank E. and Charles 
Richards, two boys who escaped from 
the training ship, Alllance, in Portland 
harbor Sunday night, were taken into 
custody by the police yesterday. They 
were endeavoring to get to Albany where 
they have friends. The boys said they 
had been ill-treated and abused, and 
that the boys on board the Alliance are 
a set of bullies. 

The bath house at Revere beach was 
opened again this morning under tem- 
porary arrangements. The building is 
not so seriously injured as was at first 
supposed, owing to its construction. 
The principal injury is in the destruction 
of the roof and laundry. 

The result of an autopsy on the body of 
a year-old child found floating in the 
harbor Tuesday afternoon, disclosed 
that the child had been murdered by 
blows in the head, which had fractured 
the skull. 


Gerrish Makes Charges. 

Concord, Sept. 8—Major Gerrish, ex- 
deputy treasurer, was arrested yester- 
day, for embezzling state taxes paid by 
towns and _ unincorporated places, 
$1297.01; license fees paid, but not en- 
tered on the books, $200; amount paid by 
W. F. Whitney for convict labor for the 
months of March and April, $3,097.81. 
Mr. Gerrish has made a statement in 
which he attempts to implicate State 
Treasurer Carter. 

Colonel Carter declined specifically to 
answer the charges at this time, but 
stated that in the proper place he would 
satisfy the people of the state that there 
has never been a day since his term of 
office commenced that he could not, if 
called upon to do so, account for ever) 
dollar of public funds committed to hls 
custody. 


Explosion on a Yacht. 

Stamford, Conn., Sept. 8.—The steam 
yacht, Embla, owned by John T. Will- 
jams of New York, lies in 12 feet of water 
off the west side of Shippan point as the 
result of being scuttled to extinguish a 
fire, and Henry Storey and Fred Morri- 
son, cooks, are so seriously burned that 
the physicians at the hospital think the 
chances are against their recovery. It 
is thought the fire was caused by the ex- 
Plosion of gasoline that was being used 
in cleanirg the vessel. The 16 members 
ox the crew lost all their effects, and 
Captain Torrey lost a considerable sum 
of money. The loss is estimated at about 
$25,000.

SAGASTA UNDER FIRE, 


Policy of the Government Trench- 
antly Criticised. 


Senators and Deputies Declare 
Dissatisfaction. 


Work of the Secret Sessions to Be Revealed 
by the Republicans. 


Madrid, Sept. 8.—Although Premier 
Sagasta believes that he will secure leg- 
islative sanction of the government's 
war policy and purposes, it is apparent 
that his opponents, regardless of the 
paucity of numbers, propose to make all 
ef the trouble possible for him. What 
they lack in voting strength they more 
than enjoy in the field of debate, as they 
manifested in both chambers Wednes- 
day. 

General Weyler reminded the senate 
of how Count D’Almenas had greeted 


the returning soldiers, ignoring the offi- | then 


cers. He declared that this was a re- 
flection upon the officers’ efficiency. 
“The mistakes made in Cuba are not to 
be blamed on the army,” he said, “but 
upon the politicians at the head of the 
government.” The latter, he declared, 
were responsible for not sending supplies 
to the armies in Cuba and Porto Rico, 
and indeed for completely abandoning 
them. The ministers of war and marine 
ought to have resigned. Had the army 
been properly equipped, he continued, 
it would not have failed. It would have 
been better for Admiral Cervera’s squad- 
ron to remain at the Canaries, for no 
practical end was served by sending 
the ships to Santiago. What measure 
did the government take to prevent the 
squadron?” General Weyler asked hotly. 
“The responsibility for the surrender of 
Santiago rested wholly upon the gov- 
ernment instead of General Toral.” 
General Weyler strongly condemned the 
secret session of the cortes and con- 
cluded his speech as follows: ‘I desire 
to speak to all Spain, and not merly to 
the government.” 

Count D’Almenas, replying to General 
Weyler’s stricture, said: ‘I addressed 
my greetings to those who have been 
martyrs for their country—to the Span- 
ish soldiers—because they deserve such 
greetings. I did not address the gen- 
erals, for they showed themselves in- 
capable of leading soldiers to battle, or 
of showing them how to fall worthily on 
the field.” 

Marshal Primo de Rivera shouted: 
“That is not true,” and General Weyler 
and others joined in the protest. 

Count D’Almenas, addressing Genera! 
Rivera, replied: “I am not afraid ot 
such cries or of epaulets, or of the dec- 
orations that will have to be torn off 
the breasts of several officers. The 
sashes of some generals should be torr 
off and put around their necks.” 

A great uproar ensued. 

Lieutenant General Correa, minister 
for war, promised to show all the docu- 
ments relating to the Cuban campaign; 
but the recriminations continued, Mar- 
shal de Rivera demanding the authertic 
documents and not the American tele- 
grams. He denied that he ever promised 
to grant reforms in the Philippines. 

General Dominguez declared that the 
whole responsibility rested upon the gov- 
ernment and not upon the generals. He 
reminded the senate of the heroic deeds 
of the generals in Cuba who had died 
gloriously, or been wounded while lead- 
ing their forces; and he proposed that 
the senate should pay homage to the 
army and navy. 

Count D’Almenas declined, in spite of 
the appeals of his friends, to withdraw 
@ single word he had already uttered 
He repeated that the surrender at San- 
tiago was “dishonorable.” 

Deputies In an Uproar. 

The chamber has followed the senaté 
in discussing the late war behind close¢ 
doors. This action hes caused the 
greatest sensation. Immediately afte: 
the chamber assembled yesterday, Mr 
Salmeron, the Republican leader, movec 
that an investigation be made into the 
responsibilty of Sagasta's government 
in connection with the declaration o1 
war, the negotiations for peace and the 
violations of the constitution by thc 
suspension of the guarantees. 

Premier Sagasta quickly asked thal 
the deliberations be conducted behinc 
closed doors, and the president pro- 
nounced favorably upon the request 
Thereupon the Republicans and Conser- 
vatives vehemently protested, and, amid 
an indescribable confusion, the door- 
keepers cleared the galleries of spec- 
tators, the deputies in the meantime 
shouting uproariously. 

A resolution signed by all the Repub- 
jican deputies was submitted to the 
«chamber, declaring the government re- 
sponsible first, for lack of the necessary 
€nergy in prosecuting the war; second, 
for accepting a shameful peace; and 
third, for violating the constitution. 

The moment the president of the cham- 
ber ordered the doors closed, Mr. Sal- 
meron cried out: “I solemnly promise 
the country that the Republicans wil) 
publish all the deliberations of the se- 
cret sittings, for we are determined tc 
violate the secresy which the govern- 
ment imposes.” 

Ultimately the Republican and Carlist 
deputies quitted the chamber as a pro- 
test against the secret sitting. They held 
A meeting later, but failed to arrive at 
an agreement.

WAS HEART TOUCHING. 


Saddest of the Military Incidents 
In Boston. 


A Remnant of the “Fighting 
“Ninth” Returned. 


The Weak and Emaciated Volunteers Were 
Received Enthusiastically. 


Boston, Sept. 9.—The home-coming of 
the remnant of the Boston companies 
of the Ninth Massachusetts regiment 
last night was one of the saddest in- 
cidents in the long series of military 
happenings in this city since the out- 
break of the war. ‘To those in thegreat 
masses of people in and about the de- 
pot, who had no personal interest in 
the arrival of the men who fought at 
Santiago, it was simply a demonstration 
in which enthusiasm ran riot; but to 
those who had relatives and friends 
among the soldiers, and who saw the 
unloading of the cars, it was a heart- 
touching sight. 

The special of six Pullmans came in 
from Providence at 10:30, and as it came 
to a standstill in the train shed the 
people cheered and cheered again. Then 
the crowd surged forward and for a time 
a large force of police held it in check; 
but only for a few moments, for then 
the friends of the men swarmed into the 
cars. An attempt had been made to 
handle the soldiers through the Volun- 
teer Aid association, distributing such 
as were sick arflong the hospitals and 
transporting the well to their homes in 
vehicles, but the plans almost went 
down before the surging crowd, and 
even Governor Wolcott, personally as- 
sisting in the care of the men, was un- 
able to do more than to get the soldiers 
out of danger from too much kindness. 

The Boston companies alone came up 
on the train from Providence. It was 
understood that quite a number were ill, 
but the excitement made the sick tem- 
porarily well, and the well almost giants 
in strength. The ambulance corps 
awaited the coming of the train and its 
men were put on the cars the first thing. 
They took charge of the boys, passed 
them along to the carriages and ambu- 
lances in waiting. Governor Wolcott 
first took a position where he could 
personally shake hands with each hero, 
but the crowd was so great that finally 
the governor, General Dalton, and other 
members of the staff turned their at- 
tention to getting the men into car- 
riages, out of reach of the crowd. 

The men of the Ninth did not look like 
those who four months ago so proudly 
marched through the streets of Boston, 
strong in the full bloom of manhood, ¢ 
volunteers to the call for men to defend 
the country’s flag. Some of these came 
back in the remnants of the Boston com- 
pany pale, weak and emaciated from 
terrible suffering in the trenches of 
Santiago, or the victims of fearful ex- 
perlences in the weeks which have 
lapsed since their rescue from the fever 
camp of Cuba until their start for home. 
Most of them were able to walk through 
the depot to the carriages in waiting; 
many needed supporting by stronger 
arms; and a few were carried to theam- 
bulances on stretchers. As each re- 
turned soldier was recognized, his 
friends would rush forward and greet 
him, and those nearby, in the fullness 
of their welcome, would lustily cheer. 

As the men rode away from the de- 
pot the crowds on the sidewalks took up 
the cheering, so that the men got an 
ovation practically to their homes. In 
South Boston, especially, the men be- 
longing in that district, were royally 
received by their friends. It will bea 
day or two before the actual condition 
of the men will be known. No serious 
cases are anticipated, but the reaction of 
the excitement of coming home is likely 
to make many of the men very ill. 

Congressman Fitzgerald, who came 
home with the regiment, says: “The 
difficulties encountered in securing fur- 
loughs for the men and transportation 
to their homes were simply indescrib- 
able. There seemed to be a state of 
confusion existing in all of the depart- 
ments, and but for incessant effort the 
Ninth regiment would have had to re- 
main another week. Homesickness en- 
ervated the men to such a degree that 
it very rapidly brought on additional 
dicease, and 10 or 12 new men were daily 
being sent to the hospital. It was piti- 
ful to go through the hospital and listen 
to the uppeals of the men to be sent 
home. My last trip through the de- 
tention and hospital camp was on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, and as it was gen- 
erally known that the regiment was 
coming home, every man in both camps 
begged to be allowed tocome. The in- 
competency of some of those in com- 
mand of the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment accounts for the hardships and 
suffering of the soldiers. I have been 
at Montauk for nearly two weeks. I 
have had occasion to come in contact 
with all the departments of the govern- 
ment, and when the investigation of 
the war department is brought to con- 
gress, I can speak more plainly than 
any other member of that body. This 
I propose to do.” 


One of the Heroes. 

Salem, Sept. 9.—Colonel Ciark of the 
Second Massachusetts regiment, who is 
here as the guest of Colonel S. A. John- 
son of the Second corps of cadets, visited 
Fort Pickering, where the First heavy 
artillery is encamped, the two officers;

Colonel Clark made haste to say that he 
was no more of a hero than the boys 
ef the First heavy, saying: “‘We went 
where we were ordered and did our duty, 
which is no more than what you have 
done. You would have done what we 
did if you had received the same orders.” 


Crowd Cheered Miles, 

Washington, Sept. 9.—Major General! 
Miles, accompanied by Mrs. Miles, ar- 
rived from New York last evening. As 
General Miles passed through the crowd 
his hands were grasped a score of times 
by enthusiastic men and women. He 
gave a cordial greeting to all, and'as he 
and Mrs. Miles stepped into their car- 
riage the crowd burst into cheers. 

While expressing gratification at the 
successful termination of the war and 
his pleasure at once more being at his 
home, General Miles said he had nothing 
to say in addition td hisstatementgriver 
to the pressin New York. From the sta- 
tion General and Mrs. Miles were con- 
veyed directly to their residence. 

The tension over the general's criti- 
cism of army methods is gradually sub- 
siding, and in official quarters the belie: 
is expressed that official attention woula 
Not be paid to the criticism. 


Immune In Name Only. 

Santiago, Sept. 9.—Six cases of yellow 
fever have developed in Colonel Sar- 
eent’s Fifth immune regiment. The 
eases have been watched closely for 
several days, and in the opinion of the 
Sanitary department of Santiago, the 
diagnosis is unmistakably correct. The 
victims have been sent to hospital ano 
a strict quarantine has been established 
against the regiment, which is en- 
camped on the hills about two miles 
south of the city. 

There is a great deal of sickness ir 
this regiment, but, in the opinion of the 
Surgeons, no more yellow fever. The 
other regiments doing garrison duty are 
in fairly good health. 


No Report of Friction. 

Washington, Sept. $.—Administration 
officials have no cause to feel tnat a criti- 
cal condition of affairs was near at hand 
with the insurgent forces of the Philip- 
pines. Major General Merritt, before 
starting for Paris, advised the insurgent 
feader that the authority of the United 
States in and about Manila must be re- 
spected, and that in the interest of a 
quiet and orderly administration of af- 
fairs it was desirable for the insurgents 
to vacate the, suburbs of the city with- 
in a reasonable time. About that time 
Aguinaldo gave assurances of co-opera- 
tion with the American forces toward 
the maintenance of order, and there has 
been no reason to believe that his ad- 
herents would give serious opposition 
to their removal from the suburbs. 

The time within which the movement 
is to be accomplished has not expired 
according to the understanding here 
and a satisfactory arrangement is ex 
pected. In the meantime no report: 
have come from General Otis, who is 
acting governor pending the sbsence o1 
General Merritt, as to friction with Agu 
inaldo over his retirement. 


To Allow No Delay. 

San Juan, Sept. 9.—The Spanish evac 
uation commissioners seem disposed to 
delay the meeting of the commission. 
They say their instructions have not yet 
arrived, but are expected in the course 
of a few days. They intimate that even 
then they will need time to study them 
The American commissioners have re- 
plied that the first meeting must occur 
before Sept. 12 under the terms of the 
protocol. 


Queen Lil Was Gracious. 

San Francisco, Sept. 9.—The congres- 
sional commission on Hawaii, with the 
exception of President Dole, left Hono- 
dulu for the other islands Aug. 22 and 
returned Aug. 28, after visiting the prin- 
cipal towns of Maui and Hawaii. In 
speaking of the trip, Senator Morgan 
said: “I think we very: effectively dis- 
posed of the prevalent idea among the 
natives that annexation was only a war 
measure. We are satisfied that the Ha- 
walians now thoroughly understand our 
position and that when we speak we do 
so by authority.” 

Ex-Queen Liliuokalani arrived at Hilo 
at the same time the commissioners ar- 
rived, and accompanied them in a sep- 
arate conveyance to the volcano. She 
was introduced to members of the com 
mission, but no political talk was in- 
dulged in. She was more than gracious, 
‘and extended every courtesy to mem- 
bers of the commission. 

The Chinese of the Hawaiian islands 
have presented a memorial to the mem- 
bers of the commission asking that all 
the Chinese that have become natural- 
ized under the laws of Hawaii and all 
children born, in Hawaii be permitted 
the right of transit tq and from,all parts 
of the United States; that in the laws 
affecting the immigration of Chinese 
laWor, special provision be made for 
the importation by the owners of rice 
plantations of a limited number of Chi- 
ynese laborers; that the Chinese be per- 
mitted to bring in to this country thei: 
children from China, and also women 
of good character; that Chinese mer- 
chants be permitted to import clerks for 
their business establishments; that, Chi- 
nese be given the same privileges as 
given to other residents in the commu- 
nity; that the system of pena] labor 
contracts be abolished. 


Backboys Making Troub'e, 

Lowell, Sept. 9.—The cotton mills of 
this city are threatened with an enforced 
shutdown for a few days by a movement 
on the part of the backboys to go out on 
a general strike for the restoration of 
the old schedule of wages. 

The boys in the Massachusetts mills 
secently struck and were followed by 
those of the Booth, Tremont and Suffolk 
mills. Thursday afternoon the boys of 
tthe Hamilton left work. The strikers 
assert that the backboys agreed to go 
on strike in each mill in turn until all 
in the city were affected. They belong 
to a union and claim to have the as- 
surance of the spinners that the latter 
will do nothing to injure their cause

HONORS 2.) HAY. 


Address Prese nted to Him on the Eve 
of His Depariure. 


London, Sept. 9.—A committee of the 
Anglo-American league, headed by its 
chairman, James Bryce, presented 
(rited States Ambassador Hay with an 
address of congratulation upon his ac- 
ceptanee of the portfolio of secretary of 
State at Washington. The address ex- 
presses regret at his departure from this 
country “where you have discharged 
the weighty and delicate duties of am- 
bassador with such eminent tact, judg- 
ment and courtesy as to win the cordial 
appreciation and confidence of the Brit- 
ish people.” Continuing, the address 
fays: “It has been your fortune to rep- 
resent your country here at a time of 
exceptional interest, when the war, now 
happily ended, gave occasion for the ex- 
pression of the feelirgs of affection ané 
sympathy toward the United States 
which the British people have long en- 
tertained, but never before have they 
been so conspicuously manifested. You 
carry back the assurance of the depth 
and strength of these feelings. The 
principle that there ought to be perma- 
nent friendship and cordial co-opera- 
tion between the British empire and the 
American republic is one that all parties 
and all statesmen here agree in regard- 
ing as a fundamental principle of Brit- 
ish foreign policy, and by it the whole 
people desire that their government 
should be guided. We rejoice to believe 
that in your country corresponding sen- 
timents are entertained, and that a cor- 
responding principle is now largely ac- 
cepted. Knowing that no one knows 
these convictions more firmiy than your- 
self, or can express them in clearer o1 
more felicitous terms, we gladly ac- 
knowledge the great services you have 
rendered to both nations, and console 
ourselves on your retirement by the re- 
flection that you are called to duties in 
your own country even wider in their 
scope, graver in their responsibility and 
more important in the results they may 
secure.” 

Mr. Bryce, during the course of the 
remarks which he made upon the occa- 
sion, dwelt upon the “admiration for the 
splendid gifts and boundless energy of 
the people of the United States, and the 
Sympathy with the principles of thei: 
constitution" which have been quietly 
ripening among the British people, and 
which this year found a sudden and 
hearty expression. He also said he saw 
in the universality of these sentiments 
here and the fact that they were recip- 
rocated by a large majority of the Amer- 
icans a happy augury, as he believed 
that nothing could contribute more tc 
the peace of the world and the welfare 
of both nations than the sense of es- 
sential unity of the two peoples. 

Colonel Hay referred to the gratifica- 
tion he experienced in hearing such 
words from men so qualified by experi- 
ence and character to speak for the Brit- 
ish people with certainty. He added: 
“My voice has no such sanction as yours; 
but I give ‘t for what it is worth, to 
assure you that your sentiments of kin- 
ship and amity are reciprocated to the 
utmost in my country.” The ambassa- 
dor also said that his work in England 
had been made easy by the instructions 
he had received from home, and by the 
frankness and fairness of her majesty’s 
ministers and of all Englishmen he had 
come in contact with. He then said: 
“On both sides of the ocean the convic- 
tion is almost universal that a clear 
cordial and friendly understanding be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States is a necessity of civilization. I 
shall hold myself signally fortunate if ] 
am able to do anything to continue and 
strengthen the relations of fraternal 
amity between our two nations.” 


Death to the English! 

London, Sept. 9.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Candia says: “It is 
estimated that no fewer than 800 chris 
tians have been massacred; and th. 
town has been pillaged by Bashi Bazouks: 
and the Tuckish soldiers. All reports 
agree as to the disgraceful behavior of 
the Turkish troops, who were seen firing 
on Colonel Reid. The mob ran throug} 
the “streets, shouting, ‘Death to the 
English.’ Part of the town is stil 
burning.” 

Every christian survivor of the mas 
gsacre swears that the butchery was 
mostly the work of the Turkish soldiers 
who first robbed and then slew their 
victims. Kdhem Pasha is the man whc 
ought to be held primarily responsible. 
Not until the British troops under Col- 
onel Reid had been fighting hard for 
four hours did Edham, with his Turkist 
soldiers, errive upon the scene. He hac 
then the effrontery to say that he hac 
just only heard the British troops were 
being attacked by thousands of Bash: 
Gazouks. Edhem Pasha must have 
known what was happening from th 
moment the first shot was fired, if indeed 
he did not arrange the plot himse'f. 

The Times and other morning papers 
in London call upon the government for 
energetic action in Crete, more espe- 
cially if the stories of the complicity ot 
fthe Turkish troops are confirmed. The 
German and Austrian papers declare 
that their governments will have nothing 
to do with Crete.

CARE OF THE NAILS. 


How They Should Be Treated to Develop 
and Preserve Their Beauty. 

Many women with pretty hands are 
constantly annoyed by the rough ap- 
pearance of their finger nails, caused by 
the fact that they break and split. The 
possessor of such nails should cut thefn 
with well sharpened manicure scissors, 
and the nail should never be cut or filed 
unless the fingers have first been soaked 
in warm water. The brittleness may 
sometimes be lessened by rubbing al- 
mond oil thoroughly into the nails and 
finger ends on retiring at night. A pair 
of old kid gloves must then be pulled on. 

The housekeeper whose nails break 
easily should never stir anything on the 
hot range without first slipping on a 
loose glove, as the dry heat from the 
fire will make her nails more brittle 
than ever. 

A teaspoonful of lemon juice in a 
cupful of tepid water whiteng and sup- 
ples the nails and removes all grease 
and dirt, making them more easy to 
polish. This should be used every morn- 
ing, and by soaking the fingers a few 
moments it is possible to make the nails 
perfectly clean and transparent without 
the use of any metal cleaner by simply 
rubbing under them with a towel. It is 
also beneficial in removing the skin 
around the nail edges, which should 
never be cut with scissors. Rub the 
towel firmly all about the nail, pushing 
back the skin. Do this regularly every 
day, and after a few weeks the skin 
growth will disappear. 


How to Make Ginger Beer. 

Bruise six ounces ginger root, place it 
in a kettle, add 12 quarts cold water, 
two ounces cream of tartar and three 
pounds sugar. Boil ten minutes, remove 
and when cold dissolve a yeast cake in 
half cup lukewarm water and add it to 
the preparation. Add one tablespoonful 
essence of lemon, cover and let stand 
till next day. Then strain and bottle. 
Secure the corks with twine or wire. 
The beer will be ready to drink after 
four days. More sugar may be added if 
wanted sweeter.

This 
showed that the efficiency of the 
department in the way of prompt dis- 
posal of claims had been vastly in- 
creased. The report gave figures show- 
ing that the death rate was rapidly in- 
creasing among pensioners. The num- 
ber dying each year now exceeded 40,- 
000. It is estimated that in 1920 the num- 
ber of pensioners would be reduced toa 
dittle over 250,000, and in 1940 the list} 
would be obliterated. The report rec- 
ommends that just and liberal provi- 
sion should be made for adjudicating | 
the claims now pending in the depart- 
ment.

report, Corporal Tanner of New York} 
said that he did not agree with that part) 
of the report dealing with the admin-} 
istration of the pension office. He spoke} 
in unrestrained criticism of the present 
commissioner of pensions, H. Clay Ev-| 
ans, with evident feeling.

SOUNDING THE CORTES 


Text of the Bill Enabling Sagasta 
Conclude Peace. 


Bows to Sacrifices Imposed 
by Necessity. 


Cession of Territory and Abandonment of 
Sovereign Rights. 


London, Sept. 9.—According to the 
Madrid correspondent of The Times the 
following is the text of the bill author- 
izing the government to conclude peace: 
“The reverses suffered by our arms in 
the unequal struggle to which we were 
driven in order to defend the honor of 
the nation and maintain its rights de- 
prived us at an early stage of the ele- 
ments required for continuing the war. 
The bravery of our soldiers and sailors 
proved insufficient, as did the calm at- 
titude of the nation, ever-ready to shed 
its blood and sacrifice its resources for 
the honor of the Spanish flag. 

“Separated by wide seas from the ter- 
ritories it was our object to protect— 
and these territories being closely bloc®- 
aded so that our few remaining ships 
could not reach them—her majesty'’s 
government has been compelled to admit 
the bitter truth, which says that an end 
must be put to the war. The sense of 
responsibility entailed by the prelimi- 
nary peace negotiations has weighed 
most heavily on the government. Not- 
withstanding it fully appreciated its 
duty toward the country, the govern- 
4anent has had to consent to these pre- 


liminary negotiations and to bow to the} 


cruel sacrifices imposed by sheer neces- 
sity. 
must be purchased at the cost of a ces- 
sion of territory and the abandonment 
of sovereign rights, the government has 
thought it expedient to sound the cortes 
before concluding peace, the ratification 
of which will be duly notified to both 
chambers in accordance with constitu- 
tional law. 

“The government, whose moderate lan- 
guage will not be found fault with by the 
representatives of the nation, limits it- 
self to submitting to the cortes the fol- 
lowing bill, whose first and only article 
is: ‘The government is authorized to 
renounce rights of sovereignty and to 
cede territory in the Spanish colonies in 
accordance with the peace preliminaries 
agreed upon with the government of the 
United States of America.’ ” 


Polavieja's New Party. 

Madrid, Sept. 9.—General Polavieja’s 
new party is assuming the greatest im- 
portance. His program has met with 
the warm approval of the great news- 
papers. The National until lately had 
supported General Weyler, but it wil! 
rally now to General Polavieja, who pro- 
poses a reorganitation of Spain from 
the financial and political viewpoints. 
It is understood that the general de- 
cided to organize a new party after sev- 
eral conferences with a “high person- 
age,”” who, however, has not interfered 
directly in the formation of the party. 
His manifesto is now under considera- 
tion. If the military censor refuses to 
grant an exequator, the manifesto wil! 
be read in the chamber of deputies. 
The general conviction is that as soon as 
the treaty of peace is signed the Sagas- 
ta cabinet will resign and be replaced by 
either a Silvela or a Polavieja ministry. 

The speech of Count D'Almenas in the 
senate has greatly excited the military 
party, whose hot espousal of the cause 
of their Cuban comrades threatens to 
make trouble. 

Mr. Sagasta said last evening: ‘The 
nomination of the peace commission is 
delayed because the commissioners 
ought to have the full confidence of the 
government, but who can say who wiil 
be in power a month hence?”

Comment by Rev. 5. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—*‘Self indulgence or self de nial?"’— 
I Cer. ix, 24-27; Gal. v; 16-24. (A temperance 


topic.) 

Self indulgence is the greatest curse 
of Christianity today. Self denial is its 
greatest need. Self denial is demanded 
and self indulgence forbidden, not only 
for the good of others, but also for our- 
selves. We should deny ourselves for 
the sake of others. We should also deny 
ourselves for the sake of self. Self in- 
terest should make us self denying and 
keep us from self indulgence. Paul prac- 
ticed self denial both that he ‘tmight 
save some”’ and also that he himself 
‘‘might be partaker thereof.’’ 

1. The willingness of men to deny 
themselves for perishing worldly horers 
should inspire us with a willingness to 
deny self for immortal honors (1 Cer. 
24-27). Paul illustrates this by the run- 


contested for the prize in the Isthmian 
games, the glory of Corinth, had to 
deny himself, had to be temperate in all 
things. For ten months before the con- 
test the candidates, according to ancient 
authorities, had to be pure, sober and 
enduring to obey orders, to eat sparely 
and simply and to endure fatigue and 
hardship.

How much more willing therefore 
the Christian should be to deny himself, 
since he strives for an incorruptibls, an| 
unfading, an unwithering crown, “ay 
crown of righteousness,’’ ‘‘a crown of} 
life,’’ and that, too, eternal life. This} 
self denial is also absolutely necessary | 
to success in the Christian race. We! 
cannot live an indulgent and a Chris-} 
tian life at the same time. The extent| 
to which Paul went in self denial he 
illustrates by tha pugilist as a fighter. 
He strikes real blows at his body, not 
feints or blows at random. He declares 
that he bruised his body and smote it} 
under’the eyes. Keeping it thus in su 
jection, Paul referred to no harm 
bodily torture, but to noble self sacri- 
ficing labors and self den for the, 
good of others. | 

2. The fruits of self indulgence and 
self denial should inspire self denial, 
(Gal. v, 16-24). Self indulgence leads to! 
the grossest sins, which forever debar ! 
us from the kingdom of God. Self de-| 
nial produces the fruits of the spirit, 
which make us Christlike and Christ | 
possessed. They that crucify the flesh 
for Christ’s sake are Christ’s. 

As Christians and Endeavorers let us 
go-often to Calvary that we may drink 
deeply from the fountain of noblest sac- 
rifice and self denial, and, thus refresh- | 
ed and strengthened, go into the world!

‘There is a fine large kitcHen’? will | 
ntven be heard from the house hunter, 
but every foot of room beyond what is 
needed is a distinct detrfment. Most of 
the French hotel kitchens, where fasci- 
nating gastronomic marvels are pro- 
duced, consist of a range and a table 
et the cook’s back, with just énough 
room for him to stand in. His pots and 
pans are bung on hooks on one side of 
the range, and the necessary dishes are j 
ranged on wall shelves at the other. 
He wastes no steps. 

If ‘‘piped’’ water is introduced from 
a town or city waterworks, the labor of , 
housekeeping is immensely diminished, | 
but as this bappy condition is by no 
means universal the location of the 
well or the cistern becomes an impoy- | 
tant consideration. Thousands cf steps 
may be saved and hundreds of exposures | 
avoided by thinking beforehand on} 
these. A little longer piece of lead pipe 
will bring the cistern water into the 
kitchen, so that the pump can be placed 
close to the sink, and a short length of 
rubber hose pipe fitted to the spout will 
save the heavy lifting that keeps many 
women ill all their days.

Boston, Sept. 10.—‘‘Let them alone,”

genera! to London, advised the members 
of the Massachusetts Reform club to de 
with the Philippines, speaking before 
the club at a dinner given last evening. 

Mr. Collins’ three words, which to his 
mind, he said, summed up the text of 
all the advice that could be given the 
president and those who are to deal with 
the future of the Philippines, were 
caught up by the representative gather- 
ing of men present and loudly applauded, 
@s were all his utterances against an- 
mexation of the Philippines and imperial- 
ism in general. 


PATRICK COLLINS. 

Winslow Warren,president of the club, 
presided. The war he c haracterized as 
one of terrible suffering to the brave 
soldiers and of ‘shocking incompetency 
in high quarters.” The consequences 
must long disturb and complex the 
country with questions novel and dan- 
gerous to a republic. He said he believed 
tthe Porto Ricans shou be allowed tc 
govern t was true of 
Porto Rico was v1 ore true of the 
Philippine islands. 

Mr. Collins called attention to the fact 
that Manila was acquired by an acci- 
dent practically. The United States did 
not want Cuba, Porto Rico or the Philip- 
pines. “‘We should look after ourselves 
before taking hold of other people. 
(Charity begins at home,” said the speak- 
er. ““‘We have the greatest future offered 
to us if we stay at home and mind our 
own business that mankind ever had. It 
is said we can educate these colonies 
and make the American germ fructify in 
the soil, but itis not so. Great Britain's 
experience teaches us this. Of a tem- 
perate zone herself, she can govern by 
her own people with success and with- 
out trouble only those colonies and peo- 
ples who are in a temperate zone. Her 
other volonies are governed by the peo- 
ples themselves, with her controlling 
hand, exerted by one head. On the same 
principles we cannot govern these colo- 
nies which we are now to deal with. We 
have no capacity as an organized repub- 
lic to govern a vassal peoples on the 
principies we stand on. 

“The quetiosn is then asked, What is 
to become of these islands and the peo- 
ple? Let them act just as if fate and 
good fortune would force them to act if 
Dewey had not scored his great victory 
We are told we havea duty to perform 
to them. We have a duty to perform t& 
ourselves, and we shouid look out for 
it. Self-preservation comes first. I do 
not believe, therefore, for one, that we 
ought to go outside our own boundaries 
Let the Philippines work out their own 
future unde! > protectorate of God.

The Fifth Massachusetts, which left 
Camp Dalton at South Framingham, 
Mass., Sunday afternoon, arrived here 
about noon today, after an = un- 
eventul trip, although attracting con- 
siderable attention en route. Ledgers 
of Saturday were here before us. 


THE DEPARTURE. 
Camp Dalton, 
Sunday, Sept. 11, 1898. 

It was a gala day at South Framing- 
ham today, if it was Sunday. The an- 
nouncement in the Sunday papers that 
the Fifth Massachusetts regiment, U. 
S. V., would leave South Framing- 
ham about 11 A. M. caused early ar- 
rivals, and it is estimated that there 
were over 2,000 visitors on the camp 
grounds when the regiment marched 
off. 

The departure was not as early as 
announced, but the first section pulled 
out of the South Framingham depot at 
exactly 1.45 P. M. 

It wasagrand day, a bit cool and 
bracing for those who had nothing to 
do, but for the boys it seemed hot, for 
they had lots to do, and but little time 
to devote to friends. There were not 
as many visitors from Quincy as were 
expected, but the uncertainty of the 
time of departure is probably responsi- 
ble. There were several however from 
Quincy, and hundred have been here 
within a few days since it was known 
Co .K was going to a camp out of 
the state. 

It needed no urging to get the 
officers and men up in the morning; 
they were astir before reveille. After 
breakfast‘ rolls were packed, the men 
wearing their canvas suits and putting 
the blue ones in the roll. Early in 
the morning the personal luggage was 
taken to the depot by the Quarter- 
masters department, and before 9 
o’clock the companies fell in with rifle 
and roll and marched to parade. There 
guns were stacked. 

At 9.50 the tents were struck simul- 
taneouly, and were rolled up and later 
taken to the cars. All rubbish was 
burned. 

Gov .Wolcott and staff arrived soon 
and at 11 o’clock reviewed the regi- 
ment which was in command of Maj. 
Morrison of Braintree. It was indeed 
a grand sight, as the Fifth is almost 
perfection now. 

It was about 11.30 when the regi- 
ment left the field amid considerable 
enthusiasm. There was enthusiasm all 
along the route to the railroad.

Quincey Congregationalists Con- 
tribute to the Work. 


Sunday morning, Rev. George A. 
Hood of Boston, New England Field 
Secretary of the Congregational Church 
Building society, spoke of the work of 
the society in the Bethany Congrega- 
tional church, and in the evening at 
the Atlatic Congregational church. 


His text was 1 Chron. XXII:19, 
**Arise, therefore, and build ye the 


sanctuary of the Lord God.’’ He said 
that ever since God built the taber- 
nacle in the wilderness all forms of 


the true religion must have their 
churches, and, indeed, all false 
religions must have their temple. 


Congregationalists are the only ones 
who organized 200 churches, more or 
less, and build only a few more than 
100 per year. 

Our young men developing the new 
towns are equipped with docks, eleva- 
tors, mills, machinery, and every itmn- 
prevement for doing their work six 
days of the week, will they go to 
church the first day of the week in an 
abandoned saloon or a dance hall, 
carpenter shop, or the loft of a livery 
stable? No, it makes them homesick; 
they have no respect for a church 
which cannot build, and they cannot 
afford $25 or $50 to help it build. The 
church, likeany other line of business 
needs an eguipment to succeed. If we 
can aid thesyoung church to build, the 
new settlers will attend, will give 50 
cents or $1 or $2 a week to make it 


self-supporting ; and the future 
character ofthe new town can be 
moulded by the church. Thus the 
Congregational Church Building 


society helps the young churches of the 
Congregational Home Missionary 


society, and of the American 
Missionary Association among the 
dark races, 

We aid them by three funds; the 


Grant fund, the Loan fund, and the 
Parsonage Loan fund. The money is 
paid back to be used over and over, the 


loans every five years, the grants 
irregularly by contributions. Every 


dollar is secured by first mortgage and 
insurance policy, therefore there is no 
loss. The aid pays only last bills 
therefore the missionary church will be 
out of debt. The society has always 
paid every dollar when due therefore 
donors to the annuity fund are sure of 
their annuity. 

Why do they need help?

BELLIGERENT RIGHTS, 


Leader of the Philippine Insurgent: 
Making Trouble. 


He Wants to Exercise Powel 
In Manila. 


Spanish Officlals Endeavoring to Sow Seed 
of Dissension. 


Manila, Sept. 12—Aguinaldo clings t 
the impossible idea of joint occupation 
The Americans are willing to continut 
the condition of things prior to the sur 
render of Manila, but the insurgents art 
continually encroaching and are con- 
stantly working in the trenches sur- 
rounding the city. They declare that 
they are merely strengthening them- 
selves against the Spanish, but actually 
they are menacing the Americans, 

The Spanish have been endeavoring tc 
provoke a conflict, telling the Filipinos 
that the Americans intend to return tht 
islands to Spain. A great many Filipi 
nos believe the story and think that ir 
that case the Americans would re-es 
tablish the Spanish power. There has 
been considerable petty deviltry, suct 
as robberies, assaults, kidnapping, etc. 
the tendency of which is to create fric 
tion. The perpetrators usually wear the 
insurgent uniform. Information is 
reaching the American authorities tha 
the Spartish are inciting much of the dis 
order in the hope of producing trouble 
between the Americans and the insur 
gents. High Spanish officials are ac 
cused of being concerned in this scheme 

The Filipinos practically demand rec 
ognition of their belligerency as a condl- 
tion precedent to their withdrawal fron 
the territory and ignore the impossibility 
of the Americans granting such a de 
mand. A councillor who is close to Agui 
naldo declares that the insurgents woulc 
insist upon receiving an assurance oO! 
recognition even at the cost of a conflict 
with the Americans. The uselessness 01 
euch a course being explained to him, he 
replied: ‘‘We can only die.” 

Aguinaldo himself said: ‘When the 
rebellion started, independence was the 
sole idea of the Filipinos. Since the 
Americans have been forced to interfere 
the Filipinos hope to gain some reward 
from the Americans for their work anc 
sacrifices of blood, life and treasure 
They live for recognition of their lib- 
erty.” 

This is the first public admission fron 
Aguinaldo that the Filipinos would be 
satisfied with anything less than abso- 
lute independence. He has transferred 
his headquarters to Malolos, 30 miles 
north of Manila. It was a good strate- 
gical move. Malolos is difficult to at- 
tack, and Admiral Dewey’s guns will not 
reach there. 

A gentleman connected with an expe- 
dition under instructions to study the 
situation and conditions here and re- 
port concerning the advisability of the 
iAmericans retaining the islands, has 
formed these conclusions from personal 
investigation and conversation with lead- 
ing Filipinos, both of the insurgents and 
jthose not allied with them; Spanish offi- 
cials, army, naval and civil; Spanish 
business men, Spanish prisoners and for- 
eigners of all nationalities interested 
here. ‘The enormous wealth and unde- 
veloped resources of the islands,” he said 
“is undisputed. Then, first, the people 
ere docile and easily managed and would 
readily submit to any government that 
would control them firmly and protect 
and direct them without the oppression 
and injustice they suffered under the 
Spanish. They are absolutely unfitted 
for citizenship, as the term is under- 
stood in America. The Filipinos would 
be unable to maintain an independent 
government, even in the island of Luzon, 
if they could establish it. The Spanish 
would be utterly unable at any time in 
the near future to discharge the duty 
of government toward life and property 
in the island of Luzon. The form of gov- 
ernment in the American territories 
prior to their admission to statehood 
would be impracticable here.” 


Prodding Neszgiectfal Surgeons. 

Middletown, Pa., Sept. 12.—General 
Graham has issued an order that com- 
pany commanders who neglect to fur- 
nishe a descriptive list of patients sent 
from their commands to the divisior 
hospitals will be placed under arrest 
for neglect of duty. Major Parke ha 
been relieved of duty as chief surgeon 
of the second division hospital and 
placed under arrest for neglect to fur- 
nish a descriptive list of patients for- 
warded to Philade!phia hospitals. Gen- 
eral Graham is very anxious about thr 
welfare of the patients which have been 
sent from time to time from Camy 
Meade to Philadelphia, and has ordered 
Major Payton to look after these in- 
valids and issue furloughs to them as 
soon as they are able to leave the hos- 
pitals and travel alone. 


Embarkation of Spaniards, 

Santiago, Sept. 12.—Colonel Ray, who 
returned from Guantanamo Saturday, 
reports the embarkation of all the Span- 
fards, save about 80 under General Pa- 
reja. 

The condition of the Spanish Was most 
distressing. The death rate was over 80 
per day, and Colonel Ray believes that 
more than half will die on the passage. 
Geventy died on the wharf the day the 
San Ignacio was loaded, and there is yel- 
low fever among those who remain be- 
hind. Colonel Ray had two mules killed 
for fresh meat supplies to the Spaniards. 
No fresh beef was to be had, and the 
Spaniards were glad to get the mule 
meat. Indeed, there had been no meat 
of any kind in Guantanamo for three 
weeks. 

The first battalion of Colonel Ray’s 
regiment has contracted yellow fever 
from a Spaniard. Sixty cases have 
droken out. 


Miles Directing Affairs. 

Montauk, Sept. 12.—The general be- 
lief in Camp Wikoff is that great 
changes will be seen here before the 
present week is over. Reports are cir- 
culating freely that General Miles had 
assumed the active direction of the 
affairs of the camp and that he intends 
to have all regular troops removed from 
here as soon as possible and sent tc 


every day than they can in living In 
barracks and be more comfortable in 
every way than they can in living it 
tents on the eastern end of Long Island, 
for when the weather becomes more 
cold than it is now the troops will un- 
doubtedly suffer here. The Saratoga 
arrived from Santiago Sunday morn- 
ing with about 60 members of the signal 
corps in command of Lieutenant Col- 
onel Frank Green.

Twelve men were sick wher 
the steamer reached here and were 
taken to the detention hospital. None 
of the cases is considered serious, The 
members of the signal corps were taken 
to the detention camp, but the negroes 
were not allowed to land. The Saratoga 
will be fumigated, and will then go tc 
New York, where the negroes will land 

Colonel Roosevelt expects to have his 
regiment of rough riders mustered oul 
on Thursday, and the men will ther 
leave camp and goto their homes. The 
officers and men of the regiment are 
preparing to present Roosevelt with a 
testimonial of their regard in the form 
of a bronze statue designed by Fred- 
erick Remington, the artist. It is 
called the “Broncho Buster’ and rep- 
resents a cowboy on the back of a busk- 
ing mustang. The testimonial wil 
cost $250. 

Wanted to Blow Up Ships. 

Madrid, Sept. 12.—In the chamber of 
deputies Saturday Captain Aunon, min- 
ister of marine, replying to the attacks 
of the editor of The Herald, reminded 
the deputies that when he became min- 
ister of marine the Spanish squadron 
under Admiral Cervera was already at 
Santiago. Therefore, he declared, he 
could not be held responsible for the 
acts charged by Canalejas. Moreover, 
he asserted that the admirals met ir 
council and expressed a unanimous opin- 
ion that the squadron should go to Cuba 
“Admiral Cervera, not having coai or 
food, was unable,’ said Captain Aunon, 
“to leave the blockaded port of Santi- 
ago. He wanted to blow up his ships in 
the harbor, but I informed him that il 
would be preferable to leave the port and 
engage the enemy. General Blanco or- 
dered Admiral Cervera to leave Santi- 
ago and fixed the day of his departure.’ 


Act of Vandalism. 

Chickamauga Park, Ga., Sept. 12.—

Return of Refugees. 

San Juan, Sept. 12.—The Alfonso XIII 
arrived Sunday morning from Barcelona, 
bringing instructions for the Spanish 
commissioners, with mail and passen- 
gers. Many of the latter are residents 
of the island who fled at the outbreak of 
the war, and the quays were lined with 
friends waiting to welcome their return. 
The Alfonso XIII steamed into the har- 
bor amid the booming of the forts and 
the shore batteries. In the afternoon she 
proceeded for Havana. 


Grand Review of Troops. 

New York, Sept. 12.—Deputy Quarter- 
master Kimball received an order from 
General Miles Sunday setting forth that 
a parade of the returning Porto Rico 
troops will take place in this city on Sat- 
urday next, and instructing him to pre- 
pare a suitable camp for the men who 
are on their way from Ponce in the goy- 
ernment transports. Although none of 
the arrangements has been decided up- 
on, it is more than probable that the 
event will be made the occasion of a 
grand review of all the troops that are 
able to take part, whether they have 
taken part in the Porto Rican campaign 
or not.

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AFIRE RAVISHED CITY. 


Conflagration’s Sweeping Work Ip 
British Columbia. 


Suffering and Despair of Hun- 
dreds of People. 


Only Two Ir.dustries Escaped Onslaught of the 
Devouring Flames. 


Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 12.—New West- 
minster, the chief city on the Frazer 
river, presents a fearful scene of deso- 
Jation today, fire having wiped out the 
whole of the business portion. There is 
not a public building standing in the cen- 
tral portion of the city. 

Fanned by a fierce wind, almost a gale, 
the fire, which ‘was started on the water 
side by sparks from @ passing steamer, 
spread with such rapidity that 10 streets 
were blazing in three hours, and only 
smoking ashes mark the spot where 
scores of houses formerly stood. Hand- 
some blocks, banks and churches went 
up in smoke. The eath@iral of the dio- 
cese is no more. 

Hundreds of people are helpless, and 
relief is being rushed from this city. The 
newspaper offices are gone, as well as 
the Canadian Pacific railroad station, 
three river steamers, a railway bridge 
and a number of private houses. It is 
also feared that some lives have been 
lost. The burned city is 12 miles from 

ere. 

Returning to Vancouver from the fire- 
ravished city is like coming from a land 
of desolation and ruin to another of 
smiling plenty. In New Westminster not 
a business house stands. Despair and 
suffering are the lot of hundreds of poor, 
homeless folk. Food, clothing and aid 
of all kinds are being dispatched from 
Vancouver to the ill-fated city. 

At the time of writing, it is not known 
how many people lost their lives, but it 
is feared several must have been burned 
to death. It is said that John Camp- 
bell, a fireman, fell off a roof of a burn- 
ing building and was killed, while a wo- 
man dropped dead from fright. Two 
other women who were ill died while be- 
ing taken from their homes. Three river 
steamers, the Edgar, Gladys and Non 
Accord, were destroyed. 

New Westminster today is without a 
store of any kind, without newspapers 
and without food, save that which is be- 
ing hurried over from here. It is impos- 
sible just now to estimate the amount of 
damage, but it ranges up in the hun- 
dreds of thousands. Every industry save 
the big Royal City planing mills and 
Clove Canning company has been wiped 
out 


VA POR IGNITED. 


Explosion Wrecked Buildings and Caused 
the Loss of Life. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 12.—Several lives 
were lost Sunday night by the explo- 
sion of gasoline vapor in the cellar of 
a grocery kept by Samuel Schattenstein. 
The exact number will not be known 
until the ruins are searched and a care- 
ful census is made of those who oc- 
cupied the thickly populated structures. 
Four bodies were found before work for 
the night was suspended. 


Estimates of thenumber of missing 
vary from 18 to six. The accepted 


theory of the accident is that Schatten- 
etein went into the cellar with a lamp, 
which ignited the fumes of the gasoline. 
From the position of his body and that 
of his son on the front steps, it 
thought they were emerging from the 
hogse when caught by the falling walls. 
The collapse of the buildings occurred 
within two minutes of the explosion, and 
the occupants had little time or no 
chance to escape. Mrs. Goldberg 
snatched up her 10-months-o!d child 
and rushed for an exit, but the child was 
so badly injured that it died while being 
borne to a hospital. Strangely enough 
the mother escaped with only trifling 
injuries. 

At 6:45 o'clock a sergeant of police was 
talking with one of his men on the 
opposite side of the street, when, with- 
out a moment's warning, there was a 
terrific explosion, which was followed by 
acrash. Mingled with this were cries 
of human beings. Without loss of 
time, one of the policemen struck the 
alarm box nearby, while another rang 
for ambulances. The engines and six 
of the hospital wagons were there with- 
in 20 minutes, and a large force of police- 
men also appeared on the scene. The 
work of rescue was begun forthwith. 

All of the dead and injured were in 
the buildings at the time of the disaster, 
and as the walls collapsed almost in a 
perpendicular direction no passersby 
were injured by flying debris. The 
force of the explosion was so great, 
however, that all of the windows in the 
houses across the street were broken 
by the concussion.

Only a Church Left. 
Prescott, Ariz., Sept. 12.—The town of 
perome, near here, was completely wiped 


j out by fire Sunday morning, entailing 


a loss of over $1,000,000 in property. 
Eleven bodies have so far been recoy- 
ered, while a score or more are said to 
be in the ruins or missing. 

The fire originated in a cabin and 
ran rapidly. It was confined exclu- 
sively to the business portion of the 
town, and the open space intervening 
between it and the mammoth works of 
the United Verde company saved the 
Jatter’s plant, otherwise the loss and 
suffering would have been terrible. 

Over 150 residences, averaging in value 
2000; 25 general merchandise an@t*Xer 
stores, saloons, etc., of all kinds, were 
wiped out; in short, not a single business 
house remains. The only building to 
escape was the Methodist church. The 
number of people who are homeless is 
placed at 1500, =f

MORE WAR POSSIBLE, 


General Wheeler Dubious About the 
Prospect For Peace, 


President Said to Be of the 
Same Mind. 


Disposal of the Philippine Islands May Be a 
Stumbling Block. 


Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 13.—The Ad- 
Vertiser prints the following as a portion 
of an interview with General Wheeler, 
and states that the general was in the 
presence of three gentlemen when talk- 
ing to a reporter: 

“I do not believe the war is over by 
any means; neather does resident Mc- 
Kinley, who told me personally he had 
no faith thac the peace commission 
would settle the differences existing 
with Spain over the Philippines. The 
Spanish claim that the battles at Manila 
were fought after the protocol was 
signed, and on these grounds will re- 
fuse to give up the islands.” 

Continuing, General Wheeler said: 
“Spain will want us to give up the Phil- 
ippines, and,” laying emphasis here, 
““we will never do that. Iam going back 
to duty, and really expect to be called 
into action again.” 


Seene of Tumu!t. 

Madrid, Sept. 13.—The session of the 
senate yesterday was stormy. Count 
Il Almenas, challenged to give the 
names of the generals who, he recently 
said, cught to be disgraced, replied: 
“Very well; as you wish it, I will. The 
generals tu whom I referred are Gen- 
eral Weyler, General Blanco and Gen- 
eral Primo de Rivera. I will also in- 
clude in the same category Admiral 
Cervera.” This announcement led to 
an extraordinary scene of tumult. 


Volavieja’s Manifesto. 

Madrid, Sept. 13.—General Polavieja, 
former governor general of Cuba and the 
Philippines, in the manifesto declaring 
his readiness to p!ace himself at the head 
of a neutral party in Spanish politics, 
denounces the “evils existing in the 
present political system” and declares 
that “every department needs cleans- 
ing.”” His program begins with a “‘dras- 
tic purging of the administration,” and 
advocates “reform in taxation” and 
“purification of electoral system.” 

After pledging his ‘unwavering loyal- 
ty to the throne,” General Polavieja 
says: “Spain must shape her future 
career in accordance with her reduced 
sphere of sovereignty, without losing her 
aspirations for the future. Above all 
things, full light is required. The Span- 
ish people must no longer be deluded by 
misrepresentation as to the country’s 
strength.” In conclusion, he repudiates 
the charge that he is aiming at dictator- 
ship, and appeals to all Spaniards not to 
be “silent spectators of the ruin of our 
country,” but to “concentrate forces and 
place me in power.” 


Never Retired Under Fire. 
Detroit, Sept. 13.—The handsome new 
Detroit opera house contained its first 
audience last night. Among those pres- 
ent were Secretary Alger and Brigadier 
General Duffield. When Mr. Alger, with 


Mrs. Alger and his son, entered his 
box there was a storm of applause. 
After the first act, the general, re- 


sponding to repeated calls, thanked his 
friends for their hearty welcome and 
said that while he would rather have 
avoided speech-making he had never 
retire under fire. The audience con- 
tinued cheering, and Mr. Alger, point- 
ing across the theatre, said: ‘There's 
a hero of Santiago over in that box.” 
Calls for Duffield brought the general 
to his feet with a modest speech. 


From Suffering to Comfort. 

Washington, Sept. 13.—The war de- 
partment deems it proper to make pub- 
lic a letter received by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg from Major General 
Coppinger, dated Camp Wheeler, Hunts- 
ville, Ala., Sept. 9. General Coppinger 
says: “We are encamped in an at- 
tractive open valley, the fresh, cool, in- 
vigorating air of Huntsville’s hills win- 
ning our poor, enfeebled men back to 
life and strength after the poisonous, 
fever-laden swamps of Tampa. Our 
corps and brigade hospitals are well 
supplied, surgeons and attendants do- 
ing fine work. Their work has been 
long and arduous. Our condition, 
struggling at Tampa with typhoid and 
malarial fever, was sad. I cannot too 
strongly express my gratitude to you 
for the extraordinary success with 
which you supplied the corps with doc- 
turs, immunes, nurses and medical 
stores, the more extraordinary when 
you reflect how confusing and unlooked 
yfor orders fired our men with little 
time for preparation into unlooked-for 
places You humanely responded to 
every appeal. On behalf of my stricken 
men, I wish earnestly to thank you.” 


Relief on the Way to Boston. 

Camp Wikoff, LL, Sept. 13.—The army 
hospital boat, Relief, during the day 
took aboard about 250 sick men, and left 
Jast night for Boston. Great activity 
is being displayed here by the medical 
department to free hospitals of all pa- 
tients who can possibly be removed. 
With the departure of the Relief there 
are about 500 men in the general hospital 
and two or three hundred more in divi- 
sion ang regimental hospitals. The de- 
tention hospital has been abandoned. 


To Re Large and Well Equipped. 
Washington, Sept. 13.—Interesting de- 
tails of the plans of the war department 
for the establishment of two large and

well equipped winter hospitais for the 
troops were furnished by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg yesterday. He said the 
medical department for sometime had 
been at work erecting such a hospital 
on the government reservation at Fort 
Monroe. There is already at the fort a 
tent hospital in excellent shape, capable 
of accommodating 500 patients. The new 
hospital is intended for the reception of 
sick soldiers returning from Porto Rico. 
Looking ahead to the possibility of an 
extended occupancy of Cuban ports by 
the army, with the resulting require- 
ments upon the medical department for 
the care of the sick, Dr. Sternberg is 
Dianning fcr another hospital on even a 
larger scale at sonic of the southern 
ports below Fortress Monroe and more 
accessible from Cuba. The impression 
prevails that the hospital will be located 
either in Charleston or Savannah. 


Just as Alger Directed. 
Washington, Sept. 13.—The plan of 
having a parade in New York of the 
troops returning from Porto Rico and 
those at Montauk Point has been defi- 
n'tely abandoned. This is the result of 
-orferences on the subject between the 
-sident and Generai Miles, and of con- 
tuliations with army officers at New 


Secretary Issued the Orders. 

Detroit, Sept. 13.—Concerning reports 
from Camp Wikoff that the camp is pre- 
paring to break up under peremptory 
new orders from General Miles, Secre- 
tary Alger said: “There is nothing new 
in that. Camp Wikoff from the first was 
merely intended as a detention camp. 
The purpose from the first has been to 
get the soldiers away from there as soon 
as posible. No change in purpose is in- 
dicated by these dispatches from my 
own orders given before I left Washing- 
ton.” 


MAJORITY LESSENED. 
Comparison With 1894 Shows a Republi- 
can Loss In Maine. 

Portland, Me., Sept. 13.—The biennial 
state election for the choice of governor, 
congressmen, state legislators and 
county officers resulted Monday, as 
was anticipated, in a Republican vic- 
tory, but when compared with 1894 the 
usual majority polled by the candidates 
of that party was greatly reduced. 

Returns at midnight from 191 towns 
out of 4230 gave Powers (Rep.), 33,395; 
Lord (Dem.), 19,237. The same towns 
in 1894 gave Cleaves (Rep.), 42,187; 
Johnson (Dem.), 19,852. These figures 
indicate Governor Powers’ plurality 
about 26,000; a Republican loss of 21 
percent, and a Democratic loss of only 
6 percent. 

The lower branch of the legislature 
wiil probably stand 133 Republicans to 
18 Democrats, a gain of 12 for the latter. 
The senate, however, will remain un- 
changed, being as in former years solid- 
ly Republican. 

All four Republican congressmen were 
elected, but Speaker Reed's majority 
was reduced. 

Chairman Manley sent a dispatch to 
Senator Hanna, in which he said: “The 
Republicans of Maine have again proven 
their allegiance to the party, and have 
loyally endorsed the national and state 
administrations. They send words of 
hearty congratulation to the president 
of the United States and to the heroes 
of the army and navy, who, on land and 
on sea, have so magnificently upheld 
the nation’s honor. For the first time 
in the history of the Republican party, 
the campaign has been conducted with- 
out the distribution of any political 
literature and without a single speech 
being made, save those made by the 
Democratic candidates for governor 
and for congress in the first district. 
While the total vote is light, slightly 
exceeding £0,000, we have elected ou 
governor by the largest majority ever 
given for the past 25 years, with the 
exceptions of 1894 and 1896. Indications 
point to exceeding 25,006 majority. We 
have carried every county, elected every 
state senator, and will have at least 
130 out of 151 members of the house of 
representatives.” 


Covered by Insurance. 

Salisbury, N. H., Sept. 4£3.—Hotel 
Chapman, patronized largely by sum- 
mer guests, and the store of J. W. Little 
were burned to the ground yesterday 
afternoon. The fire was discovered on 
the third floor of the hotel, having evi- 
dently been caused by a defective chim- 
ney. ‘The building burned rapidly, and 
the fire soon communicated with the 
store of Little, in which the postoffice 
was located. All the mail matter and 
most of the goods in the store were 
saved, and about two-third of the fur- 
niture of the hotel. The hotel was 
erected at a cost of $7200, and it is un- 
derstood that all the losses are covered 
hy insurance

WEATHER FAVORABLE. 


arresting Promoted by Last Week's 
Conditions, but Rain Needed. 

Boston, Sept. 13.—As a whole, the 
weather has been favorable to the ma- 
turing of crops, to harvesting and to fall 
work. There still is need of rain in parts 
of Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. In the first named state the 
ground in some localities is too dry for 
plowing. 

The rainfall for last week averages 
light. In a few instances, however, 
large amounts fell during local storms, 
washing fields and roads and damaging 
crops. 

Seeding in many instances is com- 
pleted, and is nearing the end for the 
entire district. It has been favored by 
good weather. Corn is being secured; 
with few exceptions the crop is the larg- 
est of recent years. Many silos have been 
filled with good crops; this work will 
soon be finished. Buckwheat is mostly 
harvested; the crop is considered ex- 
cellent. 

Grass continues in excellent condition 
in most sections. Pastures and nread- 
Ows are green. Considerable hay (sec- 
ond crop) was secured during the week. 
In some sections the barns are full to 
overflowing, and many acres of grass 
will not be cut. 

Apples are coloring rapidly, earlier 
than usual in places. Wind has caused 
dropping. Fall berries are in sufficient 
supply. Cranberry picking has begun, 
though little has yet been done; all re- 
port a light crop of good fruit. Pears 
and plums are in fair supply. Grapes 
are ripening. 

Tomatoes have ripened rapidly in most 
fGections, and the supply is abundant. 
Potato digging is in progress through- 
out the district; the crop is uneven, 
though the yield, it is believed, will fully 
equal the average. While the complaint 
of rot is widespread, great loss will re- 
sult in but few sections. The warm, 
moist weather has not favored cabbage, 
lima beans and cauliflower. 

Tobacco is about secured, and is cur- 
ing well, although the warm days were 
not favorable. The crop exceeds the 
average in quantity, and is of good qual- 
ity.

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

The joint Committee on Sewers and 
Finance reported the following resolve 
in relation to sewer assessments which 
was ordered to a second reading. 

‘*Section One—That the proportion 
of the cost of the system or systems of 
sewers built, or to be built by the City 
of Quincy, under authority of Chapter 
279 of the acts of 1395, to be borne by 
the City of Quincy, aforesaid, shall be 
one-half; and that the remaining cost 
of said system shall be 
borne by the owners of estates situated 
within the territory embraced and 
benefited by said system or systems. 

Section Two—Assessments for 
fraying the cost to be borne by said 
owners, shall be assessed as follows, 
to wit: 

Each of said estates shall be assessed 
its proportional part of two-tenths of 
that portion of said costs to be borne

by said owners, according to the 
number of running feet frontage of 
such estate on any street or way in 


which a sewer is constructed. 

And, also, its proportional part of 
eight-tenths of said portion of said 
cost, to be borne by said owner, ac- 
cording to the number of square feet of 
area of said estate, within a depth of 
one hundred feet of any such street or 
way; provided, however, no area shall 
be assessed twice. 

SEWER MAINTENANCE. 

The Committee on Finance and 
Sewers reported a slight amendment 
to the order appropriating $1,520 for 
maintenance of Sewer for the balance 
of the financial year. The amendment 
was adopted and the order took its 
second reading and was referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances.

THE ART OF BUDDING. 


How to Do It Easily and Well on Peach, 
Plum and Cherry Trees, 

The popular method of propagating 
the peach, plum and cherry is by bud- 
ding, which is now in season. The first 
thing to do is to cut your buds, which 
should be taken from a vigorous shoot 
of this season’s growth. Make a draw- 
ing cut, beginning half an inch below 
the bud, going just deep enough to keep 
below the bark, and cut off a thin slice 
of wood beneath the bud. Make a cut 
across a quarter of an inch above the 
bud, thus severing it from the shoot. It 
is now ready for insertion i:to the 
stock. The stock should not be over 
three-quarters of an inch in diameter. 

To prepare the stock for the bud make 
a T shaped incision just through the 
bark, as shown on the left of drawing. 
A skillful budder will lift the edges of 
the bark of the perpendicular cut with

the knife as he makes the cross cut and 
insert the bud at once. Some persons 
use the thumb nail for this purpose and 
others a quill shaped likea blunt tooth- 
pick. If the point of the bud is once en- 
tered and the bark is in the right condi- 
tion, it can easily be pushed down to the 
position shown in the center of the il- 
lustration. The budded stock must now 
be tied as shown on the right, with 
basswood string or candle wick, tight 
enough to hold the bud firmly to the 


| stock. 


As soon as the bud takes, which will 
be in 10 or 14 days, the bandage should 
be removed. The bud lies dormant un- 
til spring, when the stock should be cut 
back to within two inches of the bud, 
and when the shoot from the bud isa 
few inches high this stump may be cut 
down close to the shoot. The operation 
is quite simple and may be easily per- 
formed by observing the foregoing plain 
directions, given by The Farm Journal. 


Pear Leaf Blister. 

Concerning the pear leaf blister, of 
which considerable is heard this season, 
it has been stated in Rural New Yorker 
that the only practicable method of 
combating the mite which causes it, 
while the insect is still in its galls or 
blisters on the leaves, is to gather and 
burn the infested leaves. Where buta 
few leaves on a tree are badly infested 
this is the simplest and cheapest method 
to employ against the pest. As most of 
the mites winter in the buds at or near 
the tips of the branches the burning of 
the prunings would destroy many of 
them. Experiments further demonstrate 
that the pear blister mite can be nearly 
exterminated in a badly infested orchard 
by a single spraying of the trees in win- 
ter with kerosene emulsion diluted 
with from five to seven parts of water. 
It is probable that whale oil soap, one 
pound to four or five gallons of water, 
would be equally as effective as the 
emulsion. 


Timely Care For Chrysanthemums. 

One of the most important things 
in caring for chrysanthemums at this 
season isto keep them free of black 
aphis and green fly. A writer in Gar- 
dening says: We have to resort to spray- 
ing with tobacco extract, which we find 
when used with a little judgment and 
more as a preventive than as a cure to 
do the work well. We use about a 
wineglassful of the extract in an or- 
dinary bucketful of warm water, al- 
lowing it to stand for a few hours be- 
fore applying with a sprayer late in 
the afternoon after the sun has left the 
glass. 

Specimen plants should be given 
every encouragement to keep them 
growing healthfully. Ample syringing 
two or three times a day is what they 
delight in, and see that they never want 
for water. It is time to stop pinching 
back specimens of the late varieties or 
they will not be ready for showtime. 


Superior Plumas. 
It isa fact which presses upon me, 


| after having planted most of the new 


varieties of plums, that among all of 
them there is none that surpasses a few of 
the very old sorts. Take alist of the 
old English plums, including Green 
Gage, Bavay’s Green Gage, Coe’s Gold- 
en Drop, Magnum Bonum and Pond’s 
Seedling, and it would be difficult to 
name another list to surpass it. Of the 
newer plums I like exceedingly well 
Grand Duke, Victoria and some of the 
prunes. I do not find anything among 
the natives to displace these-in my 
grounds, says E. P. Powell in Farm 
and Fireside. 
A Peculiarity of the Peach. 

The Denver Field and Farm points 
out a peculiarity in the ripening of 
peaches: Early peaches ripen from the 
pit toward the surface, while the late 
varieties ripen from the surface toward 
the center; this mark of distinction be- 
ing sufficient to make the difference be- 
tween the shipping and keeping quali- 
ties of early and late peaches. Softening 
or ripening near the pit first makes the 
early peach a poor carrier and a poor 
keeper, and this is one reason why they 
fall down so quickly after reaching 
market.

A Hard Worker. 

Mrs. Harriet B. Kells of Roswell, N. 
M., isa woman with a genius for hard 
work and a desire to help ‘‘make the 
world better.’’ For many years she was 
principal of a young woman’s college 
at Fairmount, near Nashville. It was a 
high grade institution, where were ed- 
ucated the presidents of the boards of 
lady managers of the recent expositions 
at both Atlanta and Nashville, Mrs. 
Emma M. Thompson and Mrs. Van Leer 
Kirkman. Her health failing, Mrs. 
Kells went to the gulf coast. There she 
founded and organized the school of the 
diocese of Mississippi, a high grade 
school for young women, of which she 
was two years principal. Later she oo- 
cupied the chair of physiology and 
zoology in the Mississippi State Col- 
lege For Girls, a school numbering 400 
students. Becoming tired of teaching, 
Mrs. Kells went into editorial work. 
After editing a paper of her own for 
three years she was called to Chicago 
as coeditor with Miss Frances Willard 
on The Union Signal, where she re- 
mained several years. Her health fail- 
ing again, she removed, in 1895, to 
New Mexico. She purchased a fruit 
farm near Roswell and experienced 
ranch life until she took charge of the 
public schools of that city. She found- 
ed a woman's club there, which has 
grown and flourished and is now sup- 
porting a free reading room. Mrs. Kells 
is still a member of the Illinois Wom- 
an’s Press association, of which she 
was a vice president in Chicago.—Ex- 
change.

Jerome's Destructive Blaze. 
Prescott, Ariz., Sept. 13.—The fire in 
Jerome was one of the greatest calami- 
ties in the loss of life and destruction of 
property that ever occurred in Arizona. 
Among those who lost their lives are the 
following: Mexican woman and her two 
children; Wilford, an undertaker; a dry- 
goods clerk, name unknown; two labor- 
ers, names unknown.

Much mer- 
chandise and other valuable goods were 
removed to places on the hillside, but 
the heat became so intense that nearly 
everything was destroyed in the end

Showed Evidence of Grief. 
Vienna, Sept. 13.—The emperor of Aus- 
tria and his daughter attended mass 
yesterday in the private chapel of the 
Schoenbrunne palace. His majesty 
showed evidences of intense grief, but he 
said he did not lose faith in God, and ex- 
pressed a wish for confession and com- 
munion, 
During the day the emperor read with 
much emotion a passage in the last let- 
ter he received from the empress, in 
which she expressed herself as being 
pleased at the prospect of returning to 
Vienna in a few days, in order to witness 
the jubilee festivities. He discharged 
state duties with the usual earnestness, 
and insisted upon replying personally to 
the numberless messages of sympathy 
he has received since the assassination.

Boston, Sept. 13.—The captain of a 
Warren line steamer reports that about 
16 hours after leaving Liverpool Edward 
Burton, one of the sailors, committed 
suicide by jumping overboard while tem- 
porary insane. Burton was 26 years old, 
and a native of Wales.

How to Make Cucumber Jelly. 

Cucumber jelly makes a good salad 
course with lettuce, and is equally good 
to serve with fish. To make the jelly 
take four large cucumbers, remove the 
outside skin, cut them into strips and 
stew in about one quart of water, with 
one small slice of onion, a generous salt- 
spoon of salt and a little white pepper. 


When the cucumbers become soft, add | 


half a box of gelatin that has been soak- 
ing in « small cup of cold water and 
stir until the gelatin is dissolved. Strain 
throngh a fine sieve, and when the 
liquid becomes cold and almost ready 
to set peel and slice thin one cucumber 
and line a plain mold that has been wet 
in cold water with the slices, turn in 


the liquid jelly and put in a cold place | 


to harden. 


How to Prepare Tomato Jelly. 

Put half a can tomatoes in a sauce- 
pan with one bay leaf, sprig sweet ma- 
joram, summer savoy thyme, four 
cloves, one-quarter teaspoon paprika, 
ten drops onion juice, salt to taste.; 
Simmer 15 minutes and press through’ 
a fine sieve. Add one-third box gelatin 
soaked in one-third cup cold water un- 
til dissolved. Add two teaspoons tarra- 
gon vinegar and pour into wetted molds. 
When firm, serve on lettuce hearts and 
with mayonnaise. Garnish with grated 
ham.

SHERIFF INTERFERED, 


A Knockout For the Hawthorne Ath- 
letic Club. 


Lavigne and Erne Contest Did 
Not Occur. 


The Sheriff and His Deputies Took Possession 
of the Ring. 


Buffalo, Sept. 13.—The 20-round bout 
for the lightweight championship of the 
world between Frank Erne of this city 
and “Kid” Lavigne, that was to have 
been the opening contest at the Haw- 
thorne Athletic club at Cheektowaga, 
was stopped by Sheriff Killgallon before 
the men came together in the arena. 
iAbout 4000 persons had gathered in the 
big enclosure. The sheriff and a score of 
deputies were in the ring when Lon 
Beckwith of Cleveland and Jack O’Don- 
nell were ordered on for the preliminary 
bout. The sheriff declared that he would 
not permit any contest to take place. 
John W. Fisher, attorney for the town of 
Cheektowaga, demanded that the club 
be given the use of its property, and the 
boxers were ordered to shake hands. 
Before a blow could be struck the depu- 
ties seized the boxers and forced them 
to their corners, and then released them.

Once more the boxers were ordered to 
get together. O'Donnell rushed at Beck- 
With, but the deputies again grappled 
with the boxers, and for a few minutes 
the ring was filled with struggling depu- 
ties, fighters and their seconds, and 
Beckwith and O'Donnell were again 
compelled to take their seats. 

The spectators were greatly excited 
and roundly denounced the action of the 
sheriff, but no open act of violence was 
comygnitted. A long and wordy wrangle 
between the sheriff and attorney then 
occurred, and after a long delay Beck- 
with and O'Donnell left the ring. 

Announcer McBride then introduced 
Erne and Lavigne, saying that they 
would box under the provisions of the 
Horton law. The men were in their cor- 
ners, but the sheriff could not be pre- 
vailed upon to permit them to get to- 
gether in a friendly match. Finally it 
Was announced that the bout was off. 
The club officials obtained a long list of 
witnesses, and declared that the club 
would immediately bring an action 
against the sheriff for damages. The 
crowd then filed slowly out of the build- 
ing, giving free vent to disgust at the 
fiasco. 

The Corbett-McCoy contest, scheduled 
for Oct. 15, will depend upon the result 
of the action brought against the sheriff. 
He did not arrest either of the principals 
in the preliminary, notwithstanding the 
managers ordered them to resume the 
fighting, evidently with that purpose. 

The battle was in reality intended asa 
test case, and. on the result of the ex- 
pected arrests and trials the club offi- 
cials based their hopes of having the le- 
gality of sparring determined. It was 
expected that the men would be allowed 
to box and be then placed under arrest. 
This would have forced the sheriff to 
“show his hand,” and the issue could 
then be squarely met. The only way the 
club management can hope to pull off 
the Corbett-McCoy contest is to secure 
an injunction restraining the sherif 
from interfering, on the ground that he 
cannot anticipate that the men are to 
engage in a prize fight. 

Secretary Wilson of the club was very 
bitter against the district attorney and 
sheriff, and hinted that the political in- 
fluence of a New York fistic promoter 
was the cause of the contest being 
stopped. He said that he intended to go 
right ahead and would carry the matter 
to the highest courts /: the state to es- 
tablish the legality of the boxing, and 
he expressed himself as being satisfied 
that a verdict would be rendered in his 
favor.

TO INVEST 


The Guldensappe Murder Duplicated From 40 to a0 Dollars 


In Bridgeport. 


Head and Legs of a Young 
Woman Found. 


Done Up In Two Packages and Dropped into 
a Pond. 


Bridgeport, Sept. 13.—The head and 
legs of a woman were found yesterday 
in Yellow Mill river, a tributary of 
Leng Is!and sound, by three boys who 
were amusing themselves casting stones 
from a bridge into the shallow water. 
The ghastly find revealed a crime which 
in all its details rivals the murder of 
Guldensuppe, the victim of Martin 
Thern and Mrs. Nack. The only dif- 
ference is that instead of a powerful 
man, the victim is a young woman, 
whose tender physique made her easy 
prey for the inhuman wretch respon- 
sible for her butchery. 

One boy picked up a stone and threw 
it overboard. In a moment a parcel 
arose to the surface, the tide,at this time 
being low. The lads, curious to know 


' the contents of the package, waded into 


water, and, towing it ashore,.cut 
it open. Horrified, they uttered a cry 
and ran back.- William Burr, who was 
passing, stopped and the boys told him 
that the remains of a mutilated body 
were in the parcel, Burr opened the 
package and found the legs of a human 
being severed above the knees. It did 
not take but one glance to see that the 
legs were those of a woman. Word was 
sent to the police. 

Medical Examiner Downes was at 
once informed of the discovery, and he 
immediately drove to the scene, and 
later communicated with Coroner Doten. 
Detective Cronin also, by good chance, 
happened to be in the neighborhood, and 
succeeded in retaining many apparently 
trifling articles which will probably be 
of invaluable assistance in working up 
the case. The medical examiner gave 
a permit for the dismembered parts to 
be removed to the morgue, where they 
were taken. 

After the head had been cleaned and 
made presentable, as far as it was pos- 
sible on account of its battered condi- 
tion, photographs were taken for the 
purpose of possible identification. Two 
pictures in different positions were se- 
cured. The result was that it is the 
opinion of the authorities that the vic- 
tim was a person of more than ordinary 
refinement. The features, however, 
are wan and thin. It is surmised that 
the woman was about five feet, six 
inches in height, her hair was braided 
in a manner as usual with many women 
before they retire, and was tied witha 
cotton cord. A number of the teeth 
were white and regular, and some were 
gold-filled, while only two or three in 
the back of the mouth were missing. 
The cyes were greyish blue. The pro- 
nounced -characteristic of the face is 
the short. aquiline nose, which,. it is 
believed, will afford a strong means of 
identification. The feet are small and 
shapely. The neck and also the imbs 
at the knees and thighs were severed 
in a manner showing a clean cutting 
of the flesh, and was clearly done by 
some one conversant with anatomy, 
and was either a butcher or a medical 
person. The authorities are inclined 
to believe that one of the former class 
Was the guilty party. 

Dr. Downes stated that the case was 
most curious, ind one of so many con- 
tradictions that the solution of the mys- 
tery promises to be no easy task. In 
his cpinion the body had been in the 
water about 24 hours when found, and 
that a large knife had been used to 
dismember the body, as in no place was 
the flesh torn. The limbs weré sawed 
a leisurely manner and evidently with 
apart, but the entire work was done in 
much care, as no bruises were visible 
about the head. It is the opinion of 
the medical examiner that the death 
took place at night, froni the arrange- 
ment of the woman's hair, and also from 
the appearance of the teeth that she had 
not lived in a plentiful manner of late. 

Trere was also noticed that two 
stout cords were wound about the 
thighs so tightly as to cut into the fiesh 
and it was evident that whoever did the 
cutting was desirous to prevent the flow 
of biood. The limbs had one leg of a 
man's cotton drawers, of the kind that 
are worn in summer, wrapped about 
thcm; it was of good material, but there 
were no marks on it to assist in identi- 
fication. 

Two stones, weighing about 10 pounds 
each, were attached to the bundles. 
They were discolored from being in the 
water for a long time, and were un- 
doubtedly taken from near the shore, 
where there is much refuse, by who- 
ever tried to dispose of the remains. 

All the articles which might assist in 
any way in the ferreting out of the 
crime were taken charge of by the police. 
The arms and trunk are still missing, al- 
though a persistent search was kept up 
in the vicinity of the place of the find- 
ing of the other portions of the body. 

All sorts of theories are afloat, but 
not the slightest clue has been obtained, 
nor has there been anyone reported to 
the police as missing. The place where 
the dismembered parts were found is 
a very lonely spot, and may be ap- 
proached at night with little fear of 
detection. The dentists of the city 
have been asked to examine the teeth 
to see if any of them could recognize 
the work, which might assist in the 
identification.

Possibility of a Protectorate Not 
Well Regarded, 


Citizens of a ‘“‘Free and Inde- 
pendent Republic.” 


Four Tickets Placed In the Field For the Pres- 
idency of the Isiand. 


Havana, Sept. 14.—The presence of 
Robert P. Porter, who is in Havana 
from the 
United States government to study the 
financial and economic aspects of the 
situation, is regarded with suspicion by 
the party of free Cuba, as indicating the 
establishment of an American policy 
of guardianship. Mr. Porter is pre- 
paring a revision of the Cuban tariff, 
which will probably be protective of 
Cuban industries, and is acquainting 
himself with every detail of local tax- 
ation. In this work he is assisted by a 
capable staff. For the present his ef- 
forts are only preliminary, as, until 
after the definite settlement of peace, 
it will be impossible to establish the new 
regime. His efforts and _ inquiries, 
taken together with the announcement 
that American troops will be sent later 
to eccupy the island, which has hitherto 
been doubted by many, have had the 
effect of provoking protests from the 
more rabid Cubans, who are holding 
meetings and adopting resolutions 
against “encroachment upon our rights 
as citizens of the free and independent 
republic of Cuba by the establishment 
of an American protectorate.” 

Commenting editorially upon these 
developments, a Havana paper says: 
“It is easy to foresee a clash between 
the two tendencies, the two forces on 
the political horizon of Cuba, the sen- 
time nta] independent party and the 
party of practical annexationists. On 
one hand stands the Cuban sentiment, 
which has struggled for freedom for 
three years; on ‘ie other is arrayed 
every material interest in the island, 
Which leoks first and foremost for the 
greatest and strongest guarantee not 
only that order will be preserved, but 
that there will be a future development 
and increase in these very interests. 
It is too early yet to predict with which 
party the victory will lie, but the lead- 
ers of the national Cuban party should 
not allow themselves to be carried 
away by the natural exaltation and 
fiery temperament of their race. They 
should proceed with tact and discretion 
at this juncture, for otherwise annex- 
ation may become an accomplished fact 
far sooner than is expected. The lead- 
ers should act with prudence and fur- 
nish an example of strength and stabil- 
ity. Such conduct in them may result 
in time in adding to the ranks of the 
Cuban national party a large proportion 
of those who now advocate annexa- 
tion and in carrying with them the 
great landed and industrial interests 
of the island.” 

These two problems, independence 
and annexation, are the chief topics 
discussed, and the idea of an American 
protectorate, with military occupation, 
is nowhere favorably considered. 
Everywhere it is recognized that the 
choice is between independence and an- 
nexation. 

Next month, at the headquarters of 
the so-called Cuban republican govern- 
ment at Cubitas, province of Puerto 
Pri:-cipe, representatives of the dif- 
ferent corps of the Cuban army will 
proceed to a presidential election anda 
definite constitution of the government. 
Each army corps will send eight del- 
egates, making a total of 48 electors. 
There are two separate and distinct 
tendencies in the Cuban army, one 
strongly supporting the present gov- 
ernment, and the other favoring Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez. Already four 
presidential nomination tickets are in 
the field. On the first are the names 
of Bartholomew Masso for president and 
Mandez Capote for vice president; on 
the sccond the names of Mendez Capote 
for the first place and J. M. Gomez for 
the second; on the third are J. M. Gomez 
and Peter Betancourt, and on the 
fourth, Calixto Garcia and J. M. Gomez. 

An pvening paper says that at a 
fashionable mansion there was an im- 
portant gathering to discuss the future 
of Cuba, which in the opinion of those 
present will witness the achievement 
of independence. <A central committee 
was appointed. consisting of a presi- 
dent, vice president and 2? advisors, ‘‘in- 
to whose hands the promoters of the 
movement hope to deliver the destinies 
of the island as soon as Spain has for- 
mally relinquished sovereignty.” The 
sume journal announces, what had 
hitherto been kept secret, that some of 
the bulidings, formerly state property, 
which were sold at auction have not 
been paid for by the purchasers, with 
the result that the treasury has suffered 
serious loss. It insist that the gov- 
ernment should make a complete in- 
ventory of state property sold under 
such conditions in order to recover it 
from purchasers who have not complied 
with their contracts.

Madrid, Sept. 14.—Notwithstanding 
the absence of most of the opposition 
at yesterday's session of the deputies, 
that chamber gave its approval to the 
peace protocol by a vote of 151 to 48. 

The senate was in a tumult, members 
standing, shouting and threatening each 
other. The president vainly strove Yo

restore order, and broke his bell in at- 
tempting to do so. When the debate 
Bvas resumed, Mr. Gonzales attacked the 
army. He said it has been worsted first 
by the Insurgents and then by the Amer- 
icans. The speaker then asked what 
had become of the 200,000 men sent to 
Cuba. He blamed General Weyler and 
Premier Canovas, asserting that the lat- 
ter was omnipotent while in power and 
might have done what he pleased. 
Premier Sagasta, replying, said that 
neither Canovas nor himself had ruled 
long enough to change the character of 
‘the race, which was the true cause, he 
claimed, of the disaster to Spain. Later 
she premier remarked: “We are an 


anemic country. We were attacke¢ 
when acting as an honest man would 
&Ve defended ourselves. I have lost m:

Maximo Gomez Disgruntled. 

Santiago, Sept. 14.—The report is cur 
rent here that General Lawton receive 
word that General Maximo Gomez ha 
resigned the command of the Cuba 
army. The Cuban government, havin 
its seat at Camaguey, is said to have ac 
cepted his resignation without a pro 
test, Owing to the general's criticisms o 
the civil officials’ alleged attitude o 
complaisance toward American domina 
tion of Cuba. 

General Gomez is reported to hav 
said that the Cubans should resist Amer 
ican control, even by arms if necessary 
and the present submission and allow 
ance of American occupancy of the Cu 
ban towns were a virtual acceptance o 
the plain intention of the United State 
to retain possession of Cuba. 


Linares’ Feeling Appeal. 

Havana, Sept. 14.—From a translatio 
of a cable message sent by General Li 
nares to Captain Aunon, the Spanis] 
minister of war, urging the surrender o 
Santiago, it appears that he said: “Ou 
troops are attenuated, and the propor 
tion of sick is considerable; but they ar 
not allowed to go to the hospital owin, 
to the necessity of our keeping them i) 
the trenches. Our horses have no grai 
or forage. Under a veritable deluge w 
remained for 20 hours at a stretch in th 
trenches and breastworks, soaked to th 
marrow, with no earthly shelter or pro 
tection possible for the unfortunate sol 
diers, who ate nothing but rice and can 
not even change or dry their clothes. Th 
great losses among our officers—eithe 
dead, wounded, sick or disappeared— de 
prive our men of the necessary directioi 
and command at critical moments. 

“Under such conditions it would be im 
possible to attempt to break through th 
enemy's ranks, as one-third of our me; 
are too feelte to walk and would have t 
be left behind, while the rest would b 
decimated and routed by the superio 
forces of the enemy. The result of suc! 
an attempt would bea wholesale slaugh 
ter and national disaster which woul 
utterly fail in the object desired by you 
excellency, which is the salvation o 
these 11 thin and impoverished battal 
ions. 

“The honors of arms and of war hav 
limits; and I appeal to the judgment o 
the government and of the whole natior 
as to whether these troops have no 
given repeated illustrations of courage 
valor and devotion, and whether the: 
are to be further sacrificed for a los 
cause. If for reasons of which I am ignor 
ant, their sacrifices demand it, or if som 
person is required who will assume th 
responsibility for the inglorious end al 
ready predicted in my former dispatch 
es, I offer myself loyally on the altar o 
my country to assume command andre 
sponsibility in either case.” 


Keeping lustructions Secret, 

Washington, Sept. 14.—The cabine 
yesterday discussed the instructions t« 
be given to the American members o 
the peace commission. Although the 
document is practically agreed upor 
as a whole, the matter will be left opex 
unti! the meeting here of the members 
of the commission, when a final revision 
will be made. It is the president's 
wish that nothing concerning the in- 
structions be made public. Secretary 
Day authorizes the statement that the 
president and the cabinet have decided 
positively to do all in their power ta 
prevent any publicity in the matter. 


Had a Cargo of Arms. 

Manila, Sept. 14.—An American bark 
with a cargo of arms and ammunitior 
from the United States, which left Can- 
ton ostensibly for Singapore under heavy 
bonds 10 days ago, has now, it is said 
landed 5000 Krag-Jorgensen rifles and 
cartridges in Batangas province for the 
insurgents. The report seems impossi- 
ble, though it comes from a good source 

The indications are that the insurgents 
intend to comply peaceably with the 
American request to leave the suburbs 
of Manila by Sept. 15.

ATROCIOUS C..iME. 


No Clue to the Butchery of the Woman 
Found Io Bridgeport. 

Bridgeport, Sept. 14.—The mystery 
surrounding the murder of the woman, 
whose dismembered remains were found 
in Yellow Mill pond, is still unsolved 
and as far as can be gleaned the police 
have obtained no clue that would tend 
to establish the identity of the murdered 
‘woman. 

The crime, which appears to be the 
most atrocious in the annals of the state, 
has created a morbid curiosity that it 
would be impossible to conceive of were 
it not evidenced by the crowds of people 
that continually throng about the 
morgue where the remains lie. Hundreds 
and hundreds of persons viewed the 
body, though nobody was able to give 
any information that would in any way 
assist in the identification. 

It is the general opinion of the officials 
that death followed the performance of 
a criminal operation, inasmuch as the 
intestines and overy organ below the 
diaphram were missing. The belief that 
was general at first that the victim was 
fin out-of-town woman was shattered 
when the trunk was found early in the 
morning near where the other portions 
were discovered. They apparently haé 
been placed there during the night. 

The condition of the trunk caused the 
medical examiner to express the opinion 
that no amateur had done the work 
The police have been busily employed al’ 
day looking up possible clues and,thougt 
the officials allege tha? they have beer 
unable to secure any information re- 
garding the identity of the woman, it is 
intimated from an official source that 
startling developments may be looked 
for. 


The President Concurs. 

Washington, Sept. 14.—President Mc 
Kinley has not named a representative 
of the United States to attend the con- 
ference projected by the czar with thi 
Purpose Of securing a disarmament 
In the answer directed by him, however 
to the invitation extended by the Rus- 
sian minister for foreign affairs, the 
president openly expressed his concur- 
rence in the sentiments set forth ir 
the Russian note, and promised, if the 
conference was held, to have the Uniteé 
States represented by some person. 

As yet it is not possible to make a 
selection, for it remains for the Rus- 
sian government to say whether or no! 
it regards the response made by the 
governments invited to participate as 
sufficient to warrant the holding of the 
conference. It is not believd at the 
state department that the sending o! 
such a delegate would commit the 
United States government to any cer- 
tain line of policy beyond that specifi 
cally set forth in the call, namely, tc 
engage to limit armament to certair 
proportions. In this case our govern- 
ment would not even be called upon tc 
make any change in its establishment. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Sept. 14.—The failure of the 
Morrill Brothers’ company, engaged in 
the jewelry business, was announced 
yesterday. Ths assets amount to $95,000, 
and the liabilities, it is said, will not ex- 
ceed $38,000. Inability to secure ready 
money was the cause of the assignment. 

Medical Examiner Stedman has filed 
his autopsy report on the death of the 
l-year-old infant found in the waters at 
Fort Point channel Sept. 6. He finds that 
the child died from a fracture of the 
ekull. 

French Ambassador Cambon and his 
son arrived in this city last evening. The 
‘ambassador's visit is believed to be on 
official business in connection with the 
departure of the Spanish admiral and 
his sailors. 

With prayer and song and words of 
encouragement, the members of the Wo- 
man’s Baptist Missionary association 
bade farewell to several young women 
who sailed today for Liverpool. 


France's Great Topic. 

Paris, Sept. 14.—Among the rumors in 
circulation regarding the Dreyfus case 
is one that an arrest still more sensa- 
tional than any yet made is imminent. 
Another report says that when General 
Zurlinden, minister for war, resigns, 
legal action for revision will be com- 
menced before his successor is appoint- 
ed. General Zurlinden at the last mo- 
ment begged to be excused from accom- 
panying President Faure to the maneu- 
vers. A newspaper assertion that Faure 
is supporting Zurlinden in opposing re- 
vision has created considerable com- 
ment and given rise to the notion that 
there will be no revision while Faure Is 
president. 

Last night four men, armed with clubs, 
attacked and severely injured Philibert 
Reget, director of a Dreyfusite paper. 
One of the four is under arrest. 


Confession of a Maid. 

New York, Sept. 14.—The mysterious 
disappearance of Louise King from a 
bath house at Coney Island has been ex- 
plained by the confession of the maid, 
‘Alma Lindstrom, who accompanied Miss 
King. Through an interpreter, the girl 
has stated to the mother that the girl 
had been drowned while the maid was 
teaching her to swim. She and Miss King 
went bathing together. They had been 
in the water only a little time when 
Miss King, who could not swim, was 
caught by a breaker and carried away 
from the rope. Before the maid could 
get to her the young woman was swept 
out to sea and was drowned. 


More Red Men. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 14.—At yesterday's 
gession of the national council of Red 
Men, the financial committee reported 
receipts of $41,459; expenditures, $24,- 
£46; balance on hand, $16,913. Charles C. 
Conley, great chief of records, in his re- 
port shows: Total receipts, $1,146,310;

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Aand B. The in- 
stalment today is the third of the C’s 
and includes the letter to ‘*Co” in-

NEW SIGNALS. . 


Automatic System Patented—| First Quincy Session Since July The Local Brevities of the City 


To be Tried on Wollaston Line. 


Daniel McLane, superintendent of 
the electrical department of the Quincy 
& Boston street railway, has invented 
and had patented a system of automatic 
electric block signals for single track 
electric roads. The system, while 
similar to that now used on the road, 
is designed not only to show a car 
leaving a turnout whether the track is 
clear to the next turnout but if in use 
how many cars are using it. With the 
present system there is no way in 
telling how many cars are using the track 
and it frequently happens that after 
one car has appeared and the car going 
in the opposite direction has left the 
turnout it meets a second or third car 
that was some distance back of the first 
car. 

The method of operating the present 
system is for the conductor, when 
leaving a turnout to throw a switch on 
the signal box which relieves the 
signal at the turnout back of him and 
sets the signal at the turnout in front 
of him. If the conductor for any 
reason forgets to do this, the result is 
that two cars are likely to meet be- 
tween turnouts, and then an argument 
on the part of the conductors as to 
which shall go back, which is not 
pleasant to the waiting passengers. 
With McLane’s system, however, there 


is no forgetting to throw the switch 
as the car does it.

A GIRL WHO “‘SCULPS.” 


The Foremast Member of a Colony of 
Talented Chicago Women, 

Sculpture is a branch of artistic labor 
which has not as yet appealed strongly 
to the women artists of America and 
the world in general. But taste and de- 
sire for clay modeling and working in 
marble are growing steadily in popu- 
larity and strength, and there are in 
Chicago at least seven full fledged fem- 
inine artists, all of whom ‘‘sculp’’—to 
use the merry term now in course of 


'creation by the busy workers with clay 


and chisel-—well and vigorously. 

First and foremost among them, per- 
haps by reason of her priority in the 
field as well as her really remarkable 
work, comes Miss Julia M. Bracken, 
the Illinois girl whose home has been 
in Chicago during all of her artistic 
life, and who works away cheerily in a 
cozy studio in the Tree studio build- 
ing on the North Side. Miss Bracken 
belongs to the practical branch of the 
genius family and took up wood cary-

ing, in which she excels and which she 
still teaches toa large class of pupils 
and to the inmates of the Ephatha deaf 
mute schoo] on the West Side for pur- 
poses of self support while studying the 
art which she best loves. Not until the 
year of the World’s fair did she open a 
studio of her own. 

At the World’s fair Miss Bracken 
was placed in practical charge of the 
feminine sculptors and herself modeled 
several famous statues. The large fig- 
ure of ‘‘Illinois Welcoming the Na- 
tions,’’ which stood above the door of 
the Illinois building, was the work of 
this clever girl sculptor, who is as 
sweet faced and sweet natured as she 
is talented, as were also the flying fig- 
ures which adorned the corners of the 
Woman’s building, a ‘‘ Victory”’ in the 
Manufactures building and many less 
known pieces of work. Since the time 
of the World’s fair Miss Bracken has 
devoted much time to bust work, one 
of her most successful efforts in this 
direction being a bust of Sir Moses 
Montefiore, the famous Hebrew philan- 
thropist, and has also done some very 
successful ecclesiastical work. She is 
an ardent believer in systematic work 
and perseverance, but is also inspira- 
tional in her methods to a great degree, 
and much dislikes to make changes or 
alterations in an idea which has been 
once formulated.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald. 


Girls Who Talk Slang. 

In opening so many avenues to women 
hitherto closed in the deservedly famous 
chivalric attentions of our men to their 
countrywomen, in the liberty allowed 
to children by their parents, are there 
not very real dangers to our girls?

Anwmic pa- 
tients derive more good from the exer- 
cise than would result from taking 
pints of iron drops, though in sach 
cases moderation is essential until the 
heart is well drilled in its needed work, 
and few cases of pure nervousness sur- 
vive a regular course of bicycle rides. 
No person with organic disease—espe- 
cially if the heart be affected—should 
attempt to cycle, except under the di- 
tect orders of his or her physician.’’

Otis Has Plenary Power. 

Washington, Sept. 14.—Not much im- 
portance is attached to the Spanish re- 
port on the destruction by Spanish gun- 
boats of an insurgent fleet which at- 
tempted to make a landing on Visayas 
island. General Otis has informed the 
war department that the insurgent navy 
consists of three small vessels, carrying 
about 240 men, while it was known that 
the Spanish government had still one or} 
two gunboats concealed among the isl-] 
ands of the Philippine group.

ONCE AGAIN BLAMED, 


Subordinate of Surgeon General al) 
Camp Wikoff. 


Everything Official Satisfac- 
tory to Him. 


Reports That He Saw Furloughed Soldiers Ini 
Fatigued Condition. 


Washington, Sept. 14.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg calls attention to ad- 
ditional features of the report made b3 
Lieutenant Smart coneerning the con- 
dition of Camp Wikoff. Colonel Smari 
is in charge of the sanitary division 0! 
the surgeon general's office, and is pro- 
fessor of hygiene in the army medica 
school, He has had great experienc 
in water analysis and is regarded as ar 
expert. Ile was sent by General Stern 
berg to make a sanitary inspection 0 
the camp and report on the water sup 
ply. The features that General Stern 
berg calls attention to are as follows 
“The first subject which arrested m) 
attention on arriving at the hospita 
jwas the uttenly prostrated conditior 
of some of the men furloughed at the 
intervention of friends who desired tc 
remove them to their homes. No doub 
much pressure was brought to bear or 
the surzeons charged with the duty 
of furloughing by the injudicious en 
treaties of friends and of the sick mer 
themselves, but it appears to me tha! 
much greater care should have beer 
exercised in authorizing the departure 
of certain of these men on a journey 
(which necessarily involves much fa 
tigue. An hour later a telegram fron 
yourself to the surgeon in command ex 
plicitly forbidding the furloughing o 
men urable to take care of themselves 
appeared to nw to be suflicient to rem 
edy this evil. 

“The site of the camp is an excellem 
one. A firm, compact and well-draine¢ 
grassy sod, the soil beneath the surfact 
being he!d well together by the inter 
twined roots of the grass and freely 
growing annuals, and forming thus : 
surface which wears well under foo 
and is productive of neither dust ir 
dry weather nor mud in rainy weather 
Here and there in shallow depression: 
and ravines the surface has been erodec 
down to a clay bed which supports 
surface water in pools, but in view o! 
fresh breezes constantly blowing fron 
the ocean i am of the opinion that nc 
malarial developments need be antici 
pated from these small ponds. Some 
of them in time would probably become 
a nuisance by surface drainage inte 
them, and would require to be drained 
and filled up. 

“The camps are kept in excellent 
(condition, the streets are perfectly 
clean, all garbage being buried except 
some of the refuse which is more con- 
veniently disposed of by burning, and 
the sinks deep, well protected by board- 
ing and so carefully atténded to as ir 
no instance to constitute a nuisance 
Only two of the regiments, the Third 
and Twentieth infantry, are in any way 
crowded. The tents of all the com- 
mands are wedged wall tents, three mer 
to a tent, each tent well spaced from 
its neighbor. In «a few cases board 
floors have been laid, and lumber is 
being delivered in some regiments for 
this purpose; but spenking in general 
terms the men sleep on bed sacks filled 
with straw or hay. ‘hese, with their 
blankcts, are cleened and sunned and 
aired daily. Some recruits recently ar- 
rived are not yet provided with bed 
sacks. In the interior of many tents 
there is a lack of tidiness, due to the 
worn-out condition of the men. 

“The kitchens of all the commands 
are under tent flies, all utensils clean 
and waste buried. No suggestion of 
a complaint as to the character of the 
food supply could be elicited in any of 
the regiments. Ice, milk, eggs, melons, 
etc., appeared to be abundant in every 
camp. 

“The water supply of the camp is 
taken from a well about 200 yards from 
the eastern margin of Fort pond. <A 
free supply of water was found at a 
depth of 40 fect below the surface. Two 
strata of clay, one near the surface, 
the other at a depth of 25 feet, separate 
the well water from surface contamina- 
tion. It is distributed by about eight 
miles of pipe, and is on tap in each of 
the regiments. With this satisfactory 
water supply and the good sanitary con- 
ditions prevailing in the regimental 
camps, I have no hesitancy in saying 
that the troops could stay on their pres- 
ent ground in winter quarters without 
any such outbreak of typhoid fever as 
has occurred at Camp Alger and at 
Chickamauga park.”

SOMEBODY'S BLUNDER 


Camp Wikoff Soldiers Sent to Boston 
to Be Cared For, 


Only Few Members of the Bay; 


State Regiments. 


Governor Displeased That Volunteers Were 
Kept at Montauk. 


Roston, Sept. 14.—The comparative 


absence of Massachusetts men on the 
Relief—six belonging to bay state regi- 
ment of the 286 landed—caused deep re- 
gret, indignation even, at the state house 
yesterday. The governor was dis- 
pleased, the adjutant was displeased— 
no one was satisfied. General Stern- 
berg had said that the bay state mer 
would be sent on the Relief. There 
was bad faith somewhere. 

While every man received all tke care 
and attention a Massachusetts soldier 
would have received, the officers of the 
Massachusetts Volunteer association 
feel much chagrined over the fact that sc 
many Massachusetts men should have tc 
stay behind, lingering and suffering in 
the camp at Wikoff, when their friends 
proposed their speedy home-coming on 
the Relief. There seems to be some mis- 
understanding. Other prominent officials 
feel that the proverbial liberality and 
broad methods of the commonwealth are 
being abused. Some days ago the state 
house officials determined to send spe- 
cial cars to New London to bring the bal- 
ance of the Massachusetts men home. 
Meanwhile Surgeon General Sternberg 
wired a request to send 300 sick soldiers 
to Boston hospitals by the hospital ship 
Relief. The state authorities assented, 
asking that the Massachusetts men be 
included. To this General Sternberg 
agreed. ’ 

It has been suggested that the was 
department has been engeged in an- 
other little same. The great object al 
Montauk is to clear the camp of sick 
{soldiers. It may have occurred tc 
sume bright mind that if the Massa- 
chusetts troops were not put on the 
Relief, the state would send ‘for then 
inunediately. The work of clearing the 
camp woul!d thus be facilitated. 

There is a great contrast between the 
men who arrived on this ship and those 
who came on the Bay State. On the 
latter there were men wasted away tc 
shadows, men who couldn't walk be- 
cause of their weakness and men whc 
had no hope of recovering. On this 
ship there was not a man who was in 
immediate danger of death. There were 
strong, healthy fellows, with cheeks as 
brown as nuts, limbs as strong as oak 
apparently in condition to return t 
Cuba and fight it all over again. 

Governor Wolcott received a telegram 
yesterda> afternoon from Surgeon Gen- 
eral Greemeaf at Montauk, saying that 
the hospital ship, Red Cross, would sail 
with all the Eighth Massachusetts sol- 
diers at Camp Wikoff, but later sent 
word that the plan had heen changed. 


Was Paid to Marry. 

Boston, Sept. 14.—The first case put on 
trial before a jury at the opening of the 
supreme court yesterday was an action 
of contract,the plaintiff being Luigi Car- 
cano, an Italian marquis, and the de- 
fendant, John H. Merriam, the adminis- 
hKrator of the estate of Emily Merriam. 
deceased. The plaintiff sued to recover 
$20,000, and in his declaration he says the 
defendant's testatrix entered into a con- 
tract in writing with him, wherein, in 
consideration of certain things to be done 
by him, and especially in consideration 
of his marrying her daughter, Caroline 
M. Soren, she agreed to pay him by way 
of a marriage portion 150,000 Italian lire. 
of the value of $30,000, within five years 
of the date of the marriage. It was 
stated in the contract that the money 
should be paid within five years provided 
an estate in Cambridge owned by the de- 
fendant should be sold, and in case such 
sale did not take place, the marriage 
portion was postponed until the end of 
1897. The plaintiff claims the contract 
was not lived up to.

Meager Details of Disaster. 

St. Thomas, D. W. I., Sept. 15.—Accord- 
ing to the latest reports from St. Lucia, 
the storm which broke upon the island 
Sunday night developed almost unpre- 
cedented violence, being accompanied by 
a tidal wave and tremendous rains. Nu- 
merous landslides were caused, and 
many houses, bridges and cocoa estates 
have been destroyed. At least 12 lives 
have been lost, 

Guadaloupe, the French island in the 
Leeward group, has experienced very 
heavy weather. Nineteen deaths are re- 
ported, and there have been destructive 
landslides. 

A boat from the island of St.Vincent, 
100 miles west of Barbadoes, arrived yes- 
terday at the island of Grenada and re- 
ports that St. Vincent has experienced 
the most violent and destructive cyclone 
ever known there. Kingston, the capital, 
is totally destroyed. Itis estimated that 
300 lives have been lost in that island 
and that 20,000 people are homeless. The 
bodies of the dead are being buried in 
trenches. Thousands are starving, or 
being fed at the public expense. The 
amount of property destroyed in St. 
Vincent cannot yet be estimated. Every 
small house ts down and many large ones 
have been destroyed. The demolished 
buildings include churches, stores and 
almost ail the state buildings. Three 
large ships are ashore on the Windward 
coast and many smaller vessels are 
stranded.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Aand B. The in- 
stalment today is the fourth of the Cs’ 
and includes the letter to “Cr” in- 
clusiye, and will be continued tomor- 
row :

TROOPS USED BADLY. 


IN PORTO RICO NOT PAID 
FOR THREE MONTHS. 


THOSE 


The Military Postoffice Called a Pathetic 
Joke — Soldiers Have Not Heard From 
Home For a Quarter of a Year. 


It is a harsh thing to say that the 
devoted volunteers and patient regulars 
now in Porto Rico have been treated 
with a singular lack of consideration 
by the government so far as pay is con- 
cerned, 

The entire hospital staff of the Fourth 
army corps, for instance, has not receiv- 
ed a penny for four months up to Aug. 
27. On Aug. 81 it will have been three 
months since the Eleventh regiment and 
the Fifth light artillery have seen a 
penny of Uncle Sam’s money. This 
regiment and artillery only a few days 
ago were called upon to perform an ex- 
traordinary march under peculiar diff- 
culties and responded to a man, two 
stealing away from the hospital to join 
the firing line. But for three months 
the only knowledge they had that they 
were employed by Uncle Sam was the 
serving of rations—when they had 
them. This speaks well for the spirit 
of the men, but there must be some- 
thing wrong between here and Wash- 
ington. 

Now that there is no war, the volun- 
teers are talking. They are nota poor 
and h@pless set, by any means, and 
many an inquiry here may result in a 
court martial pver there. Whatashame 
it is that scanfal should always follow 
ou the heels of a high purpose! But al- 
ready the names of some well known 
men are bandied about here as freely as 
if the proof was not wanting—and it is 
not. 

Where the paymasters are Washing- 
ton only knows. A detachment of Troop 
A escorted two with their treasure to 
Utuado, where the money was paid out 
to troops away back in their pay, but 
who had done nothing except get wet. 
Since then nothing has been heard of 
the paymasters, except that they are 
coming ‘‘manana.’’ Men who have been 
pushed steadily forward to the front 
have heard that ‘‘they are coming’’ so 
often that they only grin and ring in 
the old, old, ‘‘So’s Christmas!’’ 

It is no joke to be four months with- 
out pay, especially when thrown into 
an island like this, where one must take 
the best of care of himself or go to the 
sick tent, the hospital, the fever ward 
and perhaps the grave. A penny fora 
lime at the right time would have 
toned up that bad stomach. Three cents 
for a glass of brandy would have pre- 
vented that congestive chill, but Uncle 
Sam had forgotten, and there isn’t to- 
day one cent of his money in the entire 
army in the western end of the island. 

At San Marias, a young West Point- 
er, @ volunteer of a company of the 
Eleventh infantry, gratefully accepted 
# loan of a few dollars for delicacies 
which were necessities to him. A rich 
and well bred New York man, he had 
suffered quietly with his men, sleeping 
in the rain and mud and eating the stuff 
called ratigns. This young West Point- 
er had been advanced to first lieutenant 
for gallantry duripg the fight at Las, 
or San, Marias, as it is called there. 

Imagine what the young lieutenant 
did with the borrowed money—the first 
he had seen in three months! He bought 
a clean undershirt and half a beef. The 
former he donned with a sigh of satis- 
faction, after burying its predecessor; 
the latter he assisted his company in 
stowing away in one gorgeous gorge— 
the first fresh meat any of them had 
eaten for three weeks. 

Another volunteer, attached to the 
Fourth army corps and sent here (San 
German) on hospital duty, says not a 
man in his detachment has been paid 
for four months, and he has not meta 
soldier who had received a penny in less 
than three months. This man is a grad- 
uate from a New York medical school 
and is indignant and amazed at the way 
the soldiers are being treated. They an- 
ticipated hardship and even privation, 
but not indifference and neglect. He 
tells of stories of delicacies sent over in 
the relief ships by good American wom- 
en and intended for the sick, but which 
never reached them. All that, of course, 
is mere private scandal and will be 
traced in time to the officers who inter- 
cepted these merciful little gifts, but 
the great question, as to why the sol- 
diers are not paid, must be answered by 
higher authority than a petty officer. 

The alleged military postoffice, too, 
is a pathetic joke. The lack of money 
from the government would not be felt 
s0 keenly were not all communication 
with home absolutely cut off. I have 
been fortunate in being here only one 
month, soit is not longer than that 
since I heard from home, bué the sol- 
diers here number thousands who have 
not heard a word from home for three 
months. There are letters for them at 
Tampa, Key West, in fumigation at 
Santiago, at Ponce or anywhere or ev- 
erywhere except where they ought to be. 

The private, hungry, cold, bare and 
penniless, sleeping with his face in the 
rain and his back in the mud, with the 
advance guard close to Lares, demands 
that the blame be fixed for these un- 
necessary privations. The commanding 
officer, here or elsewMere, who has all 
he needs except what he wants for his 
boys away in front, insists upon it. 
The American people will have it.— 
Harry N. Gaither, Cor. New York 
Press.

GRATITUDE OF CUBANS 


——_———_- 


Council of the Provisional Gove fn- 
ment Expresses It. 


Would Have Won Themselves, 
but at Great Cost. 


Assembly of the People Convoked to Con- 
sider the Future. 


Santiago, Sept. 15—A manifesto, 
signed by President Masso, Vice Pres!- 
dent Capote and three secretaries of 
the council of the provisional govern- 
ment, has been issued, together with 
an order to the military commanders 
of the insurgent army. It touches on 
the history of the movement for Cuban 
independene: and principles upon which 
the Cuban people have fought for their 
liberty, and proceeds in part as follows: 
“The peace preliminaries have been 
signed, and the United States has im- 
posed upon Spain an obligation to re- 
nuunce all her rights of sovereignty 
over the island cf Cuba and to evacuate 
the territory immediately. The 
sation of hostilities has a.so been agreed 
upon. Though tke principal object of 
our revolution has becn wbtained, that 
is the destruction of Spun!sh dominion, 
the work of this council is not yet atan 
end, for the Cuban republic—the ideal 
for which we have fought—has not yet 
been constituted. Now that hostilities 
have ceased and Spain has renounced 
her sovereignty, it is the duty of this 
council to set before the Cuban people 
the feeling and purposes of the men who 


ces- 


made the revolution. 
“We always felt confident that 
through our own perserverence we 


would in the long run destroy Spanish 
domination; but we must acknowledge 
that an indefinite prolongation of the 
struggle would have annihilated the 
little that was ieft of our wealth and 
‘population, The entrance upon the 
field of a powerful and decisive factor, 
upon which we have always relied and 
toward which the hearts of all Cubans 
have always turned, has put an end to 
the horrors of war, to the benefit of all 
concerned. This prompt solution we 
must acknowledge we could never have 
obtained. It is proper te acknowledge 


the evident truth. That is the best 
title the United States has to our grati- 
tude. We were abandoned by the 
world, some nation noring us through 


selfishness, others, ignorant of our real 
condition, considering us an obstinate 
and ungovernable peop'e, because we 
did not accept the cajoleries and flatter- 
with which Spain tried to soothe 
our just anger. This was our situation 
when the people of the United States, 
their government and congress came to

United States and toward ourselves, and 
what are the rules that ought to direst 
our conduct.’ 

“When, after a long struggle, the 
United States congress recognized the 


| right of the people of Cuba to be free 


and independent and ordered the Span- 
ish forces to withdraw from the island, 
no Cuban government was recognized; 
but the one we had constituted, though 
not recognized, was not opposed and has 
not been opposed. No steps have been 
taken to dislodge it from the place where 
it exercised its functions, nor has it been 
considered an illegitimate authority 
which events have dissolved or destroy- 
ed for the good of the people of Cuba. 
It could not be otherwise. The United 
States could not interfere in our strug- 
gle for the sake of what our enemies 
might consider a political faction. The 
American government could intervene 
for the benefit of the whole people of 
Cuba, a part of whom, being under Span- 
ish rule, was not free to express a pur- 
pose or a preference. The intention of 
the United States was that, as soon as 
the obstacle of Spanish rule had been 
removed, the whole Cuban people should 
choose a government that would shape 
the destinies of the island. The people 
of the United States have all along ap- 
preciated the fact that the majority of 
the people of Cuba is in agreement with 
our peoples, for the motto of the United 
States government has been the same as 
our own—absolute independence for 
Cuba. Under these conditions, the 
Americans could not take a hostile at- 
titude toward us, or consider our au- 


| thority illegitimat~ and harmful to the 


welfare of the Cuban people. 
“These considerations have convinced 


| us that we should not dissolve, and that 


the powers we have received from an as- 
sembly elected by the people under arms 
should not vanish. On the contrary we 
feel that we should remain as a nucleus 
and guide for those who have vested 
such power in us. We have therefore 
decided to call together another assem- 
our future 
course.” 

In conclusion the manifesto gives a 
number of reasons why the proposed as- 
gembly should be convened and some 
government or another chosen,“‘not with 
the character of a government as yet, 
but as an official representation of those 
Cubans who fought against Spain and 
of those who, in the cfties under Spain’s 
control and in foreign countries, have! 
helped and supported them.” 


The Cuban Character. 

New York, Sept. 15.—When General 
Wheeler was asked if he believed that 
@ large standing army will be required in 
Cuba, yesterday, he replied: “I do not.’ 
I believe that we will have no difficulty 
in managing the Cubans when once we 


begin to understand their nature. We 
must remember that they speak a lan- 
guage different from ours, and that they 
are of a different temperament. Under 
proper management I believe that the 
Cubans will prove perfectly tractable 
and friendly to us in every way- 

“My view of the Cuban character is 
different from that of many. I believe 
they mean well. One thing I have 
learned is that you can accomplish 
nothing with them by harsh dealing. By 
reasoning with them, however, you can 
accomplish wonders. They are always 
willing to listen to reason. I do not be- 
lieve that a large force will be required 
in Cuba or that there will be any fur- 
ther trouble there. All that I have said 
of Cuba applies to Porto Rico.” 


Blanco’s Bad Fit of Sulks. 

Havana, Sept. 15.—For the finst time 
since the peace protocol was signed, 
Captain General Blanco consented yes- 
terday to speak of the war to an Amer: 
ican newspaper. He said: “My gov- 
ernment has signed the peace protocol, 
and her decision must be complied with 
Nevertheless, I have an eternal confi- 
dence in divine justice, and I have, 
therefore, hope that this arrogant na- 
tion wil! receive its just deserts; ane 
God knows the day when this act of 
national despolation is accomplished, 
and the stars and stripes float from the 
walls of Havana, that day may per- 
haps mark the beginning of the decay 
of the American nation. Before it is 
all over I wish to put myself on record 
as having no dislike for the army ol 
the United States. On the contrary, 1 
have the highest appreciation of their 
noble and courageous behavior.” 


Congratulates Sagasta. 

London, Sept. 15.—The Standard says 
editorially this morning, after congratu- 
lating Sagasta and the government upon 
“having survived a difficult period suc- 
cessfully,” that the great danger is now 
over. “Spain,” it continues, “appears 
reconciled, knowing that, whatever dif- 
ferences may arise in the peace nego- 
tiations, she is bound to yield. As to re- 
ports that indemnity will be demanded, 
the United States knows that no money 
can be got out of Spain, and is therefore 
unlikely to make such a demand se- 
riously. If the United States secures 
Luzon, it is most probable that Spain 
will give up the remainder of the islands 
as a useless encumbrance.” 


Parliament Prorogued. 

Madrid, Sept. 15.—In the senate yester- 
day General Primo de Rivera demanded 
an inquiry into his administration of the 
Philippine islands, and in so doing he 
raid the attacks of Count Almenas were 
only “fit for the mouth of a miserable 
slanderer.” Almenas was endeavoring 
to reply when Sagasta read the decree 
proroguing the cortes. Count Almenas 
and General Rivera separately ap- 
proached the president in a hostile man- 
ner, and a duel is e=pected. Premier Sa- 
gasta afterwards read the decree in the 
chamber of deputies. 

A painful impression has been caused 
here by a statement that the United 
States intends to demand $20,000,000 in 
behalf of the American citizens who have 
suffered through the insurrection in 
Cuba. The Spanish peace commission- 
ers will strongly oppose this, it is 
claimed, but fears prevail that the United 
States will become pitiless and press its 
advantage to the utmost. 


Cuban Independence. 

Havana, Sept. 15.—The central com- 
mittee of the promoters of the move- 
ment for Cuban independence appoint- 
€d Monday night is actively appointing 
sub-committees in the provinces to sec- 
ond the efforts of the Cuban junta in 
New York, and is making great efforts 
to persuade the Spanish residents that 
independence would have great advant- 
ages over annexation. The committee 
calls on resident Spaniards to help 
achieve independence. 

William Chambers, a British subject, 
was found in a railway station with a 
trunk filled with revolvers. He had come 
from the interior of the island. Out of 
courtesy to the British consul he was not 
arrested. He gave as his address the 
Hotel Pasaje, in this city, but no trace 
of him can be found there. The British 
consulate is looking for the man, who 
gave no explanation regarding the con- 
tents of the trunk, which has been seized. 


Signed the Protocol. 

Madrid, Sept. 15.—The queen regent 
signed the protocol last evening. 

The government had intended the 
cortes to sit until an indemnity bill 
for the suspension of the constitutional 
guarantees had passed, but the threat- 
ened agitation on the part of Genera! 
Weyler and others, together with the 
evidence of divisions in both the’ Liberal 
and Conservative parties, convinced 
Sagasta of the advisability of closing 
debates which would have hindered the 
free progress of the peace negotiations 
The cortes will be next convoked to 
ratify the final treaty of peace. 


Was She Bertha Mellish? 

Bridgeport, Sept. 15.—Yesterday was 
another day of mystery in the case of 
the woman whose remains were found 
in Yellow Mill pond. The police certainly 
have clues upon which they are work- 
ling, but, for reasons which they say are 
good and sufficient, refuse to divulge the 
mature of any of them. That certain 
ones are under suspicion is evident from 
the actions of the police, and any mo- 
ment is likely to be prolific of develop- 
ments of a startling nature. 

Superintendent Birmingham has dis- 
covered the livery stable which rented 
a turnout Monday night to a stranger, 
who is believed to be connected with the 


case. The police are building great 
hopes upon this clue. A New London 
man, who declined to give his name, 


called at the morgue and in npositive 
terms said that the body was that o1 
Bertha Mellish, who disappeared from 
Mt. Holyoke college, Nov. 18,1897.

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SUPPLIES ABUNDANT, 


What Shafter Says of the Conditions 
In Santiago, 


Everything Possible Done For 
the Fighters. 


Satisfaction Expressed That the Discipline 
Was So Good. 


Washington, Sept. 15.—In the report 
submitted to the war department of the 
movement against Santiago, General 
Shafter describes the embarkation, 
preparation for battle and the conclu- 
sion of hostilities, and says: 

“Great credit is due to Brigadier Gen- 
eral H. S. Hawkins, who, placing him- 
self between his regiments, urged them 
on by voice and bugle calls to the at- 
tack so brilliantly executed. In this 
fierce encounter, words fail to do justice 
to the gallant regimental commanders 
and their heroic men, for while the gen- 
erals indicated the formations and the 
points of attack, it was, after all, the 
intrepid bravery of the subordinate 
officers and the men that planted our 
colors en the crest of San Juan hill and 
drove the enemy from his trenches and 
blockkouse, thus gaining a_ position 
which sealed the fate of Santiago. 

“l am greatly indebted to General 
Wheeler, who returned from the sick 
list during the afternoon. His cheer- 
fulness and aggressiveness made itself 
felt on this part of the battlefield, and 
the information he furnished to me at 
various stages of the battle proved to 
be most useful. My own health was 
impaired by over-exertion in the sun 
and the intense heat of the day before, 
which prevented me from participating 
as actively in the battle as I desired; 
but from a high hill near my headquar- 
ters I had a general view of the battle- 
field, extending from El Caney on the 


right to the left of our lines on San 
Juan hill. 
“A few Cubans assisted in the at- 


tack at El Caney, and fought valiantly, 
but their numbers were too small tv 
materia!ly change the strength indi- 
cated above. The enemy confronted 
us with numbers about equal to our 
own; they fought obstinately in strong 
and intrenched positions, and the result 
obtained clearly indicated the intrepid 
gallantry «f the company officers and 
men, and tre benefits derived from the 
careful training and instructions given 
in the army in recent years in riile 
practice other battle exercises. 
Our losses in these basttles were 22 offi- 
cers and 10S men killed, and 81 officers 
and 1203 men wovnded, with 79 missing. 
The missing, with few exceptions, re- 
ported later.” 

In closing, Shaf,*s says: “Before clos- 
ing my report I wish to dwell upon the 
natural obstacles I had to encounter and 
which no foresight could have overcome 
or obviated. The rocky and precipitous 
coast afforded no sheltered landing 


and 


places, the roads were mere bridle paths, | 6 


the effect of the tropical sun and rains 
upon unacclimated troops was deadly, 
and the dread of strange and unknown 
diseases had its effecton the army. At 
Daiquiri, the landing of the troops and 
stores was made at a small wooden 
wharf which the Spaniards tried to burn, 
but unsuccessfully,and the animals Were 
pushed into the water and guided to a 
sandy beach about 200 yards in extent. 
At Siboney, the landing was made on the 
beach, and at a small wharf erected by 
the engineers. I had neither the time nor 
the men to spare to construct permanent 
wharves. In spite of the fact that I had 
nearly 1000 men continuously at work on 
the roads, they were at times impassable 
for wagons. The San Juan and Agua- 
dores rivers would often suddenly rise 
So as to prevent the passage of wagons, 
and then the eight pack trains with the 
command had to be depended on for 
victualling my army as well as the 20,000 
refugees who could not, in the interests 
of humanity, be left to starve while we 
had rations. Often for days nothing 
could be moved except in pack trains. 

“After the great physical strain and 
exposure of July 1 and 2, the malarial 
and other fevers began to rapidly ad- 
vance throughout the command, and on 
July 4 the yellow fever appeared at Si- 
boney. Though efforts were made to 
keep this fact from the army, it soon be- 
came known. The supply of quarter- 
master and commissary stores during 
the campaign was abundant, and not- 
withstanding the difficulties in landing 
and transporting the rations, the troops 
\n the firing line were at all times sup- 
plied with its coarser components, 
namely, of bread, meat, sugar and coffee. 
There was no lack of transportation, for 
at no time up to the surrender could all 
the wagons I had be used. 

“In reference to the sick and wounded, 
I have to say that they received every 
attention that it was possible to give 
them. The medical officers without ex- 
ception worked night and day to allevi- 
ate the suffering, which was no greater 
than invariably accompanies a cam- 
paign. It would have been better if we 
had more ambulances, but as many were 
taken as was thought necessary, judging 
from previous campaigns. 

“The discipline of the command was 
superb, and I wish to invite attention to 
the fact that not an officer was brought 
to trial by court-martial and, as far as I 
know, no enlisted men. This speaks 
volumes for an army of this size and in 
& campaign of such duration. In con- 
elusion, I desire to express to the mem- 
bers of my staff my thanks for their 
efficient performance of all the duties 
required of them, and the good judgment 
And bravery displayed on all occasions 
when demanded.” 


Deserting Montauk Point.

After the lapse of a month from 
the appointment of the commission 
nothing has been accomplished beyond 
the ordering of formal courtesies, Jt hag 
been represented to the president by 
General Miles that the cause of the sicy. 
ness of the American troops was to be 
found in this delay.

LIBERTY, OR NOTHING! 


Gomez Fiercely Opposed to a Pro- 
tectorate In Cuba. 


Absolute Independence of the 
Island Urged. 


Radical Agitators Favor a Fight to Compass 
Their Ends. 


Havana, Sept. 16.—The predomenant 
feature of the situation is the feverish 
and widespread agitation of the Cubans 
in favor of the absolute independence 
of the island at all costs. Manifestos 
are being circulated inviting the co-op- 
eration of Spanish residents and mer- 
chants to this end, and pointing out 
that either annexation or an American 
protectorate would mean death to all 
trade with Spain in a couple of years. 


GENERAL GOMEZ. 

seneral Maximo Gomez, who, only a 
fortnight ago, gave expression to ex- 
tremely moderate views, counselling 
harmony and patience, now expresses 
himself as strongly in favor of “ab- 
solute independence, or nothing.” He 
says the Spanish element cannot afford 
to delay in uniting with the Cubans as 
a “necessary basis for the establishment 
of conditions that will forbid and pre- 
vent the United States grabbing and 
taking easy advantage of the treasure 
both Spaniards and Cubans have fought 
for at an expense of rivers of blood on 
each side.”” General Gomez says, if re- 
port speaks truly, that “those who fear 
independence belong to the same family 
of cowardly curs who fled from Havana 
at the first rumor of bombardment.” 
These, he declares, to be a minority, and, 
to quote him further, “almost the entire 
Spanish population remained, protect- 
ing their homes and defying the dangers 
of war, and will now remain to unite 
their efforts with those of the Cuban 
party, working together with the Cu- 
bans for the development of the island 
and the return of prosperity.” 

A leading evening paper published a 
letter purporting to voice the opinion 
of Catalonia in favor of independence 
and promising aid and co-operation, 
How far the influence of the party 
agitating for Cuban independence may 
extend it is at present difficult to esti- 
mate; but the fact is, its agents are 
working like beavers. Some former 
sympathizers with the annexation move- 
ment are to be found in the ranks of 
the independent movement. 

This violent impetus given to the 
agitation for independence is the result 
apparently of the anrival of the Res- 
olute, or rather of the arrival of Mr. 
Porter and the examination he is mak- 
ing into tariffs, municipal taxation and 
other matters of internal government 
which the Cubans had expected to 
handle and administer themselves. Mr. 
Porter's operations are viewed with sus- 
picion by an important section of the 
Cubans, who keep on calling meetings 
and protesting against a “usurpation of 
privileges purchased at such a sac- 
rifice.” They insist upon absolute free- 
dom, unrestrained liberty, or a fight to 
the death. 

One reason why many Spaniards who 
at first favored annexation have now 
changed their minds is that they fear 
the competition of American rivals as 
storekeepers, hotel managers and res- 
tauranteurs. They are afraid that 
Americans, instead of coming to buy 
out their establishments and stocks at 
fabulous prices based upon the old 
Spanish duties, will open shops next 
door, import goods at low duties under 
the new regime, ruin their business and 
reduce them to poverty. Exactly the 
same spirit prevails among the planters, 
especially the smatler ones, who had 
hoped to sell at good prices the old 


; French and Belgian machinery for 


which they paid dear and imported un- 
der excessive duties. They realize that 
the American syndicates will bring 
American machinery, much cheaper and 
paying practically no duties, establish 
a large central market, close to theirs 
and push them to the wall. 

The awakening of such dreams to the 
reality of the future nature of Ameri- 
ean competition causes them now to 
shout loudly for Cuban independence, 
under which they would expect to en- 
joy the blessings of lenient laws with: 
out feat of active competition, All 
this amounts practically to a silent ad, 
mission of Cuba’s inability to offer, if 
left to herself, the guarantees of sta- 
bility that would induce foreign capital 
to come here to develop the island’s 
natural resources. The deduction 


seems to be this: 
pendence, no foreign capital and no 
competition; with Cuba under Ameri- 
can rule, a competition against which 
the Cubans would not have the energy 
or the power to succeed. These ques- 
tions are uppermost in every mind, 
making for general uneasiness and dis- 
content, preventing the resumption of 
the normal tone of the market, and 
blocking trade and traffic. 


Queen Paying For Food. 

Madrid, Sept. 16.—The queen regent 
pays a daily visit to the sick soldiers 
who have returned from the colonies. 
She has ordered the convalescents to be 
conveyed in the royal carriages to the 
royal park, and is paying from her own 
purse for proper food for the invalids, 

Officers, invalids and others who have 
returned from Santiago extwl the kind- 
ness of the Americans after the sur- 
render. They do not display the slight- 
zest animosity against the Americans, 
but they entertain bitter feelings 
against the Cubans. 

Officers to Become Civilians. 

Washington, Sept. 16.—The war de- 
partment will soon take up the question 
of mustering out a connsiderable num- 
ber of general officers of the volunteer 
army, including major generals and 
brigadiers, now that the volunteer 
forces have been reduced so largely. 
All regimental officers have gone out 
of service with their respective regi- 
ments, but the entire force of general 
officers still remains. The first effort o! 
the department. will be to reorganize 
the several corps and divisions on the 
basis of the reduced number of regi- 
ments, and when this is done, genera 
officers will be named as corps com 
manders, division commanders, etc. 
The reorganization can be effected with 
about half the general officers now ir 
service, so that when the new assign- 
ments are made those officers remaining 
unassigned will be mustered out. It is 
believed, however, that with the war 
closed, a considerable number of the 
high volunteer officers wil! resign s« 
that the number which it will be neces- 
sary to muster out will be comparatively 
email. 


“Bob” Evans Relieved. 

Washington, Sept. 16.—Captain Rob- 
ley D. Evans had a long talk with Sec- 
retary Long yesterday, the immediate 
result of which was the issue of an 
order relieving him of the command of 
the Iowa, which is now being repaired 
done at Captain Evans’ request. He 
done at Captain Evan’s request. He 
has served more than the period of time 
required by the regulations. 

The next commander of the Iowa wil 
be Captain Silas W. Terry, now in com- 
mand of the receiving ship, Franklin, at 
the Norfolk navy yard. He will take 
the ship around South America and over 
to Honolulu in company with the Ore- 
gon and some soldiers. 

Secretary Long decided to assign Cap- 
tain Evans to duty as a member of the 
naval! inspection board, and + will as- 
sume his new duties after a brief vaca- 
tion. 


Wrecking of the Warships. 
Washington, Sept. 16.—No report has 
come to the department from Lieutenant 
Blue in charge of the wrecking of the 
Spanish warships near Santiago since 
Aug. 26. At that date he reported that 
it would be useless to attempt to raise

the Colon; but meanwhile Constructor 
Hobson had been dispatched to under- 
take that task, and at the instance of 
Chief Constructor Hichborn, who was 
disposed to afford Mr. Hobson every op- 
portunity to carry out his plans, the 
secretary of the navy ordered the work 
to continue, subject to the discretion of 
Commodore Watson, in command of the 
force on the station. The commodore 
thas been assigned to the command of the 
Mare island navy yard, and whether or 
not he has directed Hobson to abandon 
the effort to raise the ship is not yet 
known.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with Aand B. The in- 
sti’ment today is the fifth and last of 
the C’s.

BARN AT BRAINTRE 


Horses, Cows and 125 Tons of 
Hay Destroyed. 


A large barn on Kendall’s Glen Rose 
farm at Braintree, together with its 
contents, was totally destroyed by fire 
between 4 and 5 o’clock this morning. 
The contents consisted of 125 tons of 


loose hay, a car load of bundle hay, 
four carriages and harnesses, and five 
blooded horses, one of which was 
‘“‘ Emperor ’’ who recently took a prize 
at the New York horse show. 

The fire started from some unknown 
cause in the loose hay, and when the 
apparatus arrived it was seen that the 
building was doomed, and the only 
thing to do was to save the surround- 
ing buildings. 

Two men slept in the building and 
according to their story they were 
aroused about 4.20 by a crackling 
sound, and upon going to the door of 
their room discovered that the mow 
opposite was on fire. At the further 
end of the building were the five 
horses. The fire, however, was be- 
tween the men and the animals, and 
although they made an effort to liber- 
ate the animals, the tire was so hot 
their efforts were unsuccessful. 

The building whose dimensions were 
45 by 85 feet, was situated some dis- 
tance from the street, and the hose 
that arrived on the first alarm did not 
reach more than half way to the build- 
ing. Engineer Kelley who was in 
charge realized this, and immediately 
ordered a second alarm sounded, and 
it was a case of wait for the additional 
apparatus before any water could be 
thrown upon the building. As it was, 
but one line of hose could be used, as 
that required 2000 feet. 

The loss of the building and con- 
tents, exclusive of the horses is esti- 
mated at $8000, and the horses will 
amount at least $2000 more, bring- 
ing the loss up to $10,000.

absented himself from congress and 
went to Europe without having voted 
or paired upon, the Dingley bill as 
finally passed. This charge the Beacon 
had made, and this charge, as the 
editor of the Beacon, I repeat. In his 
statement Mr. Barrow says, ‘‘I did 
not leave for Europe until the lith day 
of July, only 13 days before the house 
adjourned, July 24. I was paired until 
adjournment, at first wih Mr. Jett and 
then with Mr. Maguire. On the vote 
to accept the couference report on the 
tariff, taken by the house July 19, 
five members of the Masachusetts 
delegation, that is, four besides myself,

I do not question the statement of 
Mr. Barrows that he did not leave the 
country for Europe until the 1lith day 
of July; but I affirm that he did leave 
congress on or about the 17th day of 
June when he was granted leave of 
absence ‘‘indefinitely on account of 
representing the United States govern- 
ment on the prison commission.’’ It 
thus appears that while Mr. Barrows 
did not leave the country more than 


extra session, he did leave congress 
and his congressional duties 37 days 
before adjournment; and in support of 
our statement that Mr. Barrows was 
not paired in favor of the bill, I refer 
to the Congressional Record of July 
19, 1897, in which there is the yea and 
nay vote, showing that Mr. Jett, with 
whom Mr. Barrows says he was ‘‘first’’ 
paired, voted nay on the bill, and that 
Mr. Maguire, with whom Mr. Barrows 
says he was ‘‘then’’ paired, was paired 
with Mr. Lond. 

Mr. Torrey truly says: ‘‘As a rule 
if the people have the facts they can 
be trusted to do justice;’’ and to the 
acts, established by Mr. Barrows’ own 
declaration and by the Congressional 
Record, totwhich he refers, I appeal in 
justification of the statement in the 
Beacon, that Mr. Barrows was not 
paired upon the Dingley bill when it 
finally passed. There has been no 
question that he voted, and no charge 
that he did not vote, upon the bill as 
it orginally left the house; but it was 
well known that that bill would not 
become a law, and it is a fact that it 
was so transformed in the senate that 
it must have difficult for its 
author to recognize it when_it returned 
to the house. 

Now what are the other criticisms 
that have appeared in the Beacon to 
which Mr. Barrows vaguely refers, 
or which he altogether ignores.

signature during his first campaign for 
the Republican nomination, he said, 


‘*T stand on the Republican platform, 
and shall work for it wbether nomina- 
ted or not,’* and that frequently upon 
the stump during the campaign, after 
his nomination, he declared that he 
would upon all measures act with the 
Massachusetts delegation in congress. 

That he repeatedly violated both of 
these pledges. 

That he is not a_ protectionist in 
principle but a free-trader. 

That he was the only ‘‘ Republican’’ to 
leave the entire Massachusetts delega- 
tion and all the Republican representa- 
tives in congress and vote with the 
Democrats in opposition to that clause 
of the Dingley bill introduced by the 
author of the bill and designed to sus- 
pend the flood of importations during 
the debate in anticipation of higher 
rates. 

That he spoke twice upon the bill 
both times against schedules reported 
by the Republican majority of the 
ways and means committee. 

That in congress and out of congress, 
in season and out of season, persis- 
tently and aggressively, he opposed 
the enactment of the Lodge bill for the 
restriction of immigration—all of 
which actions were in direct violation 
of ,his pledge in support of the Re- 
publican platform and his promise to 
co-operate with his Republican 
colleagues. 

That he declared himself in favor of 
an adjournment of congress prior to 
the report of the Maine court of 
inquiry. 

That he declared intervention by the 
United States in Cuba would be an act 
of robbsry—and this only a few days 
before the declaration of war. 

That after the court of inquiry had 
reported that tne Maine was destroyed 
by an external explosion, thus es- 
tablishing Spanish responsibility for 
the murder of our 266 sailors, Mr. 
Barrows advocated the submission of 
the question to international arbitra- 
tion, which Senator Lodge said could 
as properly be done as a man could 
submit to arbitration an insult to his 
mother. 

That he opposed to the policy of ex- 
pansion to the retention of Porto Rico 
the Ladrones and the Philippines and 
that these actions, these opinions and 
these declarations make it Impossible 
for Mr. Barrows to represent the Tenth 
district in congress. 

Mr. Barrows admits the truth of all 
these charges by not denying any of 
them. 

Instead of responding to the specific 
charges regarding attitude and 
action upon the question of interven- 
tion and other problems arising there- 
from Mr. Barrows says he is ‘‘attacked 
for standing by the President in his 
earnest efforts to avert war’’ and that 
‘*My views on this subject are ex- 
pressed in a speech in the Congres- 
sional Record for April 28 1898, en- 
titled ‘Intervention for Peace, Freedom 
and Humanity’ and that ‘‘ President 
McKinley was kind enough to send 
me his thanks for the speech and for 
the ‘fine tribute paid to the policy 
of the President under very trying cir- 
cumstancees.’ ’’ 

Mr. Barorws desires to be understood 
as having made a speech in congress 
on the 28th of April, under very trying 
circumstances, for which the President 
thanked him. I submit that no other 
understanding of the statement of Mr. 
Barrows is possible; and it is an under- 
tanding that is entirely erroneous. Mr. 
Barrows’ memory is apparently in no 
better order than when, two years ago, 
for the purpose of meeting criticism 
and establishing his status as a Re- 
publican, he averred that he cast his 
first vote for Abraham Lincoln, when 
the date of his birth, furnished ,by 
himself, showed that he was not of 
legal age at Lincoln’s second election. 
He did not make a speech in congress 


his 


13 days before the adjournment of the | on the 28th day of April, 1898, or at 


any other time in favor of ‘‘Interven- 
tion for Peace, Freedom and Hn- 
manity;’’ no allusion was made to Mr. 
Barrows in the Congressional Record 
for April 28; but he did print in the 
Congressional Record of May 9, 1898, 
as a speech, an article upon the subject 
named, no word of which was uttered 
in-congress and which was merely an 
explanation of why he voted as he did 
upon a measure finally disposed of 10 
days before his unspoken ‘‘speech’’ 
was published. Let it be distinctly 
understood that the ‘‘speech’’ to 
which Mr. Barrows refers, and for 
which the President, evidently suppos- 
ing it to be a speech, thanked him, 
was not a speech, and no word of it 
was at any time spoken upon the floor 
of the house, or printed for the in- 
formatin of members until after final 
action by the house. It was not an 
argument designed to influence con- 
gress or to defend or commend in 
congress the policy of the President. 
It was merely a method chosen by Mr. 
Barrows to explain to his constituents 
his vote cast in the house 10 days 
before Lis reasons were for the first 
tire communicated to a select few of 
them through the medium of the Con- 
gressional Record. 

This isa method of speechmaking 
that was frequently resorted to by Mr. 
Barrows. A long ‘‘speech,’’ never 
made in congress, upon civil service 
reform, and another upon the Indian 
bill were likewise printed in the Record 
as speeches, and 
constituent as speeches. 

In his statement Mr. Barrows says, 
referring to the Indian appropriation 
bill that ‘*‘My work and my vote on 
that bill, amply supported by the whole 
Massachusetts delegation, was worth 
to the treasury of the United States 
many times more than my congressional 
salary.’’ 

I hope it is not slanderous to enquire 
how the vote of Mr. Barrows, which 
was only one of a majority, and how 
the ‘‘work’’ referred to, in so far as it 
consisted of the elaborate ‘‘speech”’ 
never made in congress, aud _ not 
designed to influence th action of the 
house, and published in the Congres- 
sional Record long after the subject 
was disposed of in the house, could 
have defeated the billand saved to the 
treasury many times the amount of a 
congressman’s salary. 

I cannot understand what good 
object is attained by the publication in 
the Congressional Record = of 
‘ speeches’’ never made on the floor 
of the house, weeks after the subject to 
which they refer is disposed of, unless, 
being printed as speeches, they are 
distributed amongst consituents with 
the design of conveying misunder- 
standings. 

When, for instance, 
thanked Mr. Barrows for his *‘speech’ 
that was not aspeech, did he know it 
was nota speech, and if he knew it 
was not a speech, but merely an article 
published as a speech, 10 days after its 
subject matter had been disposed of by 
the house, what were the very trying 
circumstances to which the President 
referred? Was there any very ‘‘trying 
circumstances’ in handing the manu- 
script of an article or essay to the 
public printer, and requesting him to 
print it in the Congressional Record as 
a‘‘speech?’’ It is a practice so 
frequently resorted to by Mr. Barrows 
that, in itself, it would not seem to be 
‘trying’? to him, and as members of 
congress never read pretended speeches 
that are printed in the Congressional 
Record, I confess complete inability to 
comprehend just where the ‘‘trying’’ 
nature of the circumstances comes in. 

And when Mr. Barrows in his state- 
ment published in your columns spoke 
of his ‘‘speech’’ in the Congressional 
Record for April 28, 189, and said 
President McKinley was kind enough 
to send him his thanks for the 
‘“*speech,’’ did he want his constituests 
to think that the ‘‘speech’’ of April 
28 was a speech, and that President 
McKinley also thought it was a speech 
made to a house opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s policy, and for that reason 
made under very trying circumstances? 

I am opposed to the candidacy of 
M. Barrows, but have no desire to 
employ any but perfectly legitimate 
methods to effect his defeat and the 
nomination of the gentleman whose 
candidacy I support. If a misstatement 
of fact has appeared in the paper for 
whose utterances I am responsible, not 
attributted definitely to another indi- 
vidual, and it is called to my atten- 
tion, I shall hasten to correct it with 
explanation or apology as the case may 
require; but for telling the truth, the 
whole. truth and nothing but the truth, 
neither The Beacon nor its editor have 
explanation or apology to make.

COURSE MAPPED OUT 


President Preseribes Line of Action 
For Peace Negotiators. 


Explicit Directions Before 
Sailing Tomorrow. 


Spain Must Concede All the Terms of the 
President’s Protocol. 


Washington, Sept. 16.—There was & 
meeting of the cabinet Thursday after- 
noon to consider the nature of the 
orders to be given to the commission- 
ers who are to go to Paris. At the close 
it was announced that the negotiators 
were “fully instructed,” and it appeared 
that the cabinet had patiently gone 
over, in the discussion with the com- 
missioners, every subject that in their 
opinion cduld be brought into the pro- 
ceedings before the joint commission. 
On each of these the American commis- 
sioners were made acquainted with the 
views agg wishes of the administration. 
It is not to be understood from this 
that the commissioners go under iron- 
clad and unchangeable instructions at 
all points, for there is a certain amount 
of flexibility in the instructions, e!s¢ 
as one of the cabinet members put it, 
the president might just as well have 
reduced his wishes to paper in the form 
of an ultimatum and have sent that t 
Paris by messenger. 

The peace commissionners are in nc 
mere mouthpieces, but having 
chosen with the greatest care and con- 
sideration five men in whom he puts 
the most implicit confidence, the pres- 
ident feels that they are to be trusted 
with the interests of thé United States 
It is expected that they will have a 
free rein in the larger questions ol 
policy, but with ample opportunities for 
consultations by cable and otherwise 
there is no reason why the commission- 
ers should not be able to carry out the 
desires of the administration, and at 
the same time have the opportunity tc 
somewhat shape these desires by con- 
veying information that they may ac 
quire. For instance, it is expected that 
at Paris the commissioners will meet 
General Merritt, fresh from Manila, and 
in addition they will there have the 
benefit of a special report from Admiral) 
Dewey. These will be of the greatest 
value, for the commissioners are 
acquainted with the Philippine ques- 
tion in detail, and even the information 
that is to be acquired from the Spanish 
peace commissioners is not to be de- 
spised when it takes such an official 
form that it-can be relied upon as to 
accuracy.

The Campania sails at 2 p. m. Satur- 
day, and explicit instructions have been 
given all the members of the party as 
to being on hand at that time. Special 
baggage tags have been printed for the 
belongings of the members, and a small 
paper paster showing red and blue bars 
crossed on a white background gives a 
handy way of making a “red, white and 
blue” identification of the persona! and 
general luggage of the party. A num- 
ber of stout chests have been made to 
carry the books, pamphlets, typewritten 
papers, etc., forming a part of the Amer- 
ican case. The chests are like a shal- 
low steamer trunk, so that they may be 
shoved under the berths, and thus be 
available on the passage over instead 
of going with the baggage in the hold 
of the steamer.

MURDERER IN MAINE. 


Decoyed a Man to the Road, Killed ané 
Robbed Him. 

Biddeford, Sept. 16.—Mrs. Parche) 
owns a farm in North Saco which was 
managed by Ivory Boothby, aged 5¢ 
years. Wednesday night @& strangel 
called at the Parcher house for assist- 
ance in repairing a carriage. Boothby 
responded. When he was next seen his 
body was found about an eighth of a 
mile from the house next morning by twa 
women of the household. There were nc 
marks of a struggle, with little to indi- 
eate that the man had met @ violent 
death except a small spot of blood on 
the head which was caused by @ bullet 
wound. An examination disclosed the 
fact that a bullet had entered the head 
just below the right ear and had passed 
out by the left eye. The dead man’s 
pockets were turned inside out and a 
pocketbook which Boothby usually car- 
ried was missing. It is thought that he 
had about $25 or $30 with him when he 
left the house. 


“Greenies” With the “Green.” 

New York, Sept. 16.—The police of 
Newton have two men, $2000 in good 
money and a green goods layout. The 
men under arrest are John Ungarry otf 
South Norwalk, Conn., and his son, li 
years old. The old mana year ago re- 
ceived circulars, took the bait and went 
to Boston, and was fleeced. A short 
time ago he again received the usual 
feeler, and as a result he and his son 
came to New York. The steerer piloted 
them to a house in Maspeth. The old 
man had instructed the son, and each 
knew what to do when the time came. 

They were taken upstairs in the house, 
and there met two more of the green 
goods men. The usual talk and barter 
took place, and then $2000 in new bills 
were counted out and placed upon the 
table for the examination of the farme: 
and this son. No sooner had they the 
pile to examine than they whipped out 
revolvers and began blazing away at 
the ceiling and floor and the walls. 

The green goods men tumbled dowr 
the stairway, and started up the street 
onadeadrun. Downstairs went father 
and son, sending a few bullets in the 
direction in which the green goods men 
had gone. The shots fired on the street 
brought the police on a dead run, ané 
father and son and the whole layout 
were captured. 


Hurricane Predicted. 

Washington, Sept. 16.—The hurricane 
which created such destruction in the 
West Indies on Sunday night was de- 
tected at its inception Saturday by the 
new West Indian hurricane service of 
the weather bureau of the department of 
agriculture. At 8 a. m. on Saturday 
gnorning observations on the islands of 
Martinique and Trinidad gave slight in- 
dications of a disturbance southeast of 
the Windward islands. At12:40p.m.a 
special observation at Barbados indi- 
cated a fall of nearly one-tenth in the 
barometer during the preceding twe 
hours. This movement of the barometer 
at Barbados, taken in connection with 
the whole atmospheric survey made 
four hours previous, satisfied the fore- 
cast officer that the hurricane would soor 
develop over the Windward islands, al- 
though to the non-expert there were no 
indications of a coming storm. Hurri- 
cane warnings were immediately dis- 
patched to all ports in the islands of 
Barbados, Martinique, St. Kitts, St.) 
Thomas, and they were advised to pre- 
pare for a destructive storm. Cable 
communication was perfect, and the 
Warnings were promptly received. 

Ibudy of the Empress. 

Vienna, Sept. 16.—The funeral train 
arrived last night. The scenes at the 
station and in the streets were weird 
and soleinn. Nothing was omitted. The 
ceremony Was most elaborate and im- 
pressive. There was no music, and the 
stillness was only broken by the muffled 
drum, the suppressed sobs of the popu- 
lace and the words of command, which 
sounded sharp and shrill, though given 
in an undertone. 

As the coffin was borne to the chapel 
the choir chanted the “Miserere.” The 
emperor's coming had been kept secret 
from the public. He was accompanied 
by his daughters and his. son-in-law 
After the benediction all departed except 
the emperor and the relatives, who re- 
mained alone with the beloved dead unti! 
shortly before midnight, 

Among the wreaths the one from Presi- 
dent McKinley attracts much attention. 
It has the stars and stripes intertwined 
and bears this inscription: ‘From the 
president of the United States—a tribute 
of heartfelt sympathy to the memory of 
a noble and gracious lady.” 


Police Stopped the Fight. 

Brooklyn, Sept. 16—There was a 20- 
round bout at 138 pounds between Robby 
Dobbs of Minneapolis and Billy Ernst of 
3rooklyn last night. Ernst was floored 
twice in the fourth round, lost his head 
and was all butout. He began fouling, 
but the referee allowed the fight to pro- 
ceed. In the seventh round two body 
punches sent him to the floor twice in 
rapid succession, and he looked about 
ready to quit. The eighth round saw 
Ernst receiver general for all kinds of 
punishment, and in the ninth he was in 
such a condition that the police stopped 
the fight. He was staggering all over 
the ring like a drunken man, and would 
have hardly lasted the round out. The 
referee awarded the bout to Dobbs,

Louisville, Sept. 1€.—Joseph F. Villier, 
his 2-year-old child and a woman named 
Nellie M. Guffin were found dead in a 
room in a hotel yesterday.

HAVOG IS WIDESPREAD 


Hurricane In the West Indies Lasted 
Ten Hours, 


Full Extent of the Disaster 
Not Yet Known. 


Large Number Killed or Injured, and Much 
Property Destroyed. 


London, Sept. 16.—The dispatches re- 
ceived at the colonial office from the 
British authorities in the West Indies 
indicate as a whole that the earlier re- 
ports of the havoc wrought by the hur- 
ricane were not exaggerated. They 
show widespread devastation. Owing 
to the breakdown of the telegraph and 
telephone systems, the real extent of 
the disaster is still unknown, but finan- 
cial aid is needed to meet the distress. 

People are flocking into Kingston, St. 
Vincent, from all the country round for 
shelter and food. Everywhere it ap- 
pears that all the small buildings and 
many large ones were destroyed, and 
there is no doubt that the fatalities were 
numerous. 

The governor of the Barbadoes re- 
ports that the hurricane was of lf 
hours’ duration. Already he has been 
officially notified of 61 deaths and of 31 
pensons seriously wounded. The re- 
ports from the country“districts in the 
island are incomplete, but there has 
been a heavy loss of government and 
private property. Assistance is urgent- 
ly required. 


The Marchand Expedition. 

London, Sept. 16.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says: 
“News has been received here of the 
occupation of Fashoda (on the White 
Nile, south of Khartoum) by the French 
expedition under Major Marchand, as- 
sisted by 10,000 Abyssinians under Ras 
Makonnen, the principal genera! of Em- 
peror Menelik.” 


MAJOR MARCHAND, 

The Telegraph's special correspondent 
with the Anglo-Egyptian forces in the 
Soudan telegraphs that he has had an 
interview with the captain of a boat 
which has returned from Fashoda, and 
that the captain's description of the 
flag raised there leaves no doubt that 
itis French. The captain says that the 
garrison at Fashoda menaced him and 
would have sunk his boat if they had 
possessed a gun. After getting out of 
the zone of the garrison’s fire, the cap- 
tain landed and ascertained from na- 
tives that the dervishes at Fashoda nad 
been attacked by eight Europeans and 
a hundred Senegalese soldiers, who de- 
feated the dervishes, killed a hundred 
and drove the rest from the town. 

The gunboat Sultan was sent up the 
Blue Nile to intercept a dervish garri- 
son, 2500 strong, coming to reinforce the 
khalifa. The gunboat found and en- 
gaged the enemy, killing 1000, and driv- 
ing the remainder back. It is now offi- 
cially announced that the khalifa is 
surrounded and must be taken alive 
or dead within a few days. 


Hitch Over Duties, 

Managua, Nicaragua, Sept. 16.—The 
constitution-forming delegates from 
Salvador, Honduras and Nicaragua, in 
their attempt to formulate a compact 
acceptable to those three states, have 
separated into distinct groups on the 
question of the article authorizing the 
government organized to collect and dis- 
pose of all import and export duties. The 
delegates from Salvador declare that the 
imports and exports of their country ex- 
ceed those of Honduras and Nicaragua 
combined, although Salvador has less 
than one-fourth the area of either of the 
other states, and consequently that the 
turden of taxation under the proposed 
article will have to be borne by Salvador, 
which unequal mode of taxation she de- 
clines to assume. One of the delegates 
from Honduras proposed, as a substi- 
tute, that each state contribute its 
proper pro rata of the necessary ex- 
penses of the federation. 


Two of an Assassin’s Friends, 

Lauzanne, Switzerland, Sept. 16.—Two 
important arrests have been made here 
in connection with the assassination of 
Empress Elizabeth, A vagrant named 
Gualduppe, who was arrested on the eve 
of the crime, has now been recognized as 
a dangerous anarchist. It is believed he 
is the man who made the handle for the 
file with which the empress was mur- 
dered. The second prisoner is an an- 
archist named Barbetti. He is charged 
with harboring Luccheni, the assassin, 
for several days, 


Assassin In Court. 

Geneva, Sept. 16.—The assassin of Em- 
press Elizabeth appeared yesterday be- 
fore the correctional chamber. He en- 
tered the court smiling, saluted the pub- 
lic with a wave of the hand, and asked 
the president of the tribunal in good 
French to allow him an interpreter. The 
examination appeared to show a plot in-

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Yopic For the Week Beginning Sept. 18. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Topic.—*The triumphs of Christianity."’— 
Luke iv, 16-22. ; 

Christianity is a triumphant religion. 
Its triumph is prophesied in the Scrip- 
tures. In the vision of Daniel the stone 
that represented the kingdom of God 
destroyed the other kingdoms. The 
book of Revelation is a series of visions 
in each one of which the triumph of the 
religion of Christ is assured. History 
corruborates prophecy ; Christ and Chris- 
tianity have triumphed in the past over 
satan, the grave, tremendous persecu- 
tions, the heathen Roman empire, the 
ignorance and snperstition of the dark 
ages. It is conquering today material- 
ism, rationalism and heathenism, wher- 
ever found inthe world. It went forth 
conquering and to conquer, and the day 
will come when its victory will be com- 
plete, when ‘‘at the name of Jesus every 
knee shall bow * * * and every tongue 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord!’’ 

The topical reference suggests the tri- 
amph of Christianity over various things 
in liferIt is the record of Christ’s visit 
to Nazareth, where He stood up in the 
synagogue and read Isa. Ixi, 1, and de- 
clared that in Him this Scripture was 
fulfilled. The blessings and triumphs of 
the year of jubilee are thus typical of 
the blessings and triumphs of Christian- 
ity. They suggest that— 

1. Christianity triumphs over all ha- 
man conditions. ‘‘He hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor. ” The 
poor specially were benefited in the year 
of jubilee. They received again the in- 
heritances of their ancestors, but not at 
the expense of the owners. They in 
reality had only leased them until the 
jubilee year. The poor have the gospel 
preached to them. It is offered to and 
needed just as well by the rich. There 
is no caste system in Christianity. It 
breaks down the human barriers that 
separate men, and rich and poor are one 
in Jesus Christ. 

2. Christianity triumpbs over sor- 
rows and heartaches. ‘‘To heal the 
broken hearted.’’ How many hearts 
must have been broken in Israel by sep- 
arations and losses of family inherit- 
ances? But when the year of jubilee 
was ushered in loved ones were again 
united, losses were retrieved. Broken 
hearts were healed. This is the mission 
of Christianity, to heal the broken 
hearted, hearts broken by the sorrows 
which come from separations, adversi- 
ties, tribulations and the results of sin. 
Christ came to heal broken hearts, and 
He does heal them today. 

8. Christianity triumphs over slav- 
ery. ‘‘To preach deliverance to the cap- 
tives and recovering of the sight to the 
blind.’’ The captives in prisons were 
looked upon as blind. Slaves were freed 
in the year of jubilee. Christianity 
triumphs over slavery. It has abolished 
slavery throughout the civilized world 
and is giving men victory over slavish 
habits of sin and wickedness. 

Let us glory in such a triumphant re- 
ligion. May the spirit of the Lord rest 
upon us and avoint us to proclaim these 
triumphant blessings to a needy world.

To answer in- 
vestigation by hysterics and heresy 
trials is as impotent as it is irrational. 
The sound policy is to meet light with 
more light.—Universalist Leader.

Bond Order Opposed by Street Rail- 
way Employes. 


Company Prodded by Board 
of Aldermen. 


Its Care of Streets Occupied by Rails to Be 
Looked Into. 


17.—At the close of 


last night, out of the 80 men 


employed on the Haverhill 
the Lowell, Lawrence and 
Haverhill electric road, only 14 sets were 


working, and these had been contipually 
at work since early morning. The re- 
mainder of the men refused to sign the 
applications for the indemnity bond, 
and gave up their positions as an al- 
ternative. They are confident that the 
others will follow them. 

The streets were crowded, and there 
was some excitement but no violence. 
One boy was arrested at the transfer 
station for hissing a conductor on one of 
the cars. The aldermen held a special 
session to take action in regard to the 
matter, having previously passed a pro- 
test against the bond provision. An 
order was passed authorizing the city 
solicitor to draw up an article requiring 
that all employes of the electric road 
shallhavealicense. The superintendent 
of streets was ordered to inspect all 
streets through which the electric rail- 
Way passes, and report as to whether the 
company has kept them in repair as re- 
quired by the franchise. A further order 
‘was passed requiring the company to 
appear next Wednesday evening and 
show cause as to why the grant of a lo- 
cation on Oxford street should not be 
withdrawn. 


Brockton Lasters May Strike. 

Brockton, Sept. 17.—A strike of the 
flasters in most of the shoe factories of 
this city is likely to be begun on Monday 
afternoon, the only preventative being 
an agreement by the manufacturers to 
ask the Lasters’ union for a conference 
with the idea of compromising. The 
contest will be over the new price list 
sent by the lasters to their employers. 
The strike proposition was recommended 
by the executive committee of the union 
and ratified afterwards by a mass meet- 
ing of both union and non-union lasters. 
General Secretary Eaton of the national 
body came from Boston to make an ad- 
dress. It was stated that there seemed 
to be a disposition on the part of some 
of the employers to consider the new 
list, but the executive committee recom- 
mended that on Monday at 2 p. m., if no 
overtures were made, the men were to be 
called from work. No further notice 
‘would be given the men. The Whitman 
and Rockland unions sent delegates, who 
promised to support the Brockton men 
in their claims 

The demands of the lasters are based 
upon a year’s experience, under a price 
list which succeeded a strike, begun a 
year ago yesterday, and which lasted 
until late in December. That strike was 
chiefly directed against lasting ma- 
chines. This time machines do not figure 
in the impending strike, but rather, it is 
claimed, a fair day’s wages on certain 
lines of goods. The new list covers fancy 
grades of leathers, which the lasters 
claim are not so easy to last as the gen- 
eral run of work, and in consequence of 
which their wages suffer. 


Arrest of Strikers. 

Monongahela, Pa., Sept. 17.—Sheriff 
Kennedy and.a posse of six deputies ar- 
rested Vice President Dodd and 41 
strikers yesterday on a charge of riot, 
inciting riot, and assault and battery. 
Among the prisoners were the members 
of the New England band, who have 
been furnishing music for the strikers, 
and as they marched to the station to 
take the train for Washington, the band 
played, ‘““Marching Through Georgia.” 
A large crowd witnessed the arrests, 
and there was great excitement, but 
there was no disorder. 

The strike situation is quiet. The 
district officials have decided not to 
furnish bail for the prisoners, and they 
will remain in jail. 


Viewed the Remains. 

Vienna, Sept. 17.—The public was per- 
mitted to view the casket containing the 
remains of the late Empress of Austria 
yesterday. It reposed on a catafalque 
in the chapel of Hofburg, where masses 
for the repose of the soul of the de- 
ceased were celebrated incessantly at 
three altars until noon. On the casket 
were four wreaths sent by the children 
and grandchildren of the deceased, while 
many offerings were upon the wall of 
the chapel. At the head of the casket 
were the imperial crown, the coronet of 
an archduchess and the jeweled orders 
of the late empress. At the foot of the 
casket were a black fan and a pair of 
white gloves, 


Besieged General's House. 

Vigo, Spain, Sept. 17—A crowd of 
about 700 people besieged the house of 
General Toral, démanding that the 
troops which arrived from Santiago on 
board a steamer be immediately landed. 
They proceeded to the quays, cheering 
the troops, and were with difficulty dis- 
persed by soldiers of the garrison. Af- 
terwards, a crowd of about 1500 returned 
to the quays, and, when they saw the 
soldiers landing barefooted and nearly 
naked, they became infuriated and sur- 
rounded General Toral’s house, hooting, 
hissing and stoning the building. Even- 
tually, the Spanish commander 
seeded in escaping to the steamer. On 
learning this the mob gathered on the 
wharf and stoned the steamer for half 
an hour, smashing the cabin windows. 


Free Silver, or Nothing. 

New York, Sept. 17.—It is regarded as 
settled by the Chicago platform Demo- 
ecrats, who held a meeting last night, 
that they will place in nomination a 
full state ticket at their convention in 
Syracuse the day 
Democratic convention. Upward of 35 
representing the ultra silver 
Democrats of greater New York, at- 
tended the conference. All the speak- 
ers expressed the belief that the regular 
Dmocratic convention would not meet 
their demands.

Heavy Sales of Ice. 

Gardiner, Me., Sept. 17.—The season, 
now fast nearing fts close, has proven to 
be the most successful and profitable 
known to the ice men for many years. 
The season’s opening last winter was 
an unusually expensive one, owing to 
the heavy storms, which necessitated the 
expenditure of thousands of extra dollars 
for the scraping and cleaning of the 
fields; but the end has shown up to an 
advantage far exceeding their expecta- 
tions.

Cargoes of food have been ordered to 
supply the immediate wants of the suf- 
ferers; but the relief must be continu- 
j ous, and must be kept up for a Jong time. 


ROUGH RIDERS’ ADIEU. 


, Colonel Roosevelt’s Men Present 
Him With a Bronze Statue. 


HIS HEART WAS DEEPLY TOUCHED. 


His Men Were Dearer to Him, He 
Said, Than Anybody on Earth Ex- 
cept HisOwn Family—Praises Them 
For Their Good Work and Shakes 
Hands With Every One—Praise For 

* Smoked Yankees. 


The camp of the rough riders was in 
tumult all day recently. Four troops of 
the command were to be paid off and 
mustered out of service. Still more im- 

| portant, there was a surprise in store 
' for the colonel. Themen al] knew about 
it, but Colonel Roosevelt gave bis word 
that he did not know the rough riders 
| were to make a present to him until 20 
| minutes before they asked him to accept 
the gift. 
| It was about 1 o’clock p. m. when 
, Colonel! Roosevelt was summoned from 
| his tent. He saw his command drawn 
up informally in a square, in the center 
of which stooda pine table. Upon it 
was something over which was thrown 
a horse blanket. Many other people had 
been attracted to the spot, and some 
had been told what was to be expected. 
There were nurses, a score of them, offi- 
cers from various regiments, doctors and 
men and women visitors and a detail 
of about 200 colored troopers from the 
Ninth and Tenth cavalry. The rough 
riders think there is nothing like the 
colored soldfers and the black regiments 
fairly worship the volunteer cavalry. 
Lieutenart Colonel Brodie escorted 
Colonel Roosevelt to a place in front of 
the table. The colonel was plainly flus- 
tered. His tanned face took on a deep red 
tinge, and before a word had been said 
there was a moisture about his eyes 
that told that he was moved. Will 8. 
Murphy, a private of Troop M, rough 
riders, and a judge in the Indian Terri- 
tory, stepped from the crowd and, dof- 
fing his hat, said: 

‘*A few moments since I was inform- 
ed that I had been selected to present to 
you as a very slight token of the ad- 
miration, love and esteem in which yoa 
are held by the officers and men of your 
regiment a ‘Broncho Buster’ in bronze 
which has been prepared to especially 
typify the idea which must have been 
in your mind when you felt called upon 
to raise a regiment of men to assist your 
country in the recent struggle so glori- 
ously ended. At this time it is not pos- 
sible or appropriate that I should go in- 
to the details of the organization of that 
regiment or mention the many glorious 
deeds accomplished and hardships en- 
dured by you, and the world itself 
knows what those hardships were.

trenches taken from theenemy. In con- | 


clusion allow me to say that one and 
all, from the highest to the lowest hail- 
ing from this great and united country, 
will carry in our hearts a pleasant re- 
membrance of your every act, for they 
have always been of the kindest as colo- 
nel of the rough riders, and we hope 
that ‘The Broncho Buster’ will con- 
tinue through life to remind you of that 
fact.’’ 

There was a rousing cheer as Judge 
Murphy, when he had concluded, re- 
moved the horse blanket and disclosed, 
Frederic Remington’s statue of ‘‘The 
Broncho Buster.’”? ‘‘Three cheers for 
Colonel! Roosevelt!’’ some one shouted, 
and then the cowboy contingents sent 
up cheers and their peculiar yells, which 
could be heard amileaway. As Colonel 
Roosevelt replied to Private Murphy 
there were tears in his eyes.

enlarging exports of American manu- 
factures—all are features tending to 
make the trade situation at present a 
notable one, this week's issue of Brad- 
street's remarks, 

Export trade as a whole continues very 
Satisfactory. The August total, swelled 
by larger shipments of cotton, provisions 
and manufactured goods g@eraJly, is 


| larger than August one year ago by 47 


percent, notwithstanding a heavy de- 
crease in shipments of breadstuffs Im- 
port trade as yet shows no particular 
expansion, and for the eight months our 
exports are 82 percent in excess of im- 
ports. Unfavorable trade features are 
few and presented chiefly in the textile 
manufacturing trades, but here it is 
hoped that the undeniably large distribu- 
tion of drygoods this fall will soon be re- 
flected in improved demand. Shut- 
downs and strikes in Fall River have 
improved the statistical position of print 
cloths, which hold firm at the late ad- 
vance. Large world’s stocks and a pos- 
sibly immense yield this year have re- 
eulted in very low cotton prices, which 
are now down nearly to the low level set 
in November, 1894, a year of dull trade, 
large stocks of raw and manufactured 
goods, and heavy yield. 

Business failures for the week number 
173, against 142 last week, and 169 in this 
week a year ago. 

August railway earnings mark in- 
creases in most parts of the country over 
the month one year ago, when the grain 
movement was of enormous proportions. 
Additional features are the heavy gains 
reported by the soft coal carriers. The 
total earnings of 109 companies operating 
95,000 miles of road aggregate $45,829,862, 
a gain of 5 percent over August one year 
ago, that month in turn increasing 12.5 
percent over August, 1896, and compar- 
ing with a gain in July of only 1 percent.

GRATEFUL FOR PEACE. 


Acknowledgment of Cuban Debt to 
the United States, 


President Masso to the Insur- 
gents’ Army. 


Flag of the Republic Not to Be Soiled by 
Crime or Revenge. 


Havana, Sept. 17.—President Masso 
of the Cuban republic has issued the 
following address to the army: “It is 
a pleasing duty, which the government 
council could not but fulfil and which 
at the same time it deems as the high- 
est gift of fortune, to announce to the 
army of liberation the end of the strug- 
gle carried on, in these heretofore rich, 
but now devastated fields, before all the 
world between dignity and injustice. 
There is no need to say whose is the 
wictory. Cuba, panoplied by a feeling 
of honor and the defense of right, was 
aided in its weakness by the magnitude 
of the necessary sacrifice, and went into 
the struggle with the firm and serene 
resolution of one who faces death to 
conquer death itself, seeking refuge in 
immortality. The stubborn resistance 
had to result in our complete destruc- 
tion or triumph; and as there remain 
Cubans in existence success cannot be- 
long to Spain. 

“All the vigorous efforts of the na- 
tion that discovered this new world and 
was its mistress made during three 
years and a half of dire war, carried on 
by combined arrogance and egotism, 
have not been sufficient to prevent the 
final effacement from this hemisphere 
of that grasping and proud people, to 
the eternal shame of its name and ma- 
terial ruin of its power, expiating final- 
fy its grave fault by such a heavy pun- 
ishment. Its honest and implacable 
judge was another nation—blessed by 
fate, youthful, pushing, generous, just. 
The United States of North America, 
from the moment the cry of Feb. 24 was 
given, rose alarmed, casting its eyes 
across the small sea which separates us 
towards this bloody and agitated land. 
Moved by our convulsions, the United 
States could not continue to live the 
pleasant life which their prosperity 
gurantees them, and in which other 
countries indifferent to our misfortunes 
have continued to live. The United 
States gave in their cities hospitality to 
our people; in their manufactories our 
rifles were made; from their shores came 
numerous expeditions; their press, with 
immense and constant clamor, called 
for justice, praising our triumphs, pub- 
lishing our sufferings, encouraging us 
with sympathy and promise of help, 
while it protested against and con- 
demned the atrocities of Spain. Amer- 
fean diplomacy drove the infamous 
Weyler out and terminated the criminal 
policy of concentration. The United 
States have continued their great work 
of humanity and justice, sacrificmg their 
own peace, offering their own treasure 
and giving their own noble blood, con- 
stituting themselves the executors of 
the verdict by which the empire of Spain 
is forever extinguished in the Antilles 
and Cuba becomes sovereign in the en- 
joyment of her independence. 

“Every Cuban heart therefore, in- 
stead of cherishing bitterness and sor- 
row, must be proud of having done its 
duty and grateful to its protector. The 
army of the revolution should also re- 
ceive the congratulations of the rising 
republic; it deserves our boundless grat- 
ytude. The government council there- 
fore salutes the Cuban soldier who has 
been a model of abnegation and heroism. 
The army has shown a perseverance 
€qual to its bravery. 


“The American people, our ally of yes- 
terday, our host of today, our friend al- 
ways, is contemplating Cuba and will 
witness our constitution. Let Cuba be 
worthy of herself, and she will be 
worthy of the friendship of the United 
States. The Cuban army will do its 
part, having fought under the motto 


embodying our ideals—‘Country and 
liberty.’ We have at last a country, 
and will deserve liberty. Our love for 
Cuba will cause us to have little trouble 
in establishing a calm present, harbin- 
ger of a prosperous future. Neither in- 
terest nor hatred was the motive which 


impelled us to this war. No one who 
gives up his home and suffers hardships 
and misery is capable of such baseness. 
The Cuban flag so gallantly defended 
and stainless will not be in the hour of 
peace soiled with crime or violence or 
revenge. The good judgment and mag- 
nanimity of the Cubans will gain for 


them the admiration of the world; they 
will deserve a place in history, for they 
will have seen their work accomplished 
and their country redeemed and tri- 
umphant.” 


Yay From a Colored Hand. 

Washington, Sept. 17.—Paymaster 
General Stanton has turned over to the 
president all the papers relating to the 
unpleasantness growing out of the re- 
fusal of a Texas regiment to receive 
pay from Major Lynch because he is 
colored. The president has taken no 
definite action beyond expressing ap- 
proval of General Stanton’s course in 
sending a sharp dispatch to the com- 
manding paymaster of that department, 
stating in effect that as Major Lynch 
had been regularly commissioned by the 
president as an army paymaster, the

Spanish Planters Killed. 

San Juan, Sept. 17.—More depreda- 
tions are reported to have occurred in 
the neighborhood of Utuod. Several 
Spanish haciendas and cafetals have 
been burned and two Spanish planters 
killed. These outrages are attributed 
to the lower classes of the natives, ac- 
tuated by a spirit of revenge, and a 
lawless gang of brigands which has been 
operating near Ciales. The Spanish 
planters fear for their lives and are ex- 
tremely &nxious that the Americans 
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shsuld obtain control in order to afford 
them protection, as the United States is 
powerless now to preserve order in 
places with the Spanish lines. 

The details of the evacuation of the 
island were practically completed at a 
meeting of the commission yesterday, 
and all now depends upon when the 
Madrid government shall place trans- 
ports at the disposal of Captain General 
Macias for the embarkation of the 
troops. Failure to send transports will 
embarrass the Spanish commissioners; 
but the American commissioners will 
probably not set an absolute time apoity 
for the evacuation without instructions 
from Washington. 


Talked Too Bluntly. t 
Indianapolis, Sept. 17—The war de- 
partment telegraphed to Chaplain C. A. 
(Carstensen of the One Hundred and 
Fifty-sixth Indiana regiment, just re- 
turned from the south, calling on him to 
affirm or deny the text of an interview 
credited to him in an Indianapolis paper. 
Among other statements attributed to 


the chaplain is one that the general-in- 
chief of the medical department was a 
veterinary surgeon who had devoted all

his life to doctoring horses. In describ- 
ing Camp Thomas, Chaplain Carstensen 
is quoted as saying: “Exaggeration is 
not necessary. Facts are more con- 
demnatory than fiction. The real con- 
ditions were bad enough, God knows.”

Want to Go to Cuba, 

New York, Sept. 17.—Now that the war 
is practically ended, the eagerness of 
people to reach Porto Rico and Cuba 
to take advantage of the prosperous 
times anticipated from the revival of 
the industries of those islands is being 
shown at the steamship offices. At the 
Office of one line Friday morning the 
doors were crowded by people seeking 
passage on a vessel which sailed for 
Santiago, and many were turned away 
because of the impossibility of furnish- 
ing further accommodations, The 
steamship companies have raised their 
rates all round. The fare asked to 
Santiago is $75; to Porto Rico one com- 
pany charges $50, and another $65. 


Death Was Sudden. 

Columbus, Sept. 17.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral Haskell died suddenly at his home 
at the Columbus post Friday afternoon. 
He was stricken with apoplexy, the ex- 
citement through which he had passed 
during the day being the immediate 
cause of the attack. General Haskell 
commanded the Seventeenth infantry 
at the battle of El Caney and was 
wounded in the left shoulder and knee. 
He came home about a month ago, and 
was rapidly recovering. The wound in 
his shoulder, however, had paralyzed 
his left arm. Friday morning the 
Seventeenth regiment returned home, 
and General Haskell went to the depot 
in a carriage to welcome his men. He 
rode at the head of the regiment through 
the city to the post, and the cheers of 
the immense crowds that lined the 
streets were directed almost as much to 
him individually as to the regiment.

Washington, Sept. 17.—The contract 
for stamped envelopes and newspaper | 
wrappers is calculated to save the con- 
sumers of these articles at least $1,000,000 
a year. There is a very marked differ- 
ence between the prices which will go 
into effect Jan. 1 next and those which 
prevail under the present contract. 
Among the 20 different kinds of envelopes 
and wrappers to be supplied there are 
five which are more generally used than 
the others. Commercial size envelopes 
are among these. The present contract 
price per thousand is $1.60, and there has 
been a reduction of 40 cents per thousand 
on them. On extra letter size there will 
be a reduction of 60 cents per thousand. 
Extra letter size for enclosing circulars 
will be $1.08 per thousand, a reduction of 
8 cents. The price of newspaper wrap- 
pers per thousand, $1, will remain the} 
same, and legal size wrappers will be 
90 cents lower, the present price being 
$2.16 per thousand.

FIRST CHAPTER ENDED 


Veil Lifted From the Murder Mys- 
tery In Bridgeport. 


Abortionist’s Victim’ Identi- 
fied by Her Father. 


Perpetrator of the Crime and Her Lover Elude 
the Police. 


Bridgeport, Sept. 17.—Five days ago 
the waters gave up a dead girl, and 
brought to light what it ‘was feared 
might prove an unfathomable problem 
of crime to set at bay the oft-baffled 
sleuths of the nutmeg state. Her iden- 
tity has been established, but her mur- 
derer, who is suspected, is still at large, 
as is also the man whom she loved too 
well. Frank Perkins of Middleboro, 
Mass., came to this city Friday and 
recognized the dismembered body as that 
of his daughter, Grace, who had been 
strangely absent for three weeks. 

The establishment of the identity in 

such a brief time affords great encour- 
agement to the belief that the perpe- 
trators of the tragedy will not long es- 
cape arrest, but the progress that is 
being made in this direction by the police 
is being carefully guarded. To all in- 
quiries Superintendent Birmingham re- 
plies with the stereotyped “Nothing 
new,” and noé a word will be said abcut 
any features of the case. 
Thursday, Aug. 25, she told the mana- 
ger of the farm by which she was em- 
ployed in Middleboro that she was going 
to Onset to stay three days and would 
surely return by Saturday night. While 
at Onset she was known to pass a great 
deal of her time in the company of 
Charles Bourne, who was her lover. 
After staying a week at this shore resort 
she disappeared and with her went 
Bourne, as the young couple were seen 
by several acquaintances at Tremont 
Sept. 1, waiting to boardatrain. Before 
leaving Onset she wrote to her employ- 
ers, stating that she was not feeling 
well, but would be home in a few days. 
Since leaving the Tremont station all 
trace of the young couple was lost. 
When Miss Perkins left home she took 
no change of clothing. Mr. Perkins 
knew of no reason she should leave home. 
Ever since her mysterious disappear- 
ance the parents hoped for her return, 
and watched the papers every day, un- 
til a picture in a Boston paper decided 
them to investigate, 


She Was In Trouble. 

Onset, Mass., Sept. 17.—Grace Perkins, 
the victim in the Bridgeport murder, 
visited a relative, Sarah Snow, in this 
town three weeks ago and stayed a week, 
then leaving quite suddenly. Mrs. Snow 
says that once during a conversation 
with Grace the latter intimated that she 
was in trouble, and Mrs. Snow advised 
her to go at once to Middleboro and get 
married. To this Grace replied that the 
young man was not.of age, and pointed 
to a beautiful ring upon her finger which 
She said was an engagementring. That 
night, Mrs. Snow says, Charles Bourne 
came for Grace and took her away ina 
carriage. A few days later she received 
a letter from Grace in which she said 
that what she had said about herself was 
wrong, and asking Mrs. Snow not to 
mention the incident to her mother. 


Midwife In the Case. 

Elmira, N. Y., Sept. 17.—Nancy Guil- 
ford, the midwife who disappeared from 
Bridgeport after the finding of the mur- 
dered girl's remains, has now disap- 
peared from Wellsburg, a village six 
miles from here, where she came from 
her home and where a_ brother lives. 
Inquiries at the railroad station show 
that she went to Montreal by way of 
Albany on a night train Wednesday. 
Her daughter remains at Wellsburg. 

“Old Nance,” who was born in the 
village, and lived there all her life until 
her romantic marriage with the notori- 
ous Dr. Gill, arrived last Tuesday night, 
‘the day after the discovery of the body 
of the murdered girl. She was accom- 
panied by her daughter and went to the 
home of her brother. To her old friends 
who saw her she said that she intended 
remaining several weeks, but the day 
after her arrival the New York papers 
came, connecting her name, though 
rather vaguely, with the Bridgeport 
imurder mystery. From that time Dr. 
Guilford denied herself to all callers and 
was seldom seen outside of her brother’s 
house. She came to this city Wednes- 
day afternoon, and departed f for Canada.

FRUIT CULTURE. 


Notes About Strawberries, Raspberries, 
Early Pears and Apples. 

New plantations of the garden straw- 
berry should have close attention tc 
keep the runners picked off as soon as 
they are seen, and also to keep the sur- 
face stirred up about them either with a 
wheel hoe once a week or with a gar- 
den hoe if the weeds are too large to 
kill with theformer. We find the wheel 
hoe invaluable for all garden crops if 
kept going so as to keep the surface 
stirred up. Even purslane cannot stand 
this treatment if given often, and if 
they are caught when in the seedling 
jong they will then dry upin a hot

raspberry canes so as to give light and 
air to the young ones that are to re- 
main. Even the latter may be thinned if 
too thick. It is also a good time to tear 
out old beds where so desired, for if 
taken at this time it is possible to kill 
every piece of the old stools before win- 
ter. One can kill most anything at this 
time of year, specially witch grass, 
and if this prevails in the plantation 
there is no better time to get it under 
subjection. Our old plantation will be 
plowed up and harrowed over so as to 
bring the rough stubble to the surface 
where it can dry and be burned, anda 
late sowing of winter spinach will be 
put in so as not to have the ground idle. 

Early summer pears will begin to 
ripen at this time, and a little loose 
straw spread under the trees will save 
many fine fruit in falling from being 
bruised badly. But itis best to exam- 
ine pears as soon as the first signs of 
maturity are seen, and if the stem parts 
readily from the branch fruit is ready 
to pick even though quite hard to the 
touch. Many of our best and indeed all 
late pears have to be gathered when 
hard to mature in their season, and it 
is best to anticipate the heavy gales of 
wind that prevail soon after this time 
of year by housing such as are ready to 
gather. 

There is said to be no better county 
for apples than ours, and if this is any 
criterion for the crop in other sections 
it will pay well to take care of the ap- 
ples this year. While thereis no great 
scarcity, there will probably be no glut 
in our markets, and as the fruit is of 
very good quality owing to the abund- 
ance of moisture this season there will 
be very few seconds as compared with 
the season of 1896, and it is time to be 
looking after barrels, says a writer in 
American Gardening in concluding the 
foregoing notes for the benefit of fruit 
growers. 


A Heavily Bearing Currant. 


The Red Cross currant is not a war- 
time production, as might be inferred 
from its name, but has been before the 
pubic for some years and has received 
favorable notice. The cut from The 
Country Gentleman represents a branch

or section of the bush of the Red Cross 
and conveys a better idea than words 
can give of how thickly the fruit hangs 
on the bush. 

The journal mentioned says this cur- 
rant isa cross between the cherry and 
white grape, having the size and color 
of the oue and the mild acid flavor of 
the other, and was produced by Jacob 
Moore of Attica, N. Y., originator of 
the Brighton and Diamond grapes, 
Petits Sone pear and other improved 

ruits. 


Watering Dahlias, 


Dahlias coming into flower will re- 
pay youa hundredfold for every good 
drenching you may give them, accord- 
ing to Vick. The water saved from the 
weekly wash and applied at evening, or 
even water from the well (the latter 
should be drawn several hours before 
using and left in the sun if possible), 
will prove very acceptable. A little 
soot, bonemeal or phosphate or some 
kind of plant food dug into the soil 
about the roots will increase the size of 
the blossoms. If extra large blooms are 
desired, allow but one stalk to each tuber 
set and pinch out part of the buds that 
form, but this part of the work should 
bave been attended to earlier in the sea- 
son. 


A New Fuchsia For Amateurs. 


A recent appearance in fuchsias is 
Mme. Eruant, of which the Revue 
Horticole says, ‘‘It will become the fa- 
vorite of amateurs as soon as it is 
known.’’ The plant is described as vig- 
orous and well formed. Color of the 
flowers are exquisite, lilac mauve, 
veined and streaked with rose; sepals 
bright red with a number of the petals 
adhering on account of the doubleness 
of the corolla. The beautiful pendent 
flowers of enormous size are produced 
in wonderful profusion. 


Pruning the Japanese Plum. 
“One item in plum culture must not 
be neglected, ’’ says a writer in Country 
Gentleman, ‘‘and that is cutting back 
the growth of the Japanese. Whena 
shoot runs up six or more feet in one 
season’s growth, it needs shortening to 
about one-half. So do not neglect the 
pruning. Aim to develop a well bal- 
anced, symmetrical head upon each tree, 
and to that end employ the knife where 
it is needed.

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How to Drink Water. 

There are few people, we think, who 
thoroughly realize the value of water 
as a beverage or who know how to ob- 
tain the greatest advantage from it. 
The effects produced by the drinking of 
water, as pointed out by our excellent 
contemporary, Health, vary with the 
manner in which it is drunk. If, for 
instance, a pint of cold water be swal- 
lowed as a large draft, or if it be taken 
in two portions with a short interval 
between, certain definite results follow 
—effects which differ from those which 
would ghave resulted from the same 
quantity taken by sipping. Sipping is 
a powerful stimulant to the circulation, 
a thing which ordinary drinking is not. 

During the act of sipping the action 
of the nerve which shows the beats of 
the heart is abolished, and asa conse- 
quence that organ contracts much more 
rapidly, the pulse beats more quickly 
and the circulation in various parts of 
In addition to 
this, we find that the pressurg under 
which the bile is secreted is raised by 
the sipping of fluid. And here is a point 
which might well be noted-by our read- 


A glass of cold water, slowly sipped, 
will produce greater acceleration of the 
pulse fora time than will a glass of 
wine or spirits taken at a draft. In this 
connection it may not be out of place to 
mention that sipping cold water will 
often allay the craving for alcohol in 
those who have been in the habit of tak- 
ing too much of it and who may be en- 
deavoring to reform, the effect being 
probably due to the stimulant action of 
the sipping.

ARMY OF OCCUPATION 


Opposition to Sending Soldiers te 
Southern 


Camps, 


Gen. Miles’ Plan Not Favored 
by Gen. Corbin. 


President Thinks Well of It, However, For the 
Men’s Wellbeing. 


Montauk, Sept. 19.—A conference was 
held at General Wheeler's headquarters 
Sunday at which the colonels of the cav- 
alry division were present. Views were 
exchanged on the question of removal 
of the troops to a new camp in the south 
prior to their transportation to Cuba, 
and all present were of the opinion that 
it would be better for their commands 
to remnain at Montauk until the gov- 
ernment iv ready to ship them to Cuba. 
The men are now reported to be in as 
good condition, in a general way, as 
when they left their posts last spring t 
mobilize for the campaign. Genscal 
Wheeler will make a report to General 
Corbin himself, indorsing this view 
the case. 

-Unless the present plan is suddenly 
changed, the army of occupation will 
gail for Cuba about Oct. 15. This state- 
ment ‘s made unon the authority of an 
army officer usually well informed of 
the plans of the war’department. Ac- 
cording to this officer, the army wil) 
include two corps, and possibly three 
or from 60,000 to 90,000 men, The troops 
will land, for the most part, at Havana 
and from there wili be distributed 
through the island. 

According to this officer, the Seventh 
corps, now stationed at Jacksonville un- 
der Major General Fitzhugh Lee, will 
form a part of the force to be sent te 
Cuba, to followed possibly by the 
Second corps, now at Camp Mead un- 
der command of Major General Graham. 
These corps are largely made up of 
volunteers, and according to the present 
plan, it is said it is not the intention 
to send volunteers to Cuba who do not 
wish to go. By the time the move- 
ment is ordered, there will be. plenty 
of regulars in condition to take the 
Piaces of volunteer organizations which 
do not care to spend the winter or longer 
in Cuba. 

The president is not much in favor ol 
putting any great number of troops in 
camp as far south as Huntsville or 
Anniston. He is more inclined to have 
some such place as Camp Meade, if the 
troops are to be put into camp at all 
The president, however, is inclined to 
agree with General Miles that the places 
for all the regulars now at Camp Wik- 
off are the sections whence they came 
when ordered to Tampa at the begin- 
ning of the war. At these stations, 
with barracks to sleep in, good water to 
drink and more of the appointments of 
home life for the men, the president be- 
lieves that the regulars would rapidly 
regain health and get into shape for 
further service in Cuba. The president 
would not send troops which are likely 
to be needed in Cuba west of the Missis- 
sippi. 

The president has found that General 
Miles’ plan is not favored by the war 
department, as represented by Adju- 
tant Corbin. Just why does not appear 
at present. Some have suggested that 
the adjutant general does not favor the 
plan becayse General Miles has pro- 
posed it. While the authorities are 
trying tu determine where the Montauk 
troops shall be sent the quartermaste: 
general can do nothing in the way of in- 
viting bids for a general transfer ol! 
troops to any one place.

Madrid, Sept. 19.—The Official Gazette 
publishes the announcement of the ap- 
pointment of Montero Rios, president of 
the senate; Mr. Abarzuza, Mr. Garnica, 
General Cerero and Mr. Villarrutia as 
the Spanish peace commissioners. 
Messrs. Du Bosc and Aranguren, for- 
merly secretaries to the Spanish legation 
in Washington, have been transferred 
from St. Petersburg to Vienna. 


Rhode Islanders IiL 

Camp Mead, Middletown, Pa., Sept 
19.—Fifteen typhoid fever cases were 
shipped from the second division hos- 
pital last night to the charity hospital, 
Norristown. The patients were from 
the Two Hundred and First and Two 
Hundred and Second New York, Fourth 
Missouri, First Rhode Island and Sec- 
ond West Virginia regiments. Chief 
Surgeon Girard believes the sick will dc 
better in the city hospital than in a 
tent, and has arranged to ship more tc 
Harrisburg and Philadelphia hospitals. 
There are 175 fever and rheumatism pa- 
tients in the general hospitals, and they 
will be taken away as rapidly as they 
can be moved. Colonel Abbott of the 
First Rhode Island is seriously ill with 
typhoid fever at the home of a friend in 
Middletown. 


“We Are Another People.” 

Hanover, N. H., Sept. 19.—The sermon 
of President William J. Tucker of Dart- 
mouth, with a congregation of Dart- 
mouth undergraduates and students just 
returning to their books, was upon a 
topic of national interest, and the les- 
sons he deducted were eagerly listened 
to. His subject pertained to the Span- 
ish war and its effect upon Americans. 
The essence of his views was that our 
victory was due to education. He said 
among other things: “No war was ever 
waged, of so short duration, and with so 
small numbers actually engaged, which 
produced a tike result in the internal life 
of a people. The supreme outcome of 
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the war is not the acquisition of terri- 
tory, whether we take as little as may 
satisfy our morai obligations, or whether 
‘we tafie as much as our greed may de- 
mand. The supreme outcome of the war 
is a new consciousness in the American 
people. Whether for good or for ill, we 
are another people. 

“The war has taught us in unmistak- 
able language the morality of education. 
The life of a nation may be made to de- 
pend upon the character of its education. 
If the gunnery of our ships had been on} 
a@ par with that of the Spanish fleet woulé 
anyone have had a moment's considera- 
tion for the education of ournavy? The 
educational side of the war as contrasted 
swith its training side has been a delight- 
ful surprise t> the American people. The 
schools have fought this Wai. I 49 not 
think the war will greatly increase the 
military spirit of the country.

Volunteers Left to Shift. 

New York, Sept. 19.—Five members of 
company G of the Ninth Massachusetts 
volunteer infantry, under Corporal John 
Dwyer, reached this city yesterday af- 
ternoon from Camp Meade after hard- 
ships, hunger and riding on top of freight 
cars. The men hail from Woburn. They 
all complained of their treatment in 
camp and of the fact that they were not 
provided with transportation to their 
homes. These soldiers were left behind 
in the hospital when their regiment was 
ordered home. 

Saturday, according to their state- 
ments, they were told that they could go 
home. “Get home the best way you can,” 
were the parting words. The men start- 
ed off together, and boarded a freight 
train for New York. It was a tedious 
and dirty ride, which ended in Jersey 
City, where the men landed penniless 
and hungry. Near the station they fell 
in with a kind-hearted stranger, who 
took them over to a hotel and treated 
them toadrink. Then they were taken 
in hand by the hotel people, who, they 
Say, treated them royally. A Jersey 
City policeman passed them over the 
ferry, and when they arrived at West 
Street another man gave them money 
for their night's lodging. The men said 
that their pay had all been taken up by 
fines for trivial offenses, and that noth- 
ing was coming to them, and therefore 
they were supposed to get home as best 
they could. They are all weak from pri- 
vation and sleeping on the ground, but 
suy they will notlask for anything. 

Will Let Soldiers Remain, 

San Juan, Sept. 19.—The preparations 
for the embarkation of the Spanish 
troops are reported to be complete, 
though the American commissioners 
have not been advised to that effect. The 
United States _ commissioners have 
agreed that such troops as desire to 
remain here may do so, and practically 
all the volunteers and some of the reg- 
ulars whose families and interests are 
here willremain. If the necessary ships 
were here the island would be evacuated 
and formally in our posession within 
three days. 

The American commissioners are high- 
ly pleased at the spirit shown by the 
Spaniards. The unexpected has hap- 
pened. Where it was expected that 
opposition and delay would be encoun- 
tered, none has been found. In good 
faith thetpaniards have met the Amer- 
icans and arranged with them the terms 
of evacuation. Our commissioners ex- 
pect to see the American flag hoisted 
and the Spanish flag hauled down for- 
ever within three w ks. 


Unoceupied House Damaged. 

Newton, Mass., Sept. 19.—Another case 
of vandalism has been added to the list 
of those committed in this city during the 
past week, and while every effort is being 
made on the part of the police to discover 
the perpetrators, as yet a tangible clew 
has not been found. Catherine Cragitch 
reported that a house owned by her in 
the Newtonville district: had.been en- 
tered, and, though but a few articles 
have been discovered missing, the con- 
tents were thoroughly ransacked anda 
large amount of damage wrought. 

As in the Page case, the furniture was 
overturned, books, pictures, bric-a-brac, 
and in fact everything was thrown about 
the various rooms in utter confusion. 
Articles of value to those in search of 
plunder were passed over, showing 
clearly that the object of the intruders 
was not robbery. In the upper story of 
the house, closet doors were forced open, 
and the contents of bureau drawers 
heaped on the floor and ruthlessly 
trampled upon. The Cranitch house, 
like the Page house, has been unoccu- 
pied for several months, thus affording 
an excellent t opportunity to the intruders.

STILL A MY¥sLHRY. 


Dramatic Fpisode Iu Lriigeport’s Ex 
trig iipary Case of Murder. 

Bridgeport, Sept. 19.—The one topic of 
conversation throughout the city is the 
unexpected development in the murder 
mystery and the reappearance at her 
home of Miss Perkins, who was suspect- 
ed to be the victim of the tragedy. There 
has been another identification, the 
fourth since the discovery of the re- 
mains. The man who now comes for- 
‘ward to identify the woman is David 
Bibbins, whose wife is matron of the 
hoine of associated charities for indus- 
trial relief. He says that the body is 
that of a young woman, name unknown, 
‘who was a lodger at the home on the 
night of Sept. 8. He saw the body at the 
morgue Wednesday, but did not admit 
any .Prowledge of identification, for the 
reason thac fe honed somebody might 
come forward; but now that the Perkins 
identification proved wrong both he and 
Mrs. Bibbins are confident that the 
woman was the one in question. 

The young woman approached Officer 
Peter Hall, who is on duty at the rail- 
road station, late that night and asked 
him for lodging, as she was penniless. 
She stated to the officer that she had 
been in a convent in New York for overa 
year, but on account of her condition the 
mother superior would not allow her to 
remain there any longer. She claimed 
to have an aunt in-South Norwalk, the 
only living relative, and that she was 
then returning to her, but on aecount of 
the late hour she deemed it better to 
wait until the next day. In proof of her 
assertion that she was going to South 
Norwalk she showed a railroad ticket 
for that city. Moreover, she stated that 
she was sent to the convent by Father 
Slocum of South Norwalk, who is now in 
Waterbury. The young woman ap- 
peared to be in a highly nervous state, 
almost bordering on the hysterical, and 
the officer at once took her to the home 
(presided over by Mrs. Bibbins. 

The story she told to Mrs. Bibbing was 

identically the same. The young woman 
Was So nervous that she did not want to 
be locked in her room, as is the custom 
‘of the home, and only on Mrs. Bibbins 
Promising to look in and see her every 
little while could she be induced to re- 
tire. The next morning, however, after 
her room was unlocked, she slipped 
away unperceived so that her name was 
not learned to enter the register. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Bibbins affirm that the 
general description, height, weight and 
features tally with that of the murdered 
woman. While Officer Hall did not 
think she had gold in her teeth, they say 
it was so noticeable that it could be seen 
across the room by lamplight. Super- 
intendent Birmingham places but little 
credence in this last identification, inas- 
much as the other three, which were even 
more positive, petered out. 
, Rev. Father Slocum was seen relative 
to the matter, and he disclaimed any 
knowledge of such a person. He has 
peen in Waterbury, moreover, about 
three years, which evidences a discrep- 
ancy in the young woman's story. He 
Says that the last woman that he’recol- 
lects as being sent to a New York con- 
vent from South Norwalk was sent about 
five years ago by his assistant, Father 
O'Donnell. The young woman in ques- 
tion is alive and happily married. 

Notwithstanding the statement of 
Thomas Merrick, the uncle of Grace 
Perkins, that the young lady had been 
married to Charles Bourne, the mem- 
bers of the Perkins family are ndt so 
sure of this fact, and are inclined to 
doubt it. This is probably due not oply 
to the positive statement of the 
Bourneses that such a marriage has not 
taken place, but to the reticence of 
Grace herself on her absence. She ab- 
solutely declines to have anything tc 
Say on the subject, nor will she disclose 
anything connected with her trip, or 
her whereabouts during her two weeks’ 
absence from home. It is known that 
she went to Onset, but since leaving 
there even her family is ignorant of 
her movements up to Saturday oon. 
when she left Providence for Middle- 
boro. Miss Perkins appears very much 
unconcerned regarding the whole affair, 
and looks on it all as more of a joke 
than anything else. She kept in doors 
all day Sunday,’ and though the house 
was well nigh surrounded by curious 
persons, few caught even a glimpge of 
her. The Bourneses are even closer 
mouthed than the Perkins family, deny- 
ing emphatically that the two are mar- 
ried. The family feels the situation 
and the publicity of the affair keenly.

Vesuvius Very Active. 

Naples, Sept. 19.—A state of gloomy 
apprehension prevails regarding the 
eruption of Vesuvius, which is hourly 
becoming more active and menacing.

The most threatening of these 
flows through the Vedrino valley, which 
is almost filled. The observatory, which 
originally stood at a height of 610 metres, 
is now only 27 metres above the sea level 
owing to the sinking of the ground. 
Seven new craters have formed around 
tthe central one, and this has not tended 
to diminish the fears formerly felt, which 
were based upon the eruption of stones 
and scoriae similar to that which oc- 
curred in 187?

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in otbers. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax ip the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A, B and C, and 
today prints the second instalment of 
the D’s as far as ** Do” inclusive:

IS BALM TO HIS HEART 


Sympathetic Voice of Austrians Stirs 
the Afflicted Emperor. 


Thankful For the Pledge of 
Devoted Affection. 


Memory of the Deceased Consort Perpetuated 
by an Order. 


Vienna, Sept. 19.—A rescript of the 
emperor to Count Hohenstein, president 
of the Austrian council of migisters, ex- 
presses in eloquent and patnetic lan- 
guage the emperor's thanks for the ex- 
pressions of national sympathy with him 
in his great bereavement. -In the course 
of the rescript, his majesty says: “The 
murdering hand, the instrument of 
frenzied fanaticism, aiming at the de- 
struction of existing social order, which 
was raised against the noblest of women 
dn blind and purposeless hate, struck a 
heart which knew not hate and beat only 
for good. Amid the unmeasured griefs 
by which I and my house are stricken, 
and in the presence of the unheard of 
deed which hs sent a shudder through 
the whole civilized world, the voice of 
my beloved people first brings balm te 
my heart in affecting unison with the 
resound of universal lamentation for our 
immeasureable loss like a faithful echo 
of all that moves my own soul. From 
my deeply sorrowing heart I thank all 
for this new pledge of devoted sympathy. 
If the festive peals which should have 
greeted this year must remain dumb, 
there yet remains to me the memory of 
innumerable proofs of loyalty and deep 
sympathy, the most precious gift which 
could have been bestowed upon me. Our 
common grief weaves a new and int. 
mate bond between the throne and the 
fatherland.” 


EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA. 


Another imperial rescript founds a new 
order, and medals of St. Elizabeth, in 
memory of the deceased, will be conferred 
upon women and girls meriting distinc- 
tion in the various avocatiens of life or 
in special religious, humanitarian and 
philanthropic works. The emperor is in- 
vested with the sole right of conferring 
the order, which comprises three grades, 
with a grand cross for the first and sec- 
ond classes, bearing an enameled pic- 
ture of St. Elizabeth of Thuringia. The 
first recipient of the order was Countess 
Szapary, who has received an autograph 
letter from the emperor conferring upon 
her the grand cross of the order in recog- 
nition of her devoted services to the em- 
press in her last hours. 


Frenchmen Were Ejected. 

Havana, Sept. 19.—At the Tacon thea- 
tre Saturday night a play was produced 
based upon the Dreyfus trial, in which 
Dreyfus was portrayed throughout as 
an innocent victim of conspiracy in the 
French army. From the start the sym- 
pathy for Dreyfus was plainly mani- 
fested. Four Frenchmen, one of whom 
is supposed to have been an officer of 
a French gunboat, now lying in the 
harbor, occupied a box in the first tier. 
All of them carried boatswain’s whis- 
ties, and at the first insinuation against 
the honesty of the trial they began to 
blow them and to loudly hiss the play- 
ers. A scene of indescribable tumult 
followed, the entire audience rising in 
defense of Dreyfus. The Frenchmen 
were forcibly ejected and the perform- 
ance was continued without further in- 
terruption. General Blanco has pro- 
hibited a further performance of the 
play in Havana. 

A difference of opinion between Cu- 
bans and Spanish officers in a cafe re- 
sulted in an exchange of abusive lan- 
guage and a free fight. The disturb- 
ance was promptly quelled by the police, 
and the ringleaders were arrested. 


Odd Fellows In Hoston. 

Boston, Sept. 19.—The Odd Fellows of 
ithe United States and Canada own this 
city. They have come as representatives 
to the sovereign grand lodge, and, incl- 
dentally, to enjoy a-week of pleasure un- 
der the direction of the grand lodge of 
Massachusetts. Practically all the 
grand lodge representatives are here. 
Sunday the visitors spent the time in 
sightseeing, although the sovereign lodge 
attended divine service at the church of 
the Disciples, where Rey. Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale preached upon Odd Fellow- 
ship, and the delegations attended sev- 
eral other churches where the services 
had a bearing upon the events of the 
coming week. The first sessions of the 
high bodies of the order today were held 
with public exercises, chiefly in the 
nature of welcoming addresses and re- 
sponses.

Favorable Mauifestations Delusive, For 
the End Came Sunday. 

Providence, Sept. 19.—Winnie Davis 
died Sunday in a hotel in Narragansett 
Pier, where she and her mother had | 
been guests almost from the beginning} 
of the social season of the pier. | 
She had been ill for several weeks, and | 
a fortnight ago her ailment was diag- 
mosed as malarial gastritis. Attimes her) 
condition became very serious so that 
consultations of physicians were deemed 
necessary, but frequent rallies gave re- 
mewed hope that she would ultimately 
recover. 

During the past week especially was 
her condition considered favorable, and 
it was thought that her remova! would 
be possible in a few days, as the hotel 
had closed for the season, leaving the 
patient and Mrs. Davis and the at- 
tendants practically alone in the house. 
Saturday night, however, a relapse in 
Miss Davis’ condition was noticed, and 
throuxshout the night she lost strength 
quite perceptibly. Sunday morning the | 
physicians said that the end was not far 
off, and at noon death came to end the 
suffering which at times had been in- 
tense. 


MISS WINNIE DAVIS, 
Annie Varina Davis was born in Rich- 


mond in June, 1864. Her mother was} 
Annie Varina-Haskell, and the second 
wife of Jefferson Davis, and her infancy 
was passed at Fortress Monroe during 
her father’s imprisonment. Soon after 
his release the family went to Liverpool, 
and later to Germany, where Miss Davis 
received her education. She was very 
proficient in the French and German 
languages, besides having a fine musical 
and artistic training. She made her 
social debut in New Orleans as queen of 
the carnival some years after her father’s 
death, and since then had been one of the 
recognized leaders in southern wociety. 
She contributed many articles to reviews 
and wrote the novels, “The Veiled 
Doctor” and “The Knight of the Nine- 
teenth Century.” Herstyle was forcible 
and marked by great clearness. She 
Was tall and stately in figure, with 
abundant brown hair and wonderfully 
expressive blue eyes. 

Miss Davis oppeared in public for the 
last time, it is believed, in Atlanta, July 
21. The eccasion was the parade of the | 
ex-Confederates, who held their annual] 
reunion this yearin Atlanta. Miss Davis 
Was a guest of honor and occupied a 
carriage with Mrs. Stonewall Jackson 
and a daughter of Genera! Gordon. The 
procession started under an auspicious 
sky, but before proceeding far a heavy 
storm came up, and the rain drenched 
the occupanis of the carriages. 


Stirring Events Impending. 


Paris, Sept. 19.—The decision of the 
committee appointed to consider the 
matier of the Dreyfus revision will be 


in no way binding on the cabinet, which 
will stiil have to decide the actual ques- 
tion of revision. It is reported, how- 
ever, that a vessel has already started 
for Devil’s island in readiness to bring 
Dreyfus to Paris, and Mr. Brisson and 
General Chano are determined that 
nobody, however high his position, will 
be sheltered. 

Stirring events are regarded as im- 
pending. General Zurlinden is credited 
with the belief that there is a Picquart 
mystery, and it is believed that he fully 
intended that Colonel Picquart should 
be prosecuted. According to Colonel 
Picquart’'s written statement to the min- 
ister of justice, four secret documents 
were submitted to the courtmartial held 
in 1894 behind the backs of Dreyfus and 
his counsel. It is reported that the 
government has selected Beaubais, cap- 
ital of the department of Oise, as the 
most suitable town in which to hold a 
rehearing of the case.

Coal Laden Schooner In Boston With 
Masts Missing. 


Whistle and Horn Didn’t Pre- 
vent a Collision. 


Boston Steamer Struck the Vessel During a 
Heavy Fog. 


Boston, Sept. 19.—The three-masted 
schooner Electa Bailey of Bangor, Cap- 
tain Clay, from Port Liberty, N. Y., to 
Portsmouth with coal, while rounding 
(Cape Codlin a thick fog Saturday even- 
ing, was run down and completely dis- 
masted by the steamer Parthian, bound 
from this port to Philadelphia. None of 
the crew of the schooner was injured ex- 
cept Captain Clay, who received a slight 
bruise, and, after some delay, the vessel 
not making any water, the Parthian took 
her in tow and brought her across the 
bay, dropping her off Boston light. 

Sunday the Bailey was brought to this 
city by a tug and anchored off the 
wharves, where she was the object of 
much curiosity. Both her fore and 
mizzenmasts are broken off close to the 
deck, while about 10 feet of her main- 
mast remains standing. Her headgear 
is completely gone, but fortunately her 
hull is apparently uninjured. 

When off Race point about 7:15 Satur- 
day night, with the schooner running 
free before a southwest breeze, a steam- 
er’'s whistle was heard, but for some 
minutes it was impossible to locate the 
direction from which itcame. The five 
men were all on deck at the time, and 
one of them finally located the whistle 
off the port bow. The regulation three 
blasts from the fog horn were being con- 
Stantly made, and the entire crew was 
On the lookout for the steamer. Sud- 
denly she loomed up out of the fog almost 
directly ahead on the port bow, and in 
another instant she crashed into the 
schooner, ripping across her bow and 
carrying with her the entire headgear of 
the Bailey. Released from any support 
forward, the three masts on the next 
plunge of the boat on a wave snapped 
off short and all came tumbling down 
aft. The mizzenmast in falling de- 
molished the wheel, and the schooner 
lay in the heavy ground swell, entirely 
helpless. 

Soon afterwards a boat came alongside 
reporting the steamer to be the Parthian, 
and offering to tow the schooner to Bos- 
ton light. The offer was accepted and 
after the towline had parted three times 
the steamer finally started off with the 
Bailey astern. 


FAST BALL. 


The Bostons Must Play It to Win From 
the Louisvilles, 

Boston, Sept. 19.—Since Labor day the 
champions have won 12 of the 14 games 
played, which is certainly pennant ball 
during those two weeks. Four straight 
from Washington, three of a kind from 
New York, one of the two played in Phila- 
delphia, four from St. Louis, and Satur- 
day’s defeat by Louisville, shows the 
rapid pace at which the Bostons are 
traveling for the flag. The colonels are 
here today and tomorrow, and it will take 
the fastest kind of ball to win the next 
two. Next to Cleveland the colonels 
have made the best record of any team 
against Boston, and the series stands six 
won by each. The visitors are stronger 
than when last here and the two games 
will be fought for all they are worth. 

After Cleveland and Louisville the 
Pittsburgs have made the best headway 
against the Boston leaders, and they 
play here Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday. Brooklyn follows for a series 
of three. The trio with Pittsburg will 
decide the season’s series the same as 
those with Louisville today and tomor- 
row, but with Brooklyn the champions 
should have three comparatively easy 
games.

INSURGENTS ACTIVE, 


Will Prevent a Spanish Restoration 
In the Philippines, 


Increasing Their Army and 
Its Equipment. 


Labor Troubles a Source of Annoyance to 
Many Employers, 


London, Sept. 20.—The Manila corre- 
Spondent of The Times says: “The in- 
surgents, urged by constant rumors of 
the intention of America to re-establish 
Spanish rule in the archipelago, con- 
tinue actively recruiting their army. 
Hundreds from Manila are enlisting 
daily, and troops are being drilled every- 
where, Great diligence is exhibited in 
imitating the American formation and 
manual, particularly in volley firing. 
The intrenchments in certain positions 
@re being strengthened and a vigilant 
line of pickets is kept outside the sub- 
urbs. At the same time the attitude of 
the insurgents is much more friendly 
than it was before the evacuation. Sev- 
eral thousand rifles have recently been 
landed and four new Maxims have also 
been received. The provincial leaders 
are paying into the insurgent treasury a 
certain portion of the fund captured from 
convents, professing to reserve the re- 
mainder for the payment of their troops. 
By this means they keep practically in- 
dependent of the central authority, pre- 
serving the integrity of their own com- 
mand, A general occupying one rich 
province sent to Aguinaldo $35,000 in cash 
last week. 

“The agitation among the insurgents 
is stimulated by the clerical party, which 
uses every effort to influence the natives 
against American occupation. Evidence 
to this effect is absolutely trustworthy, 
although Archbishop Dozal and other 
ecclesiastics strenuously deny all knowl- 
edge of such action and solemnly dis- 
claim personal participation in it. 

“Strikes in all industries are becoming 
more extensive daily, and the labor 
question is fast growing serious. The 
&émericans unwisely continue to pay 
nearly three times the usual wages, 
causing discontent to spread rapidly in 
every class of workmen. All manu- 
facturers are much hampered, the tram- 
ways are frequently stopped and railway 
soperations are seriously crippled, anda 
discontinuance of the service is threat- 
ened. The strikers naturally drift into 
the insurgent ranks, and consequently 
labor disturbances are not discouraged 
by the leaders. 

“The news from Washington that the 
Oregon and Iowa have been ordered here, 
and that 60,000 tons of coal would be 


the Americans as proof of the intention 
of the government to hold the island of 
Luzon. 

“Nothing important is reported from 
the insurgent congress, which holds 
sessions daily at Malolos. The chiet 
element of cohesion is confessedly the 
fear of the return of Spanish domination. 
If the insurgents should receive reason- 
able assurances of a permanent foreign 
Occupation, I believe the disintegration 
of the revolutionary government would 
be speedy and complete. 

“The Spanish prisoners are now 
rigorously confined within the limits of 
the walled town. There is much over- 
crowding in the small area, and it is im- 
Possible in the crowded quarters, in the 
absence of proper appliances, to improve 
the present unsatisfactory sanitary con- 
ditions. The urgent necessity for re- 
moving the prisoners Is fully recognized 
by the authorities, but no remedy isin 
sight, and the health of the American 
troops and the prisoners is seriously 
threatened. Nearly 10 percent of the 
former are already on the sick list.” 


HAS HE RESIGNED? 


Washingtom Report That Mr. Alger Sur- 
rendered His Portfolio. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—The Washington 
correspondent of The Journal wires: 
“Secretary Alger has placed his resig- 
nation at the disposal of the president. 
I make this positive statement on the 
authority of one in the president's con- 
fidence. The resignation was tendered 
immediately before Secretary Alger left 
Washington 10 days ago. It was not 
made out in the formal manner, writing, 
Sut was tendered verbally. 

“In asking an official inquiry into the 
war department and its various sub- 
divisions, Secretary Alger looks for a 
vindication. He has openly declared his 
intention not to retreat under fire, and, 
resting serene in the belief that an of- 
ficial inquiry will result in his acquittal 
from all blame for camp horrors and the 
murder of American soldiers, the secre- 
tary of war now bides his time, waiting 
the official inquiry in order to step down 
and out without embarrassment to him- 
self or the president,” 


Like a Fakir’s Concoction. 

Londor, Sept. 20.—The Havana corre- 
spondeni of The Times relates terrible 
stories of anarchy, and says the Ameri- 
can government is apparently attempt- 
ing to suppress the truth. As an in- 
stance, he gives the following story which 
he declares was suppressed by the censor 
in Key West: “A band of insurgents at- 
tacked recently the Proidencia sugar 
factory near Guinez, one of the richest 
in Cuba. The guerilla force, which the 
proprietor maintained to de‘end his 
property until the arrival of the Spanish 
Aroops, was obliged to surrender because 
the Spanish troops now do nothing to 
suppress lawlessness. The insurgents 


ae lot of recorncentrados. They stripped 
the women naked and, placing them in 
line, fired from behind them at the 
guerillas, thus makirg it impossible for 
the defenders of the factory to return the 
fire. The correspondent declares that 
the most terrible and irredeemable effect 
of the prolonged civil war in the island 
is the almost total destruction of the 
white population.” 


Gall of Cubans. 

Havana, Sept. 20.—Advices from Puer- 
to Principe report that the Cuban troops 
are not observing the requirements of 
the armistice, but are stealing cattle 
and making raids in that district, even 
forbidding the entrance of provisions 
from the fields into the city. The mili- 
tary governor has been forced to take 
strict measures to prevent a repetition 
of former abuses, 

The meat ring continues cornering the 
market, and the slaughter-house tax, 
the richest income of the city, is ma- 
terially reduced. The average number 
of cattle slaughtered daily used to ex- 
eeed 400 head, but today it is below 250, 
owing to the prohibitive price at which 
it is sold, the monopolists depriving the 
tity’s treasury of over $2000aday. This 
is one of the chief reasons for the de- 
ficit of the municipality, but no steps 
are taken to remedy the evil. 


Army Officers Blamed, i 

Madrid, Sept. 20.—There is considera- 
able indignation here at the fact that 
there were 123 deaths during the voyage 
among the 1000 Spanish soldiers who 
have just arrived in Spain on board a 
transport from Santiago. The Span- 
slards attribute this death rate to the 
“inhumanity of the Americans in 
obliging the sick Spaniards to embark 
and make room in the hospitals for 
Americans.” 


A Prejadiced Observer. 

London, Sept. 20.—The Times this 
morning publishes a letter from a Ha- 
vana correspondent, in which the writer 
points out that, though there appears 
no disposition among the Spaniards in 
Cuba to attempt a pronunciamento, 
the soldiers and civilians alike having 
accepted the disaster and its conse- 
quences with a dreary fatalistic calm, 
the island is fast drifting into a condi- 
tion of anarchy. 

Insurgent bands, the correspondent 
says, are enjoying immunity in the 
commission of outrages and plundering, 
and this is especially true in the western 
provinces, where the insurgents bitterly 
complain that they have been ignored 
and abandoned by the United States. 
Being left utterly destitute, they can 
only save themselves from starvation 
by rapine. Without food, medicine and 
clothing, they are dying like flies, and 
unfortunately it is the best element 
among the insurgents that are suffering 
the most severely. . 


Troops to Cuba. 

Washington, Sept. 20.—It is not the in- 
tention of the administration to await 
the evacuation of the island by the 
Spanish forces before sending 40,000 
troops to Cuba, as the indications are 
that it may be several months before the 
commissioners complete their work. 
Quite naturally, a considerable number 
of Spanish troops will remain on the isl- 
and until the arrangements for the re- 
linquishment of Spanish sovereignty 
over it formally have been concluded.

the year on the island is about to begin. 
During the late fall and winter months 
the climate in Cuba is healthful. 

Police Are at Sea on Land. 

Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 20.—That the 
police are completely at sea in the mur- 
der mystery is apparent from the as- 
siduity with which they chase up ap- 
parent clues, and they do not hesitate to 
admit that they are almost as much in 
the dark as ever. Asked if “G 51,” the 
laundry mark noticed on a portion of 
some underclothing that was wrapped 
about the limbs of the woman, was nota 
good starting point, a police official said: 
“The further we go, the stronger the de- 
fense of Dr. Guilford becomes.” 

The police are in receipt of a letter 
from Emma Curtis, who keeps a boarding 
house in Meriden, that the description 
of the murdered woman tallies exactly 
with that of a woman who stopped a 
week at her house about three weeks ago. 
The woman was accompanied by a young 
man, and they gave the names of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. H. Barnes. They claimed 
to belong in New Haven. Mrs. Curtis 
stated that their actions were very pe- 
tculiar, for whenever the man went out 

e always locked the woman in the 
room. They also had thelr meals served 
in their room. The young woman ap- 
peared to be despondent. After remain- 
ing with Mrs. Curtis a week, they re- 
moved to the Arlington House in Meri- 
den, where they stopped another week 
and then took their departure very sud- 
denly. 

Although every clergyman in the city 
had an invitation to be present at the 
burial service, not one attended, and the 
dismembered portions were lowered inte 
the grave in potter’s field without re- 
ligious service.

ODD FELLOWS IN BOSTON. 


Wirst Day's Meeting of the Sovereign 
Lodge Followed by a Bunquet. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—Almost the first act 
ot the Odd Fellows’ sovereign grand 
lodge Monday was to send a telegram of 
congratulation and expression of confi- 
dence to President McKinley in these 
words: “The sovereign grand lodge of 
the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
in annual session in the city of Boston, 
sends greetings to you and to the soldiers 
and sailors of our army and navy, with 
congratulations upon the glorious vic- 
tory which their valor has achieved in 
the war with Spain, and to the sick and 
wounded our heartfelt sympathy, with 
hope for their speedy recovery and res- 
goration to home and family.” 

Following the reading of reports a 
great deal of business was rushed in and 
referred tocommittees, One ofthe most 
important subjects to come before this 
session of the sovereign grand lodge is 
that of insurance within the order and 
its regulation. 

At the afternoon session Grand Sire 
Carleton reported that a request had 
been received for permission to establish 
the order in the Philippine islands. He 
recommended that action to this end be 
taken, and urged legislation by which 
members of the order serving in the 
army may be permitted military lodges 
or associations, limited to consultive or 
fraternal sessions, strictly prohibiting 
initiations or conferring degrees. He re- 
ported the order in foreign countries as 
growing and prosperous,

ALMOST IDEAL WEATHER. 


Rapid Progress In Farming Operations— 
Absence of Rain In Some States, 

Boston, Sept. 20.—The weather the past 
‘week was seasonable and almost ideal. 
The early part was cool in all sections, 
and frosts occurred in parts of all the 
states. The closing days were much 
warmer. The abundant sunshine with 
the warm hours of mid-day served to 
ripen vegetables and crops generally, 
and to color fruits. The cool nights 
checked vegetable growth and aided in 
maturing products. Owing to the small 
amount of foul weather, rapid progress 
was made in all farming operations, con- 
sisting generally of harvesting, potato 
digging and fall plowing and seeding. 

Rain is greatly needed in Maine, where 
pastures have in many sections falled. 
Water is also needed for stock where 
streams are low. The soil continues too 
dry for plowing or seeding. The dry 
weather is also felt in many sections of 
New Hampshire and Vermont. In parts 
of Rhode Island and Connecticut the 
surface of the ground ts becoming quite 
dry, and roads are very dusty. 

Corn is mostly secured in good condi- 
tion; the crop is generally large. Buck- 
wheat harvest is about completed and the 
crop is large. The conditions favored 
fall seeding, which, Maine excepted, is 
nearing completion. Warm rains would 
be of much benefit to the seed sown. 

The bountiful crops of hay have filled 
barns to overflowing; winter feed will be 
abundant. Except where drought pre- 
vails, meadows and pastures continue 
green, and fall feed is plentiful. 

Apples in most sections are ripening 
fast and are ready for picking. Thecrop 
is light, but the fruit is generally large 
and well colored. Grapes are slow in 
ripening, and in many cases will not 
mature. This crop as a rule is not satis- 
factory. Cranberry picking has pro- 
gressed slowly. The berries suffered 
some from frosts during the week where 
the bogs were not flooded. A fair crop 
is expected. 

Reports indicate that vegetables are 
in a satisfactory condition. Potato dig- 
ging is at its height. There is still con- 
siderable complaint of rot, though dam- 
age from this source ig decreasing, except 
perhaps in isolated cases. The dry 
weather improved garden vegetables, 
and these are generally maturing in ex- 
cellent condition. In localities where 
heavy frosts occurred, vines, tomatoes 
and the more tender vegetables were 
killed.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A, B and C, and 
today prints the last instalment of the 
D’s

Charles Mangs of West Quincy is 
probably convinced by this time that 
Hoffmann drops are considered by 
the courts as intoxicating liquor, and 
cannot be sold in unlicensed towns and 
cities without making the seller liable 
to arrest and fine or imprisonment. 

Hoffmann drops, as they are known, 
are @ popular drink among the Finn- 
landers, and according to Dr. F. E. 
Jones of the Board of Health, are com- 
posed of 325 parts ether, 650 parts 
alcohol and 25 parts ether oi]. As @ 
stimulant they are much more intoxi- 
cating than whiskey, and make the 
drinker crazy. They also have a very 
bad effect upon the kidneys. 

Hoffmann drops are used by 
physicians as a heart stimulant, a dose 
being five drops to a teaspoonful. As 
the Firnlanders drink them in much 
larger quantities the effect will be 
readily seen. 

Mangs was arrested on April 25, and 
was arraigned in court npon two com- 
paints for selling Hoffmann drops to 
one Matt Johnson. At the hearing 
in the District Court, Johnson testified 
that on April 19 he purchased six 
bottles of Hoffmann drops, for which 
he paid 25 cents a bottle; on April 24 
he again visited Mangs’ house and 
purchased two bottles. On the day of 
Mangs’ arrest, Chief Litchfield, Officers 
Ferguson, Bradley, Barry, Morrissey 
and Sandberg searched his premises 
and seized fifteen bottles of the drops, 
and it appeared that he had ben 
doing quite a business in this line, 

The court found Mangs guilty upon 
both complaints and he was fined $50 
upon each. 

Mangs took an appeal and the case 
came up for trial at the present term of 
the Superior court, where he pleaded 


guilty. He was fined $50 upon one of 
the complaints, the other being 


placed on tile. This is the second case 
of the kind that has come before the 
Quincy police, and they are determined 
to wage war upon all sellers of Hoff-

Beston, Sept. 19.—Twenty-five passen- 
gers from the Express, wrecked Friday 
night, arrived Sunday by steamer from 
Yarmouth. The Express was a meel 
gide wheel steamer of 297 tons, and for- 
merly ran on the Isle of Wight route in 
England. She was brought over and 
plied between Halifax and Yarmouth, 
touching at larger towns on the way. 
About 12:30 o’clock Friday afternoon, 
while steaming very slowly through the 
fog near Cape Sable island on her way 
to Yarmouth, the ship went on the rocks 
at Ben Portage island, and there she re- 
mains, being a total loss. She struck 
with 150 to 200 yards of the lighthouse.

The women and 
children were first taken from the 
steamer, and the crew acted admirably.

CASTILIAN CUISINE. 


Names and Contents of the Favorite 
Dishes In Cuba, 

The commercial exodus to Cuba is 
apt to result in familiarizing Americans 
with bona fide Spanish cooking, some- 
thing seldom seen in this country. Oil 
and pepper are the two things that es- 
pecially characterize the Castilian cui- 
sine. One of the favorite dishes in Cuba 
is ‘‘tasajo,’? which is simply dried 
meat, cooked with tomatoes, red pep- 
pers and onions. ‘‘Tripa a la Anda- 
luza’’ is another preparation frequently 
seen. As the name indicates, the basis 
is boiled tripe, which is cooked witb 
beans and potatoes and always served 
with the small red Spanish sausage 
known as ‘‘butafarra Catalina.”’ A 
similar sausage, only black, is known 
as “‘butafarra Astoriana.’’ ‘‘Chile con 
carne,’’ which everybody eats, is noth- 
ing more than a thick stew of beef 
(carne) and beans seasoned with chiles. 
Spanish ‘‘tortillas’’ are corn cakes fla- 
vored with red peppers, and ditfer from 
the Mexican tortilla in that the latter, 
when properly made, are rolled in chop- 
ped vegetables. A salad, a Ja Espanola, 
is prepared of lettuce and celery, with 
a few sliced tomatoes and peppers. 
Served with French dressing it is very 
good. 

The Spanish soups are as a rule a lit- 
tle too heavy for the American taste, 
which runs more toward the consomme. 
They are thick decoctions, full of vege- 
tables and look frightfully greasy. 
Soup, however, does not have the im- 
portant role among the Spaniards that 
it plays in French domestic economy 
and is an article of secondary impor- 
tance. The dishes named are pretty apt 
to appear ere Pong on home menus and 
it is interesting to know in advance 
what they are composed of.—New Or- 
leans Times-Dumocrat.

OFFICERS ASSAILED, 


Btrike Sympathizers Made Trouble 
In Haverhill, 


~ = 


They Resented the Arrest of 
Stone Throwers. 


Windows In a Car and the Police Station 
Bombarded by the Crowd. 


Haverhill, Sept. 20.—The first act of 
violence in connection with the street 
railway trouble occurred last night, 
when a car was stoned; two officers on 
their way to the police station with two 
men were also assailed by all sorts of 
missiles, and the police station itself 
Was made an object of attack by the 
crowd of strike sympathizers. 

The trouble began about 10 o'clock, 
when a car with new men was assailed 
by a crowd of nearly 200 and all the win- 
dows and the headlight were broke. Two 
officers rushed to the assistance of the 
car men and succeeded in arresting 
Irving Ward and Henry Strout, whom 
they caught throwing stones. The of- 
ficers started for the station, followed by 
a large crowd, which hooted, yelled and 
threw after the officers all sorts of ob- 
jects. 

Before the police station was reached 
the crowd had not only been greatly 
augmented, but apparently became very 
much infuriated, so that a squad of re- 
serve officers was ordered out anda rush 
made, the officers using their clubs free- 
ly. The crowd dispersed until the pris- 
oners had been taken inside the station, 
when it again assembled and succeeded 
in breaking a number of windows in the 
building. A second rush by the officers 
again put the angry men to flight, but 
they showed their feeling in hurling 
abusive language at the officers. 

After this all the cars were manned by 
the police, two of them going to New- 
buryport on the last car to that city. 
While the riot was in progress the for- 
mer street railway employes were hold- 
ing a meeting in another part of the city, 
aundit was determined to keep away from 
the locality, which has seemed to be the 
gathering place of the ardent but angry 
sympathizers. 

The Central Labor union held a meet- 
ing last night and adopted resolutions 
condemning the bond, and other labor 
organizations in the city passed cimilar 
micasures. The street railway officials 
succeeded in obtaining 10 men yesterday, 
but they lost several on Saturday, so 
the gain was not very great. 

The Brockton Strike. 

Brockton, Sept. 20.—Altogether 508 
lasters, representing 26 shops, are out 
and 12 manufacturers have accepted the 
new scale of prices. Among the latter 
are the W. L. Douglass Shoe company, 
Howard & Foster, McCarthy, Sheedy & 
Kendrick, Fall & Nesmith company, 
the People's Co-operative company, Ser- 
ratt, Higgins & Oakman, Reynolds, 
Drake & Cabell. The names of the 
other manufacturers who have signed 
are withheld by the secretary of the 
union. In addition to the local shops 
21 men have left their benches in the 
shop of Closson & Pond, South Brain- 
tree, and 30 men in the Littlefield fac- 
tory in Avon. 

A mass meeting was held last evening 
at which over 600 men were present. 
Secretary Tobin of Boston addressed 
the strikers,and the prevailing senti- 
ment was strongly opposed to arbitrat- 
ing the difficulties in those shops where 
the proprietors had asked for a con- 
ference at the last moment. Ata meet- 
ing of the conference committee, which 
was held directly after the mass meet- 
ing, every union in the district was 
represented. It was decided to present 
the new list to every shop in the district 
before next week Tuesday, and if the 
new prices are not accepted, the men in 
all outside shops will be called out. 


Everything points to a short strike and! 


a speedy settlement in favor of the 
strikers. 


Prosperity of Schools, 

Washington, Sept. 20.—‘One cause of 
congratulation on the part of those who 
hold the doctrine that popular educa- 
tion is the safeguard of our American 
institutions,” says the report of the 
commissioner of educagion, is “the con- 
tinued prosperity of the elementary 
schools. The increase during 1896-97 
amounted to 257,896 pupils over the pre- 
vious year. The total enrolled in ele- 
mentary schools amounted to 15,452,- 
426 pupils. Adding to it those in col- 
leges, universities, high schools and 
academies, the total number reached 
16,255,093." 

The total amount of schooling re- 
ceived for individuals on an average for 
the whole United States at the rate of 
school attendance for 1897 is very nearly 
five years of 200 days each, and reaches 
quite seven years in a few of the states 
that are the most lavish in their expen- 
ditures for education. A little more 
than one-fifth of the entire population 
attended school at sometime during the 
year. 

A slill greater occasion for congratu- 
lation it is stated is the increase of 
students in colleges and universities. 
This increase has gone on steadily for 
25 years. In 1872 only 590 persons in the 
million were enrolled in these institu- 
tions. In 1897, the number had risen 
to 1216 in the million. 

Battle With Tramps. 

Newburg, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Detectives 
Dwyer and Vickers tried to arrest seven 
tramps yesterday near VailsGate. Vic- 
kers caught one, who dropped a package 
of burglar’s tools. The others fied. 
Vickers and Dwyer took the man be- 
tween them, and while walking along 
-ne track the prisoner jerked Dwyer’s 
pistol from him and shot Dwyer over 
the left eye. At this the gang returned 
and fired volleys at the officers. Mi- 
chael Wicklow went to the detectives’ 
assistance and was shot near the eye. 
Vickers was hit in the side with a stone 
and lald out temporarily. Dwyer and 
Wicklow were taken to a hospital. 
Wicklow was not badly hurt, but the 
bullet ts still in Dwyer’s head and he 
may lose his eyesight. Four men were

RUSSIA SEEKS PEACE, 


$o Change In Policy Toward the 
United States. 


—_————— 


Interests of the Two Nations 
Do Not Conflict. 


The Chinese Question Discussed by the Czar’s 
Embassador to United States. 
z 


Narragansett Pier, Sept. 20.—In an 
nterview with Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ambassador, that functionary said: 
“There has been absolutely no change 
In Russian sentiment or policy toward 
the United States, nor does there exist 
a reason for such a change within my 
knowledge. Russian policy does not 
confli-t with interests of the United 
States in any part of the world, no more 
in Chinathanin England. Russia seeks 
only peaceful and friendly relations 
with all other nations.” 

The correspondent reminded the am- 
bassador that the American people were 
now asked by English writers to believe 
that some of the continental powers had 
sought to arrange a project for interna- 
tional intervention on behalf of Spain 
in the orient war, and that this plan 
of action had been defeated by the re- 
fusal of Great Britain to be a party 
to it, or even to consent to see other 
powers engage in it, thereby placing 
this country under a new and special 
obligation to the British people. 

“I never heard that there was such 
a proposition by any of the powers,” 
said the count; ‘on the contrary all the 
powers carefully maintained their neu- 
trality throughout the war between the 
United States and Spain.” 

Coming to the question of Russian de- 
velopment in the orient, Count Cassini 
said: “In building the Siberian rail- 
way it was found that the route neces- 
sary to be followed in reaching Vladi- 
vostock was a very difficult one, made 
so especially by the existence of areas 
of almost impassable marshes. The en- 
gineering problems presented by that 
route were practically insurmountable. 
We also found that it was absolutely 
necessary to cross Chinese Manchuria 
in order to obtain an ice-free port, which 
was essential to enable the railroad to 
be a commercially successful enterprise. 
Our Pacific port of Viadivostock on the 
Siberian coast is closed by ice during the 
winter months. We are not building a 
railroad simply for the purpose of lay- 
ing down steel rails, or for the fun of 
the thing. It must have traffic when it 
is built in order to justify the invest- 
ment, and so we sought a terminus to 
the southward, where the ships of all 
nations could come at all seasons of the 
year. We obtained from the Chinese 
government a lease of territory for a 
term of years, like the lease of Kiaou- 
Chou by the Germans, and Wei-Hai- 
Wei by the British. In making the ar- 
rangement we were not animated by 
hostile purposes toward any other pow- 
er. The only sure and certain revenue 
which the Chinese government possess- 
es is its maritime customs, and a por- 
tion of these was pledged for the pay- 
ment of our loan to China. The ad- 
ministration of the maritime customs 
is in the hands of an Englishman, Sir 
Herbert Hart, but we did not undertake 
to remove or disturb that gentleman. 
We are represented as hostile to the in- 
terests of other nations in China, but 
we have not objected to or sought to 
prevent other nations from increasing 
their commercial privileges in that 
country. When the English acquited 
an extension of territory near Hong 
Kong we said nothing against it, and 
the Germans have had a free hand 
in the Shang-Tung peninsula, where 
they have obtained very valuable priv- 
ileges. Furthermore, it should be re- 
membered that Russia and China have 
a common boundary of some 9000 kil- 
ometers (nearly 6000 miles) in extent, 
so that we have a close national relation 
to China, exceeding that of any other 
power.” 

In regard to the future of China he 
said: “There will be no partition of 
China. There were 429,000,000 of people 
in that country when the last effort was 
made to obtain a count of them. It is 
a huge population in a vast country, 
but I do not expect to see it divided. 
In extending the great Sfherian rail- 
way to the Yellow sea, the purpose of 
Russia was not to acquire or annex 
Chinese territory, but to secure a com- 
mercial outlet from Siberia and to pro- 
vide necessary commercial facilities for 
our vast northeastern territory, as well 
as for the parts of China through which 
the railway will pass.” 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—An unknown man 
about 35 years of age was found at the 
foot of a ledge of rocks in Charlestown 
last night. He was unconscious, and 
not only was his neck broken, but it 
was discovered that he had taken car- 
bolic acid, probably with suicidal in- 
tent. He died in a short time. 

Twelve more Santiago veterans were 
brought home from Montauk Point by 
the Volunteer Aid association last night. 
They came on a special sleeping car 
from New London. The men were taken 
to the hospitals. 


Storm's Great Damage. 

Madrid, Sept. 20.—A destructive hurri- 
cane swept oyer southern Spain, doing 
great damage in the province of Seville 
and Granada. Six persons were killed 
and many injured, and a number of build- 
ings were destroyed at Seville. Eighty- 
five houses were demolished and many 
persons fell victims to the storm in 
Guadix, in the province of Granada.

London, Sept. 20.—The Daily News, 
in an editorial, this morning, says: 
“The Philippines are McKinley's ‘old 
man of the sea,’ and the mere cooling of 
the annexation fever will not shake him 
off.

Pageant Surpassing Avything of the Kind 
Under Simiiar Auspices. 

Boston, Sept. 21.—There was a most in- 
posing spectacle in this city this fore- 
noon, many thousands constituting 
it, and many times the number partici- 
pating therein as interested spectators. 
A.though the event was arranged by 
the bay state brethren, it was really a 
New England affair, each grand lodge 
being jointly interested with the pro- 
moters and directors in impressing the 
brothers from other jurisdictions with 
tthe strength and enthusiasm of Odd Fel- 
lows in this portion of the country. To 
this co-operation are the splendor and 
impressiveness of the concourse due. 

Twelve years ago a similar pageant 
moved through the streets of the modern 
Athens, in what has ever since been rec- 
ognized as the biggest public demonstra- 
tion in the world of Odd Fellowship.

‘CREATED A SENSATION. 


a am ts 
Lasters’ Secretary Advised the Strikers 
to Go Back to the Factoties. 

Brockton, Sept. 21.—Last night's meet- 
ing of the striking lasters proved to be 
such a large one that the small hall 
where it was called proved to be in- 
efficient, and the meeting adjourned to 
one of larger proportions. The men 
had no souner assembled that a ringing 
Speech was mnade by one of the strikers 
in which he denounced the statement 
issued iu the afternoon by Secretary 
Cunningham. The entire meeting re- 
pudiated it, and many of the remarks 
were exceedingly bitter. 

Mr. Cunninghain said that he should 
stind by his recommendations and that 
he was willing to resign. He was in- 
formed that as the members had not 
been formally called together, his resig- 
nation could not be accepted. 

Cunningham's statement caused a 
sensation among the lasters, as he had 
not counselled forbearance previously. 
The gist of his remarks is embodied in 
this paragraph: ‘It is my belief that 
the best policy to be pursued under the 
present conditions would be for the las- 
ters to return to their work at their re- 
spective factories, pending a settlement, 
as I consider it impracticable to adjust 
the difference on the uniform basis with 
the men out. We have shown ourselves 
capable of controlling the lasters, as 
their attitude on the question has 
proven, and I am in favor of having it 
understood that if the settlements made 
after the men return are not satisfactory, 
they will again be called out. 

Over 600 lasters are out. The figure 
would have been larger had not several 
firms given in and secured the return o7 
their men. It was little thought that 
Field, Hazard & Co. and D. W. Field 
would lose their men, but all came out 
Save one man, who was green at his 
trade. L. M. Reynolds & Co., the Union 
Shoe company and F. W. Packard & 
Co. were among the last to make set- 
tlements. 

Extra excitement was caused among 
the strikers when it was learned yes- 
terday that lasters from Boston, Lynn 
and other places had arrived looking 
for situations. The move was not 
wholly unexpected by the union offi- 
cials, and they appeared to deem the 
matter of little importance. The ex- 
citement abated when it was learned 
that only about a score were in the 
party. They separated after leaving 
the hotel where they had stopped and 
came together at G. G. Snow's. They 
are believed to comprise the 20 men 
claimed by the firm to be at work there. 
They represented that they had been 
sent by the agent of the Chase Hand 
Method Lasting Machine company.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. ; 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below.

a Day to Tree Felling. 


Middletown, Penn., Sept. 19. 
Camp Meade. 

There was nothing unusual happened 
here Sunday, it being quiet all day. 
No evening parades takes place on the 
Sabbath. This morning the usual 
setting up exercises took place, no 
drills being ordered for today. 

The whole regiment were turned 
loose into the woods adjoining our 
parade grounds with instruction to cut 
down all trees and bushes. They 
stuck to their task all morning and 
again this afternoon, so that the boys 
feel tired and lots will retire early. 
The usual dress parade that takes place 
every evening was postponed on ac- 
count of the boys feeling fatigued, 80 
that it was nothing but undress parade 
without rifle. 

Captain Wilson and Colonel Stearns 
of Governor Wolcott's staff visited the 
Fifth Massachusetts Regiment today, 
and found that not a single man had 
been sent to the hospital since the regi- 
ment arrived here. The visitors were 
pleased with the location of the camp, 
the conditions of the Massachusetts 
troops and the quality of their rations. 

Other regiments are not as_ healthy. 
More than one hundred typhoid fever 


patients are now in the division 
hospitals here, and the Red Cross 
wards have been increased to double 


their former size to accommodate this 
class of patients. More than half the 
new cases were brought to Camp 
Meade by the 201st and 202d New York 


regiments, from Camp Black. They 
were of a mild form, but the excite- 
ment of breaking camp, the long 
journey and the change of location 
developed the disease in its worst 
form. 


Gen. Graham says the Second Corps 
will remain here several weeks yet, 
and when cold weather sets in the 
division will be separated and sent to 
Porto Rico, Cuba and the Philippines. 
The movement will be completed be- 
fore the snow falls. 

The Second West Virginia start to- 
morrow ona march to Gettysburg to 
attend the dedication, Thursday week 
of a regimental monument. 

Col. Whitney has forwarded the 
following statement to Gov. Wolcott: 

-*T have the honor to address you in 
regard to the statements which have 
appeared in some of the Boston papers 
that the Fifth was short of rations. 
There has been nodack of proper food 
for every man in my command since 
our arrival here. Fresh meat of the best 
is to be had in plenty, and each man 
is entitled to one pound of fresh bread 
every day. The rations are all that 
could be desired, and are every bit as 
good, if not better, than those we re- 
ceived while stationed at Camp Dalton. 
The health of the regiment is good, and 
we have no complaints to make of any 
kind over our treatment while stationed 
here. 

None reported as sick as yet in Co. K 
from last report; last man being con- 
siderably better. 

The guard detail will consist of 
Lieut. Charles F. Spear of K as com- 
mander of guard.

FEARED A DRAFT. 


Many Names Withheld from the 
Assessors This Year. 


There have been many inquiries as to 
why so many names were dropped 
from the voting lists this year. The 
reason is very simple. When the 
Registrars revise the lists in August 
they are governed largely by the list of 
polls reported by the Assessors, and if 
for any reason the Assessors failed to 
geta name which was already upon 
the voting list, that name is dropped, 
on the supposition that as the 
Assessors did not report him the party 
was cither dead or had left town. 

Among so many it is not surprising 
that the Assessors miss afew. This 
year, however, the number missed was 
larger than usual. When the Assessors 
made their rounds of the city in May 
the war scare was at its height, and 
there was a doubt as to how may men 
Uncle Sam might call for the army. 
Many feared that before the war was 
ended it would be necessary to draft 
men, in which case the draft would be 
made from the names reported by the 
Assessors, The result of this was that 
they found many who hesitated about 
giving the names of the men who lived 
at the houses as instructed, and the 
Assessors experienced much difficulty. 
The result was that many names were 
missed and the number dropped from 
the voting lists was therefore in- 
creased, and amounted to over 500. 


Co. K Probably Included. 


Coolidge writes to the Journal that 
the movement of the troops for the 
garrisoning of Cuba will be commenced 
within the next two weeks. Small 
detachments of American soldiers will 
be sent to Cuba from time to time, 
prior to the completion of the labor of 
the military commission and the 
evacuation of the island by the 
Spanish. The entire garrison force 
will number about 40,000 men, one- 
half of whom it is expected will be 
regulars, The object in sending 
American soldiers to the island befor, 
its evacuation by the Spanish is to 
secure the maintenance of law and 
order. 

It would be unsafe to allow an 
interim to exist with no estabished 
military authority to keep down the 
depredations of the lawless Cuban 
bands, which even now are proving a 
mynace to life and property in the un- 
happy land. 

The present plan, therefore, provides 
for the supplanting of Spanish 
authority with American military 
domination by degrees, so that at no 
time will an opportunity be given for 
lawlessness to obtain a firm foothold. 
When the President will have returned 
from his visit to the peace jubilee at 
Omaha and a short trip through the 


tion the queston of the government of 
Cuba for the future. It is understood, 
of course, that the first government 
in Cuba will be a military one under 
American auspices. The troublesome 
questions which will arise will be over 
the method of investing the Cuban 
people with that form of self-govern- 
meet which Congress and the President 
have promised them. There is no in- 
tention to depart in the slightest 
measure from that promise not to 
modify the position which the Presi- 
dent took upon the Cuban question, 
and which resulted in the war with 
Spain. 

One fact stands ont prominently in 
connection with Cuba’s future. It is 
that the Administiation does not pur- 
pose to turn over to a handful of Cuban 
military leaders the destinies of the 
people of Cuba. The President will 
not ignore the military heroes of 
Cuba, bat he will give the peopl of 
the island a voice in the conferring of 
administrative offices. While he will 
doubtless appoint some of the 
recognized leaders to prominent posi- 
tions, he will also suggest that the 
people elect their own municipal 
officers in cities, thus giving them an 
opportunity to demonstrate whether 
they possess any fitness for self-govern- 
ment. The final solution of the 
problem of government for Cuba will 
be left to a convention of the people, 
to be conducted under the direction 
of United States authorities.

OLD GLORY IN HAVANA 


———_- 


First Flag Flying Fromgthe Flagstaff 
of a Hotel. 


Commissioners Are Relieving 
Wants of Distressed. 


An Effort to Get the Refugees Back Upon 
Their Farms. 


Havana, Sept. 21.—At 10 o’clock Fri- 
day morning the first American flag 
in Havana was hoisted on the flagstaff 
of the Trocha hotel, the headquarters, 
of the American evacuation commission. 
A quartermaster of the Resolute 
brought the flag, which was unfurled 
and fluttered proudly in the breeze. All 
the members of the commission raised 
their hats and cheered the stars and 
stripes. The approaches to the grounds 
at either end of the street were patrolled 
by squads of the civil guard, in order 
that the commissioners might not be 
molested. 

Yesterday a widow and two children, 
evidently persons of refinement, but in 
abject want. approached General Wade, 
the president of the commission, and 
pleaded for relief. They were seated 
in the dining room of the hotel and 
given a hearty meal. Others in need 
were equally well treated, all who ap- 
plied receiving relief of some sort and 
the sympathy of the Americans. The 
commissioners had nothing to say con- 
cerning the report of a protest at the 
length of time asked by the Spanish 
commission for evacuation, denying all 
knowledge of such action. They main- 
tain a strict reserve. 

Marquis Cervera, the military gov- 
ernor of Mariatae, has issued an order 
providing for the return of the refugees 
from the country—reconcentrados—to 
their farms and fields, offering absolute 
protection to all those going back to 
their homes and lands. To this end he 
has arranged for three omnibuses to 
run twice a week from Marianso to 
interior points in the vicinity, taking the 
families and baggage, free of cost, of 
those who wish to return to their homes. 
The civil governor, besides issuing or- 
ders to the mayors of Cano and Bauta 
to co-operate with the mayor of Mar- 
fanao, has, to the same end, set aside 
$500 to be distributed among those 
families which return to labor on the 
farms. 

Advices from Matanzas continue to 
report great distress and the spread of 
sickness, to reinedy which, it is asserted, 
the city officials do absolutely nothing. 

Bishop Santander, of this diocese, has 
had a long interview with Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco, supposedly for the purpose 
of considerins the position of the clergy 
after the eva vation of the island. 


Was a Distastfal Duty. 

Cleveland, Sept. 21.—Brigadier General 
George A. Garretson arrived home yes- 
terday. In speaking of the trouble with 
the Sixth Massachusetts regiment he 
said: “The personnel of that regiment 
was all right. It is true its officers re- 
signed, and it is equally true had they 
not resigned they would have been 
brought before a court of inquiry to in- 
quire as to their efficiency. They seemed 
to be unable tocontroltheirmen. It was 
a distasteful duty which devolved upon 
me, and I do not want to say much about 
it until my official reports are made pub- 
lis.” 


Left on a Lark. 

Woburn, Mass., Sept. 21.—Four of the 
six members of company G, Fifth Mas- 
sachusetts, charged with desertion from 
the regiment at Camp Meade, Penn., ar- 
rived here yesterday and one of them, 
Corporal J. H. Quinn, was arrested last 
night. Henry J. Gersey, William J. 
McAdams and G. J. Halliday are at the 
latter’s home. The other two men, 
Clarke and Billingsly, who left the camp 
at the same time, and who are also from 
this city, have not shown up. 

They now claim that they left the 
cam:p on a lark, and, getting some- 
what intoxicated, rode,to New Yorkona 
coal train. When they landed they 
were penniless, and sold everything they 
had, including their jackets, to get home, 
after telling a story of harsh treatment. 
They arrived in their shirt sleeves. All 
are ready to go back to Camp Meade 
and will do so as soon as they can get 
money for transportation. 


Department Not to Blame. 

Washington, Sept. 21.—The quarter- 
master’s department of the army, which 
is, among many other charges, desig- 
nated to transport troops, has taken 
notice of newspaper criticisms upon re- 
cent troop movements, and in justice to 
the officers who are responsible for these 
it has seen fit to make public the actual 
facts. Colonel Bird, in charge of the 
department during General Ludingten’'s 
absence, had his attention drawn par- 
ticularly to the case of two New York 
reg@nents, the Eighth and Ninth, which 
were quartered atCamp Thomas. These 
troops were returned to their native 
State Over a route that was not as direct 
@s might have been selected, and con- 
sequently they were kept longer on the 
road than appeared necessary. For this 
the quartermaster’s department has 
been severely scored. It is shown by 
Colonel Bird that the New York au- 
thorities sent their agents to the camp 
and took the sick men of those regiments 
back to New York, selecting the route 
complained of because it afforded better 
facilities for the distribution of the men 
among their homes throughout the state. | 


Right to Reinforce Manila. 
Washington, Sept. 21—Some question | 
bas risen as to the right of the United | 
Btates to send troops to Manila under! 
the terms of the protocol. Upon this! 
matter being brought to the attention of | 
the officials of the war department it was | 
stated that under the protocol Manila | 
city, harbor and bay were pla-ed under 
the control of the United States, and that 
we have the same right to reinforce 


Manila that we would have to send troops 
to any post. 


Recruiting From Cubans. 
Washington, Sept. 21—Last winter an 
attempt was made to pass a bill allowing 
the recruiting of Cubans in the army of 
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e United States, either in the volun- 
po or regular service, limiting the num- 
ber to 10,000; but the bill was changed so 
as to allow only 50 to each regiment, and 
these to be enlisted as scouts and guides. 
It is probable that an act for recruiting 
regiments from Cubans will meet with 
more favor in the future, as those men 
will be available for garrison duty in the 
island. It is also thought that a large 
number of Cubans who have been serv- 
ing in some capacity with the Cuban 
army will become better satisfied with 
the changed condition of affairs if they 
are allowed to continue in military 
eervice.

Great Many Very Sick. 

Montauk, N. Y., Sept. 21.—The hospital 
now contains 515 men. Many of these 
are beyond hope, and for the next two 
weeks it is feared there will be many 
deaths, mostly from typhoid. The well 
soldiers are getting on finely and gaining 
flesh. There were but two deaths yes- 
terday. 

Vhe Haverhill Strugg!e. 

Haverhill, Sept. 21.—Obstructions were 
placed on the rails in several instances 
in “an attempt to derail the cars last 
evening, but none of these attempts was 
euccessful, and the full schedule was 
run with the exception of the Bradford 
line, on which the cars were pulled off 
at 10 o'clock. This was done on account 
of the action of parties in greasing rails 
on all the grades of that line, making 
the track unsafe for travel. No arrests 
were made, though several brushes oc- 
curred in the crowd. 

An ordinance has been passed by the 
aldermen requiring all employes of the 
Haverhill division of the road to procure 
licenses before being put in control of 
cars, it being stipulated that each ap- 
plicant for a license must have been a 
resident of Haverhill six months prior 
to the aplication. The aldermen were 
authorized to grant such licenses on such 
conditions as they saw fit to make, it 
being understood and openly stated that 
the ordinance would prevent the newly 
hired employes from holding their posi- 
tion and place the old men on the cars 
again. During the session a deputy 
‘sheriff served formal notice on the mem- 
bers of the board on behalf of Superin- 
tendent Woodman that there was a 
riotous gathering on one street and call- 
ing on them to perform their duty, ap- 
pear on the scene and disperse the 
crowd. Being informed that serious 
trouble was not taking place there the 
aldermen ignored the summons,

General Miles is to receive from the 
chief bankers in New York and com- 
mercial men an invitation to a banquet 
in his honor, which, should he accept, 
will be held next month. 

The grand lodge of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen has paid out for 
death and disability insurance since 1889 
the total amount of $4,161,147. 

The ravages of disease are gradually 
sapping the life of Ex-Ambassador 
Bayard, and he continually loses ground, 
although his wonderful constitution 
makes a strong resistance. 

Colonel Richard Malcolm Johnson, the 
novelist and lecturer, is reported as dy- 
ing at a general hospital in Baltimore. 
He has been ill for several months, and 
his physicians say his death is but a 
question of time. 

The police authorities have prohibited 
the holding of five projected socialist 
meetings in Hamburg, called for the 
purpose of discussing Emperor William's 
recent speech regarding the imprison- 
ing of the promoters of strikes.

Count Stolberg Wernigerode, a cavalry 
captain, has been arrested on account 
‘of the death of a sergeant from the ef- 
fects of a sword cut behind the ear, in- 
flicted by the count for impertinenee 
during the recent maneuvers in Alsace. 

A commissioner of the New Zealand 
government is in New York for the pur- 
pose of inducing Americans to compete 
for a prize of $10,000 offered by his gov- 
ernment for the best process, mechanical 
or chemical, of treating New Zealand 
hemp.

TOLEDO’S HOLOCAUST. 


Spontaneous Combustion Causes a 
Disastrous Fire. 


A Grain Elevator Reduced 
to Ashes. 


Eight Persons Cremated and as Many More 
Burned Fatally. 


Toledo, Sept. 21.—Eight persons were 
¢eremated, eight more fatally burned and 
others injured in the most disastrous 
fire that ever occurred in Toledo. The 
spontaneous combustion of dust in a 
grain elevator owned by Paddock, 
Hodge & Co. caused this destruction of 
life, and none of those who were taken 
out after the fire was far enough from 
death's door to tell any of the details. 

The dead are: Samuel Alexander, 
Bert Wainwright, Fred Garrett, Harold 
Parks, John Smith, Grace Parks, Frank 
Van Housen and John Carr. 

W. J, Parks, the superintendent, was 
blown through the window of the lower 
story. He said that an explosion oc- 
curred on the south side of the elevator, 
and that he knew there were about 20 
men at work on the seventh floor of the 
enormous building. Few of the in- 
jured will survive the burns and bruises. 
Besides those regularly employed at the 
elevator, the three children of Superin- 
tendant Parks were visiting him at the 
time. One of these may recover from 
her burns, but Grace, 17 years, is burned 
almost beyond recognition, and Harold, 
the third child, has not been found. 

At 8:30 o'clock last evening the peo- 
ple of East Toledo were startled by an 
explosion which caused a panic all over 
the neighborhood. Houses were shaken 
as by an earthquake, and windows were 
shattered for blocks around. Those in 
the vicinity of the Union elevator soon 
noticed flames bursting from the build- 
ing. It was but a few minutes before 
the fire department of the city began the 
work of rescue, which was rendered 
ditficult by the terrific heat. The river 
cut off escape on one side, and there the 
flames seemed to be less fierce. The 
families of a dozen men who were 
known to be at work within rushed to 
the scene, the women loudly calling for 
their irnprisoned husbands, brothers and 
fathers. 

It was learned that the force of 20 
men expected to load 80,000 bushels of 
grain during the night. Not oneof them 
could be seen in any part of the building, 
and it was inipossible to reach them in 
any way. Mr. Parks was found first. 
He was 20 fect from the building, fright- 
fully burned and his clothing almost en- 
tirely torn off. He had been hurled 
from his place in the main room, and his 
agonizing cries were most pitiful. An- 
other employe, John Carr, was hurled 
from the fifth floor of the building and 
was found bleeding and burned, with 
many bones broken. He did not long 
survive. Fireman Kemp and Charles 
Keifer, the engineer, were found at their 
places in the engine room. They were 
wounded by falling timbers, and their 
faces were charred toacrisp. The little 
daughter of Parks was sitting near the 
desk in the office at the time of the 
explosion, and she was hurled out of the 
door. She walked down the elevation 
on which the @levator stands and then 
fell unconscious, suffering from wounds 
from which she cannot recover. John 
Smith was fatally burned. The miss- 
ing men are doubtless all dead. No 
traces of them has been found, and as 
they were employed at the top of the 
elevator their chances for escape were 
but slight. 

The heat became so intense that 20 
ears on sidings near the burning build- 
ing were added to the loss. The fire 
department had a hard struggle to save 
other clevators and property. The 
bridge across the Maumee river was on 
fire several times. The loss aggregates 
$550,000. 


Free Logs and Free Lumber. 

Quebec, Sept. 21.—The indications are 
that the Canadian commissioners are 
going to take a very determined position 
on the lumber question. A. S. Hardy, 
premier of Ontario, and George W. Ross, 
minister of education, declare unreserv- 
edly that no concessions will be made on 
the part of the Canadian government in 
the way of permitting logs to go free into 
the United States unless 
States makes some concession in the way 
of reducing or removing the present 
duty of $2 per thousand on Canadian 
sawn lumber. Last year the Ontario 
legislature passed a law that no logs cut 
on crown lands by American lumber- 
men should be taken into the United 
States to be sawed into lumber in Ameri- 
can mills. This law was no doubt a re- 
sult of the $2 duty put upon all Canadian 
lumber in the Dingley bill, but it has been 
a disastrous law to such of the American 
lumbermen as own large tracts of crown 
timberlands in Ontario. These lumber- 
men contend that the Canadian govern- 
ment knew when it sold the timber to 
the Americans that it was to be sawed 
in American mills and, 
knowledge, the government has no right 
now to pass a law of this character; but 


the Canadians waive that point and say | 


it must be free logs and free lumber, or 
no change at all. : 

Clark Wallace, former minister of 
customs, representing the Canadian 
Manufacturing association, counsels the 
Canadian commissioners to stand by the 
protective duty upon certain manufac- 
tured goods sent into Canada from the 
United States. Textiles and manufac- 
tured iron implements are the principal 
articles upon which he urges that no re- 
duction be mad+. He Says the Canadian 
manufacturing interests are all the time 

owing, and American free importations 
would paralyze them.

Bridgeport, Sept. 22.—The Democrats 
of Connecticut, the last of three parties 
in the state to place in the field their 
ticket, last night concluded their bi 
ennial state convention after sessions 
which lasted from 10 in the 
until after 11 o'clock last night, bring- 
ing to a close the most remarkable po- 
litical convention ever held within the 
nutmeg state, 

Summarizing the work of the 
which at its close was characterized 
as a most astounding mblage, it 
may be said that the gold faction com- 
pletely routed the silver element by 
securing the adoption of a platform 
which totally eliminated reali tion 
of the Chicago platform of 1896, and ob- 
tained control of the state organization 
in the personnel of the state central!

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land yalues of all persons whose 
names begin with A, B,C, D, and E. 
Today’s instalment is confined to three 
names, Henry H. Faxon; his son, 
Henry M, Faxon; and the heirs of 
Job Faxon, in which estate H.H. Faxon 
is largely interested. In 
column will be found commeats on the 
valuation of Mr. Faxon’s property.

‘OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 


| 
EX-MINISTER DENBY FAVORS HOLD- 
ING ALL THE PHILIPPINES. 


| Says We Have a Great Opportunity 
to Firmly Establish Our Commerce 
With the East—Predicts Trouble if 
We Keep Only Luzon. 


Mr. Charles Denby, for more than 13 
years minister of the United States in 
China, is perhaps better qualified than 
any other American to speak intelli- 
gently on all questions relating to the 
orient, and what he has to say there- 
| fore on the subject of the Philippines 
is worthy of special consideration. In a 
long conversation the other day the re- 
tiring minister gave me his views upon 
the entire situation in the orient, and 
especially the position which the United 
States should assume, so as to secure 
the greatest commercial advantages in 
those countries which are now opening 
up to western civilization. So impor- 
tant does he consider this subject of 
commercial expansion in the orient that 
he deems the question of the disposition 
of the Philippines largely subordinate 
to it and would solve it in the manner 
best calculated to insure the develop- 
ment of American commerce. 

‘*Heretofore,’’ said Mr. Denby, ‘‘the 
United States has been compelled to 
stand by in China and witness the strife 
of the other great commercial nations 
of the world to obtain advantages that 
were in many instances opposed to our 
interests. While Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Russia have obtained foot- 
holds, naval stations and cessions of 
ports and territory we have made no ef- 
forts in that direction and have not en- 
tered a protest against the aggression of 
other nations. 

‘*Now, the victory of Admiral Dewey 
in Manila bay and the subsequent tak- 
ing of Manila have changed all this. 
We have a naval, military and com- 
mercial base in the orient, and it will 
not be necessary for us to take any posi- 
tion on the mainland. The only ques- 
tion before the American peace commis- 
sioners, in my opinion, should be 
whether the United States should re- 


or only the island of Luzon. I cannot 
conceive that it should be proposed to 
keep less than the island of Luzon, and 
my own view is that we should keep 
the entire group of the Philippines. It 
may be that from my long term of 
service in China my views as to the 
importance of that part of the world 
may be exaggerated, but now, after 
long waiting, we are offered an oppor- 
tunity to take a leading part in the 
commercial development of the orient, 
and I, for one, hope that we will take 
such action as will be of the greatest 
benefit to the people of the United 
States.’’ 

Iasked Mr. Denby what he thought 
would be the effect of the retention of 
only the island of Luzon and the return 
of all the other islands to Spain— 
whether under such circumstances a 
larger force of men would be required 
to preserve order and maintain the posi- 
tion of the United States than would 
be needed if the entire group should be 
held. ‘‘It is quite possible,’’ said he, 
‘*that if we should return all the is- 
lands but Luzon to Spain and if Spain 
should succeed in re-establishing her 
authority over them the proximity of 
that power to us in the neighboring is- 
lands would generate friction, which 
might require us to keep a larger mili- 
tary force there than we otherwise 
would and might endanger the peace. 
There would also be danger of a war in 
which we might possibly be involved 
if any of the other nations of Europe 
should undertake to take control of the 
islands.”’ 

Iasked Mr. Denby whether he thought 
it would be necessary for the United 
States to maintain a large military force 
permanently in the Philippines, if all 
the islands should be retained. ‘‘There 
we come to the real point of most of the 
opposition to taking all of the islands,”’ 
was the reply. ‘‘Itis the fear that it 
would necessitate a large standing 
army, and there are in the United States 
a Jarge number of persons who are op- 
posed to a large army. I would not un- 
dertake to say how many troops would 
be required in the Philippines. That is 
a question for a military expert. Iam 
of the opinion, however, that after the 
islands had once been pacified a com- 
paratively small force of men would be 
sufficient. Of course it might require a 
larger navy.”’ 

While appreciating the importance of 
the trade of the Philippines themselves, 
especially in hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
Mr. Denby does not consider that of the 
first importance in determining whether 
the islands should be held by the United 
States. He believes that with the Phil- 
ippines in our possession and the Ha- 
waiian Islands as a stepping stone in the 
middle of the Pacific the United States 
would take a commanding position in 
the east and would obtain a large share 
of the commercial benefits of the open- 
ing up of China. He believes that if the 
islands are to be surrendered to Spain 
or to any other nation the United States 
has made a great mistake in allowing 
Admiral Dewey and General Merritt to 
take possession of the bay and city of 
Manila. 

“If we withdraw now,’’ said he, ‘‘we 
throw away this great opportunity, 
which has been opened and accepted as 
the manifest destiny of thisnation. We 
close the door and close it so that it will 
never open to us again. We shut out 
the far east from our influence and do 
it deliberately. We can never reconsider 
such a step. It would have been far bet- 
ter for our trade and our influence, com- 
mercial and religious, if Admiral Dewey 
had never gone near the Philippines. 
We are confronted with this great op- 
portunity ata time when the far east 
has become recognized as the coming 
center of the greatest commercial devel- 
opment, and when China is threatened 
with partition by the European pow- 
ers.’’—Cor. New York Herald.

Where Money Is Very Mixed. 

Although all accounts are kept in 
@ollars and cents (American standard) 
in British Guiana, there is no existing 
coinage to correspond. Gold is rarely 
tendered, all larger sums being handled 
in bank notes, kept so long in circula- | 
tion that they become almost unrecog- 
nizable in their filthy fragmentary di- 
lapidation. 

The silver coinage consists of the | 
most incongruous varieties. Besides 
British a number of coins, fractions and 
multiples of the ‘‘gilder,’’ enter largely | 
into circulation. These are known as | 
the ‘‘bitt’’ (4d.), ‘‘half bitt,’’ the ‘‘two 
bitts,’’ the *‘gilder’’ (being 82 cents, or 
1s, 4d.), and even a peculiar three half- 
penny piece is still extant, although 
eagerly sought for by collectors. 

All these coins are of great and in- 
teresting variety, incident on the trans- | 
fer of the colony from the Dutch and | 
the once distinct governments of Berbice 
and Demerara and Essequibo, long since | 
amalgamated. 

Of copper coins the penny is known 
as a ‘‘gill,’’ while the bumble baubee 
becomes a ‘‘cent.’’ Farthings were once 
introduced, but were regarded with con- 
tempt and suspicion, except by a few 
Chinamen, who succeeded in passing 
them in their brightness for half sover- 
eigns. 

To instance the confusion resulting, 
111,d. is here described as ‘‘two bitts 
and a half and a gill and a cent.’’— 
London Tit- Bits.

Parents Are Unfair to Teachers. 
**That existing methods of educating | 
the young fall short of the ideal there is 
scarcely any question,’’ writes Edward 
Bok in The Ladies’ Home Journal.

“To Buy on Tick.”

HAWAIIANS DIVIDED. 


Two Factions Mad- Kuown Their Wants 
to the Commissioners, 

San Francisco, Sept. 22.—The congres- 
sional commissioners in Honolulu ex- 
pect to leave for Washington Friday. 
They being deluged with 
petitions and memorials from the native 
Hawaiians, whose sentiment appears to 
be divided. One faction desires the res- 
toration of the queen, while the other 
asks for certain rights under the new 
form of government. The natives who 
favor restoration held a mass meeting 
and adopted a memorial to the commis- 
6ioners, aileging that the annexation 
treaty has failed and the joint resolution 
is ineffective because it was not passed 
by the people of the Hawaiian islands

or the representative legislature. The 
memorial concludes by asking that the 
constitutional government of Jan. 16, 


1896, be restored under the protection of 
the United States. 


ROBERT WILCOX. 

Among the speakers at the mass meet- 
ing was Robert W. Wilcox, the revolu- 
tionist, who a few weeks ago took the 
Oath of allegiance in order to qualify 
himself for a full pardon for past mis- 
deeds. Pointing to the United States 
flag over the government building he 
Said: “It is useless to say that the flag 
over there will not come down again. It 
was up be#®re, anditcamedown. It will 
be shown that the annexation vote was 
carried through by a handful of foreign- 
ers. If America loves us, why were not 
Hawaiians placed cn the commission? 
We are not represented thera The next 
thing we shall not be able to vote.” 

The other faction of Hawaiians has 
also presented a memorial to the com- 
mission. This memorial asks for a ter- 
ritorial form of government, with full 
rights for the natives and permission to 
make appropriations for ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani, Princess Kaiulani and 
Queen Dowager Kapiolani,

—— 


Swaggering and Jeerinz In a Most 
Provoking Way. 


One Leader Loses His Nose 
In a Fight. 


Another Defied a Military Governor to Remove 
His Troops. 


Havana, Sept. 22.—Disturbances in 
public places between Cubans and Span- 
fards are becoming frequent. The Cu- 
bans are assuming an insolent and abu- 
sive manner in their treatment of the 
Spaniards, whom they lose no oppor- 
tunity of openly referring to the van- 
quished. Many of them wear min- 
iature Cuban flags, the lone star of which 
acts upon the Spanish officers as does 
a red flag upon a bull. 

Several Cubans adorned with these 
emblems entered a saloon that was 
filled with Spanish officers, some in uni- 
form and some in civilian dress. The 
Cubans at once began abusing and in- 
sulting the Spaniards, comparing their 
quiet behavior to the cowardice of a 
whipped cur. Their remarks were re- 
sented by several of the officers, who 
administered a sound thrashing to the 
Cubans. In consequence of these dis- 
orders, Governor Arelas has issued a 
general order making it obligatory upon 
every officer to wear his uniform and 
carry arms in public, whether on duty 
or not, in order 
identity. 

Two boats rowed across the bay to- 
ward the transport. One was occuyred 


by Cubans from Regla, among whom 
was the well-known insurgent chief, 


Rodriguez. The other was filled with 
Spanish pleasure 
in which the Cubans were drew along- 
sids the othey, and its occupants began 
taunting and jeering at the Spaniards, 
who answered back. When the boats 
were close to the Resolute, Rodriguez 
took up an oar and struck one of the 
Spaniards ever the head with it, in- 
flicting a painful wound. One of the 
latter's companicns jumped into 
Cuban boat, sprung upon Rodriguez 
aud bit his nese off. The fight became 
general, and several of the participants 
Were woun lid. When tue men had 
been separated the boats rowed away 
in different directions, but both finally 
landed their bruised and wounded oc- 
supants at Reg! 

A serious quarrel took place at the 
loor of the university between Professor 
Lezzano, a Cuban, and Lieutenant Col- 
onel Benedicto of the Spanish army, 
who killed the young Cuban general, 
Aranguren. The excuse for the quar- 


seekers. 


rel was a dispute as to which of the 
two men should get off the sidewalk 
in order to let the other pass, the Ha- 


vana sidewalks only allowing one pe- 
destrian to pass at a time, although the 
real motives are believed to have been 
deeper. The professor and the officer 
exchanged several blows before they 
were separated by friends and passers- 
by. It is understood that seconds have 
been sent to the officer by the profes- 
sor. 

These disturbances are looked upon 
as having political color, as they al- 
ways occur between Spaniards and Cu- 
bans. The city is heavily patrolled, but 
disturbances of a like nature fre- 
quent in the suburbs. 

The insurgent chief, Edward Garcia, 
with 500 men, pitched his camp two 
miles from Matanzas, within the limits 
of the zone designated by the Spanish 
government. General Molina, the mil- 
itary governor, sent a polite communi- 
cation to Garcia, informing him that he 
was inside of the limits and would be 
expected to move his camp. The in- 
surgent leader answered that he con- 
sidered that he was not infringing the 
provisions of the armistice and would 
remain where he To a more ur- 
gent request Garcia retorted that he 
could only be moved by Gen- 
eral Molina mustered his men and pre- 
pared to send them to dislodge the Cu- 
bans, but first consulted Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco by wire. Blanco advised 
Molina to avoid a clash. The Cibans 
continue in their previous position. Ad- 
vices from Matanzas report great dis- 
tress and sickness there.

“A Painful Spectacle.” 

Madrid, Sept. 22.—Montero Rios, pres- 
ident of the senate and president of the 
Spanish commission, in an in- 
terview, is quoted as saying: “It is 
a painful spectacle to see politicians on 
all sides trying to throw on each other 
the blame for disasters, the responsi- 
bility for which rested on all parties. 
I, personally, have always favored au- 
tonomy for Cuba, Spain being unable tc 
forcibly maintain her sovereignty at 
such a great distance. 

“It is useless to speak of our disasters. 
Has not the country accused all our 
Evvernments of exhibiting too much 
weakness towards the United States? 
What Spain wanted was a man ready to 
sacrifice himself, and who recognized 
the impossibility of war with a powerful 
nation, especially after years of useless 
conflicts with insurgents.”

Gen- 
eral Blanco said he would not allow such 
an order to be issued, as the American 
commissioners were entirely within their 
rights in having the American flag float- 
ed over their residence.

The usual crowd 
gathered at the transfer station despite 
the presence of the police, and for three 
hours jeered at the employes on every 
car, and improved every opportunity 
to throw stones at the windows and 
headlights, or bespatter the employes 
with vegetables and eggs.

Every car last night was guarded by 
two officers, and a large portion of the 
company’s lines were patrolled by po- 
lice. The demonstration against the 
cars extended throughout the city and 
were more violent than on any night of 
the trouble. 

The former employes of the road claim 
that more of the new men left yesterday. 
A conductor named Dasby stepped off 
his car on Bridge street and declared 
that he had had al! of it he could stand, 
and at once gave up his badge. 

President Campbell of the company 
was in the city yesterday, and renewed 
his request that the riot act be read 
and the crowd dispersed, and this will 
probably be done tonight. 

The chief danger now is feared out- 
side the city limits, where tracks on 
grades have been greased the last twe 
nights. This wuld result in a serious 
accident if a loaded car should run on 
this portion of thetrack.

Patchen and Gentry on a Massachu- 
setts Track, 


Five Thousand People Wit- 
nessed Their Race. 


Marks’ King Took Two Heats Straight In 
Rat her Slow Tinie. 


Readville, Sept. 23.—Barring Star 
Pointer, the two fastest harness horses 
in the world, Joe Patchen and John R. 
Gentry, had a match race at the Read- 
ville track yesterday, and the Marks 
horse won in two straight heats. A stiff 
wind blew down the stretch and held the 
horses back, so the time was slow, the 
first heat being in 2:05% and the second 
An 2:04%.

The day was cloudy and dull, but over 
6000 were in the big stand and along the 
track when the crack pacers came out. 
Both were applauded generously, and 
after scoring three times, they came 
down together and received the word. 
Patchen, who was driven by his owner, 
yc. W. Marks of Chicago, had the pole 
and at once went ahead, being a length 
in the lead at the quarter. The horses 
kept this relative position until well by 
the half-mile pole, when Gentry began 
to close up and almost nailed Patchen at 
the three-quarters. From there to the 
finish the crowd saw a grand race, for 
Mr. Marks drove in the best style and 
managed to keep Gentry at his wheel 
until just at the finish, when the big bay 
almost caught him, the two horses going 
under the wire with only Patchen’s black 
nose in front.’ 

The next heat up to the half-mile was 
practically a repetition of the first, for 
Patchen went immediately to the front, 
and not only kept the lead, but was three 
lengths ahead as the horses came to the 
three-quarters pole. Again Gentry made 
a great spurt in the stretch, but was not 
fast enough for Patchen, and the ]Xéter 
won the heat and the race by a good 
length. With a warm sun and no wind ( 
the race might have been sensational, 
but it was too cool for either of the 
horses.

De Kar- 
merec, who is about 50 years of age, at- 
tacked his wife in her room on the fourth 
floor of a building, and the woman sought 
to get away by the fire-escape. Her hus- 
band’s efforts to drag her back into a 
room were seen and interrupted by 
Policeman A. P. Martin. 

When Martin entered the room, De 
Karmerec attempted to use the revolver, 
and the policeman seized his hand, 
twisting it so that ene bullet went wild 
and the other lodged in De Karmerec’s 
wrist. He struggled desperately despite 
his wound, but finally was overpowered 
and taken to the station. Mrs. De Kar- 
merec had recently begun divorce pro- 
ceedings, which, it is thought, prompted 
her husband's attack. 


Tax on Patent Medicines. 

Chicago, Sept. 23.—Retail druggists of 
this city have issued calls to the retail 
drug trade all over the country for the 
organization of a national association 
to cast off the burden of the war tax 
imposed upon retailers by thy >:anufac- 
turers. Oct. 17 the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ association and the National 
Proprietary association will meet in St. 
Louis in annual convention. The call 
from the retail druggists asks each state 
and city organization of retail druggists 
to send delegates to St. Louis upon the 
Same date to create an association and to 
meet the manufacturers of patent and 
proprietary medicines. Retailers claim 
that they cannot shift the burden of the 
stamp tax upon the consumer as required 
by the manufacturers because of the 
prevalence of cut prices and indiscrim- 
inate sales. 


Has a Bad Reeord, 

Boston, Sept. 23.—Daniel O. Taylor, a 
young swindler who fell into the hands 
of the police through the shrewdness of 
an errand boy, is “bigger game” than 
Was at first supposed. He has serveda 
term in the house of correction, has 
swindled a score of small firms by a 
money changing trick, and he has been 
wanted nearly a year to stand respon- 
sible for about three-score swindles by 
means of forged orders. 

Taylor is 28 years old, and came to 
Boston from Auburn, Vt. His only ex- 
cuse for committing the crimes charged 
against him is that he could not get work 
and wanted to make as éasy a living as 
possible. 

Mr. Griggs Presided, 

Trenton Sept. 23——The Republican 
state convention nominated Foster M. 
Voorhees for governor. He is at pres- 
ent a senator from Union county, and 
in his capacity as president of the senate 
has been acting as governor since 
Governor Griggs was chosen attorney 
general. The session ofthe convention 
lasted about two hours, and the gather- 
ing was the most harmonious ever gotten 
together in New Jersey. Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs presided, and his speech, 
mainly devoted to national affairs, was 
the feature of the convention. 

Mr. Voorhees was nominated by ac- 
clamation, and as the governor is the 
only state officer elected by the people 
the work of the convention was soon 
performed. The platform adopted fs 
devoted mainly to state issues. A par- 
agraph expressing faith in the ability 
of the Republican notional administra- 
tion to deal with incompetency in the 
army was stricken out.

Gm -EVASIONS ILLEGAL. 
Sabstitutes For Checks Held to Be Tax- 
able Fer Revenue Purposes. 

Washington, Sept. 23—The commis- 
sioner of internal revenue has rendered 
@ decision in which he says that a de- 
positor’s receipt in the following words 
is subject to a stamp tax as a bank 
check: “Received of the La Grange 
Banking and Trust company $1, to be 
deducted from my deposit. (Signed) 
John Smith, Jr.” 

In his decision, the commissioner says: 
“The war revenue act imposes a tax 
upon bank checks, drafts, certificates 
of deposits and orders for the payment 
of any sum of money, and thereby in- 
tends to include all legitimate ways in 
which money can be withdrawn from a 
commercial bank. The use of a receipt, 
while not in terms forbidden, is pre- 
sumptively so, and any attempt to use 
@ receipt in lieu of a check is a mani- 
fest attempt t. evade the tax which can 
only be prevented by taxing the receipt 
asachech. A receipt is not a negotia- 
bie instrument, and any attempt to treat 
it as such would result in difficulties to 
both the bank and the depositors.” 

The commissioner has issued a spec- 
fal notice to correspandents of the in- 
ternal revenue office in which he ex- 
jplains that the delay in answering 
letters is wholly occasioned by the pass- 
age of the war revenue act, “which,” 
he says, “‘touched the business interests 
of the country at so many points that 
this office wag literally overwhelmed af- 
ter its passage by correspondence from 
every section of the United States. 


Want Barriers Maintained. 

Quebec, Sept. 23.—The people of the 
United States evidently are beginning 
to awaken to the great importance of 
the results which may come from the 
work of the international high commis- 
sion in session here The Canadian rep- 
resentatives are urging that a treaty 
embodying commercial reciprocity be 
made, and such a treaty would seriously 
affect nearly all the great industries of 
the United States. These industries 
are being heard from in an emphatic 
way. The American commissioners 
have been besieged by deputations of 
Americans, praying and demanding that 
an iron-clad treaty be not entered into, 
which would disturb, if not in many 
cases destroy, the tariff laws. Yester- 
day the farmers put in their protest, 
being represented by Aaron Jones of 
Indiana, worthy master of the national 
grange, and N. J. Bachelder of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the national 
executive committee. 

Following Mr. Jones came another 
protest from Albert Clarke of the Home 
Market club of Boston. He said the 
organization he spoke for had upwards 
of 2000 members, mostly manufacturers, 
and represented a total of capital in- 
terested of $700,000,000. He opposed 
commercial reciprocity. Between two 
countries having the same products for 
exchange, reciprocity was never suc- 
cessful. If Canada and the United 
States each had something the other 
did not have it would be a different prop- 
osition. 

Congressman Tawney of Minnesota 
presented a memorial signed by 250 of 
the principal lumber firms in 21 states, 
protesting earnestly agninst the reduc- 
tion of the duty on Canadian lumber. 


The Bridgeport Tragedy. 

Bridgeport, Sept. 23.—For the second 
time the remains of the woman who was 
found dismembered in Yellow millpond 
have been claimed. After the inquest 
yesterday afternoon, at which the father 
of the murdered girl and three brothers 
appeared, also Dr. G. C. Eighme, a 
dentist, with a chart prepared by the 
Hartford dentist who had filled Miss 
Gill’s teeth, Coroner Doten felt con- 
‘vinced that the identity was thoroughly 
established and gave a permit to ex- 
hume the portion of the body now buried 
in potter's field, and with the head now 
at the morgue he turned it over to the 
parent. 

Should the Middleboro incident be re- 
peated and Miss Gill return home alive 
and well, then further efforts at identifi- 
cation would be futile, as the head was 
so badly cut up in the efforts to compare 
the teeth Tiling with that of the chart 
that all the strong points of the features 
were destroyed. Not the slightest hope 
is entertained by any member of the Gill 
family that Emma will never again put 
in an appearance alive. 

Thursday the police arrested Harry 
Guilford, son of Dr. Nancy Guilford, as 
he was attempting to enter the residence 
of his mother. He was searched and 
then locked up. What suspicion or evi- 
dence the police have against young 
Guilford they refused tosay. Superin- 
tendent Birmingham last night refused 
absolutely to say a word to any reporter 
concerning the case. 


Wl Keep His Olid Position. 

fForonto, Sept. 23—F. P. Sargeant, 
grand master of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, stated at the grand 
lodge convention that he would again be 
a candidate for the position of grand 
master, and that if elected he would re- 
sign from the position on the industrial 
commission to which he was appointed 
by President McKinley. The president 
had told him when making the appoint- 
ment that his being on the commission 
need not interfere with his holding offices 
4n the brotherhood, but Mr. Sargeant 
Getermined to forestall political objec- 
tions by retaining only the one office. 
His present salary is $3500; as commis- 
sioner he would have received $3800. His 
announcement was received with tre- 
mendous applause, and his re-election 
by acclamation is a certainty.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s vame is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A, B,C, D and E. 
Today’s instalment is the second of the 
F’s as far as ‘‘ Fe,”’ inclusive, and will 
be continued tomorrow.

Chamberlain at a Rece ption. 

Danvers, Mass., Sept. 23.—The Dan- 
vers Historical society gave an informal 
reception to Joseph Chamberlain and 
wife and other guests Thursday after- 
noon.

“Your president has spoken of a federa- 
tion of the world.

There was a time 
when such a thing would be considered 
a dream. We are bound by common 
ties, but we are continually misunder- 
standing each other. I once expressed 
a hope that some new Columbus would 
start from America and discover Eng- 
land. He would find that for the past 
80 years a much better feeling toward 
this country has existed among the great 
majority of the people of England than 
has generally been believed to exist; but 
when he came back he would find the 
people incredulous. The press, states- 
men and others have—I will not say ma- 
liciously, but by persistent misunder- 

tanding—kept usapart. Recent everts 

ave changed all that, and we are feel- 
ing better than ever toward each other.” 


Parisian Temper at Fever Heat. 

Paris, Sept. 23—The Times declares 
that as the cabinet had refused to sanc- 
tion General Zurlinden’s proposal to 
prosecute Colonel Picquart, Zurlinden 
waited until he had resumed the military 
governorship of Paris, when he acted 
upon his own authority. 

A majority of the papers denounce 
this military coup with varying degrees 
of severity. Mr. Clemenceau charges 
Mr. Brisson with cowardice or imbecil- 
ity, and couples President Faure’s name 
with that of Zurlinden in the alleged 
plot to suppress the truth and defeat 
justice. Mr. Clemenceau credits the ex- 
war minister with the remark: “If 
(General Mercier had not been so soft- 
hearted he would have had Dreyfus 
murdered.” 

Another paper abuses Mr. Faure with 
the gravest virulence and accuses him 
ef employing Brisson to make a coup 
d’etat. It points out that President 
Faure’s military friends hold all the 
strong posts.

Any Departure From It Now Would 
Be Criminal. 


President of Cornell So Tells 
His Students. 


Not In Accordance With Principle to Annex 
Spanish Territory. 


Ithaca, Sept. 23.—President Schurman, 
in the course of his annual address to 
the students of Cornell university, 
touched upon the issue brought up by 
the recent war with Spain relative to the 
disposal of acquired territory, including 
the Philippines. He said: “Now that 
war is over there seems to be a willing- 
ness on the part of some to depart from 
our original policy. At the beginning of 
the conflict our president and our con- 
gress in declaring war made a solemn 
declaration as to the motives and prin- 
ciples on which it was to be waged. We 
interfered, we declared, in Cuba for the 
Pake of humanity, and disclaimed any 
intention of forcible annexation or con- 
trol over the island. It is not in accord- 
ance then with the principles to annex 
any territory which formally belonged 
to Spain. 


PRESIDENT SCHURMAN, 
“We hear it advocated that the Philip- 
pines belong to us by right of conquest; 


but the idea that we have conquered 
them is a mistakenone. We have taken 
‘Manila, but there yet remain some 15,000 
insurgents under the control of a fierce 
and desperate leader. To claim the isl- 
ands by right of conquest it would be 
necessary first toconquerthem. Weare 
therefore under no obligation to its peo- 


ple. To keep this force in subjection it 
would be necessary also to maintain a 
large army in the Philippines. It would 


be another burden on our hands, and an 
expensive one: We ought not to sacrifice 
youthful lives when there is no obliga- 
tion to humanity and civilization in- 
volved. 

“Monarchy may expand by acquisi- 
tion of territory, but democracy, which 
is government by the people and for the 
people, cannot afford to accept as its 


citizens people who are not capable of| 


self-government. The nation, like a 
person, must be honest and keep its 
promises. When Cuba is pacified, then 


We must leave its government to its peo- 
ple. If they fail in their efforts to estab- 
lish a stable form of government, which 
shall secure safety of life and property, 
then we must again interfere; but if they 
succeed, in my opinion not only Cuba, 
but also Porto Rico, will soon be tapping 
at our doors for admission to the Union. 
If we annex the islands I hold that we 
would be committing criminal aggres- 
sion.” 


luspecting the Camps. 

Chattanooga, Sept. 23.—Secretary Al- 
ger and party were entertained at a din- 
ner last evening by prominent citizens. 
General Alger stated that he was firmly 
con, need of the original healthfulness 
of Chickamauga park, but that it had 
been rendered temporarily unhealthy 
by the long occupation of the army. 
He intimated that the soldiers now in 
camp in this latitude will be moved far- 
ther south on the approach of colder 
weather. 

Colanel Lee replied to and denied the 
charges made by Generals Wiley, San- 


ger and Colonel Leonard, and others 
against the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment. 


Surgeon General Sternberg declared 
that naturally Chickamauga park was 
absolutely healthy and the water pure. 
The sickness at Camp Thomas was 
traceable directly to the failure of com- 
manding and regimental officers to ob- 
serve the sanitary regulations issued 
by the medical bureau. 

Before leaving Chattanooga, Secretary 
Alger said: “The press has been dis- 
posed to exaggerate the condition of 
some of the camps, and things have been 
charged against the war department 
which were untrue and unwarranted. I 
want all the facts to come out. 

“There may have been incompetent 
officers, generals and colonels tn charge 
of some of the camps, and if such is 
found to be the case, they will be held 
Strictly accountable for their misdeeds. 
If there are any commanding officers 
who are now incompetent or who fail 
to put their camps in first-class condi- 
tion, and keep them that way, I pro- 
pose they shall be replaced by men who 
are competent, and who will see that 
perfect sanitary conditions are estab- 
lished and maintained.” 


Emissaries of Aguinaldo. 

San Francisco, Sept. 23.—Among the 
passengers on the China, which arrived 
yesterday, were Philip Agoncillo and 
Joseph Lopez, who are going to Wash- 
ington as representatives of Aguinaldo. 
Agoncillo did not come direct from 
Manila, but started from Hong Kong, 
where he had been for sometime. He 
declines to make public what Aguinaldo 
wants or expects, but states that the in- 
surgents generally look for ultimate in- 
dependence. After a short stay at Wash- 
ington, the two men will proceed to Paris 
to attend the meeting of the peace com- 
mission. 

Other passengers on the ship were 
Brigadier Generei Greene and staff and 
Murat Halsteag. General Greene said 
that he was not recalled for any reason 
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that he knew of. With reference to the 
report that it was owing to his action in 
conducting an illegal eourt-martial at 
sea he stated that the cases were tried 
according te General Otis’ orders, and 
the findings of the court were reversed 
by the Washington authorities. Speak- 
ing of the situation at Manila, General 
Greene expressed the opinion that there 
would be no trouble with Aguinaldo. The 
health conditions at Manila are improv- 
ing, but it is extremely difficult to pre- 
vent disease from spreading among the 
American soldiers, as the Spaniards had 
occupied the buildings and left the germs 
of disease behind them. 


Cervera In Madrid. 

Madrid, Sept. 23.—The marked coolness 
of Admiral Cervera and his officers to- 
wards the minister of marine is much 
commented upon here. Mr. Aunon and 
his staff, in uniform, met the admiral 
and his party at the railroad depot. The 
admiral halted before the minister, sa- 
juted and said stiffly: “I am at the 
orders of your excellency. I shall pre- 
sent myself at the ministry today as is 
my duty.” 

The admiral then started to leave, after 
embracing Captain Eulate, the former 
commander of the Vizcaya, and his other 
comrades. The minister of marine of- 
fered the use of his carriage to Admiral 
Cervera, but the latter declined to accept 
it, and entered another carriage. 


Miles’ Plan of Reorgavizing Volunteers. 

Washington, Sept. 23.—Major General 
Miles has completed his plan for the re- 
organization of the volunteer forces into 
corps, divisions and brigades. This 
plan has been submitted to the war de- 
partment for approval. The plan con- 
templates a reorganization of the volun- 
teer force which has not been ordered 
mustered out, designates an army of 
occupation for Cuba, provides for the 
relief of the army in Porto Rico and es- 
tablishes a reserve to relieve the troops 
in the various islands which will be oc- 
cupied by the United States. 

It is known that the troops of the 
Seventh corps, under General Lee, wil 
be designated to go to Cuba, and that 
troops from the camps at Lexington, 
Knoxville and Middletown will be se- 
lected for Cuban duty. It is under- 
stood that General Miles deals only with 
organizations such as corps, divisions, 
brigades and regiments. The matter 
of commanding and staff officers will be 
settled after the mustering out of gen- 
eral and staff officers has been deter- 
mined. 


Queen of Cuba Returned. 

Havana, Sept. 23.—Among the passen- 
gers who arrived from Key West was 
the widow of Dr. Hernandez. She was 
known as the queen of Cuba, and figured 
prominently in the insurrection, en- 
listing in General Maceo’s command, in 
which her husband was a staff surgeon. 
Her husband was killed in the war, and 
she was taken a prisoner by the Span- 
jiards near Sancti Spiritus and deported. 
She returns to the island with the in- 
tention of actively resuming work in 
the cause of the freedom of Cuba. 

Reports from all points of the island, 
besides confirming the statements re- 
Sarding the want and destitution ex- 
isting among Cuban soldiers, say that 
dysentery and malaria are decimating 
their forces. Official returns as to thc 
mortality in the Santa Clara province 
during July show 296 deaths, of which 
115 resulted from small-pox. 


They Protest Too Much, 

Madrid, Sept. 23.—The ministerial 
newspapers protest against the idea 
that the United States will keep the 
Philippine islands. They maintain that 
Spain's rights to these islands are incon- 
testible, and that she is “resolved to de- 
fend her rights with the greatest energy.” 
The government papers also contend tLat 
the terms of the peace protocol confirm 
Spain's right to the island of Luzon and 
the rest of the Philippine islands, and 
they declare that if the United States 
basesits claim on humanity and civiliza- 
tion, Spain will prove that there is no 
higher civilization in any of the Asiatic 
colonies than in the Spanish colonies in 
Asia. 

The rumor that the Rothschilds are to 
lend Spain a large sum of money when 
(the treaty of peace shall have been 
signed is denied here. Officials of the 
Spanish government claim that the 
Bank of Spain is able to supply the im- 
mediate demands of the government. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Sept. 23.—H. Gardner Chase, 
broker, has filed a voluntary petition in 
insolvency. His liabilities amount to 
$45,000, of which $15,000 are secured. He 
has comparatively no assets. 

The recruiting officers report that there 
are about 75 soldiers here who are absent 
from their regiments without leave, and 
that unless they return at once they will 
‘be reported as deserters. Most of them 
are men who have been in the regiments 
stationd at Montauk. Instead of getting 
furloughs to return to their homes, they 
took “french leave” and got out of the 
camp by evading the guard. 

The following nominations have been 
made by the governor: Leonard A. 
Jones of Boston, judge of the new court 
of registration under the Torrens land 
transfer act of 1898; Charles T. Davis, 
Worcester, assistant judge of the court, 
and Clarence C. Smith, Everett, recorder. 

One of the interesting ceremonies of 
the Odd Fellows yesterday was the be- 
stowal of the decoration of chivalry on 
11 members, including General Q. A. 
Scott of Woodville, N. H., Grand Rep- 
resentative Corkhill of Pittsfield, Mass., 
Thomas E. Wilton and Captain William 
F. Gay of Boston, Captain W. H. Meade 
of Beverly, Major J. F. Tattersoll of 
Lynn and Lieutenant Colonel O. H. 
Henderson, department commander of 
Vermont. 

Margaret McDougal, 81 years old, while 
attempting to cross a street last even- 
ing, was knocked down by an electric 
car. She was removed to a drugstore, 
where she died a few minutes later. 
She was deaf and did not hear the gong.

likely to Cause Trouble In a Brock- 
ton Suburb. 


Angry With the Lasters Who 
Continue to Work. 


Developments Expected From a Conference of 
Labor Unions. 


——_—— 


Brockton, Sept. 23.—Several of the 
factories are picketed, but no trouble is 
anticipated except in Montello, where 
the Poles are in an ugly mood. They 
threaten both the firms and the men at 
work, and as they gather in large num- 
bers, trouble is anticipated. Police pro- 
tection is said to have been secured for 
the opening and closing hours. 

7. D. Barry has an instructor at his 
factory, and it is understood that several 
pupils in lasting have been secured, but 
work has rot commenced. There are 
now about 20 shops running all right, 
having made settlements, and of the 
remaining 25, over half are making some 
progress. The situation is not half as 
bad as some people have tried to pic- 
ture it, and no calamity is anticipated. 
The shops working do not employ quite 
as many men, taken as a body, as those 
affected, but there are enough men work- 
ing in these to bring the number of work- 
ers above those on strike. Itis estimated 
that there are 700 men out on strike, 
and 150 to 200 in other departments are 
forced into idleness on account of the 
strike. 

Another statement by the secretary 
has had a®.ealing effect in contrast with 
that caused by his first action, and it 
brings his case much more clearly ts 
the eyes of those who were so bitter 
against him at first. The feeling that 
he has been bought, as some claimed at 
the start, is dying out, and those who do 
not agree with him call it a case of mis- 
Yudgment. They assert that he was a 
little premature and made the settle- 
ment come harder than it otherwise 
would have been. The manufacturers 
and many men in other trades callita 
very sensible statement, and are eager 
to have it acted upon. 

It is understood that the grocers are 
oon to take a stand and demand cash, 
but most of the stores have been run- 
ning on that basisanyway. Thesaloons 
are doing a rushing business. The meet- 
ing tonight may produce some moves 
that will interest the entire community. 
The lasters will hold a special meeting, 
and the election of a new secretary is 
krown to be the primary object. A 
joint conference of the cutters’, finish- 
ers’ and lasters'’ executive committees is 
causing much talk, but its object cannet 
be learned. 


Will Fmp oy «x.reme Measures, 

Haverhill, Mass., Sept. 23.—Every- 
thing was quiet last night, in marked 
contrast to the scene of several nights 
previous. At a conference between 
Mayor Chace, City Marshal Worcester 
and representatives of the railway com- 
pany it was decided to employ extreme 
measures if necessary to preserve order. 
All of the special police officers were 
summoned for duty, ard 12 of them, with 
the 24 regulars, were stationed at White's 
corner and vicinity. The orders were to 
keep everybody moving, and they were 
carried out to the letter, with the result 
that there was no disturbance even to 
the extent of hissing, and by 10 o'clock 
the streets were deserted. Trouble was 
expected in other parts of the city, but 
the only event was the storm of vege- 
tables which a Willsdale avenue car ex- 
perienced.

He has been pastor of prominent

Illinois; Westminister 
of Toledo, Ohio; High Street of 
Columbus, Ohio; and Norwalk and 
Danielson, Conn. 

Has always been active in Grand 


Army circles, and was first commander 
of Joshua M. Wills Post of Colambas, 
Ohio.

San Francisco, Sept. 24.—The Post pub- 
lished a sensational story Friday to the 
effect that Germany is planning to send 
numerous trading vessels to the Philip- 
Pine islands and will arm 150,000 Fili- 
pinos, besides furnishing Krupp guns 
andartillery for field use. The islanders, 
The Post alleges, will be thoroughly 
drilled by German officers, and by Febru- 
ary Aguinaldo will be prepared to make 
an onslaught on the American forces.

Address by Gompers, 

New York, Sept. 24.—Samuel Gompers 
made an address at yesterday's session 
of the convention of the Carpenters’ and 
Joiners’ union. Organization had 
brought about shorter hours of labor, in- 
crease of wages and a general better con- 
dition of the men. It was claimed by 
some that the American Federation of 
Labor was too radical in its views, but 
in his experience the union which accom- 
plished the most was the most radical.

She 
also said that Manning had about $400 
with him when he left home. 


New Cases of Yellow Fever. 
Louisville, Sept. 24—Four new cases 
of yellow fever, two deaths and three 
critically ill are reported from Taylors, 
Miss., and two new cases and one death 
from Orwood. No new cases have ap- 
peared in New Orleans in two days, and 
no deaths have occurred among the five 


cases previously reported. One new case 


is reported at Houma, in Terrebone 
parish.

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Kuling on Legacies. 


Washington, Sept. 24.—The commis- 
sioner has rendered a decision on the 
section of the war revenue act imposing 
a tax upon legacies and distributive 
shares of personal property, holding as 
follows: ‘‘Where the value of the whole 
amount of pérsonal property left by a 
decedent does not exceed $10,000 no tax is 
imposed. Where such whole value ex- 
ceeds $10,000 and does not exceed $25,000, 
the tax is imposed, and the rate of tax 
upon the clear value of each share is de- 
termined by the degree of relationship 
of the beneficiary. Where the value of 
the whole amount of the personal prop- 
erty left by a decedent exceeds $25,000, | 
the rate of tax upon the clear value of 
each share is determined by the degree 
of consanguinity and by the value of the 
whole amount, as provided for in the last 
paragraph of section 29 of the war reve- 
nue act. Each share is required to bear 
its own tax unless, in case of devise by} 
will, it was otherwise specified in the} 
will.”

THE SWORD FERN. 


A Noble Plant That Will Flourish In the 
House or the Conservatory. 

Ferns are plants that demand a moist 
atmosphere, and consequently are not 
as well suited with house culture as 
many of the palms which appear to be 
able to endure the dry air of living 
rooms that is so injurious to many 
kinds of plants. The epidermis of palm 
foliage is dense and hard, and, as may 
be perceived by cutting it, evidently 
contains a large percentage of silica. A 
few genera of the fern family have the 
hard epidermis that enables them to do 
duty as room or apartment plants. The 
Pteris and Nephrolepis tribes are most 
conspicuous in this respect, and there 
are afew species of other tribes that 
will fiourish nearly as well in the same 
circumstances. The culture of ferns, 
therefore, for the most part, must be 
restricted to afernery, a house set apart 
for them or the greenhouse and con- 
servatory. While stating these facts in 
regard to fern culture Vick’s Magazine 
nevertheless gives encouragement to the 
amateur who would grow these beauti- 
ful plants in the home, as follows: 

The many fine forms of Pteris and 
Nephrolepis add much to the attractions 
of collections of house plants. Nephro- 
lepis exultata has long been employed 
asaroom plant. It is commonly called 
the Sword fern on account of the shape 
or general outline of its long, narrow

The soil best suited is an 
equal mixture of good fibrous loam, leaf 
mold and sand. The pot should have 
good drainage. The greatest growth 
will be madein spring and summer, 
and in this condition the plant will 
need a generous supply of water; at 
moderate amount will 


shine is desirable. The foliage must at 
all times be kept clean, and scale in- 
sects never allowed to gain a foothold. 
A light spraying occasionally overhead 


with clean water is an advantage. 


Favorite Old Flowers. 

Apropos of old fashioned flowers, Jo- 
seph Meehan tells in Country Gentle- 
man that the common perennial phloxes 
to do their best need rich ground, moist- 
ure and a shady place. With the reverse 
of this the flowers quickly fade. Some 
of the newer sorts of phlox are very 
handsome. 

Antemis tinctoria he describes as a 
yellow, daisylike flower, which blooms 
from June till September, and if decay- 
ei flowers are cut away as fast as they 
appear the new ones continue to come 
in greater profusion. Much the same 
can be said of the two coreopses, grandi- 
flora and lanceolata. Both are yellow 
and bear their flowers on Jong stems. 

Of foxgloves Mr. Meehan says it is 
worth remembering that if they are 
sown in spring there are no flowers un- 
til the second summer. Hollyhocks are 
of the same character. A few will flower 
when sown in the fall, but it is better 
to give them two full seasons to get 
the best results. 

Another old favorite rarely met with 
nowadays, the lavender, Mr. Meehan 
never protects. It stands both summer 
and winter well, and as a reward for 
the space occupied blooms profusely 
through the midsummer months. 


In the Fruit Garden. 


The fruit garden and orchard should 
be carefully and regularly cultivated to 
kill weeds and consume moisture. The 
raspberry canes should be headed back 
from time to time or as fast as they 
grow to a height of two feet. This will 
cause lateral shoots to be formed, which 
will make a larger, stronger and more 
prolific plant. AJ] suckers and sprouts 
upon all orchard trees are to be prompt- 
ly removed and the new canes of black- 
berries aud raspberries need to be 
thinned if they come up too thickly, 
which they are almost sure todo. The 
great trouble with these fruits is just 
this factor, they tend to run together 
into a dense mass of vegetation, and 
their fruitfulness is largely ruined. 

Watch the young, newly set plum, 
peach, apple and pear trees to see that 
they are growing regularly and sym- 
metrically. All surplus shoots are to be 
removed at once with thumb and fore- 
finger. This is an ideal way of pruning, 
for why allow any tree to make useless 
growth which must be cut away sooner 
or later? Fruit trees are ornamental as 
well as useful and profitable, and we 
can rest assured that the value of the 
land upon which they are set is steadily 
growing, says a writer in New England 
Homestead in concluding this advice 
about the fruit garden.

Yopic For the Week Beginning Sept. 25, 
Comment by Kev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—‘‘ What is true success 7’’—Math. xvi, 

21-27. 

Worldly success is often not true suc- 
ress. Few people in the world really 
have correct ideas as to what success 18. 
To many to succeed means to lay up an 
immense fortune; to others it means to 
reach some high position’ in the social 
or political world; to others, again, it 
has no other meaning than the satisfy- 
ing of the appet?tes and desires of life, 
no matter in what direction they may 
run. To achieve what we start out in 
life to achieve, no matter what the ob- 
ject of life may be, is the highest idea 
that most people have of success. But, 
alas, how many do t«.at and then at the 
end of life feel that life, instead of hav- 
ing been a success, has been a miserable 
failure! The goal of life is won, but as 
we touch the crown it withers and fades, 
and we say to ourselves in deepest re- 
morse: ‘‘This is not what we thought 
it was. This is not success. This is 
failure.”’ 

Christ’s solemn words here suggest 
two things about true success. 

1. True success comes from giving, 
not from getting. This may seem para- 
doxical, butit is true. ‘‘ Whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it, and whoso- 
ever will lose his life for My sake shall 
find it.’’ This is Christ’s principle of 
success. To find the highest and truest 
life, which alone can be called success, 
we must lose our lives, we must sacri- 
fice them, for Christ’s sake and for the 
sake of humanity. True success lies in 
making the most of our lives for God 
and for humanity, and we can never do 
that if we are sordidly laying up gold, 
selfishly seeking for office or sating our- 
selves with the pleasures of life. Self 
must be eliminated to achieve success. 
Humiliation leads to exaltation. The 
cross is necessary to the crown. 

2. True success is eternal, not tem- 
poral. Temporal success is an illusion. 
It bas no reality. He only succeeds in 
life who has so used this world as to 
assure himself a safe entrance into eter- 
nal life. ‘‘ What is a man profited if he 
gain the whole world and lose his own 
soul’? or the higher life of the soul in 
eternity? And if the gaining of the 
whole world would not compensate us 
for the loss of our souls how much less 
will it pay us to lose our souls for the 
trifling part of the world that we may 
gain. The world is not the true judge 
of man’s failure or success. ‘*The Son 
of Man shall come in the glory of His 
father, with His angels, and then He 
shall reward every man according to 
his works.’’ This award will decide the 
success or failure of our lives, and it 
will prove that he who lost his life here 
for God, for Christ, for humanity, has 
found it, or, in other words, has suc- 
ceeded.

THE MARCHAND MISSION. 


History of the French Expedition 
Sent to the Sudan. 

Major Marchand, who is in command 
of the French expedition in central Af- 
rica and is reported to have arrived re- 
cently at Fashoda, on the White Nile, 
above Khartum, was appointed by the 
French government in February, 1896, 
to take command of a force of Senegalese 
sharpshooters sent to assist M. Liotard 
in his mission to the Bahr-el-Ghazal. 
Very little has been heard of him since 
he left France in June of 1896, but it 
was generally understood that he had 
joined M. Liotard. The Paris Eclair 
of Oct. 29, 1897, stated that the Mar-

chand and Bonchamps missions had in 
fact joined their forces near Fashoda 
and were marching on Khartum, where 
they expected to be well received by the 
khalifa as enemies of England. The 
Eclair had indeed been assured by a 
soi disant emissary of the khalifa at 
Constantinople, the Emir Soliman In- 
ger, that the sovereign of the dervishes 
had already been advised of the coming 
of the French expeditions and that they 
were sure of a cordial welcome. 

The defeat of the khalifa at Omdur- 
man by the Anglo-Egyptian expedition

Kitchener destroyed Major Marchand’s 
hopes of a junction with the dervishes, 
if he entertained such an idea, but his 
arrival at Fashoda with his expedition 
has already stirred England, rumors of 
his success having been current for sev- 
eral days. Great Britain does not desire 
any interference with her plans for the 
development of Egypt and central Af- 
rica, and she has more than once let it 
be understood that such action would 
be considered hostile and a cause of 
war.—New York Herald.

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HE DESIRES THE FACTS 


Commissioners of Inquiry Instructed 
by the President, 


Work Must Be Satisfactory to 
tne People. 


Wrongdoers to Be Punished if the Charges 
Are Sustained. 


Washington, Sept. 26.—The president 
feels assured that the verdict of the com- 
mission to investigate the 
of the war will be accepted and ap- 
proved by all right-minded and right- 
thinking citizens. It was his effort to 
secure as members men of the highest 
character and understanding, 
opinions and judgments the country 
would have all confidence. He desired 
to have represented on the board all 
phases of public and political feeling, 
every section of the country and all 
classes of business—professional, com- 
mercial and military. 

That the president desires that the 
inquiry should be rigid and searching 
was indicated by his statement to the 
commission when it assembled for a 
conference with him. No limit is placed 
upon the scope of the investigation. It 
is to include every department of the 
army, and the president assures the com- 
mission in advance that he will afford it 
every facility in his power for the prose- 
cution of the most searching inquiry 
into every part of the administration of 
the war. In addressing the commission, 
the president said among other things: 
“Before suggesting the matters which 
shall come before you for investigation 
I desire to express my appreciation to 
euch of you for your willingness to ac- 
cept the patriotic service to which you 
have been invited. You are to perform 
one of the highest public duties that can 
fall to a citizen, and your unselfishness 
in undertaking it makes me profoundly 
grateful. 

“There has been in many quarters se- 
vere criticism of the conduct of the 
war with Spain. Charges of criminal 
neglect of the soldiers in camp and field 
and hospital and in transports have been 
so persistent that, whether true or false, 
they have made a deep impression upon 
the country. It is my earnest desire 
that would thoroughly investigate these 
charges and make the fullest ex- 
amination of the administration of the 
war department in all of its branches, 
with the view to establishing the truth 
or falsity of these accusations. I put 
upon you no limit to the scope of your 
investigation. Of all the departments 
connected with the administration I in- 
vite the closest scrutiny and examina- 
tion, and shall afford every facility for 
the most searching inquiry. The records 
of the war department and the assist- 
ance of its officers shal! be subject to 
your call. 

“I cannot impress upon you too strong- 
ly my wish that your investigation shall 
be so thorough and complete that your 
report when made will fix the responsi- 
bility for any failure or fault, by reason 
of neglect, incompetency or mal-admin- 
istration, upon the officers and bureaus 
responsible therefor, if it be found that 
the evils complained of have existed. 

“The people of the country are en- 
titled to know whether or not the citi- 
zens who so promptly responded to the 
call of duty have been neglected or mis- 
used or maltreated by the government 
to which they so willingly gave their 
services. If there have been wrongs 
committed, the wrongdoers must not es- 
cape conviction and punishment.” 

Sketches of the Commissioners. 

The following are brief biographical 
sketches of all members of the commis- 
sion except Dr. Connor of Cincinnati, 
who han not yet arrived in Washington: 

Major General Grenville M. Dodge, 
president of the commission, born April 

2, 1831; graduate of Norwich (Vt.) uni- 
versity as a civil engineer; entered ser- 
vice, April, 1861, as captain. In 1865- 
66 assigned to command of the Indian 
campaign. Left the army in 1866. Built 
Union Pacific railroad and Texas Pa- 
cific. Was member of congress from 
Iowa. Since then he has been connected 
with railway systems of the United 
States. 

Brigadier Generali John M. Wilson, 
chief of engineers United States army, 
was born in the District of Columbia; 
appointed from Washington territory 
to the military academy, graduating in 
1860, and after_serving a short time in 
ordnance and artillery was assigned to 
the engineercorps. He served through- 
out the Civil war, first as an engineer, 
afterwards as an inspector general, and 
was engaged in many battles. In 1835 
he became superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds at the capitol, 
serving in this capacity until 1889, when 
he was made superintendent of the mil- 
itary academy, where he served until 
1893, when he was again made superin- 
tendent of public buildings and grounds 
and served as such until the first of Feb- 
ruary, 1897, when he was appointed 
brigadier general, chief of engineers. 

Major Stephen C. Mills, inspector gen- 
eral of the United States army, recorder 
of the commission, was born in New 
York; appointed to the military academy 
from Illinois, and graduated in 1877. Ma 
jor Mills served in a number of Indian 
wars in the west from 1876 to 1882. 

Charles Denby was born in 1830 at 
Mount Ivy, Bottetout county, Va. Grad- 
uated at the Virginia military institute. 
Took up his residence at Evansville, Ind., 
in 1853 and has ever since resided there. 
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Is by profession a lawyer. “Was lhéu- 
tenant and colonel in the Forty-second 
regiment, Indiana volunteers, and after- 
ward colonel of the Eightieth regiment, 
Indiana volunteers. Was appointed by 
President Cleveland minister to China 
May 29, 1885, and remained in that ca- 
pacity at Pekin until July 11, 1898. 

General James Adams Beaver was born 
in Perry county, Pa., Oct. 21, 1837; grad- 
uated at Jefferson college in 1856 and 
studied law and +_was admitted to the bar 
in 1859. He bélunged to a milita ry come. 
pany of which Governor Curtin was cap- 
tain, and when the war broke out he en- 
tered the Union army at the first call for 
three months; after expiration of the 
term, re-entered the army for the waras 
lieutenant colonel of the Forty-fifth 
Pennsylvania. At Chancellorsville he 
Was shot through the body. At Reams 
station he lost his left leg. He was se- 
lected goverror of Pennsylvania in 1886. 

Major General Alexander McCook, 
United States army, retired, is a member 
of the fighting McCook famitiy of Ohio. 
He was born April 22, 1831, and appointed 
to the military academy in 1847. When 
the Civil war broke out he wae on duty 
at the military academy. He was 
pointed colonel of the First Ohio volun-

in May, 1861, and lost his right arm at 
Bull Run July 21, 1861.

Captain Evan P. Howell was born in 
Milton county, near AUanta, Ga., on th 
10th of December, 1839. He practiced 
law for a year and entered the 
erate army as orderly sergeant. 
tain Howell has been a member of four 
national Democratic conventions, com- 
mencing 1876. He was appointed con- 
sul to Manchester, Eng., by President 
Cleveland during his first administra- 
tion, and declined the place account 
of his business. 

Colonel James A. Sexton was born in 
Chic He enlisted for three months 
in 1861. Wha» 17 years old he re 
listed in the ‘ _ty-first Illinois infantry 
volunteer resinent. During Colonel! 
Sexton's army service he was wounded 
four times and was mentioned in the 
reports and general orders of his su- 
perior officers several times. Three of 
his four sons enlisted in the present war 
with Spain. He is the new commander 
of the Gri and | Arm y of the Republic 
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Chin: a's Internal ‘Trouble 8. 

London, Sept. 26.—The Times’ Pekin 
correspondent says: ‘Chang Yin Yaun, 
the Chinese enemy and rival of Li Hung 
Chang, whu is charged with harboring 
Kang Yuwei, has been arrested. He 
is now under trial by the board of pun- 
ishments. He will be stripped of all 
his offices, his removal giving increased 
power to Li Hung Chang. 

“The officials generally welcome the 
empress’ return to power, but the people 
are indifferent. Kang Yuweiis charged 
with conspiring against the empress 
dowager. He has been declared an 
outlaw, and his arrest has been ordered. 
In the course of an interview he said that 
he left Pekin on Tuesday in compliance 
with a secret message from the emperor, 
warning him of his danger and urging 
him to obtain assistance from those in- 
terested in the country’s welfare. He 
further stated that recent events were 
entirely due to the action of the Manchu 
party, headed by the dowager empress 
and Viceroy Yung Lu and including all 
the high Manchu officials. The latter 
were displeased by the emperor's lean- 
ing toward the reform party and decided 
to restore the regency of the dowager. 
The dowager party is bound by an un- 
derstanding with the Russians, whereby 
the latter, in consideration of the sup- 
port of Russian interests, undertake to 
preserve Manchuria as the seat of the 
dynasty and to maintain Manchu } -le 
in China. In pursuance of this com; ict 
the gradual substitution of Manchu: in 
all offices and military commands began 
last year under the direction of the 
dowager, thus creating sources of fric- 
tion with the emperor, whose dethrone- 
ment was frequently threatened. The 
present movement is entirely Manchu as 
opposed to Chinese. The influencgof Li 
Hung Chang is now subordinate to that 
of Yung-L and is likely to decrease.”

Who Discredited Atwood and 
Created Barrows. 


Says Barrows is Likely to Lose 
His Own Ward. 


It will be remembered that it was 
Mr. Atwood’s abandonment of his 
criminal libel suit against Frederick 
W. Peabody to prove he had not, as 
Mr. Peabody charged, ‘‘robbed the city 
of Boston of upwards $80,000"’ during 
his term of office as city architect, that 


so thoroughly discredited Mr. Atwood 
two years ago. 
The suit was in process of trial 


before a jury, and Mr. Atwood’s cross 
examination had not been completed, 
when he asked the District Attorney to 
stop the trial and suspend the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Peabody consented to that 
disposition of the case, because, in the 
words of bis counsel, Hon. Moorfield 
Storey ‘‘A public confession coming 
through the lips of the District At- 
torney is better than any verdict that 
could be returned by the jary.”’ 

That ended the political career of 
Mr. Atwood but did not end his desire 
to be in congress, as his hopeless 
struggle two years ago and his still 
more hopeless struggle this year prove. 
Politically speaking however, he is 
dead as a door nail, and Mr. Peabody 
was his political executioner. 

Mr. Peabody was also the political 
creator of Congressman Barrows. He it 
was discovered Mr. Barrows got him to 
run, boomed him in the _ papers, 
organized his campaign and behind the 
screen of a nominal campaign com- 
mittee pulled the wires and did the 
work that aroused the anti-Atwood 
sentiment of the district as_ it 
never aroused before. 

This year Mr. Peabody is not a resi- 
dent of the district, and is conse- 
quently not taking an active part in the 
contest. It 
that he is heartily sick of his bargain 
and thinks record of 
broken pledges, and active opposition 
of his party in congress, together with 
his well known Spanish sympathies 
make Mr. Barrows a congressional im- 
possibility, and bury him as deep 
beneath the political sod as Atwood’s 
proven dishonesty buries him.

Then it was passed along to 
the Persians and the Greeks, then to 
the Romans and the Byzantines, who 
in turn communicated it to the Vene- 
tians. The monks of the middle ages 
appropriated it to beautify their Gothio 
temples, and so it came down the centu- 
ries to modern times.—Frank H. Vize- 
telly in Woman’s Home Companion.

How Snake Poison Kills, 

The action of poisons upon the system 
is and always has been one of the most 
interesting of subjects. Just how and 
why it kills has been determined through 
a series of experiments made by scien- 
tists. The following description is un- 
questionably the best and most lucid of 
any that has been given to the public: 
‘“‘The venom may be roughly separated 
into two parts—one acting upon the 
blood, and the other upon the nerves. 
When injected, it immediately begins 
to create terrible destruction in the 
blood vessels, the walls of the veins are 
eaten away and an internal hemorrhage 
takes place. While this is going ona 
portion of the venom is attacking the 
nerves. Particularly susceptible to its 
ravages is the ‘vasomotor’ system, a 
nerve center which controls the muscles 
of respiration. Paralysis takes place in 
these organs, and the victim generally 
dies from an inability to breathe.’’— 
New York Ledger.

“When this war began I issued an 
order that the north and south should 
be brigaded together. They have been 
united, and it is proven that the sec- 
tional lines of the north and the south 
no longer exist, and I thank God that I 
have lived to see the day when we have 
a united country.” 

Surgeon General Sternberg, in an in- 
terview, said that he did not think he 
should be held responsible for the mis- 
takes of all the officers under him, and 
yet he had been criticised for all that 
had happened. He said that every 
requisition for supplies had been prompt- 
ly filled, and he did not know of but one 
item that had been cut from a requisi- 
tion, and that was chewing gum. His 
department had been ready to meet every 
demand, and if the supplies wanted had 
not been asked for, it was not his fault. 
Regarding female nurses, he said his 
position had been’ misunderstood. He 
had been in favor of them from the start, 
and did not know how it would be pos- 
sible to get along without them. As to 
the hospitals here, he was highly pleased 
and found the sick being well cared for. 
In contrast to other camps, the purity of 
the water supply was unquestionable. 
He had made inquiry at random, and 
had not heard a single complaint during 
the entire day. 


Competing In Austria, 

Washington, Sept. 26.—The United 
States consul at Vienna ascribes the 
general decrease in exports to this coun- 
try to the fact that the same goods are 
now manufactured in the United States 
and can be sold there at the same or 
lower prices than the Austrian goods. 
The report is that American silk is be- 
ing sold in Lyons, the real silk center of 
Europe, and that French manufacturers 
are buying it in large quantities, es- 
pecially that used! forlining purposes, to 
take the place of that formerly imported 
from Austria and Germany. There is 
a falling off in the demand for pearl 
goods and for glassware, due to the pop- 
ularity and superiority of the American 
products. It is frankly admitted, the 
consul says, that the American cut glass 
is finer and more elegantly cut than any 
manufactured in Europe. 

The American bicycle, according to the 
consul, is finding favor with the wheel- 
men, notwithstanding its higher price 
over those of domestic make. He thinks 
that if the United States manufacturers 
desire to get their wheels into the for- 
cign markets, they should be satisfied 
with a less profit and try to make easier 
terms for their agents. The wheels 
sent from America are generally without 
mud guards, brakes and other neces- 
sities, and the agent is put to the ad- 
ditional expense and trouble of supply- 
ing them. There is a growing demand 
for American canned goods, but high 
prices prevail because the goods go 
through the hands of middlemen. 


Advocates an Alliance. 

Boston, Sept. 26.—Rev. John Clifford, 
pastor of a Baptist church in London, 
and also president of the free evangeli- 
cal churches of Great Britain, preached 
at Tremont Temple Sunday morning on 
“The Anglo-American Alliance.” He 
said it was the desire of nearly every 
true citizen of both countries that there 
should be an alliance, and that both na- 
tions should co-operate in the service 
of mankind. It would bring about a 
solid and enduring progress, and the 
advancement of the kingdom of God. 

He could confidently speak with re- 
gard to the people of England, the 
churches and the ministers. The upper 
classes in England were coming into 
line on this subject with the lower 
classes. There was almost a universal 
pulse of interest in England for the 
consolidation of these two peoples. 

The preacher contended that an Anglo- 
American alliance was the inevitable 
step that must be taken, because the 
two nations were of one stock; because 
the two nations spoke one tongue; be- 
cause they read one literature, and be- 
cause they had one religion. 


Chaplain McIptyre's Defense. 

Denver, Sept. 26—Two specialists on 
nervous diseases examined Chaplain Mc- 
intyre of the Oregon yesterday, with re- 
gard to his nervous and mental condi- 
tion. The examination was made at 
the request of the chaplain’s brother and 
legal advisers, indicating that his de- 
fense before the courtmartial by which 
he is to be tried on charges growing out 
of his alleged criticism of the conduct of 
Admiral Sampson and Captain Evans, 
will probably be temporary aberration 
due to sickness contracted while in the 
line of duty. 


Maria Teresa Afloat. 

Playa Del Este, Sept. 26.—The wreck- 
ing company engaged under Lieutenant 
Hobson in the work of saving the 
wrecked Spanish warships has succeeded 
in floating the Infanta Maria Teresa. The 
cruiser, after being got afloat, was taken 
in tow by the Potomac and, convoyed by 
the Newark, the Scorpion and the Alva- 
rado, proceeded for Guantonamo bay, 
where she arrived Saturday night. The 
puccessful issue of the attempt was 
greeted with the blowing of whistles, the 
firing of national salutes and by cheers, 
in which the Cubans joined. 


Talk of a General Strike, 

Brockton, Sept. 26.—The striking last- 
ers were busy Sunday mapping out plans 
for the contest with the manufacturers, 
and all expressed themselves confident 
of winning. After the mass meeting 
there was a conference of district com-

Net With Close Meshes Being Woven 
About Dr, Guilford, 


Meat Saw Witz Particles of 
Flesh Found. 


Colored Woman Thought to Have Assisted 
the Abortionist. 


Bridgeport, Sept. 27.—That the police 
have not exhausted their resources in 
securing evidence in the Emma Gill 
case is apparent. Monday witnessed 
additional developments in this di- 
rection. Probably the most interesting 
find of the day was a meat saw that was 
discovered at the house of Rose Drayton, 
Mrs. Guilford’s colored laundress. The 
saw blade bore evidence of recent use, 
and particles found on it are believed 
to be human flesh and marrow of human 
bones. State Chemist Wheeler made a 
microscopical examination, which has 
not been made public, but the officials 
since the examination express them- 
Selves positively that the particles were 
of a human substance. 

The find is a most important one, as 
it removes all suspicion of Eudora Guil- 
ford being connected with her mother 
in the dismemberment of the remains, 
while, on the other hand, it would iadi- 
cate pretty clearly that the colored wom- 
an was the midwife’s assistant. It has 
been learned too that Mrs. Drayton has 
been writing to Mrs. Guilford since the 
latter's hasty departure from the city, 
and, with other evidence that has been 
secured, it will cause the officials to hold 
the wornan pretty closely. 

Oxley’s connection with the affair as 
told by his brother, who visited the ar- 
rested man at the jail, is given consider- 
able credence, particularly in his home 
town, where both Emma Gill and Oxley 
lived, and where both were best known. 
It is in brief that Emma Gill told him 
she was in trouble and wanted money to 
be operated upon by Mrs. Guilford. 
Upon the advice of Guernsey, he offered 
to marry the girl, but she desired to 
marry another man, Oxley will not 
admit that he is responsible for the girl’s 
condition and disclaims sending her to 
the midwife. On the contrary it was 
something she had determined upon 
when she asked for the money, and she 
went to Mrs. Guilford’s house of her 
own volition. The police say that such 
a confession has not been made to them. 
Oxley’s father was sadly disappointed 
when he learned that his son was to 
be held on a charge of manslaughter in- 
stead of an attempt to procure an abor- 
tion, as preferred originally, and that 
bail would not be fixed on the latest 
charge until Saturday next. 

Fred Welch, son of Alderman Welch, 
who has been paying attentions to Eu- 
dora Guilford, and was known to have 
spent a few hours in the house on that 
fateful Sunday night, was subjected to 
a@ very severe examination at head- 
quarters yesterday afternoon, but he 
was able to satisfy the officiais that he 
knew nothing of the affair. 


Sickvess In Santiago. 

Washington, Sept. 27.—The daily re- 
ports that come to the department from 
Santiago make it apparent that even 
among the immune regiments, made up, 
as some of theyn are, of negroes, sup- 
posed to be almost exempt from attacks 
of climatic fevers, much sickness pre- 
vails, and it is only a fair assumption 
that the ordinary troops would suffer 
more were they now sent into Cuba. 
Therefore, while the American and 
Spanish commissioners in Havana are 
still seeking to reach an agreement as 
to the time to be allowed for evacuating 
the island, it may be said that the presi- 
dent expects that the result will be a 
compromise between the dates men- 
tioned on each side, and that the move- 
ment will begin towards the latter part 
of October and be concluded soon after 
New Year's. 

This will accord very well with the 
plans of the war department, as it will 
enable it to avoid sending to Cuba a 
considerable number of soldiers until 
the healthy season ie well under way. 
It is the present purpose to make the re- 
placement of the Spanish forces in de- 
tail, not sending over any large expe- 
dition, but establishing a garrison at 
one point after another, beginning prob- 
ably at the western end of the island. 
The authorities have reached the con- 
clusion, in view of the spirit shown by 
the Cubans as reported to it, that it will 
not be necessary to have nearly so large 
a force to garrison the island as was at 
first anticipated. 


Nellie a Housebreaker. 

Newton, Mass., Sept. 27.—The burglary 
in the A. H. Tilney residence last week 
has been cleared, and the Newton po- 
lice have the guilty party under surveil- 
lance. Her name is Nellie Huxford. 
She is 16 years old. She has not been 
arrested owing to her age, but the police 
claim that she has confessed and thet 
much of the plunder obtained from the 
residence has been found in her room. 


New York Republicans. 

Saratoga, Sept. 27.—The platform of 
the Republicans contains an endorse- 
ment of President McKinley and his 
policy with Spain, and of Governor 
Black and his state policy and adminis- 
tration; favors an expansion of the cur- 
rency in gold, and the retention of the 
Philippines.

Muniec pal Coal Yared. 

Boston, Sept. 27.—Mayor Quincy and 
the city council have been petitioned by 
a committee of the soojal alliance to es- 
tablish a municipal coal yard, where 
people who are obliged to buy coal in 
smal! quantities can obtain it at cost. 

The committee in its petition states | 
that “coal is one of the necessaries of 
life, created by nature’s own hand,which 
it is a crime to make scarce or dear by 
any form of monopoly. The mass of the 
people are obliged to buy coal in small 
quantities for immediate consumption, 
which makes it much costlier for them 
than for the well-to-do, who buy it in 
larger quantities when the market is in 
their favor.” 

The petitioners further say that the 
plan will, of course, couflict with the 
business interests of a class, and that “it 
would also interfere with the time-hon- 
ored prerogative of some benevolent in- 
stitutions that inflict humiliation on the 
poor by doing for them what they might 
do for themselves but for legal injus- 
tice.” 


Swept by a Hurricane, 

Tonawanda, N. Y., Sept. 27.—A terrible 
wind storm struck this place Monday 
afternoon. Houses and barns were 
smashed to kindling wood, trees up- 
rooted and many personsinjured. Ithad 
been raining for an hour, when at 4:15 a 
regular hurricans swept across the 
Niagara river. Bassett & Bellinger’s 
wharf was the first place hit, and here 
huge piles of lumber were thrown in all 
directions.

HAD HER WISH. 


Fanny Davenport Passed Away Before 
the Public Tired of Her. 
Duxbury, Mass., Sept. 27.—The ex- 
pectations for the restoration to health 
and return to the stage of Fanny Daven- 
port, based on the favorabte turn in her 
illness through enlargement of the heart, 
There was a turn 
for the worse Friday, and the curtain fell 
upon her busy life at 10:30 Monday night. 
Miss Davenport was the daughter of 
Edward Davenport, the famous actor, 
and Fanny Davenport, an equally fam- 
ous actress, and was born in London, 
April 10, 1850. She first essayed juvenile 
parts at the Howard atheneum in Bos- 
ton when 12 years of age, while her first 
adult part was that of Mrs. Mildway in 
“Still Waters Run Deep.” As Arline in 
fThe Black Crook” she made her debut 
as a soubret, and later joined Mrs. John 
Drew's company at Philadelphia. She 
remained there but a short time, and 
then joined Augustin Daly’s forces in 
New York, where she played in leading 
parts for nearly 10 years, from 1869 to 
1879. She made her first appearance as 
a star in “Pique,” and later produced a 
number of Shakesperian and old Eng- 
lish comedies. Then she presented from 
time to time some of the modern dramas 
of Dumas, and in 1883 began a series of 
Sardou’s plays which made }

and in later productions of Sardou’s she 
@displayed her wonderful skill asa stage 
manager, 

Miss Davenport occupied a unique 
position on the American stage. She 
was ore of the foremost of the female 
‘stars, while she held high rank as a 
p-eocucer of plays, and in the latter work 
She achieved great success. Her Sardou 
plays were put on the stage with lavish 
Scenery ard costumes, and she was 
fortunate in fir ding in the heroinesa part 
especially adapted to her style of im- 
personation, 

Miss Davenport was twice married. 
Her first husband was Edward Price, a 
yourg stock actor, whom she engaged 
as the leading juvenile man in her com- 
pany in the season of '77 and 78. Later, 
jn the season of 1888-89, she married her 
leading man, Melbourne Mc Dowell, con- 
zB jerably younger than herself, and an 
actor of ability.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Rapid Ripening and Harvesting Aided 
by Last Week's Sunshine. 

Boston, Sept. 27.—The warm and 
pleasant weather of the early part of 
last week aided the rapid ripening and 
harvesting of all crops, 50 that no great 
amount of damage resulted from the 
general frosts of the morning of the 21st. 
During the middle and latter part the 
weather was much cooler. The rain of 
the 23d relieved the drought, which was 
becoming quite serious in many parts of 
Maine, Vermont and New Hampshire, 
excepting in a few sections of Maine, 
where more rain is needed to fill streams 
and wells and place pastures in good con- 
dition. 


Over the greater part of New 
England the rainfall was suffictent to 
make the ground in fit condition for plow- 
ing, seeding and fall work. 

Corn is being husked, and is reported 
a good and large crop without exception. 
Buckwheat is reported a goodcrop. The 
conditions are excellent for fall plowing 
and seeding, which, though delayed by 
the rainy weather, is being rapidly com- 
pleted. 

The season favored grass. The hay 
crop has been so large that in many in- 
stances rowen and meadows were not 
cut. Pastures and fields are reported 
as green as in June, with excellent fall 
feed. 

In sections of southern New Hamp- 
shire apples are reported a large crop 
and of good quality, but otherwise the 
crop is light, many reporting it to be not 
more than half or third of the usual sup- | 
ply. Peaches, plums and pears are gen- 
erally light and below the usual quality. 
Cranberry picking is well advanced, but 
the crop is much less than expected, much 
damage having occurred from insects, 
sun-scald and early frosts. 

Potatoes are an average crop except 
in a few instances where rot was severe; 
digging will soon be finished. Squashes 
are a large crop of good quality. Vege- 
tables generally yield well.

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Questicns For War Department Of- 
ficials to Answer. 


Commission Prepared to Re- 
ceive Complaints. 


Inquiry Not to Be Confined to the National 
Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 28—It is not ex- 
pected that the commission charged with 
the war investigation will make much 
Progress until returns begin to come in 
from the inquiries that were sent out. 
Tuesday. Later committees will be 
pointed to take testimony, 
Places in the country. Persons having 
facts of their own knowledge are re- 
quested to forward it to this city with- 
out delay. 

Letters were sent to the secretary of 
war, enclosing a list of inquiries to the 
secretary, and to the heads of the vari- 
ous divisions of the war department, 
calling for specific information bearing 
upon the conduct of the war. To Sec- 
retary Alger the commission has ad- 
dressed these queries:

New York Silverites. 
Syracuse, Sept. 28.—At a meeting of 
Bilverites last night, one of the speakers 
said: “If the Democratic party to- 
morrow, as represented in convention, 
is not Democratic, then we have a right 
to organize a Democratic party.”

Eloquent Plea For Justice by 
His Spokesman. 


Roosevelt's Eligibility Declared to Be Not 
Open to Question.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


When Mr. Depew haa reached the 
point in his speech for Mr. Roosevelt 
where he alluded to the non-effect of 


| Mauser bullets, two or three men rushed 


down the aisle bearing a big portrait 
of Colonel Roosevelt in rough rider uni- 
form. There was a 3-minute interrup- 
tion, and t picture was taken to the 
stage and set up. 

Judge Ca , in speaking for Governor 
Black, said: “You will be told that ex- 
pediency demands his retirement to 
private life. It will be urged that the 
captivating brilliancy of a military rec- 
ord will blind the eyes of the people of 
New York to the more sober merits of 
duties well performed in civic place; 
that the smoke of battle from that far 
Cuban hill has so far veiled and obscured 
the noble qualities of Governor Black 
that they can be of no further use to the 
state. Are you prepared to admit the 
soundness of all this? Are you per- 
suaded that such argument is just? Are 
you convinced that such a course is 
best calculated to enlist the services of 
good and able men in public careers? 
Are you ready to say, with all the great 
prestige of this vast convention, that 
there is no bar of justice in politics at 
which the deservng can receive the fair 
rewards of their merits? Will you deem 
it prudent to announce such doctrine to 
the youth of the party and the state?” 

Elihu Root made a statement as to the 
eligib'lity of Mr. Roosevelt to hold of- 
fice. He said in part that Mr. Roose- 
velt had always voted in Oyster Bay and 
had mere y removed personal property 
to Washington. He had merely refused 
to pay taxes on pctoperty he was using 
in Washington, and by his affidavit he 
merely said that he was not a resident 
He read a letter from 
Mr. Rocsevelt saying that he paid his 
tax in Oyster Bay, and that he should 
not be asked to pay it in New York city 
also. The statement declared that he 
had no domicile in New York city, and 
that he was residing in Washington, 
but it did not say that he did not reside 
in Oyster Bay. It was a settled fact in 
law that a man could have two resi- 
dences, and that was especially true in 
the case of a Washington officeholder 
and the courts had so declared. 

The closing remarks of Mr. Root were 
received with great applause and were 
as follows: “Gentlemen, Mr. Roosevelt 
would not have your suffrage or that of 
the people of the state if there was a 
doubt of his eligibility to be governor, 
but he would not be deprived of his 
citizenship without his will. He would 
not lose his birthright without fault. 
He would not retire from the contest for 
this honor because of charges which are 
not true. He would not give up his state, 
it, gentlemen, that the peo- 
ple of the state of New York will not 
surrender the priceless pos- 
session of his citizenship, the broad no- 
of his citizenship, the splendid 
energy of his character and his noble 
heroism in civic and military life that 
ecarricd him unfilnchingly against the

DEATH OF BAYARD. 


Stricken With 1 Fatal Illness 
While on a Visit to Bay State. 


Dedham, Mass., & 
Bayard, th- first 
country to Great 


pt. 29.—Thomas F. 
ambassador from this 
Britain, died yesterday 
afterncon at Kulstcin, the summer 
fe ide ce of his daughter, Mrs. Samuel 
D. Warren. His death was without pain, 
the distingu shed citizen merely passing 
from a semicorsc’eus state to that of 
unconscicusness and then out into the 
great u' known. His wife, his two 
daughters, Mrs. Warren and Florence 
Bayard, ana his son, Thomas F. Bayard, 
Jr., saw him draw his last breath, while 
a thiid daughter, Countess Launhaupt, 
Was on her way to Dedham. The re- 
mains will be taken back to his native 
state, Delaware, and the funeral services 
will be held Saturday in the old Swedish 
church at Wilmington, 

Karlstin lies off the Needham road, 
and tw this place one evening about the 
gniddle of August went Mr.' Bayard to 
be the guest of his daughter and son-in- 
Jaw. H- was sick when he reached 
th<re, but it was given out that his ill- 
ness was mer.ly incident to declining 
years. He steadily grew weaker, how- 
ever, and had spells cf semiconscious- 
ness and of delirium. A consultation of 
physic'ans was held Aug. 26, and they 
agreed that Mr. Bayard was suffering 
from arterio-sclerosis and a _ general 
breaking down incident to age. Hesuf- 
fered no pain to any noticeable degree, 
and the chief tendency was to sleep. 

Du.ing the first few weeks of his ill- 
ness Mr. Bayard was able to sit up, but 
as the days passed he became gradually 
weaker, and three weeks ago he laid him- 
Self on his bed and never rose from it. 
At times he would rally to some extent, 
but the relapse always carried 
nearer theend. His wonderful constitu- 
tion, however, resisted the ravages of 
disease fur a surprising period, and dur- 
ing the past two weeks he practically 
lived on it, taking but little nourishment, 
and certainly not enough to sustain life. 
During this time he was in a semi- 
conscious condition, 
any of the family 
ing sinking 


and at intervals hav- 
spells, accompanied by 
choking. These left him always 
weaker until Tuesday, when it became 
evident that his death was only a matter 
of a few hours. Still he lingered, having 
a slight rally during the night, while 
during the forenoon his cordition showed 
little change. The afternoon, however, 
brought with it tne final scene, for, at 4 
o’clock, he began to sink rapidly, and 
half an hour later he gently passed away. 
Sketch of the Statesman. 

Thomas Francis Bayard was a distin- 
guished member of an eminent family. 
Since long before the revolutionary war 
times the Bayards have been conspicu- 
ous in the country’s history as patriots 
and statesmen, and many acquired na- 
tional fame as jurists. Nicholas, the 
first ancestor to come to America, a son 
of an Amsterdam merchant, though of 
French Huguenot extraction and a 
nephew of Governor Stuyvesant, was 
secretary of the province of New York 
in 1685 and holder of several other im- 
portant provincial offices. Col. John 
Bayard, a grandson, was a member of 
the provisional council of 1774; a leader 
of the movement for independence in 
Philadelphia; a number of the council 
of safety; 1 of the Second conti- 
nental regiment, raised in Philadelphia 
in 1775; speaker of the assembly in 1777; 
member of the continental congress in 
1785, besides having been honored with 
many other offices of great trust. 

Four members of the Bayard family, 
direct descendants of the foregoing, have 
had senatorial honors bestowed upon 
them by the little state of Delaware— 
‘Thomas Francis Bayard, his father, 
James Ashton Bayard; bis grand-father, 
of the same name, and the negotiator 
of the treaty of Ghent, and his uncle, 
(Richard Henry Bayard. His grand- 
mother’s father, Governor Bassett of 
Delaware, was also the recipient of sen- 
atorial honors. 

Thomas Francis Bayard was born in 
Wilmington, Del., Oct. 29, 1828, and was 
a younger son. In his 13th year he en- 
tered school at Flushing, L. I. Here he 
remained two years. At the expiration 
of that period, being intended by his 
father for mercantile pursuits, a clerk- 
ship was obtained for him in the estab- 
lishment of Mr. Bayard’s brother-in- 
law, August Van Courtlandt Schermer- 
horn. Here he received an excellent 
business training. 

In 1848 his elder brother died, where- 
upon, at the request of his parents, he 
returned to Wilmington. Having a lik- 
ing for his father’s profession, that of 
law, he became a student with that end 
in view, and was admitted to the bar in 
1851. He immediately began the prac- 
tice of his profession with his father, 
and was successful from the beginning, 
his local *fame spreading rapidly. In 
1853 he was appointed United States 
district attorney for Delaware, but re- 
signed in the following year. In 1865 
Mr. Bayard removed to Philadelphia, 
where he formed a legal copartnership 
This connec- 
tion lasted five years, being terminated 
by the death of Mr. Shippen. Mr. Bay- 
ard on the death of his partner once 
more réturned to Wilmington, where he 
was needed by his father, who was then 
engrossed in public duties. 

When the war of the rebellion began 
Mr. Bayard was pursuing his profession. 
With the first muttering the people 
of Wilmington set about establishing

June, 1861, the famous peace meeting of 
the citizens were held.in Dover, and 
Lieutenant Bayard was one of the prin- 
cipal speakers. He denounced the war, 
and his remarks on that occasion have 
been quoted in late years as an argu 
ment against his availability as a presi 
dential candid: 

Meanwhile M- Bayard’s popularity in 
his native state kept growing rapidly, 
and in 1868 he was elected to succeed his 
father in the United States senate, 
and was subsequently twice re-elected. It 
is noteworthy that on the day he was 
@ected to the senate t# the full term 
his father (who had resigned) was re- 
elected a senator from Delaware to 
serve for the unexpired part of his origi- 
mal term. This is the only case of a 
father and son being voted for by the 
same legislature to fill senatorial offices. 

Almost at the outset of his senatorial 
career, Mr. Bayard took an active part 
in the discussions concerning the presi- 
dential election of 1876. He was an advo- 
cate and subsequently a member of the 
électoral commission. In October, 1856, 
Senator Bayard was married to Louisa, 
daughter of Josiah Lee, a Baltimore 
banker. Twelve children were the re- 
sult of that union. In 1877 Senator Bay- 
prd received the honorary degree of 
LL. D. from Harvard college. 

When the Democratic national con- 
vention was held in 1880 his friends ral- 
lied in force to secure his nomination 
for the presidency, and such was their 
strength and the popular feeling for him 
that on the first ballot he stood next to 
Hancock, who was elected on the 
ond. In the Democratic convention of 
1884, at which Mr, Cleveland was nomi- 
nated, Mr. Bayard received the next 
vote on the two ballots which were tak- 
en. 

At the close of Mr. Cleveland's admin- 
istration Mr. Bayard returned to private 
to his legal profession. He was ap- 
pointed ambassador to the court of St 
James and served during Mr. Cleve- 
land's second term. 

Mr. Bayard’s first wife died during the 
first year of his term as secretary of 
state. Four years later he was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary W. Climer of Washing 
ton, who survive s him.

Erne Proved a Tartar.

nariowly averted at two shops last even- 
ing, and one arrest Was made. A crowd 
of about 1000 people congregated in front 
of P. B. Keith's factory, but the 10 of+ 
ficers kept it moving until five Armenians 
appeared. They walked through the 
multitude under protection of the offi- 
cers. It was noticed that one of the 
fArmenians had a knife in his hand be- 
fore the police reached them. Stones 
‘were thrown, and one Armenian re- 
ceived a flesh wound. Another crowd 
followed three Armenians from the same 
shop to the depot. One ofthe non-union 
men drew a revolver, but did not dis- 
charge it. John Nelson was arrested on 
the charge of disturbing the peace. 

There was a large crowd in front of 
WN. A. Packard & Co.'s factory, which 
waited in vain for the non-union men to 
come out. They had left their benches 
at about 4 o'clock, with the exception of 
those who are sleeping in the _ shop, 
where two officers are on guard. At 
about 6 o’clock, John S. Kent, one of 
the firm, started to go up the street, 
When he was discovered and followed 
by 1000 people, many of them hissing 
him. After going nearly a quarter ofa 
mile he stopped at a street corner, where 
Stones were thrown at him. Several hit 
the mark, but he was not injured. Offi- 
cers escorted Mr. Kent to the factory, 
and later he went to his home in a con- 
veyance, 

To add to the apprehension and gen- 
eral unrest, street demonstrationsofsomé 
proportions have been made by those 
opposed to non-union help, and serious 
trouble has been narrowly averted. The 
strikers and union Officials have not 
sanctioned these demonstrations, and 
in fact have spoken emphatically against 
them. Marshal Chase and the city au- 
thorities have become fully alive to the 
needs of the hour, and a strong force 
of police will hereafter be on hand at 
the where trouble has already 
occurred. Riot rule will not be tolerated 
in Brockton.

Ruling on Third Class Matter, 

Washington, Sept. 29. — Postmaster 
General Smith has modified previous 
rulings of the department in definition 
of third class mail matter. Under this 
latest ruling all impressions obtained 
upon paper or cardboard by means of 
printing, engraving, litrography or 
other mechanical process easy to recog- 
nize, except the typewriter letter or 
manifold copy, are held to be printed 
matter, if not in the nature of an actual 

and personal correspondence, 

Matter prepared by the typewriter 
must be regarded as personal corre- 
spondence and unmailable at the third 
class rate of postage; but the facsimile 
copies of manuscript or typewriting ob- 
tained by a mechanical process are as- 
similated to printing and may be re- 
garded as third class matter, provided 
they are presented for mailing at post- 
office windows and in minimum number 
of 20 perfectly identical copies. If 
mailed elsewhere or in less number, 
postage at first class rate must be re- 
quire d.

Postage on Hawaiian Maii. 

Washington, Sept. 29.—The numerous 
articles of mail matter reaching the San 
Francisco postoffice addressed to Ha- 
waii and paid for only at domestic rates 
indicate a genera! but erroneous im- 
pression that our domestic system was 
extended to those islands when they 
were annexed. The postal department 
has called attention to the fact that the 
universal postal union rates apply to 
the Hawaiian mails as heretofore, the 
only exception being in matter addressed 
to our military or naval forces there, to 
which domestic postage applies.

The Governor of a Soldiers’ Home

Wounded by an Inmate. 


Had Been Given a Reputation 
as a Martinet. 


Pharges That Led to His Removal From a 
Kansas Institution. 


Santa Monica, Cal., Sept. 29.—While 
Governor Smith of the Pacific branch 
of the national soldiers’ home was going 
to his headquarters yesterday, Albert 
G. Bradley, who has been an inmate of 
the home for five years, shot at him five 
times, one ball taking effect under the 
right shoulder blade, one over the right 
hip and one through the right arm. The 
surgeons think the wounds are not fatal. 
There is no external bleeding, but fears 
of internal injury are entertained. At 
times Bradley has acted strangely, and 
it was supposed he was mentally un- 
sound. The governor is resting easy. 
Bradley was crrested. 

Governor Smith was in charge of the 
national home in Leavenworth for many 
years. Early on the morning of June 11, 
1897, the governor's residence on the 
grounds was wrecked by dynamite. The 


governor, his wife and daughter escaped | 


with minor injuries. The crime was 
traced to a veteran, Joseph W. Oliver, an 
inmate of the home, and he was con- 
wicted. 

Smith's administration was marked by 
many troubles. Later the management 
of the home was investigated by a com- 
mittee from the house of representa- 
tives. Many charges were preferred 
against Governor Smith, but the inves- 
tigation resulted in nothing more than 
his transfer to the governorship of the 
Pacific branch, where he was wourded. 

The charges that led to the investi- 
gation wer principally mistreatment 
of the old soldiers. It was said that he 
confined men in the insane wards of the 
horpitals w hout previous examination 
by the surgeons; that he maintained a

police system cruel in the extrenre, and 
that he forced men to take the gold 
treatment for drunkenness against their 
will. Colonel Sidney Cook of Herring- 
ton, °“Kas., the local manager, testified 
that he had ordered Governor Smith to 
discharge t e brutal police officers and 
to cease the custom of forcing the sol- 
diers to take a cure for drunkenness. 
The order, he said, had been disobeyed. 
Later Colonel Cook stated that he had in- 
vestigated complaints made by pension- 
ers that their pensions had been with- 
held from them by order of the governor 
and against the law. He had ordered 
this to cease, and had been obeyed. 
Governor Smith had been let off witha 
reprimand. Further charges against 
the governor were that he had abused 
and insulted the officers under him; had 
caused men carried on government pay- 
yolls to do chores about his house, and 


had turned government property over 
to his private use. Before becoming 


zovernor of the Leavenworth home, 
Simith was for three years treasurer of 
the national soldiers’. home at Togus, 
Me. Charges preferred against him 
there by the governor of that home led 
to his transfer in 1885 to Leavenworth,

Miners’ Strike Leads to a Pitched 


Battle With Firearms, 


White Unionists Triumph 
Over Colored Men. 


Five Minutes of Heavy, but Poorly Directed, 
Firing by Combatants. 


Pana, Ills., Sept. 29.—The negroes from 
the stockades at the Springside and 
Penwell mines last night paraded on the 
principal streets of the city, heavily 
armed. The union miners were in ses- 
fsion at their hall. A negro appeared at 
the hall and quarrelled with a whité 
miner. . Officer Smith arrested the black 
and was escorting him to jail when a 
crowd of negroes, pointing revolvers at 
Smith, ordered him to release the prison- 
er. Union miners and others went tc 
‘Smith's assistance, and the negroes 
were driven back, Smith took his pris- 
onar to Operator Penwell’s store, and 
upon Penwell’s standing for the negro’s 
fine he was released. 

Before Smith released his prisoner, 
however, the crowd of colored men haa 
been reinforced and assumed a threat- 
ening attitude toward the white men. 


| David McGavie, ieader of the union min- 


ers, clubbed one of the blacks over the 
head with a revolver, it is said. For 
half a block McGavie forced the negroes 
to retreat, and then a few shots wera 
fired. 

The negroes retreated quickly to their 
stockades, s¢cured rifles, returned and 
The 
opposing forces lined up on the street, 
the negroes with Winchesters and the 
miners with shotguns, rifles and revol- 
vers. Neighboring business houses were 
immediately closed, lights extinguished 
and citizens generally their 
homes. 

At the word of command firing com- 
menced. The first volley came from the 
negroes. The union men responded with 
a volley and heavy firing continued for 
five minutes. Much of the shooting was 
wild. The white men finally drove their 
enemies to the stockades. 

A second ercounter between whites 
and blacks occurred 20 minutes after the 
first batthe near the Penwell stockade, 
but the firing was scattered, and it is 
not believed to have been serious. The 
miners had full charge of the business 
Streets at midnight, when desultory rifta 
reports could be heard from the Penwell 
and Springside stockades.

Cuban General's Sophism. 

Santiago, Sept. 29.—General Collazo, 
the Cuban military officer who accom- 
panied Lieutenant Rowan on his re 
turn to the United States after deliver- 
ing documents from the war depart- 
ment to General Garcia, publishes a 
strong article in which he contrasts the 
State of affairs in the island after the 
revolution of 1876 and the present sit 
uation. “Then,” Collazo, ** the 
paid the insurgents enougt 
money to allow them to return to their 
homes and commence work. They re- 
duced, and in some cases remitted, taxes 
and treated the people leniently, afford 
ing them every facility for the resump 
tion of peaceful pursuits. 

“Now, the Americans demand the dis- 
bandment, without pay, of the Cuban 
army, still retain the heavy duties or 
cattle, thus preventing agriculturalists 
from resuming the cultivation of their 
lands, and are generally acting without 
consideration towards men deserving 
the highest consideration for their ser- 
vices to the cause of liberty. It is 
true the Americans are distributing frea 
rations to the Cuban army, but the Cu- 
ban soldiers do not want charity, but 
only an opportunity to work for them- 
selves.” The article concludes With a 
solemn warning of the serious conse- 
quences likely to ensue unless the ag- 
gravated situation is relieved. 

The distress, disease, death, hunger 
and starvation at Matanzas continue 
unabated. The daily average of deaths 
upon the street corners exceeds 20, and 
the condition of the poor in Havana is 
not much better than at Matanzas, 
Mothers, gaunt and famished, hugging 
the shadows of skeleton children to their 
breasts, beg food and fall by the way- 
side, but the government refuses to ad- 
mit the gravity of the situation, and hag 
closed the soup kitchens, proclaiming te 
the world that want and destitution ne 
longer exist there. .

The Louisvilles were badly crippled 
Thursday, and the Chicagoes had a 
walkover.

The Clevelands again defeated the 
Cincinnatis. The wanderers were al- 
ways in front and won almost as they 
pleased. 

Keeler sprained his ankle in yester- 
day’s game between the Brooklyns and 
the Baltimores. The injury, accord- 
ing to his physician, will keep him out 
of the game for more than a week. Kel- 
ley and McGraw were sent to the bench 
for disputing with Hunt. McKenna 
went to pieces in the fifth, and the Bal- 
timores won in a walk, 13 to 1. 

The New York club gave the most 
flagrant exhibition of disorganization 
and amateur playing probably everseen 
on the Washington grounds. At the 
end of the sisth inning Catcher Warner 
was put out of the game for kicking. 
Joyce redistributed the players, with the 
result that but two remained as orig- 
imally placed. Two men 
play in positions assigned them. Then 
began an exhibition which disgusted the 
spectators when they were not moved to 
laughter by the antics of the giants. 
The farce was stopped by calling the 
game back to the end of the sixth. 


Each night the situation grows more 
serious, and the few arrests made have 
encouraged the crowd so that more 
trouble is looked for. 

Secretary Smith of the union is satis- 
fied at the way the battle is going. His 
pickets sent nine men home yesterday, 
and others were met at the depot and 
induced to go back to Boston. The de- 
pots are well picketed, and the reports 
of the pickets show that the city is 
being kept free from new men who are 
after work. No one got by at the local 
depots, but it is suspected that the men 
get off at a station about five miles out 
and ride into the city . The streets 
leading imto the city are also being 
watched, and the pickets at the factorfeés 
make the final appeal to the men, 

In the battle against the machines, 
the agent, Walter Shaw, expresses sat- 
isfaction at the outlook He claims 
that the men cannot win. He has 1000 
machines in this district, and states 
that he can keep them running if neces- 
sary Men are being brought here all 
the time who either know how to run 
them, or wish tolearn. “It is our duty 
to keep the machines running,” he con- 
tinued, “and we will do so.” 

At Stacey, Adams & Co.'s the men who 
worked on the machines do not like 
the idea of fighting the machines by 
hand lasting, at machine prices, plus the 
royalty. It is about 4 cents less than the 
machine price on the cheapest goods, 
and the amount they could earn would 
not bea living wage. As yet they have 
not returned. It is expected that the 
men will stop work in other shops after 
the first pay day, as the scale they now 
have to work for is alleged to be very 
low. The idea that hand lasters are 
working beside them for double the 
wages also bothers them. The union 
officials are endeavoring tu adjust the 
matter. 

John Milsson was sentenced to one 
month in the house of correction for 
disturbance of the peace in connection 
witb a demonstration at the P. B. Keith 
factory. 

A careful canvass in the headquarters 
of the union and the various affected 
shops fails to show who is winning the 
battle. Many of the manufacturers 
claim to be practically idle, and yet it 
is known that they are working. They 
make this statement, it is claimed, in 
order to keep strikers from coming near 
their factories. Others are putting on 
a more cheerful aspect, and are known 
to be doing alittle. Outside of the three 
factories which have shut down it is 
known that some work is being dons. 
As the manufacturer only has to pay 
for what he gets, he can get a little 
money for himself for the goods. The 
strikers, on the other hand, are living 
on what they have saved, and this in 
most cases is small. They are helped 
by a 50-cent a week tax on the men who 
are now working in shops not affected, 
and by money contributed by merchants 
in response to solicitations. No striker 
has yet publicly made complaint of his 
lot, but there are a few disgruntled 
ones. 

As the battle continues the men are 
becoming careful of how they spend 
their money. At first it looked like a 
short, sharp fight with the men as win- 
ners, and they were free with their 
money. It is changed now, and though 
they still claim to be winning, the money 
‘s more carefully used.

Something new in the publication of 
the taxpayers of the city is attempted 
this year by the Daily Ledger. There 
is considerable interest in the assessed 
value of land in the city, which is 
claimed to be high in some cases and 
low in others. So the Ledger has sup- 
plemented the amount of the tax bill in 
each ward with the value of each lot 
of land for which the person is taxed, 
giving in each case the number of 
square feet or acreage. 

The amount given in the line with 
the person’s name is his total ward tax, 
and may include houses, personal 
property, etc., in addition to the lots of 
land below. The Ledger gives only the 
valuation of the land. 

To obtain a person’s total tax in the 
city, add together the amounts paid in 
the several wards. 

The Ledger commenced the publica- 
tion Aug. 30, and has already published 
the land values of all persons whose 
names begin with A to G, and today’s 
instalment is the second of the H’s:

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have been sent to the writers of all the 
complaints received by the president 
asking them to make their charges 
specific and to state whether they spoke 
from personal knowledge or only from 
report. 

One of the letters read yesterday was 
from Dr. Sims of Chattanooga. It was 
written to a friend in Ohio in response 
to an inquiry for the facts In regard to 
Camp Thomas, and was forwarded by 
the p-rson that had received it to the 
president. Dr. Sims said that there was 
n» justification for the charge that the 
pite of the camp was not desirable. It 
‘was, he said, admirable. In the begin- 
ning of the camp's career the hospital 
facilitits were limited, but these had 
been increased until they were adequate 
to meet the demands upon them. 

The committee expects to begin to take 
testimony next week. General Wheeler 
is expected to be among the first wit- 
messes called. A decision was reached 
yesterday to include in the work an in- 
quiry into the conduct of the war de- 
partment in the Pacific as well as fn the 
Atlantic region, and to this end letters 
were written to General Merriam in 
command of the Philippines and to Gen- 
eral Merritt, who occupied this latter 
post until rently. 

Pence Commissioners Introduced. 

Paris, Sept. 30.—The breakfast at which 
the two peace commissions met for the 
first time yesterday was a purely infor- 
mal affair given by Mr. Delcasse in his 
private apartments at the foreign office. 
Mr. Delcasse presided in the center of a 
long table. On his right were General 
Porter and Senator Gray, with a Spanish 
commissioner between them. On the 
left was the president of the Spanish 
commission, Montero Rios, with Senator 
Davis next to him and a Spanish com- 
missioner on the leftofthesenator, On 
the opposite side, facing Mr. Delcasse, 
was Mr. Brisson; on his right were Mr. 
Castillo, Senator Frye and a Spanish 
commissioner. On the left of the pre- 
mier were Judge Day, president of the 
American commission, a Spanish com- 
missioner and Whitelaw Reid. Beyond 
these on either side were the secretaries 
of the United States and the French for- 
eign office officials. 

The breakfast, or luncheon, as it would 
be termed in the United States, occupied 
80 minutes. Coffee and cigars were 
served in an adjoining apartment, and 
after half an hour of further chatting the 
party broke up, both commissions leav- 
ing simultaneously with corteous adieus. 
The Americans regard the function as 
having been a happy means of making 
the two sets of commissioners acquainted 
with each other. It was planned with 
great tact by the French and was con- 
ducted with the utmost discretion. 


Jobs For the Cubins. 

Santiago, Sept. 80.—Arrangements 
have been completed for the formation 
of a force of Cuban mounted police for 
the province of Santiago. It consists ofa 
commandant with the rank of major, 
three captains, six lieutenants, 10 ser- 
geants and 240 enlisted men. The rate 
of pay of the enlisted men is the same as 
in the United States army, while the offi- 
cers get two-thirds. General Castillo 
has charge of the preliminaries of the 
appointments, but he must select capa- 
ble men who have served in the Cuban 
army, and the officers must have had 
similar cr a higher rank. This police 
force will have a large territory to cover, 
and it is expected that as soon as the 
Cuban troops disband the lawless ele- 
ment will have to be keptin check. Even 
at present quantities of cattle are sto- 
len and complaints are frequemt, both to 
Generals Wood and Castillo, and they 
are determined to put an end to this state 
of affairs. 

The Cubans are beginning to under- 
etand that the sudden change they 
wanted after the surrender would have 
caused disorder and confusion, while ev- 
ery day Cubans are appointed to posi- 
tions of power and emolument, 


Two Generals to Retire. 

Washington, Sept. 30.—Major General 
Hamilton S. Hawkins, who commanded 
the division which captured San Juan 
hill in the second day’s fight in Santiago, 
has been appointed a brigadier general 
in the regular army to fill the vacancy 
caused by the retirement of General 
Graham. Immediately after receiving 
his commission he will be placed on 
the retired list on his own application 
under the 30-years’ service clause, and 
this will enable the president to advance 
Major General Kent to the grade of 
brigadier general in the regular army. 
General Kent commanded the wing of 
the army which effected the gallant cap- 
ture of Caney in the first day's fight. 


Chaplain MeIntyre's Defence. 

Denver, Sept. 20.—The defense of 
Chaplain McIntyre was opened Thurs- 
day. Senator Schermerhorn testified 
that the chaplain said that when the 
battle with Cervera’s fleet began Ad- 
miral Sampson's flagship, the New 
York, was 11 miles away, but during the 
fight she came up so that at the sur- 
render of the Colon she was within sig- 
nalling distance, which he explained, 
was within four miles, and that she was 
so reported. The chaplain did not 
state that the admiral reported him- 
self within the 4-mile limit. Witness 
believed the chaplain said something 
to the effect that the audience was as 
much entitled to prize money as Ad- 
mira! Sampson.

erection, in proper condition and re- 
pair.*’

owning a tract on the summit.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Slavery was abolished in Austria in 
1782. 

There are 20 languages spoken in Fran- 
cis Joseph’s dominion. 

The imperial crown was elective but in 
process of time practically became hered- 
itary in the house of Hapsburg. 

The name Austria is Oesterich, signify- 
ing the eastern part of the kingdom. It 
was applied tothe territory of east Ger- 
many. 

The Austria-Hungarian -navy consists 
of 1 battleship of the second class, 7 of the 
third class, 8 port defense ships, 17 cruis- 
ers and 57 torpedo boats. 

Married women may smoke in Vienna 
without being considered ‘‘emancipated,” 
but unmarried women who indulge in to- 
bacco are looked at askance. 

In Austria proper in 1895 there were 
141,551 illegitimate births out of a total 
of 968,560. In Hungary there were 65,980 
illegitimate births out of a total of 774, 439. 

The Austrian dominion, exclusive of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, which are not 
yet thoroughly tncorporated in the empire, 
has an area of 240,942 square miles, with 
a population of 41,231,342 in 1890. 

There are so many languages spoken in 

: the provinces of Austria-Hungary that in- 
terpreters are employed in the various par- 
liaments to interpret the speeches of the 
delegates and make them intelligible to 
all the members, 

The provinces of the monarchy of Aus- 
tria-Hungary were united in 1867 under 
one head. Foreign affairs, the army and 
navy and some other common interests are 
managed by the emperor and the parlia- 
ment. Local affairs are directed by the 
provincial parliaments.

A FLAGITIOUS OFFENSE 


Emperor of China Wore the Clothes 
of Civilization. 


Dowager Empress Mortally 
Grieved by Spectacle. 


Punished Him by Taking the Reins of Office 
In Her Own Hands. 


Pekin, Sept. 30.—The developments of 
palace affairs confirm the belief that ¢he 
emperor, by the radical reforms which 
he had decreed, prepared himself for the 
blow struck by the dowager empress. 
The successive edicts furnished a his- 
tory of the trend of fairs. The em- 
peror’s chief advisor, Kang Yuwei, ob- 
tained unbounded influence over him 
and inspired the reforms. The official 
classes opposed him and consulted the 
dowager empress as to means for nulli- 
tying these reforms. 


EMPEROR OF CHINA. 
“The current story is that the 
mediate cause of the emperor's downfall 
was that he appeared one day in Eu- 


im- 


ropean clothes. This offence, it ap- 
pears, was aggravated by the arrival in 
China of the Marquis Ito, the Japanese 
statesman, which alarmed the palace 
officials as foreshadowing Japanese 
domination in the emperor's councils. 
Thereupon the dowager empress acted 
with wonderful promptness and deposed 
her nephew before the Pekin people were 
aware that she had left the summer 
palace. Yuwel, forseeing trouble, fled 
two days before the crisis. The em- 
press has issued an edict ordering that 


he be kept under surveillance until 
further orders, and his degradation is 
certain. 


Six reformists, namely, Kang Yuwei's 
brother, ong censor and four head clerks 
of the cabinet, including a son of the 
governor of Hu-Poi, were executed for 
alleged conspiracy against the dowager 
empress. There is no excitement, and 
everything is proceeding as usual. 

Empire State Democracy. 

Syracuse, Sept. 30.—Honors come fast 
to the family of Van Wyck. One broth- 
er, the mayor of greater New York, steps 
aside to make room for another Van 
Wyck—his brother, Augustus, and a 
justice of the supreme court of the 
state—who is named by the Democrats 
of the empire state to head its fight for 
governor. 

The platform adopted yesterday sounds 
a note of battle against Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt which indicates warm 
work ahead for the military chieftain. 
The issue of “tax dodging” is clearly de- 
fined, even if the national questions of 
finance and tariff are passed over in 
silence. 

The selection of Judge Van Wyck is 
regarded as a concession to Mr. Croker 
and as overcoming Mr. McLaughlin's ob- 
jections to a municipal election, whicn 
would have been necessary had Robert 
A. Van Wyck been nominated and elect- 
ed.

Candia, Crete, Sept. 30.—Edhem Pasha, 
the Turkish governor, who is chiefly 
blamed for the recent rioting here, has 
been deprived of the governorship. 

The delays and subterfuges in com- 
plying with orders of Admiral Noel, the 
British commander in these waters, in- 
crease. The Turkish authorities have 
ceased surrendering arms, and are pre- 
tending that the disarmament has been 
completed. The British officers pro- 
pose to search suspected houses. They 
have discovered that many of the men 
surrendered as ringleaders of the riot- 
ing are innocent, while the guilty are 
still at liberty. 

Slid Down a Clothesline, 

Chicago, Sept. 30.—A clothes line at- 
tached to a window saved the lives of a 
number of people yesterday in a 4-story 
apartment building, the fire having cut 
off other means of escape. A dozen 
persons, including a number of women 
and children, slid down the line and 
escaped. Seventeen other persons were 
rescued by the firemen with ladders. 
Five persons were injured by jumping 
from windows. 

The fire broke out in a drug: store in 
the basement, and the burning chem- 
{cals made a quick fire, precipitating a 
panic among the inmates, who rushed 
for the windows. The financial loss 
will be small. 

No Fight to ‘@ Finish. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 30.—Police Superin- 
tendent Muth of Allegheny says that 
Corbett ard McCoy can spar there dur- 
ing the week of the Knights Templar 
conclave, but that a fight to a finish will 
=| not be permitted. The city will be open 
for all kinds of legitimate sport for the 
entertainment of the visitors. It is un- 
]| derstood that strong efforts are being 
made to get the big fighters to meet in 
Allegheny at that time. 


LIGHT VOTE POLLED. 


Result of the Plebiscite on Prohibitien 
In the Canadian Provinces. 
Toronto, Sept. 30.—The prohibition vote 
in the province of Ontario has resulted 
in a b’g surprise. In 1894 a majority of 
$1,000 voted in favor of tosal prohibi- 
tion. There appears to be a small ma- 
jority against prohibition as & result of 
yesterday’s voting. Every city in the 
province went heavily against the prop- 
osition. This city turned a previous ina- 
jority for it of 2500 into a majority ot 4000 

against it. 

It will be some days before anything 
like complete returns are recived in the 
province of Quebec. Estimates from 
scattered returns received place the ma- 
jority against at 75,000. Of this Montreal 
gave 12,000. The French-Canadians 
voted solidly against prohibition. In- 
terest taken in the question was but 
slight, and the vote polled was light. 

The aggregate for Nova Scotia was 
25,169 y:s and 3643 no. Returns from 
Prince Edward Island show a light vote 
but an increased majority for prehibi- 
tion. Those favoring prohibition car- 
ried the day in Manitoba by about Sid 
majority. Only about 30 percert cf the 
total vote was polled. 


The News of Beantown. 

Boston, Sept. 30.—Consolidation of,10 or 
12 of Boston's national banks is as good 
as assured. A circular has been issued 
to the savings banks, which practically 
own a controlling interest in these banks, 
naming a price which will be paid for 
their holdings. The intention is to liqui- | 
date these banks and organize a bank 
with a capital of $3,000,000 or $5,000 ,000. 
The largest capitalization of any Bos- 
ton bank at the present time is $3,000,000, 
and that the Merchants’. The bauks 
named are the Boston, Columbian, Har- 
vard, Market, North, North American, 
Globe, Lincoln and Massachusetts. 

A slick swindler, making use of ship- 
ping orders of a railroad for a bluff, has} 
been obtaining money by false pretences 
in this vicinity for the past three months, 
He has operated in Somerville, Lynn, 
Charlestown, Roxbury and Boston prop- 
er. Men and women have paid charges 
on freight which never existed save in 
the imagination, the sums ranging from 
$3.12 to $17. 

In the superior criminal court yester- 
day Judge Hardy sentenced William 
Dalton to state prison for a term of 
not less than three nor more than five 
years for stealing 50 cents.

Dedham, Mass., Sept. 30.—The remains 
of Thomas F. Bayard were taken to 
Boston this morning and placed in a 
special car attached to the colonial ex- 
press. The family sent a telegram to 
Mr. Cleveland, requesting him to act as 
one of the pallbearers 

Hundreds of telegrams have been re- 
ceived offering condolences to the widow 
and other relatives. Leading citizens | 
in this country and Great Britain, polit- 
ical associates, personal friends, and 
men famous in the various walks of life 
are among those who are sympathizers 
of the family. They include cablegrams 
from Queen Victoria of Great Britain 
and Henry Irving, the actor, and Lady 
Churchill. 

Acting Secretary Adee of the state de- 
partment sent the following: “Permit 
me to add my assurance of sorrow and 
sympathy by reason of the death of one 
I esteemed in public life and loved asa 
true friend. The state department, over 
which he so worthily presided and which 
he represented abroad with distinction, 
pays a just tribute of honor and rever- 
ence to his memory.” 


Gift to Vermoit University. 

New York, Sept. 30.—By the will of Dr. 
Thomas Robertson the university of Ver- 
mont in Burlington is to receive the pro- 
ceeds of a portion of his estate, to be de- 
voted to the creation of a trust of $5000. 
The faculty is to purchase yearly with 
three-fourths of the income a micro- 
scope, to be awarded to the student of 
the university composing and writing 
the best essay on any neurological sub- 
ject. The remainder of the income is to 
be annually devoted to the purchase ofa 
pocket surgical case to be given for the 
second best essay on the same subject, 
and both prizes are to be known as the 
“Robertson prizes.” 

Any surplus remaining after this trust 
has been created the testator leaves to 
the faculty and medical department of 
the university, and directs that it pur- 
chase immediately a large cabinet of 
microscopes for the use of the students 
in the medical department which shall 
be placed in a case in a conspicuous 
place and inscribed, “‘Robertson Memor- 
ial Cabinet.” Although the testator left 
a widow, no bequest to her is made in 
the will. 


Pana's Street Riot, 

Pana, Ills., Sept. 30.—Great excite- 
ment prevailed Thursday asa result of 
the street riot between the imported 
negroes and the union miners. The 
principal streets were filled with miners 
and citizens armed to the teeth. The 
negro who attempted to kill Policeman 
Smith and whose arrest started the riot 
failed to appear for trial. Mine Opera- 
tor Penwell, who gave bail for the negro, 
also failed to appear. Warrants have 
been issued for all the negroes concerned 
inthe riot. 

How many negroes were wounded and 
how severely cannot be learned. Noone 
is permitted to enter the stockades, and 
the operators refuse to give out any in- 
formation. E. Bishop, a by-stander, is 
the only white citizen wounded.

Philadelphia, Sept. 30.—All but two of 
the professional bicycle riders who have 
formed the National Cyclists’ union and 
refused to race on any track under L. 
A. W. auspices remained true to their 
Promises yesterday, and took no part) 
in the national circuit meet at Woodside 
park.

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MEETING OF MILL MEN 


Cotton Manafacturers Discuss Tex- 
tile Topics. 


Value of New Method of Bal- 
ing Raw Staple. 


Importance of the Paris Exposition to Pro- 
ducers of Cloth. 


Crawford House, White Mountains, N. 
H., Sept. 30.—The papers presented last 
evening at the closing session of the New 
England Cotton Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion were those of William C. Lovering 
of Taunton on “Some Newly Discovered 
Advantages of the Round Bale;"" James 
G. Hill, Lowell, on “The Relations Be- 
tween Steam and Water Power,” and 
John H. MeGibbons, director of exhibits 
at the auditorium building, Chicago, on 
“American Textiles at the Paris Exhibi- 


Mr. Lovering said that machinery has 
improved all the cotton manufacturing 
processes, but the cotton bale is as it was 
a century ago. The improved form of 
bale, as he advocated, was bound up in 
the form of a cylinder, two feet in di- 
ameter and three feet in length, weigh- 
ing 270 pounds, which is 35 pounds a cubic 
foot. These bales can be packed to 
great advantage in cars and steamers, 
and there is less danger from fire than 
from the ordinary bales. It is an im- 
provement in manufacturing, as the cot- 


to the picker, thus obviating the bale 
breaker; and by placing different rolls 
on the apron of the picker, a complete 
m'xing of the various grades of cotton 
may be accomplished, which is only ap- 


ditions of cotton picking.’ 

The paper Was a very able one and ex- 
cited great interest. A large amount of 
cotton is now being packed by Mr. Lov- 
erirg’s method, and a higher price is 
secured on this account. The paper was 
discussed at lergth, and many questions 
were asked of the speaker by Joseph M. 
Dunham of Holyoke and Lewis Simpson 
of Montreal. 


Weer ant Steam Power. 
Mr. H.ll's paper in part was as fol- 
Jjows: “In general it may be said that 
any water power furnished without 


charge, except that of building the plant 
and the expenses of maintaining the 
same, is cheaper than steam power, or 
any other known power. Of course we 
know that whenever water power is fur- 
nished by a separate company distinct 
from the mills ata fixed or variable 
tharge, water power may soon become 
an expensive luxury; but in order to de- 
termine at what point water power or 
steam power is the cheaper, we must 
turn to the tables for a comparison. 

“T assume the average water and steam 
power plants w.!] cost about $50 per horse 
power each. From data recently ob- 
tained and from careful estimates made 
of large water power mills ike Lowell 
for instance, the cost of the two plants 
can be readily proven. The statement 
has been made that steam power at tide 
water is as cheap as, or possibly cheaper 
than, water power inland. Of course, it 
th’s be true, the advantages in freights 
and the nearer proximity to commercial 
centers are apparent; but I think that 
we can show that no steam power, no 
matter how cheap coal may be, is as 
cheap as water power without charges 
other than those incidental to its produc- 
tion, that is to say without any fixed 
charges for the use of the water power.” 

Broadening Our Markets. 

Mr. McGibbons said in part: “In 1900 
France holds her fifth universal interna- 
tional exposition, the first having been 
held in 1855. By concerted effort the 
members of the New England Manufac- 
turers’ association can display Ameri- 
can cotton textiks and many of those 
textiles of which cotton forms a part so 
as to convey a good impression of the 
progress we have made in these lines, 
and be in every way creditable to the 
country. By such an exhibit we can 
beet reach our South American friends, 
‘who continue to go to Europe to buy 
through force of habit and through lack 
of perfect knowledge as to what we 
actually have to sell. Nothing should 
be left undone which will tend to divert 
from its present channel the enormous 
trade which rightfully belongs to the 
United States. The space allotted to 
the United States for threads, textiles 
and garments, amounts approximately 
to only 3,000 square feet, but a joint ex- 
hibit of the cotton manufacturers would 
reduce the amount of space necessary 
and at the same time assure a more at- 
tractive and satisfactory exhibit.”
